And that appears in the 
Two Volumes of Letters, /ately printed under the T itles 
of CABALA , and Secrets of Empire ; which bave 
been very well reſented : and, though indeed, they have no 
Coherence of Timeor Matter, but are a R aplodie ofthe 
diſperſed thoughts of the Dead, upon ſeveral occaſions ; yet 
(like aProſpeRof Various Objets)-bave delighted the 
Curious Eye. T his Collection, being a continued Ne- 
gotiation of Sir Francis W atsinGfam , during his 
three years Reſidence (as Ambaſſador) in that Myſterious 
Treaty of Queen E1.12aseTas Marriage , ſucceſsively, 
with thetwoGreatBrothers of V a 018,wil without doubt 
meet with an equal, if not a better receptim ; and not onely 
pleaſe the Judicious ſrght, with its Order and Unitormity 

(the alarge ProfſpeR at ſea; butmay be ofgreat uſe tothoſe 
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To the REeade x. 


© Gentlemen hat ſhall be bred up to ſerve Princes bereafier 


in this kind of Honorable Imployment. And though the 
Engliſh have been hitherto ſo reſerved, as not 10 make pul- 
hke the T reaties and Negotiations of their Ambaſſadors 
abroad ; ſo thatwe bave bardly any notzon of them, hut by 
their Arms, which are bung up m Inns where they paſſed: 


yer the French and Italians (who think themſelves as 


wile, and as good Polititians) bave frequently dune it ; 
which we ſee and read with delight, as givie a better ac- 
count of A fairs, Times and Perſons, then any Hiſtory can 
do; unleſs men of AQtion, and great Stateſmen, could find 
leiſure (as Cxsar, andſome otbers did) toſet down (with 
integrity) the ſeveral Paſſages of their Þ imes. 

The Perlons who affed this Scene, and whoſpeak bytheir 
Letters; are, the Qugzn her ſelf, Ler1cesrer,BukLeiGn, 
W atsINGaam, and Sir T romas SMITH; ſuch a TunQo 
(for abilities) as were ſufficient togovern the whole world: 
but the chief miniſterial parts lay upon BurLeicn and 
W ars1ncHan, twoſuch Miniſters of State, as no age in 
this Nation bath produced their Equals. 

Of ber R oyal-ſelf (bom all Euros did either honor 
or fear) I ſhall onely ſay, T bat as ſhe had the judgement to | 
make good choice of ber Servants, though ſhe rewarded but 
ſparmgly (like ber Grandfather Henk the ſeventh ) yet 
ſhe bad the Fortune to findthem more loyal and ſecret then 
thoſe Princes that ſucceeded ber, notwithſtanding their great 
gifts, and effuſion of the Treaſure of the Crown, which now 
(with their bodies) lies buried in the Duſt. 

And if at any time it concerned her tobe well ſerved, it 
was in this great I reaty of a League and Marriage with 
France ; whereſbe bad todo with as cunning a Lady as 
ber ſelf(theQueen Mother) and with the King her Son, 
CnarLs theninth, the deepeſt Diſſembler that ever wore 
Crown, . | For 
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For the Match it ſelf, whether it were really intended 
by the FRENCH 1 make ſome doubt ; Pax firſt ; namely, 
that with the D. of Aj ou, afterwards Hey thy third ; 
but do rather think it wasſet on foot with deſign to amuſe our 
' Queen, and tbe Proteſtant Princes of FKk ANCE and 
-to breeda Confidence the better 10 draw them into the Net 

at Paris , I mean the barbarous and bloody Maſſacre on 
St, Bartholomews Eve, 1572. being the ſecond year of 
xbis Negotiation; and by reaſon of the cloſe carriage there- 
of; could never be diſcovered by our quick-lighted Am- 
þaſſador, with all bis Spyes and Intelligencers, till he was 
almeſt overwhelmedin it himſelf. 

For the ſecond IT reatie, which was ſet on foot in the 
year 1581. with Monſreur the Duke of AL anson, I do 
conceive that it was really intended bythe FR E N CH, 
and by the chief of the ENGLISH Comcel, except 
LeicesrTER (who hadpretenſtons of bis own;) but for ber 
own Mind, what that really was,I muſt leave, as athing 
doubly inſcrutable,both as ſhe was aW oman and a Queen. 

Concerning that Immortal hatred that grew between ' 
ber and the Queenof SCOT'S, occaſroned by difference in 
Religion,contrary State-Intereſt, Neighboring King- 
doms , F mulation of Greatneſs, and perhaps of Beauty 
too; and wherein all the Princes of Chriſtendom did m- 
terpoſe, ſome one way,” and ſome another (as will appear by 
theſe Letters) 1 canreſemble it tonothing better, then the 
Poets faigned quarrel between Juno and V exus, which 
did ſo often trouble the whole Family of their Gods ; and 
the Scots Queens aſſuming the Arms oF ENGL AND, -. 
in the time of her firſt Husband (though ſhe afterwards 
excuſed it as an aft of conſtraint, ſhe being under obedience) 
was that Manet alta menteR epoſtum.

Iſh Fugitives, controverſres about Merchant Affairs, 
Cc. All ſowell digeſted, and delivered in ſo plain and clear 
a ſtile, withont any pomp of W ords, or oftentation of 
Wi ir, as renders the PEICE muchmore valuable tothoſe 
that know a good Hand, when they ſee it. And if a man 
could be bebolding to his Cyphers,as Sir R 0s: kT Naun- 
TON ſaith.ſpeaking of theſe veryLE IT ERS inhisFrag- 
menta R egalia, they would have told pretty T ales 4 
T imcs : but I muſt leave the decyphering part to thoſerbat

The charge which we doe commit to 
you, reſteth only and principally upon this 
ſpeciall Matter following, whereunto we will that you dire& your whole 
actions, | 


We deſire that the Accord betwixt the King our good Brother,and the Prince 
B e" — 


Y 
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of Navarre, Prince of Conde, and the Admirall, with the reſt ofthe Company 
being the Kings Subje&s, might be made as fayourable for the reaſonable con- | 
rentation and {urety ofthe ſaid Princes and their party, as may be penn to the | 
maintenance and continuance of them in the liberty of their Conlciences for the 
cauſe of Religion. 

And becauſe we conſider that chere is no ſmall labour made by ſome dire&ly 
to impeach this accord, and by ſome others though not openly to withſtand is, | 
yet by doubrtull dealing inthe granting to their Requeſts co ruine the ſaid Prin- 
ces and their party in theend: We findeit the more neceſlary tor us to uſe all 
good means to countervail ſuch contrary labours, and to procurenot only a good 
Accord, but therewith a continuance thereof, as a matter which in our Con(cj- | 
ence and Honor we think good both for the King and his whole Eſtaxe. And 
therefore after you ſhall underſtand rhe ſtate of che Negotiation. of this matter. 
by the Deputies of the two Princes with the King, and wherein ic ſhall be profi- 
table for them that our Ambaſſador and you ſhall deal with the King or Queen- 
Mother in our Name; Our meaning is, you ſhall in this manner, or the like, de- | 
clare our Intentions, as Grounds whereupon you may lay the reſt of our Reaſons 
and perſiwaſions chat ſhall be thought good to be propounded to the King. | 

Firſt, you ſhall ri that we earneſtly requeſt the King to ſer apart all manner 
of Jealouſie that either hath been, or may be infinuated co him, of our meaning 
in this cauſe betwixt him and his Subjects : for that we mean as well, and fo al- 
wayes have to him and his Eſtate, as it we were his naturall Siſter, and never had | 
any intention to maintain or gp cb any of his Subjects againſt him ro move | 
any trouble to his eſtare, or to diminiſhany parcell ot his Crown, And yet you | 
ſhall ſay, That we will in this ſort be plain with him, — Jo beſt ro agree 
with good Friendſhip and Honor, that we could never be well ſatisfied or contene | 
in our minds, to have the (aid Princes and their party, for profeſſing of the Reli- | 
gion whereof they have freedom granted to them, to be overthrown or diſtreſſed 
by means of partality of their private Enemies , as long as they never required | 
jn ſubſtance any other thing of the King, then a permiſſion to enjoy the benefit 
of the former Edicts granted unto them for the exerciſe of their Religion. In 
the which we doe alſo conſider that they had been fo long ſuffered as a great pore 
tion of people of his Realm had been 1n their young years therein nouriſhed and 
eſtabliſhed, and without opinion of damnation of their ſouls, they could nox | 
change the ſame, ſo aswe pray the King to take this our plain dealing in good 
part, and to interpret of our advice that weare bold to give him, as one that mea- 
neth firſt and principally beſt to him and his eſtate, and no otherwiſe to his Sub- 
jects, then ſhall in our Judgment further the quietneſs, repoſe, and augmentation 
of him in Honour, Wealth and Surety. | 

Youſhall next to this ſay, that we have partly conſidered of ſuch Petitions | 
and Demands as we be informed his Subjects have in moſt humble ſort required 
to be granted to them : And we note the ſubſtance of them to conſiſt ſpecially 
upon theſe points. The firſt, that they may bereſtored to his favour and grace 
as moſt humble and faithfull SubjeRs; a thing moſt meet for a King to be gran- 
red both readily and bountitully, and conſequently to ſerve him with their lives, 
lands,and goods: thing alſo for a King moſt profitable to imbrace & accept. And 
the next,thar they may be permitted to ſerve almighty God by exerciſe of Chri- 
ſtian Religion, according to their Profeſſion, and to [ron 4 of their Conſci- 
ence; a thi Hrs in the ſight of God moſt commendable, and needfull of all 
Chriſtian Subjes. And laſt, that they may have aſſurance hereot in ſome ber- 


ter ſort, then by former experience they have had, a matter of moſt moment to 
| be regarded tor a full perfeRigg of all the reſt, and without the which che reſt are 
of no account, Io 
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In theſe Suits moſt humbly preſented, of Subjects to a moſt Chriſtian King, 
of ſo great a multitude of People, conſiſting of tuch ſundry kinds and eſtates, of 
Princes of his blood, of noble Caprains, of learned men meet for Governs 
ment and Counſel, of valiant Souldiers, of great Burgeſles, rich Merchants, 
yea olg Women, Children, and all inferior ſorts almoſt innumerable, we can- 
not ſee, but the more ſpeedily , the more bounritully and aſuredly the King 
(hall deal with them, as a Father with his Children, the more ſhall be his own 
quietneſs, his comfort, his riches, his ſtrength, as we doubt noc bur he ſeerh 
without Declaration ; and glad we are to hear it commonly reported, hoy well 
diſpoſed he himſelf is to receive them to his tavour : And therefore you ſhall 
ſay, it needeth not to Ciſcourſe with hum, though he be young in years, what in- 
finite diſ-commodities and Jamentable mil-haps hath within a ſhort time grown 
ro his Eftate, by denying to his Subjects of their reafonable requeſts. And 
though there be. per caſe by ſome hard hearted perſons, cavilations found to re- 

rehend ſome part of their requeſts in particular, yet we require him tothink 

ow meet it is for him, the Soveraign Prince, not to want profit and honor of 
fo general a Peace in his Kingdom, by re-untting co him{clt of fuch a multitude 
of ſerviceable Subjects, which indeed 1s of ſuch a moment, as no cavilation 
would be admitted againſt any particular point that may ſt5nd with his Eſtate,and 
accelerate the Peace, But to conſider the King being the Soveraign to com- 
mand, and they his Subjefts to obey, and foby nature alwaiesto hve in fear, 
are to be rather comforted with a large grant to their requeſts, and a full atis- 
fa&ion ot aſſurance, then by denying any Portions of their demands, to be 
nouriſhed in duubt and anguiſh of mind , whereby neither part ſhould reſt in aſ- 
ſurance, neither the King, tor he had denyed, nor the Subjets, for they could 
not obtain 3 and ſoas it hapnethin ſickne(s, the recidivations might be moſt peril- 
ous. And atter you have dealt with the King tor furtherance of any particulay 
impediments, you ſhall alſo ſay, that we do promite the King, and will be coft- 
tent to make any aſſurance, that he ſhall require meer ro be made betwixs 
Princes; that if it ſhall pleaſe him to be a gracious Lord unto them,at this time, 
in their requeſts, and not toabridge the fame to their miſliking, whereby they 
may gather doubtfulneſs and fear of continuance of that whach ſhall be granted 
them, if any of them ſhall contrary to their promiſes and ſubmiſſions, attempt any 
thing directly or incireCtiy to the trouble of the Kings Eftate, and contrary to 
the duties ot true Subjects, we ſhallnot only condemn them in our — 
mend, and ſo pronounce them to the wotid, but fhallatfo, as the King ſhall ind 
it meet, proſecute them as common enemies toour ſelves. 

And for any particular matter,that you ſhall be by the Deputies of the Princes 
requeſted to further, wy ſhall do well to be mſtructed how to maintain their 
Demands, which ſhall be committed to you with ſuch reaſons as may be apree- 
able to be mentioned by you, having reipe& that you ſhall deal thereig for us, 
being a Queen and a Monarchwitha like Prince. 

And if any on the Kings behalf ſhallobje& ro you, that our dealing for thoſe 
Princes and their company, being ſubjects in this fort, to have liberty granted 
to them for exerciſe of Religion in other ſort then the King himſelt, and. the 
common Authority of the Realm dath protebs, 19 not e with our own 
actions and mccontiegd againſt our SubjeRs that have kately fought in like man- 
ner liberty to uſe the Roman Religion contrary to our Profethon; you may 
anſwer thereto very well, that it they mean this by a lace rebellion ſtwwred up 
this laſt year, ina part of our North Countrey, by the Earls of Northumbers 
land and Weſtmeriand. Firſt. it is very true, that they only colouredourwadly 
their rebellious attempts, with a ——_ Religion, 7 ramen. res ſee- 
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ing the matter is objected, that it is well known, and you are warranted to avow 
ic, that the principal cauſe of that Rebellion was wrought (you will not ſay by 
the Queen of Scots) but fure you are, by her Miniſters both here in England 
anJ Scotland, and by ſome of the principal parties of the Nobility in Scorland, 
that do hate Roman Religion. 

Beſides that, it is evident, that the two Earls chat were the heads therevf, be- 
fore they Cid begin their Rebellion, did at no time ſhew themlelves unwilling to 
exerciſe the rights of the Religion eſtibliſhed by Law in this Realm bur as 
they gave their conſents when the order thereot was firſt eſtabliſhed in Par- 
liament, fo did they ordinarily retort trom the beginning of our Reign in all 


open places to the Churches and to Dwine Services in the Church, withour 


contradiction or ſhew of mifliking. | 
Thirdly, if c1ther they, or zany other of our Subjects, would make requeſt 
to be atliberty to acknowledge the Authority of the Church of Rexe, as the 
' Pope would challenge it in! this Realm, and as by his Bulls and Decrees he doth 
declare his meaning, how he would exerciſe it to the rune of our Crown, it is 
ſo maniteſt, and that even by late experience notoriouſly well proved, that 
ſucha proviſion to be granted, induceth necellarily the party to be criminal of 
trealon and as inno wiſe any ſuch permiſſion can be by us granted 
to any Subjects within our Realm ; without we would therewith alſo, yield our 
Right and Royal Title to the will of "Traytors, wherein manifeſtly appeareth 
2 notable difference betwixt tuch a permiſhon as the Kings Subjects dorequire 
for exerciſe of -their Reiigion, which alſo hatch been by the Kings Autharitie 
granted heretotore to them, anc the permiſſon that were to be granted to any 
of our Subjects, that would exerciſe the Roman Religion in our Realm, and 
obey the Commandments, Decrees and Bulls of the Pope; for we never could 
perceive, that the exerciſe of the Religion profeſſed by the Princes, and their 
adherents in - raxce, did any way prejudice the Kings Title and Right to his 
Crown, but that the Proteſlors thereot did alwates with all humbleneſs and 
conſtancie, acknowledge and maintain the ſame, without adhering to any other 
Power or Authoritie ; but we ſee it manitcſt, and have lately proved it, and 
duly puniſhe it, in ſuch as ſeek to ere up the Authoritie of the Pope in 
our Realm, and do directly and maniteſtly not onely impugn our Eſtate Royal, 
but labour to remove us trom the Throne of our Kingdom , whereunto Al- 
mightie God hath placed, maintained, and preſerved us; a matter ſo manifeſt! 
tull of danger, as neither we may yield unto, no, nor none of our good#Su 
jects will never aſſent thereto, but in that quarrel will adventure all their lives, 
lands and eſtates, as of late againſt che Rebellion that was coloured with a pre- 
rence of Romith Religion, we did ſufficiently prove generally in all parts of 
our Realm, and in all Eſtates and perſons by the readineſs of their ſervice. Anfl 
thus you have a general note how to dire&t you in the proſecution of the purpoſe 
intended by this your journey ; not doubting, but both1n this, and all the reſt 
of your Charge, you will: joyn your felt with our Ambaſlador , who for - his 
Acquaintance and his Experience, can very ſufficiently inform you how to 
deal. | 
If any thing ſhall be moved to you for the Queen of Scots cauſe, 'you may 
lay, that betore your departure, and within two or threes daies after that Mon- 
ſieur de Porgney had been with us, we (had certain intelligence from Scotland, 
that the Lord Lewinſton, | which was ſent from the Queen of Scots, to ſolicite 
the leavying of Arms, and to bring ſome of the Nobilitie to conter both with 
us and her for ending of the troubles, had been with the Duke of Chaſtelhe- 
ran(te, the Earl ot CArg#le, and others joyned with them before the 20 of 
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the laſt moneth, for ſo his own Letters do teſtifie to our Couſin the Eai? of 
Sſſex our Lieutenant, upon our borders towards Scotland - and” that he found 
them well content with the Articles accorded by us with-the French Ambaſſa- 
dor, and the Biſhop of Roſs, and that he was well forward in his Commiſſion, 
ſo as we do look now daily both tor a general ceafing ot Arms there, and for 
the accels of the Noblemen on both parties of that Realm here, to treat and 
conclude upon the Queen of Scots cauſe. And if any turther matter be moved 
unto you in this, you (hall lay, that you have no more to ſay therein. 

When you have been with the King, and entred fo far into this Charge as 
our Ambaſſador and you may ſee likelihood of the end hereof, we would be 
1dvertiſed with all ſpeed poſſible. And it our Ambaſſador and you think that 
the haſtie yielding of the Deputiesin their negociation, may bring peril rothe 
cauſe, we think 1t good that they might be induced ro ſtand ſomewhat hard 
therein, as policie may ferve them, without making to them any further aids of 
money. Bur as yet, we dorather give them ſome countenance to uſe more earn- 
eſtneſs for their own ſuretie.

9H, it ay pleaſe your Honour to advertiſe herMijeſtie, that the King ac- 
cepted in very good i" her Coppa, aS from his good Siſter and 
Neig , who hach alwaies wiſhed tis well-doing and proſperity (for theſe 
were his words) after Congratulation done to the King, The Queen Mother, 
having inquired of me of the well-doing of her Majeſtie, asked me how the 
Queen of Scots did. I anſwered her, that at my departure, for any thing rhar I 
knew to the contrary, ſhe did = ; then ſhe proceeded to enquire of me 
touching her preſent eſtate : I anſwered, according to the tenor of my Inſtru- 
Ctions, in what ſtate ſhe ſtood at my departure, wherewith ſhe ſeemed to reſt 
very well fatisfied : And then the fell to proteſtarion, that for her own part ſhe 
was fo well perſwaded of the Queens Majeſties mercitul diſpoſition;as ſhe knevw 
right well, that if ſhe did deal any thing hardly with the Queen of Scots, it 
rather proceeded tram fome of her Miniſters, then from her Majeſties ſelf. | I 
replied, that I was glad to underſtand, that ſhe conceived fo well of the Queen 
my Muſtre(s's good diſpofition ; fo was I ſorry, that ſhe ſhould think thar ſhe 
would be, by any of her Miniſters or  Councellours, drawn to any thing, ei- 
the towards her, ar any other, that might not ſtand with her honour , for 
that her $kill and years was now to dire, and not to bedireted: I defired her 
therefore, in her Majeſties name, that ſhe would evermore reſerve an ear for 
her (athing that would not in equity be denied to the meaneſt perſon in France ) 
who in all her aftions hutherco towards the Queen of Scots, had dealt with that 
regard to her honour, as ſhe was right able to juſtific herſelf both cowards the 
King her good Brother, as alſo toward all other Princes. Then ſhe made 
great proteftation of her indifferencie, and that ſhe s a0 leb affected in good will 
rowards her Majeſtie, whomu pleaſerh, ſaith (be, ro do we the honour as| to 
call me by the name of a4 Maxher, chen to the Queen of Scars her Daughter 
| in 
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in Law: And therefore, in wiſhing her liberty, ] do it, (aith the, as much for 
the Q. your Miſtre(s quietneſs ſake, as ſor any other reſpe&, which without her 
hibertie can hardly grow unto her; This Sir, in effeft, was the whole courſe of 
the ſpeech that paſſed from her in that behalf, which ſhe had then with me apart 3 
the King being then in talk with my Lord: Ambaſſador. Then ſhe cauſed the 
King to deal with me inthat behalt; to whom I ſhewed the ſtate of her cauſe, 
according to the contents of my Inſtructions, wherewith he ſeemed to be ſatis- 
fied : Herold me, that he wiſhed rhat the Queen his good Siſter, according to 
her merciful inclination, would have ſome compaſſion of her cauſe, and grow 
tro ſome ſpeedy concluſion in that behalt. TI cold him, that I doubted not bur 
that her Majeſtic would for his fake do that which ſhould be to hiscontentati- 
on ſo far forth as mighe ſtand with her hononr and ſaterie: Then he proteſted , 
that otherwiſe he would nor deſire it. Thus having imparted ta your honor the 
effect of my Negotiation, to the end you may advertiſe her Majeſtie, I moſt

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The Copy of my Letter to the Earl of Leiceſter. 


Ight Honourable, and my very good Lord ; for that I know my Lord 
R Ambaſſador here, imparteth unto your Lordſhip, the preſent ſtate of 
arr here , I (ball need the leſs to trouble your Lordſhip in that be- 
Touching my Meſſage of Congratulation, the King accepteth the ſamein 
very good part ; he profeſſeth good will towards the Queen my Miſtreſs, and 
touching the Peace, he proteſteth to keep and obſerve the ſame inviolably, 
which his proceedings hitherto doth very well confirm the fame, The mutinous 
Meſſiems of Pry, he hath fundry times ſince his repair hither, very ſharply re- 
buked, and charged them with contempt; he adviſeth chem to take another 
cour(e, and faith, he will be known to be a King : And therefore for that his 
meaning is that the Ediet ſhould be duly obſerved, he commandeth them ſtraitly 
to look to the due obſervations of the lame. 

The lke advertiſement hath he given tothe Preſidents of his Parliament here, 
who ſeem as yer to ſtand in ſome terms with him : - For whereas the King 
would have them {worn tothe obſeryation of the EdiR, they refuſe the ſame —— 
alledging, that io the entrance into their Government, they ordinarily take an 
oath to obſerve all ſuch Edits, as by the King ſhall be publiſhed, what will be 
&he iſſue of the refuſal, I know not. The King telleth them, that the paſſions 
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of ſome of his Councellors hath been of more value then his Authoritie, and 
therefore he aſſureth them (which he confirmeth with many an oath) thar unleſs 
they turn over another leaf, he will provide him of new Preſidents, and extend 
ſuch puniſhment towards them, as their contempt delerveth, and may be ad- 
moniſhment to others to avoid the like. 

As I cangather in the time of my ſhort-abode here by ſuch a Conference as 
] have had with ſome of judgement, I find the grounds of the continuance 
of the .Peice to be in number five, his own diſpoſition, neceſſicie, pleaſure 
the Kings miſliking, with certain of his Council, and his late favouring 6 
others. 7 

His diſpoſition of Peace, is not grown to-him of late, but hath been fromthe 
beginning, as thoſe that have, well obſerved him do teſtifie ; andtheretore there 
is the more hope of continuance'of the ſame. 

His neceſſity hath rwo parts : firſt, he Jacketh treaſure ro maintain the charges 
of turther Wars, Secondly, thoſe thathave ſerved him in theſe wars,are grown 
ſo weary of them, as men judge, that hardly chey could have been drawn to con- 
tinue them any longer. 

Plealure and Warrs are dire& contraries, and he being ſo much inclined 
to the one, as he is an enemy unto the other, it is thought theretore , thar 
hardly any thing will bring him to do that that may hinder his pleg- 
ſure. 

His miſliking towards the houſe of Giuſe continueth, who have been the 
nouriſhers of theſe wars : And though of late the Cardinal of Lorray hath had 
accels to the Kings preſence, yet is he not repaired in credit, neither dealeth he 
im Government. | 

His tavour to Montmorencie , a chief worker of this Peace increaſeth, who 
now carrieth the whole ſway of the Court, and is reſtored to the Government 
of Pars ; beſides. he hath procured the diſplacing of + enlac, Monſieur d' Eſcars, 
and [a Y alert, and as: co be placed in their rooms, &c. 

Theſe, my Lied, be che grounds that I can gather of the new accord, the 
doubrs of the not continuance are in number three : | 

Firſt, it is thought that this Marriage with the Emperours daughter,may draw 
him from this peaceable inclination. 

Secondly, the great conference that is berween the Q. Mother and the Cardi- 
nal breedeth ſome donbt of ſome praiſe to impeach the ſame. 

Laſtly, it is a common fear, that Monſieur can hardly digeſt to live in the de« 
gree of a Subject, having already the reputation of a King : he ſeemeth yet to 
run one courſe with the King in liking and miſliking, bur A to continue it, is al- 
together thought unlikely. | 

I have been defirous underhand, to ſearch our ſomewhat touching the thing 
your Lordſhip gave me ſecret informations of, yet I can learn nothing there- 
of , though that would be dangerous, yer I pray God there be not a thing ac- 
tempted of more anger, which may with more eaſe be brought to paſs. 

I leave your Lordſhip to conſider, by that which hath been hewed,both hope 
and fear of the continuance of this peace: What will be the iſſue of this Trage- 
dy, I pray God thar fall out that may be to his glory ; and ſo committing your 
Lordſhip to his tuition, I moſt humbly take my leave. From Pars the 29 of

Bur yet finding them to continue in their 
earneſt ſolicitations,and in the end earneſtly requeſting our Anſwer to the French 
King, we told them, that the time did not then conveniently ſerve us to ſend 
ſuch an anſwer to them (as the caſe required) to our good Brother, bur we would ' 
ſhortly impart our meaning herein more art large by you, being our Ambaſſador 
there Reſident, in ſuch ſort, as we truſted our ſaid Brother and the Queen Mo- 
ther ſhould find the ſamereaſonable. 

And ſo will we, that you ſhall with your beſt opportunitie reſort to them both, 
and declare unto them, that becauſe of the length and varietie of che matters 
which we have committed unto you to be declared ; yer per caſe it be hard for 
you to exprels the ſame (o orderly and readily in ſpeech as you gladly would do, 
you may require of the-King licenſe to read unto them in ſuch ſort as you have 
curned it into French, a thing uſual to this their Ambaſſador, and not tobe miſ- 
liked, eſpecially in you that moſt herein uſe their language, and not your own 
natural ; as their Ambaſſador dorh here, to his great commoditie, And this 
being granted, when you read it, our meaning is not, you ſhall deliver the (ame 
out of your hands to be kept or copied, unlels it be very earneſtly preſt by them,

We have conſidered of the Letrers-ſentunto us by Mewlenet from them both, 
with alfo the further explanationof the Contents thereof by him, according to 
the credit given unto him. The ſum whereof,was to require our favour towards 
the Queen of Scots,in uſing her with fayourable treatment due to a-Queen of her 
qualitie, and aiding her with our power to be reſtored to her Realm, and obedi- 
ence of her Subje&s: And though we did ſuddenly fay ſomewhat to Mowlener on - 
our own part, to have ſatisfied him, as we have done the like at ſundrie other 
times to their Ambaſſador here Reſident ; yet not knowing how they have con- 
ceived or delivered our ſpeeches to the King our good brother, nor how there- 
with he is ſatisfied, which we are defirous co do in all reaſonable requeſts,accord- 
ing to the good Amitie that is and ought to be between us,we have thought good 
at ſome more length, to impart to our good Brother and Queen Mother, 
our doing and meanings in all this caſe of the Queen of Scots, nothing doubrin 
bur the ſame being by them conſidered with their indifferent judgements, ir 
appear that we have done nothing hitherto, in this caſe, contrary to honour and 
reaſon,or otherwile then very neceſſary and urgent cauſe hath moved us,or mighe 
have moved any other Prince having the like cauſe, neither yet in deeming the 
requeſt of our good Brother the King in ſuch ſort and condition as it it made, 
bave we = him any occaſion of offence towards us. And this todo, we

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denied, (pecially betwixt friends, as we make account of them both in all our 
honorable caules , we doubt not but we ſhall well (ee, that in ſtead of requeſt or 
expcſtulation mace to us, We ſhall be tound to have deſerved praiſe and thanks 
for our doings paſt, and ſhall not be diſallowed in torbearing hereafter co grant 
ſimply to the requeſts as they are made. And atter the King and his Mother 
ſhall grant to us this reaſonable requeſt, you ſhall proceed and ſay, Firſt, we 
require our good Brother to conſider what part of his requeſt hath been al- 
readie accompliſhed ot our natural diſpoſition ; and next, what part we have 
not as yet yielded unto; and then alſo, he ſhall ſee uponwhat juſt reaſons we 
torbear to aflent to the reſt of their requeſts, as itis made, where we are re- 
quired to uſe all honeſt and gracious treatment cue to a Queen of her qualitie :

tor our iclf, then otherwile we would, but to anſwer calumniations , we are 
aſ/uredly informed , that for hcr own Perion, her Diet and commoditie of 
P:ſt.me meet for the conlervation of her health, the tor the moſt part when 
ſhe lived at her own will in Scotland, had no better Entertainment or Diet, 
but rather many times worſe and baler, as it is well known to all perſons that 
uncerſtand both : So as tor the ſtate, and honeſt and tuvourable treatment of 
her own Perſon, we are ſure no Jack can be found —— ſuppreſſed, or rather 
untrulie reported ot us, wherein we have been much wronged, contrary to our 
deſerts, the King our good Brother, aud his Mother, not a little abuſed with 
ſuch untruths. | 

It fault hve been found that ſhe hath not been uſed according as a Q. of her 
quality, 1t therein be meant, that ſhe hath not ſuch honour done in the ſervices 
of her, us are due to a (..ueen, the herleltis ro anfver to the ſame, tor by her 
own {ervants ſhe hath been, and 1s continually ſerved. And wethinknot but 
that they have therein accompliſhed their duties according to her defire , at 
the leaſt, ro {peak the truth, we are crediblie informed, that in Scorland (he had 
common!y lets reverence done to her in her ſervices by theſelt ſame ſervants, 
then hath been by them here. And asto ſuch of ours as have attended upon 
her, we think they have not forborn to do their duties at all times agreeable.co 
her cſtate,except per caſe ſhe her ſelf have of her courteſte at ſometimes remitted 
ſome part thereot to them. But tor our part truly, notwithſtanding ſuch grear+ 
offences as ſhe hath diverſly made unto us, we have been alyates careful ot her 
perion to be honorably uſed, and of her health co be by all poſſible good means 
preſerved,eſteeming it cur honor {o to, have her treated and uſed, being brought 
into calamity, and flying into our Realm as ſhe did, 

 Butnow it the reſt that be required, be not granted, that is, to have her aided 
with our power to the teſtitutionof her Realm ; we truſt to make it maniteſtly 
appear, that to conſent thereunto, as is required, were not only a great folliein 
us, and dangerous to our Eſtate, bur againſt all common reaſon, and ſuch an er- 
rour, that neither Prince nor private perſon, having any ſenſe of underſtanding, 
would commit,the circumſtances being well conſidered.

Firſt, ſhe is the perlon by whom, and for whom only itis manifeſtly known, 
that our Kingdom and Crown was Challenged almoſt as ſoon as Almightie God 
called us by right thereunto.

Welent our Ambaſſador to her,and being in Fraxce.we required, according to 
2 certain Ticatie of Peace concluded in Inly,156c.by \ufficient Commiſſion from 


* King Frapcs the ſecond her husband,and the Q. her (elf,under the feveral hands 


and ſeals, aſwel of Scotland as of France, to confirm the ſaid Treaty , as was 
by their Commiſſioners having Authoritie, covenanted and concluded, 

In which Treatie was concluded Articles of good Amitie betwixt us and her in 
our Countre, $,and thoſe as beneficial tor her as for us, And alſo a proviſion and 
eſpecial Covenant, that ſhe ſhould forbear from thenceforth roatrempr or offer 
us any like wrong by challenging of our Crown as ſhe had done betore time. To 
this our requeſt, delay was made, not withalledging any thing to the contrary 
of our right or maintenance of her former Challenges. Bur yerſhe muſt now 
(being a Widow, and fole Governor of her Kingdom of Scotland) in theſe 
cauſes have the preſence of ſome of her Nobilitie or Counſellours of the Scotiſh 
Nation ; at whole coming ſhe would confirm the ſaid Treatie. This was ngt 
much miſliked of us : Shortly ſome of her Nobilitie and Counſellours came 
to her from Scotland; and then being efrſoons required in molt triend!y man- 
ner, to be remembred of her promiſe by the Ambaſſador, having Commiſſi- 
on ſo todo, and offering to deliver unto her the reciprocal of our part under our 
Greac-Seal, it was again deferred, until ſhe ſhould her ſelf return- into Scot- 
land; which the ſad ſhould ſhortly be, and then ſhe would'nor fail to perform 
rt well; though theſe delays were: notconvenient to nouriſh friendſhip, butra- 
ther to ingender ſuſpicion, with ſome other practiſes then diſcovered, yer 
1g reipect of our natural deſire to have her. come into her own Kingdom,and chen 
to live neighdourly with us, we forbore co ſhew any great offence for thoſe grear 
delays. And when ſhe returned into Scotland, we eftioons ſent to her,and demand- 
ed the. lame again, withoffer ofall manner of good friead(hip, which being ga 

eterred, 
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deterred, upon pretence ſhe was not fully ſertled in her Realm, we forbore alſo 


for chat riine, though not without great cauſe of miſliking ; and then inthe 
mean ſeaſon tollowing, notwithſtanding many good offices uled on our patt, by 
fending ſuniry times both Meſſages and Ambaſſadors to viſit her,o offer unto her 
all good offices. It chanced thata young Nobleman,our near Kinſman, brought 
up in our Court named the Lord Darlie,was ſecretly intiſed to pals into Scotland 
upon other pretences, for private ſuits for Lands, and ſfuchlike. And there with- 
out our knowledge, accorcing to the ſame former praftiſes, whereof we were not 
alrogether ignorant, though we would not ſeem (o jealous of the ſame;he was ſud- 
F accepted by that C. to be afhed in contract of Marriage with her, as one 
thought to bea meet perſon to work troubles in our Realm tor her advantage,yea 
contrary to the advice of the wiſer ſort of her Councel; and conſe uently con- 
erary to our will and liking, was married to her 1n all haſte. And atter that ur 
was there Ceviſed to make him an inſtrument to work danger to us and our Eſtate 
by ſundry praRtifes,not only with certain of our ſubjects,bur alſo with ſome torein 
rſons, as tar forthas the power ot the ſame Q. and her ſaid husband being our 
[awe SabjeR could extend, In which their doings, ſundry their practiſes were 


diſcovered to us, and made fruſtrate : And yer atter that neverthelels, when 


the ſud (_ueen had a Son of that marriage, we were of nature moved to ſet 
aſide all unkindneſles, 2nd cid tend thither an Ambaſſador, a perſon of honour, 
the Eari of - edfo-d, to aſſiſt the Chriſtening ot her Son, to whom we alſo were 
Go mother. At which time unkincneſs being known to be between her and her 
tusb:nc, although he had grievouſly offended us, we having compaſſion of rhe 
unnatural diicord betwixt them, and fearing ſome event thereof, cauſed our ſaid 
Ambaſſador at that time to ule all the good meins he could with her to repair the 
fame.yvhic h he was not able to do,ſuch was become her miſliking of her husband, 
a\though in him on the other ſide (as we heard ſay) was found all manner of lowli- 


- nels meet tor him torecover her favour. And then alſo we required her to per- 


torm that which in Juſtice and Honor ſhe was bound to do, and had ſo often des 
layed; which was,to confirm the Treatie atore concluded, ſending unto her at the 
ſame time under our hand and ſeal the reciprocal for our part. But then ſhe began 
to al'edge a matter not before heard of z which was, that from ſome words in a 
certain part of the Treaty, it was doubted, that ſhe might be prejudiced in ſuch 
ris ht -S ſhe pretended to be due to her next after us,and the children of our bodie; 
whereot we being ac vertiſed,cauſed it to be anſwered,thar if there were any ſuch 
words,we were content they ſhould be raſed out of the Treaty,and ſhe ſhould not 
be moved to confirm any ſuch Clauſe. Bur that anfyer being not accepted, which 
was very ſtrange and unreaſonable ; anew matter of delay was invented, pretend- 
ing that ſhe would ſend ſome of hers ſhortly into Englard, to treat with us there- 
| 195708 ſo finiſh that which we did demand; vvhereof indeed nothing ever tol- 
yved vvel! although vve had theſe great cauſes of miſcontentation,as indeed in- 
different perſons may well perceive,and did nov clearly ſee yvhereunto theſe de- 
hys did tend very ungr.teful and not vvithout danger, if vye thould not regard 
Our ſelf vvell;yer vyhen a miſerable calamitie enſued ſhortly after to her, that the 

King her husband, vvith vyhom of late ſhe vvas grievouſly offended, vvas cruell 

ſtrangled, and horriblie murthered, and the principal murtherer named the Ear 
Bothewel!, h:ving a vertuous lavvtul vvite ( ofagiek houſe) living----becauſe ſud-. 
deny her husband bring firſt immediately upon the murther committed, and 
diredtly and openly imputed to him-----advanced by her to high degrees of ho- 
por and eſtates of lands,vvho nevertheleſs vildly miſuſed her,to the great grief of 
all her ſubjects and friends; vve vvere ſtricken vvith invvard compaſſion of this 
ber great extream mileries and intamie, vhich vvas ſpread upon her, and Ny 
er 
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Her ſpecial Meſſengers,not- then to requeſt her(as vve had dcne before)to confirm 
the Treaty, but to have regard unto het honour, and to relinquiſh ſuch anodible 
perſon, being the known murtherer of her husband,an unlawful perſon to be mar- 
ried to her ; and generally ſo evil a man in all vices, as he had the common name 
to excel all others in iniquitie, wherein no advice of ours could prevail, But in the 
end he being hated of all her Eſtates, and ſeeking, by torce to ſubdue them that 
intended to proſecute the Murtherers,was forced to flic the Realm : And leaving 
her lamentably in the held delolate, the was conducted from thence toa place of 
reſtraint,where ſhe refuſed to renounce the ſaid Murtherer,whileſt ſhe was there- 
by in preſent danger to have her lite taken away trom Mer by turie ot her Nation, 
as ſhe well knoweth : We by ſpeedy Meſſages, and-other kind of earneſt means 
uſed rowards them that were moſt irritated againſt her, ſaved her life : A bene- 
fit ſuch, as ſhe never received the like of any worldly creature; and full glad 
we were, that God gave us ſuch power :nd diſpoſition of mind, to beſtow ſo 
great a benefit of her, who nevertheleſs had offered us the greateſt worldly in- 
juries that could be deviſed. It tollowed,that when ſhe had found means to elcape | 
to her libertie, -whereot we were very glad, ſhe tell again, by Gods ſuffering, in- 
to a ſecond calamitie as dangerous 4s the former ; tor having attempted,by torce, 
to overcome the party that adherec to her ſon, that was then crowned, and ac- 
cepted King by the Stares of the Realm, and that alſo with her conſent, as they 
afirm, her party was overthrown in her own fight, and ſhe thereby torced to 
eſcape, by flying with a very {mall number. And being hardly purſued, ſhe 
was driven tor ſatety of her life to enter intoa ſimple veſlel, and croſſing over an 
Arm of the ſea, came into England, unknown in the Port where ſhe lagded ; 
yea, ſhe herſelf diſſembled her perſon for a time. But ur ſhortly atter being 
diſcovered who ſhe was, and we hearing thereof, within three or tour daies (for 
ſooner we could not, inreipedt of the diſtance of the place) ſer forth by Com- 
man«ment to have her comtorted, and honourably uſed: And afterwards warned 
certain perſons of honor and credit to attend and wait upon her,to bring her from 
the borders of our Realm, where ſhe was in manifeſt danger of her contrary part 
of Scotlind to be ſuprized: And granted her to remain further within our Realm, 
in a Caſtle of an ancient Nobleman, with all her company that eſcaped with 
her, and with ſome others thar did allo follow her ; and there ſhe had ſuch enter- 
tainment (altogether upon our charges) as was meet for a Queen, and for a 
perſon brought into ſuch calamity, or for one that had notoriouſly challenged 
our Crown, and would not perform that ſhe was bound to do for our ſatisfacti- 
on. After ſhe had been there ſome time,and that the had now through herhole 
Realm been newly charged with the former crimes, as to have been dire&tly the 
procurer and deviſer of the horrible murther of her husband, to have married 
the principal murtherer, , to have defended and ſuccord all the reſt of the mur- 
therers, whereot ſome of the principal were her own ſervants, with a number 
of infamous crimes: We cauſed her to be friendly dealt withal, to underſtand 
what ſhe would have us to do for her, that with our honour we might do-----to 
relieve her of the intamies wherein we were nearly touched, even in the inward 
part of our heart, conſidering the freth death of her husband was not yer puniſh- 
ed, he being next Kinſman both to her and us living, on the King our Fathers 
ſde,and on hers alſo. After many things propounded,at length ſhe agreed, that 
her cauſe of Criminations ſhould be tryed as one that was not guilty of the prin- 
cipal crime, the murther,and that we ſhould haye her allegations for her defence , 
whereunto we afſented, aſſuring her,rhat it by any means it might appear,thar ſhe 
was not tO be duly charged to be a deviſer and procurer thereot,asſhe was charg'd, 
her accuſers ſhould be with all ſeverity puniſhed, as reaſon was. And ſhe ſhould 
have 
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have our aid to be ſpeedily reſtored to her State; but what followed hereupon, 
and what was the cauſe why ſhe did not cauſe her Commiſhoners to anſiver to the . 
matters produced againſt her, we do omut for this time, having been heartily for- | 

, thar where ſo many matters were produced, to charge her to be culpable, and 
Ph by her Commiſſoners thereof made privy, did not ſuffer the ſame to be tur- 
ther tried of what value they were to have ſuch credit as they did pretend: And 
in this great matter, being ſo hainous, it is well ro be conſidered of our good 
Brother and Siſter, to what reſpe& more of het honor, and care of her, then of 
our ſelf, we hitherto forbore to notifie abroad the mutitudes of the Arguments 

roduced againſt her; by which if we hid been by any waies diſpoſed to hinder 
Le as per caſe ſome ot her triends would have thought of us, we could have 
made, and yet can make no {mall advantage to abaſe her eſtimation ro the whole 
yvorld, and yet publiſh nor but the only rude and bare arguments and mar- 
. tersas they have been manifeſtly and orderly produced, leaving to the vvorld to 
conſider of the ſame as ſhould ſeem moſt profitable. 

But herein have we eſteemed more her honor, then our ovvn profit, having 
an intention to overcome evil, it it might be vvith good; and the rather, for that 
Almightie God hath fo fortified our eſtate othervviſe vvith his bleſſings, and ſo 
abaſed hers vvith the lack thereof, as, vve thank him, vve have no need of fach 
means to abaſe our Enemies, or evil vvillers. 

And thus far did things paſs until this laſt year, in vvhich time, vyhileſt vye 
yvere occupied and travelling at her requeſt vvith the States of her Realm,vvho 
had accepted and acknovviledged her ſon as their King, to come to ſome 
Conformitie vvith her for her return into her Realm, and for a concord tobe 
made betyveen her and her States ; ſhe again had, yvithout our knovvledge, en- 
tred into a ſecret dealing of marriage vvith a principal Nobleman of our Realm 
Md not contented thereyvith, vvhen vve did miflike it, ſhe by her Miniſters en- 
tred into ſuch an intelligence vvith certain of our Noblemen in the North part 
of our Realm, as they novy ſince MH ichaelmas, burſt out into an open Rebel- 
lion, making their outvvard ſhevy of intent, to change the ſtate of Religion, 
contrary to the Laws of our Realm, butin very deed, as manifeſtly it is to us 
more known, and truly diſcoyered, their meaning was chiefly to ſet up her, noc 
onely in her own Countrey, but in this our Realm. And though ir pleaſed 
God to animare all our Subjects generally of all Eſtates ſo to accord to ſerve us 
in the ſpeedie xy a0 hereot ; yet her manner of unkind dealing againſt us 
in this daugerous fort is not the leſs to be weighed in reſpe of that which was b 
her intended to our utter ſubverſion ; a matter worthie conſideration of all ſuc 
as have States and Governmeut, and that mean to preſerve them from ſub- 
_ by ſuch Rebellions, wherein the verie Crown of the Prince is 
ought. 

And thus having as ſhortly as ſo many matters of ſo many years continuance 
could ſuffer, paſſed over no (mall number of unkind and dangerons entepriſes 
againſt us ; and contrariwiſe, of our manifold kind and aboundant benefits to- 
wards her in all her neceſſities, we doubt not but now, if the requeſts that are 
made to us to aid her to our power, to reſtore her forthwith to her Realm, ſhall 
be applid to the former things preceding, no indifferent perſon of any judge- 
ment will, or can think it in conſcience reaſonable to move us to commit ſuch a 
dangcrous folly, as tobe the authour our ſelf to hazard our own Perſon, our 
State, our quierne(s of our Realm and People at one inſtanc, without further 
conſideration how we might preſerve the ſame, 2s God hath given them unto 
us, and not to be loſt (as it were wilfully) and with contemning or negleQing of 
the wildom that God hath beſtowed upon us, to poſſeſs and to maintain our 
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cr own Countrey and ours, we fee not why this our Cealing in fo dangerous a : 


ume (hould be blamed, being aſſured that no Chriſtian Prince in like cafe, would 
have done leſs. And therein we durſt appeal to the judgement of any Prince or 
Potentate in the wagld that will protels any inciflerencie in judgement ; yea, we 
dare think, that even herfelt and her moſt affectionate triends cannot think us 
here to have dealt unrealonably, 

The like might be thought alſo, in that we have of late reſtrained one, whom 
ſhe uted as her Ambaſlador, being a Biſhop, whom we uled almoſt as one 
of our own, tor her ſake, upon due intyrmation thit he hath been a principal 
motioner and nourther of this late Rebellion, by ctvers means : A matter 


to be as much allowed tor us to do, in the ſtay trom (ubveriion of our Realm, : 


as were to. {tay and reſtrain one that would bring more fire to a Citie, which 
he hath already ter on fre. In this fort we have fo nearly repreſented to the 
King our good Brother, and; the Queen his Mother , ſome part of tuch cir- 
cumlt.inces of the Queen ot. Scots caufe, as w2 doubt not but reaſon, honor 
and good will thall move them to conceive of us, as we ſhould be the like ro 
conceive of them, 1t they had the like cauſe with any other Prince, as we 
have with the Queen of Scots, having thought meet to omit a multitude of 
other circumſtances, tending allo to this end. becauſe we would not extend 
this our letter to overmuch length tor wearying the King with Declaration 
thereot, 

Bur it the King/could but imagine, or the Queen Mother for him, how ſome 
other Prince might haye attempted the! like dangers to his Eſtate and Crown, 
and continued the like oftences towards him, where he had ſhewed kindneſs, we 
are aſlured they might thinkit ſomewhat in us, 1t we ſhould, atter the truth de- 
clared, move the King for any particular reſpect of a;third perſon to conſent to 
that, which ſhould plainly atter hazard his Eſtate, being our Friend ; and by ſome 
luch imagination ot a like caule, we think their judgements ſhall be beſt direed 
thercot : Sorry would we be thit rny like indeed ſhould happen unto him, to in- 
torm him how to judge in our cate. 

When: you have chus done, it the King or his Mother ſhall obje& any 
thing hereypon, as It were in excute oft the Queen of Scots, or intreatin 
turther tor” her, you may ſiy in anfwer,—— That whatfover it ſhall vleaſe 
them to move unto you, you will make report thereof, and doubt not, how- 
loever the Queen of Scots doings have delerved other dealing, yet our natural 
inclination towards her, is by our doings ſo maniteſt, as in any reaſonable re- 
queſt; we doubt not, but we ſhould be tound reaſonable to have regard to the 
King our good Brothers motions and requeſts,that may ſtand with our honor and 
latetie to accord unto;and fo ye truſt the K. meaneth, not to propound any thing 
unto us,otherwile then in good terms of triend{hip, whereby alwaies they that are 
to make demands or requeſts ro their friends, do regard how they may ſtand 
to the latetie ot their triends ; and fo hath Afoulener and the k rench Ambaſſador 
certified unto us,that the intention of our good Brother is to no other end. You 
thall allo inform che King, that after we had given order to cauſe thus much 
tO be written, his Ambaſſador came to us, and ſignified the good will of our 
good Brother, in imparting to us the double of ſuch an{ers as he had made 


to the Demand of the Queen of Navarre, and the Prince of Navarre, 
and 
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and Conde and others, for the which his dealing with us in ſuch friendly 
fort to make us participate of his doings we heartily thank him; and as we an- 
fwered his Ambaſſador lo you may ſay alſo to the Queen, That except we 
might underſtand what the ſaid Queen, and the reſt , with others have to fa 
to this offer, we cannot give any reſolute judgement thereof. Bur we thin 
the King ſhall do a godly act, and both honourable and profitable to himſelf 
and his Country, it he thall give them aſſurance of their lives; So as they ma 
change that common opinion which is in the World, that they have their 
lives more (ate whileſt they take up Armes ,then they were in time when 
the peace was granted to them. ſuch hath bin the inſolency ofevill miniſters 
to break che Kings commandement and endanger the Credit of his word and 
promiſe, And in our opinion nothing is ſo hard in all this matter, as aſſurance 
to them to enjoy that which ſhall be granted, and if our Credit or opinion 
with chem may help them —-- to accept the Kings tayour, ſo as we might ſee 
in what ſort theymight—theretore be ſure notwithſtanding the interruptions 
ot evi!l miniſters, we would be glad to be the furtherer ot fo goodan a, as 
thereby the King mi he have an univerſall quietneſs in his Countries. | 

The Ambaſlador alſo now moved us that we would take Care that no aid of 
Armor or Weapon ſhould be by us or our licenſe Conveyed to Rotchel, to the 
mainten.ince of the Kings Subjects there, whom he n«meth Rebells,whereun- 
to our antwer \vas that we did direct no perſon thithe:, or licenſed any to carry 
any thing thither that might offend the King. But generally we muſt per» 
niit our tubjects as Merchants to reſort tor their trade to all places indifferenc 
in Fraxce, wiſhing that they might find like trade in others parts for their ne- 
ceſhtie as they doby illellhood in Retchel, and that we would not doubt bur 
they would tollow their Comodity in other places and not at Rotchel, for ge- 
nerally Merchants follow where gain is moſt with ſurety and friendly uſage, 
and {0 you may make report to the King. 

Laſtly the Ambaſſador moved us in the Kings name to underſtand whe- 
ther he night aſſure the King that we made no leavie of Souldiers in Al- 
maigne, as it was commonly reported, whereunto we anfivered that preſently | 
we made none, but yer we have ſuch friendſhip with ſundrie Princes of Al- 
maigne, as it we ſhould have need to require any numbers for our ſervice, if 
any unkindnels by force ſhould be offered us by any our neighbours we can 
ſpeedily thereot be furniſhed, and for the ſtate of our Realm we are deter- 
mined 1nceed to prepare a force both by Sea and by land; whereof if the King | 
ſhall hear, we require hum to conceive no jealouſie of our evill meaning to- 
wards him and his Countries, trufting that from him no occaſion ſhall grow 
to alter our Amitie. Given under our fignet at our Honour of Hampton 
Court the 23 of Feby, 1569 in the 12 yeare of our reigne.

JF Omaimuch as we are already derermined to licenfe our truſtie and wel-beloved , 

Sir Henry Norrs Knight, who hath of a ſong time ſerved us faichfully as 
onr Ambaſſador with the French King our good Brother, to repaire over unto 
us, and to leave that place; and that we have made ſpeciall choice of you upon a 
fingular liking of your vertuousand good conditions to ſerve us in the ſame 
place, wherein we truſt our expectations ſhall be well ſatisfied of your fidelitie 
and diligence. And for the reſt alſo we doubt not but by the experience which 
you ſhall dately have, you ſhall be able to accompliſh that which ſhall be requiſite: 
and for the better inſtruction of you , we have thought meet to cauſe to be 
d#livered unto you in writing thele few things hereafter following by way of 
memoriall. Atter you have delivered you letters , and and bin preſented to the 
King by our torefaid Ambaſſador whom you ſhall ſuceed, for the doing whereof 
our {aid Ambaſſador can ſufficiently direct you, and will we doubt not, but make 
good recommendations of you to the French King, to the Queen, Mother and 
others ſuch as ſhall be thought meet; we will that you ſhall uſe ſuch ſpeech unto 
them, that it may appeare that your ſpecial Charge is to be a Miniſter for the 
conſervation of the-good Amitie that is betwixt us and the King, and'Conſe- 
quently to preſerve Concord and mutuall enterconrfe betwixt the Subjes of 
both our Countries, according to the good Treaties'that remaine betwixt us for 
that purpoſe: and therefore conſidering you are fo determined for your dutie 
fake to us, and'tor the good that may enſue thereof, you ſhall require themnvifar 
any time any thing to the contrarie ſhall be conceived -of you ( as we truſt ſhall 
nor, becauſe you mean to give/no occaſion ) yer it may pleaſe them before any 
; ; ſuch 
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ſuch judgement be conceived of you , it may be in ſome wiſe declared as they 
may underſtand our anſwer, wherewith you doubt nor bur to ſatishe them. 

Your office conſiſting of ſundry parts, the firſt and principal! ſhall be cocon- 
rinue there aſwell to execute our commandemet, and to deliver our letters and 
metlages upon matters OCCurrent, as to require and to receive aniwers; and to 
the beſt that you can,to procure thereupon reaſonable and ipeedy reſolutions, as 
the nature of the matter , ſhall import: tor the weil doing whereot, we muſt re- 
terre you hereafterwards to ſuch particular directions as we thall tend you by our 
ſpeciall Letters, whereby you ſhall be beſt dire&ed in manner to proceed. 

The tecond ſhall be,to have continual regard to all manner of their doings there, 
alwell private as publick, that may be prejudiciall ro us or our eſtar e: And there- 
tore atter goog conſideration and knowledge thereot had , to advertiſe us dilt- 

ently and ſecretly; and to this end, you thall do well to require of our ſaid Am- 
baſſador (your predeceſſor, lome good intormation by what means you way at- 
' tanto the knowledge: of things needtull and requilite, and whom you may beſt 
truſt and ule to attaine to the more certenitie ; and 1t any thing be dilcovered 
unto you at any time, that ſhall ſeem of importance, that the intormation there- 
ot may well abide the time oft your acvertiſement tO us, and to antwer again, 
we leave it to your conſideration and diſcretion to omit no time convenient, 
but to reſort to the King, or ſome other, as you ſhall think meer, to declare 
what you underſtand and miſl;ke , and in what ſort 1t 1s hurttull to the Amltie 
berwixt us; And therefore to require ſome intormation, or ſome plain anſwer, 
meet to be imparted to us, for diſcharge of your duty. And that in this be- 
half you ſhall not uſe, by way of complaint upon any light intelligence, but you 
do firſt by conterence of things together, find the matter to be true and worth 
of complaint, leaſt hereatter leſle regard be had ro you, when you ſhall have ju 
cauſe to complain, 

The third 1s, to have regard to ſuch ſuites, as our Subjects (uſing the trade 
of Merchandiſe within thoſe Realms ) ſhall have cauſe to make ; that they 
may have by your ſoliciting readie expedition , with juſtice , ypon cauſes of 
depredations or arreſts , or any ſuch injuries or moleſtations; and therein to 
ſolicite ſuch ot the Kings Counſel], as you ſhall find to have charge thereof; 
letting them to underſtand, that befices the bond of Juſtice, whereunto they 
do dire&t the King ſuch' t:yourable expedition of our Subjects, ſhall provoke 
us and our miniſters to co the like, and ſhall alſo breed mutualll love berwixt 
the Subjects on both parties, and give cauſe to a more trequentation of inter- 
courle oft Merchants, being a thing beneficiall to both the Realms. And be- 
cauſe you ſhall be the more able ro underſtand, and to treate in your confte- 
rences & negotiation upon :ny thing generally rouching the Amitie betwixt the 
King and us; or more particularly, tor the deciding and Cetermining of any cauſes 
that may come in controverſte tor the trade and intercourſe of Merchandiſe be- 
twixt the Subjects of both our Countries & kingdoms,you ſhall do well to have 
with you ſome Copies of the treaties now remaning in torce betwixt us and the 
King,by the which you ſhall be very well informed & directed,as by certainrules 
how to treate and deal in all cauſes that may there come in controverſie, and 
thereby be bound to require due obſervation as cauſe and matter ſhall require. 

We doubt not but you doconfider, how profitable a thing it is tor quierneſs 
of us and our Realm, to have that party in France which hath profeſſed reforma- 
tion of Religion,to be maintained :nd contained in the favor,which the King hath 
granted them by his Edi&t , And therein vve vvould have youat all times (when 
occaſion ſhall be given you) let it appear to the King, that vve think nothing can 
procure more aſſurance of inward quietneſs in his Realm,then the due obſervation 
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5 of thoſe things which he hath granted to his ſubjes in tus Edit, and you 
may fay that he hath more caule by experience to believe us therein, then any 
other Prince that is his Allie beſides us, that ſhall be of a contrary mind. 
And fo experience hath taught us already to think, and may well aſcertain him, 
conſidering he hath ſeen and telt the continuance of the troubles of his Realm, 
whilſt he followed the adviſe of other Princes and Potentates, and diſlwading 
him from granting ſuch favour as he hath done to his ſubjects. And in any other 
thing wherein you ſhall be able at any time to further and advance the obſer- 
vation of the matters of the 'Edi& in favour of them of the Religion, we would 

ou ſhould endeavour your felt in ſuch ſort as may ſtand with our honour- And 
of this our intention we will that'you give underſtanding to ſuch of the princi- 
pals of that part as have intereſt therein, which you ſhall beſt do by the advue of 
your predeceſlor, who has beſt acquaintance with thele perſons. Laſtly, tor cer- 
tain matters lately treated of here by the French Ambaſſador as touching the 
Queen of Scots cauſe, and the preparations of ſhips and men of war made 1n 
Britranie,you ſhall at your coming to our Ambaſlador,learn in what ſt:te he hath 
left thoſe things, and how he hath anſivered the King, 2nd ſo you may perſiſt in 
the ſame courle untill you ſhall be by us otherwiſe cirected. 

We have by our Letters to our forelaid Ambaſſador willed him to make de- 
liverte unto you of all ſuch our Plate as he had delivered unto him at his entrie 
into his charge, which you ſhall receive of him by Indenture, it you ſhall have 
need thereof. 

Where we meant that you ſhould have accompained the Lord of Buckhurſt 
in his journey to the French King, & fo have bin preſented with him to the ſaid 
King; no'y that we cannot underſtand the certainty of the faid Kings entrie into 
Paris, 'at which time our meaning was and is that the ſaid Lord of Buckhurſt 
ſhould be there, we would not that you ſhould abide any longer but proceed 
in your journey ; and it on-your way you do perceive that the Kings entry will 
be now in the beginning of Januarie [ our*will is] that you thall without attend-

You ſhall alfo 
receive a complaint which certain of our Merchants of London trading to Roan 
do preſently make for the Innovation of certain taxations by the Magiſtrates of 
Roan upon the goods of our ſaid ſubjefts, contrarie to the common ule, where- 
upon you ſhall (being well informed) of the inconveniencie thereof, and the in- 
juſtice ; ſollicite the remedie thereof, ſo as time ſhall conveniently require.

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and other Princes, that exhorted him to the contrary, who judged alwaies Peace 
and concord tending moſt to his ſafetie and their preſervation.

9g I have received at Sir Henry Norrs hands, aſivel all fuch Copies as con- 
cern the Scotiſh affairs, whereby I may be the berter directed hereafter how 
to proceed therein; as alſo all other inſtructions as may concern her Maje- 


 ſties affairss Touching common matters, I refer your Honour to this in- 


cloſed of common Occurrents. The matters of ſecrecie here, at the leaſt ſuch 
and ſo many as I canlearnare theſe : 

The Pope, the King of Spain, and the reſt of the Confederates, upon the 
doubt of a match between the Queen my Miſtreſs and Monſieur, do ſeek by 
what means they can, to diſlwade and draw him from the ſame: They offer 
þim to be the head and chief executionar of the League againſt che Turk, a 
thing now newly renewed, though long ago meant ;, vvhich League is thought to 
ſtretchto as many as they repute to be Turks (although better Chriſtians then 
themſelves.) The cauſe of the Cardinal of Lorraigns repair hither from Reyms 
(as it is thought) vyas to this purpole. 

- The King as lately he uccered to le Siewr 1otzcS9m 7 n ſeeming very much 
to miſlike hereof, utterred theſe vvords unto him, If this matter go forvvard, 
it behoyeth me to make ſome counter-league. I find the Germans (faith he) 
vvell-afteted tovvards me z and as for the Queen of Exglend, I knovy ſhe 
hath good caule to miſlike of this League, as I my ſelf have, and therefore 
(I ſuppole vvould be glad to joyn vvith me. To vyhom the other replied, that 
he vvas glad that he ſavy his danger, for that he hoped he vvould provide for

Touching his affetion towards the Queen my Miſtre(s, if outward entertain- 
ment may be a juſt argument of inward affection, then ſurely there is great likeli- 
hood of continuance of Amitie and Concord. For firſt, I was in all thoſe places 
where the King had Governors, very well received, Then at the time when Sir | 
Henry Norrs and I were apppincey to have accels to the Court for my preſent- 
ment (which was at Madrill) we were invited to dinner preſently upon our Arri- 
val there, Laufay by the Kings appointment received us, and bronghe us to the 

ce where our dinner was prepared, where we lacked no ſtore of good meat ; 
immediately after dinner, Chevaleir Thaers, ſent by the King,came and told us, 
that he was readie to give us audience ; to whom we repaired, and were moſt gra- 
ciouly received at his hands, who made great demonſtration, by outward ſpeech 
and countenance of great good will cowards the Queen my Miſtreſs, Befides 
ordinarie ſpeeches, concerning her Majeſties charge, to behave my {elf in hack 
ſort as might tend to the beſt continuance of Amutie between their Mijeſties, I | 
recommended the Peace, being fo requeſted by the Deputies of thoſe of the 
Religion, which he ſeemed to accept in very good part. 

Having thus ended with his Majeſtie, finding the new Q. not there, for that 
it was given out ſhe was ſick of a fever. I declared unto him,that I had Com

Queens, yet for that ar my laſt being there, exception was takenat we, for 
omitting my cutie ro Monſieur ; and beſides, being requeſted by the Depu- 
ties of the Religion, to recommend the obſervation of the Edict unto them 
ſeverally;theretore after acceſs had to Queen Mother,my Letters being delivered 
and certain ordinary ſpeeches uſed, with the recommntadiail of thole of the Re- 
ligion, I repaired to Monſieur, who very courteouſly, and with good counte- 
nance received me. To whom my ſpeech from her Majeſtie was, that ſhe willed 
me to preſent unto him her commendations ; 3nd turther to ſay unto him, that 
ſhe-was glad to underſtand that he did concur together with the King, in that 
good and honourable meaning of the obſervation of the Edit, whereby he did 
not only win generally the reputation and honour to be thought a Prince of 
courage in time of War, | but alſo of Councelin time of Peace; which courage 
ſhe doubted not bur that he would continue, in reſpect of the good will he bear- 
eth to the King and lis Countrey, and the regard he had ro his own honour. 
Whereunto he an{wered,with great courteſie, that he thanked her Majeltie, Fulſt, 
for her commendations, as from a Princeſs of honour that ſhe ws, and whom 
be ſo much reverenced.

My general anſwer is, thatT lett my 
private paſſions behind me, and do here ſubmit my ſelf to the paſſions of my 
Prince, to execute whatſoever ſhe hall command me, as preciſely as I _—_ 
preſuming to do any thing further then 1 ſhall be commanded. And as tor her 
marriage, whenſoever it ſhall pleaſe God to incline her to that Change, I ſhould 
forget my dutie towards her and my Countrey, if I ſbould not like very well

Hereupon at the time of my acceſſe,which was the 6 of Febr.at the Car- 
dinall of Burbons Lodging in Paris, I thought good to temaper my ſpeech accor- 
dingly in ſuch mule fort uſing this ſpeech following: /, .» ..

I cold him after ordinary commendations done, that though the Q. Majeſty my 
Miſtreſs, was advertiſed from her Viceroy of Ireland, That one de 1s Roch his 
Subject, had landed cerrain men there, who confederated with certain Rebells in 
that Iſland, cid commit (by way of hoſtility) certain onr-rages , not anſiwerable 
co the good Amitie thatreſted between their Majeſties. Notwithſtanding her 
Majeſtie was {o well perſwaded of his great good will and firicere affe&tions to-

Giver, divers good words of aſſurance and continuance of Amitie,which ſhe pro- 
miſed to turther ſo much as lay in her power, and that ſhe found the King her Son 
ſo well inclined thereto as the Q. my Miſtris might full well aſſure her ſelf, that 
whoſoever ſhould go abour to diſturbe the ſame; ſhould receive ſuch puniſhmenr, 
as thould be to the Q. my Miſtri's farisfaRions. 1 thanked her in her Majeſties 
name; and (hewed her, that 1 would not fail to make report unto the Q. my Mi- 
ſtris of this her good affe&tion towards her. Wherefore though heretofore 
ſhe had received good aſſurance, yet that friendſhip vvas of that Nature as it is 
alvvaies defired to be entertained vvith the exerciſe of mutull good offices. 

This Sir,vvas the effect of the ſpeech that paſſed betyveen the Kings Majeſty, 
Q. Mother,and me, at this preſent acceſfe. Novv to the end that there may be 
ſome triall vyyhether theſe words were as well meant as they were uttered, 

I have made choiſe of one to ſend to Britain, to ſearchout the names of the 
offenders, ta the end I may preſent them unto the King, to ſee whether he will 
be as good as his word in puniſhing of them; farther by him, chat I ſaid L meant 
to take order there, to be advertiſed from time to time from thence of ſuch-pre+

By another means I was advertiſed , that Stewkley in Spain preſented an in- 
ſtrument unto the King there, not onely ſubſcribed wich the names of the moſt 
- part of the Iriſh Noblity, but alſo the names of divers in ——_— qua- 
bow, ready to be at his devotion, I learned further”, that of late , fichence the 
Lord Serons — hither, there hath bin ſome greater conference between 
the Spaniſh Ambaſſador, and the Ambaſſador of Scotland. Further I learned, 
that the greater part ofthoſe that are landed in Ireland, were Levied by the Earle 
of Argile in the King of Spains name, within the ſaid Earles Governemenr, being 
 promuſed pay by the faid King of Spains Miniſters , they were imbarked at the 
Mule, or ſtrei * of Kenutire, One Skeldon , an ordinary ſervant of the Q, of 
Scots, arrived lately here with Letters of ſome importance, as it is thought , for 
that oftentimes he hath had acceſle to the Court. 
Thus having made your Honour privy of all ſuch rhings as I cold learne, I 
moſt humbly take my leave.

Of thus much you ſhall ſay, vve thought 
good to advertiſe the Ambaſſador , and to let him underſtand, tht vve.do very 
thankfully accept the Kings offer, and would be glad to take the good vvill and 
friendſhip, if there yvere any caule thereofin this office, as at this time there is

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tion and readineſs by the way of Frere, certifie the King; and procure ſonie 
Anfwer, we have heard and known it to.be triie, that certain ſavage Rebels, be- 
ing men of ao value, had fled our of our Realm of Jrcland into Spain, and to co- 
ver their lewdne(s, and to procure both reliet tor themſelves,and (uch like as they 
be in Ireland,they do pretend their departure our of the Realm for matter of Re- 

,cj0n;when indeed they be neither of one nor otherReligion, but given to beaſtu- 
to, and yet have they wit enough to ſhew hypocriſie for their purpoſe; Si- 
thence the firſt arrival of theſe, we know alſo, that an Engliſhman, a Subje& 
of ours, namely, Srewkley, not unknown, as wethink, for his former prodi- 
gal life both in Spain and other places ; and notwithſtanding great favours ſhew- 
ed unto him divers times, upon hope of amendment, and ſome tokens of his re- 
penrance, he did this laſt ſummer (pretending to come out of 1reland hither,ſud- 
denly turn his courſe into Spain) andas we hear, hath light into the company 
of the aforeſaid Fugitives and Rebels , pretending by his ſuperfluous expences, 
which is altogether of ;other mens goods , to be a perſon of ſome quality and 
eſtimation, and able to do ſome great thing in 1reland, whereas, indeed, he 
hath-not the value of a Marmaduc in land or livelihood, he hath fo folicited the 
King, or ſome about him, with vain motions, as it is by him bruted, and other- 
wiſe alſo with ſome credir reported unto us,which yet we doinot believe, that che 


K. will ſend a Captain of his,ſfuch a one as 1#/s4x Romero,or ſuch like, with anum-

And yet 
whatſoever it is, we cannot bur find ic ſtrange, that he or any ſuch Fugitives , 
moving matters of attempr as Rebels, either ſhould be allowed'or hearkned un- 
to : For whatſoever hath been conceived that any perſon of any degree,being the 
King of Sparys Subject, coming into our Realm ot lare years, as many havedone 
for ſafety of their lives, for matter of their conſciences (as we alwaies under- 
ood) yet we do aſſure by our Honour, that there was never perſon of any de-

treys, when opportunity ſerved for ſuch {nr , that was ever allowed by us, 
or any ſuch motion, or that ever received reward or comfort therein, but was re- 
jeed ; ſuch hath been our fincerity in theſe times, not to give 'any comfort to 
the hurt of the King, or of his Countreys. And now if theſe reports which 
we hear ſhould be true, we might think our {elves evilly recompenced, and 
ſhould be provoked tor our defence to uſe ſuch means, as otherwiſe of our ſelves 
we did never allow or hike: And ſo we truſt in reaſon the Ambaſſador 
himſelf might think, and the conſervation of the Atnity betwixt the 
King and us, and the reſtitution of the forner--— and Trade betwixt our 
Countreys and Subjects; ſo we pray him to ſolicite ſome Anſiver in 
this caſe.

Ir, the 14 of this moneth, I preſented rhe Earl of R«tland to the King at 
HM adrill, taking g_—_ thereto, by preferring certain Merchants

jeſtie with her Letters of Commendartions , he could not but be very wel- 
come. and ſhould receive at his hands from time ro time during his abode here, 
any honour or favour he could ſhew him; and as I was departing, he called 
me unto him, and asked me, what was dore touching the Queen of Scots 
matter. I told him, | Thar of lateT heard nothing, ſaving by certain Lercers, 
that there were Commiſſioners come out of Scotland from both parties; ſo 
that as I thought the /matter was fallen now to ſome Treaty, He willed me 
to recommend the matter in his name to the Queens Majeſtie, and to tell 
her, that he doubted not but by her good means, it ſhould grow ro ſome 
ſpeedy end, as ſhould be to her honour and his contentment; and fo pro- 
miſing his Majeſtie not- to fail in chat behalf, I departed for char pre- | 
ſent : I ſhall therefore defire your Honour to inform her Majeſtie there- 
of; as alſo, to procure at her hands what anſwer I ſhall make in this be- 
half. 
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Touching the ſtate of things here, | learn ſecretly by the F. that the 
Houſe of Gwiſe ſceeketh to make a match between the Cardinal of Efe and

The new Queen is now well recovered, and re- 
moveth trom Madril to this Town the 20 of this moneth ,, ſo that I purpoſe my 
Lord of Buckhurſt ſhall have accels unto her, whereof ſhe is over dangerous, a 
thing not very well liked of this Nation. 

Touching 1a Roches attempr, 1 can learn nothing more then that I have ad- 
vertiſed ; neither can I learn that in Br#144» there is any preparation of ſhips, 
bur of ſuch as belong unto Merchants. And thus leaving to trouble your 
Honour, I moſt humbly take my leave.

Ir, I would be loath in any Letter thatis to be ſhewed unto her Majeſtie, to 
make mention of any thing tha may any way concern Monſieur, for thar her 
Majeſtie doth ſuſpect chat I am'inclined char way in reſpe& of his Religion; and 
therefore,Sir,I ſhall deſire you to uſe this Letter as private to your ſel;and as for 
my 
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my inclination coMonfieur(for that I hear he may be drawn to be of any religion) 

I ſee fo great neceſſitie of her marriage, as it it may be to ker Majeſties content- 

ment, and the benefit of the Realm, by judgement of choſe thar are fit to deal 

and adviſe in a matter of ſo great weight, 1 can be content as becometh me, to 

ſubſcribe the ſame. The matters that I thought co make you privie of in this 
rivate Letter, are theſe; | 

Firſt, I underſtand that Monſieur not long fithence, hath given out certain 
ſpeeches to thoſe that are neareſt about him, that he maketh no great account 
ro match with the Queens Majeſtie, through the perſiaſions of the Houſe of 
Gniſe and the Spaniſh Ambaſſador, who do not ſtick to uſe many diſhonorable 
arguments to diſſwade him from the ſame: Beſides, they uſe ſome arguments of 
danger towards us, making the conqueſt of England a matter of no great conſe- 
quence, in reſpect of the intelligence they have there, no ſmall number of evil 
affected Subjects, and of thoſe, ſome of no mean quality. The A. of late had 
talk with w 9 6 0 7 touching the opinion of the enterpriſe : he ſhewed me that 
he whoſoever he was that ſhould attempt the matter,ſhould fail of his reckoning, 
like him that made -accompt without his hoſt. The A himſelf ſeemeth to 
to have no great liking thereof, but ſeemeth to be very well inclined to- 
wards w. 

The Spaniſh A. to divert them from Flanders, would be glad to ſet them in 
hand in England, and yet would he be Joath that France ſhould have any fur- 
cher intereſt in England, then it hath.

His anſ{wer-was, .n the Spaniſh tongue, which I underſtood nor, and ocher 
tongue then Spaniſh he would not vouchſate to ſpeak ; and therefore, Sir, I may 
rather tell you by geſs then otherwiſe. 
Firſt, he ſeemed to be agreived, that he never heard any thing of the 
meſſage he ſent about three moneths fithence by Sir Henry Norris, which con- 
_—_ thac point , that the Duke of C4 1v4 lately hath communicated to her 
Majeſtie touching the Kings offers, to be a Madiece berween the Queen of 
Scots and her Majeſtie ,, he faid, that ſhe did never uſe Dow Franciſco, tor ſohe 
named himſelf, bur by firs,who from timeto time towards her Ambaſſador, had 
alwaies uſed himſelt fo fincerely, as they could 'not bat report, that Dow 
Franciſco wasa Gentleman of great finceritie: And if it had pleaſed her Ma- 
jeſtie, to have uſed him throughlie , he would have done offices worthie of 
Dor Franciſco. When I came to that point that concerned the brutes 
touching the King his Maſters intention in attempting ſomewhat that might 
not beſt agree co good Amitie ; whereof though her Majeſtie had cauſe 
ſomewhat to doubt, in regard of his intertaining of her Iriſh Rebels, and 
che Countenance given to Stewkley ,, yer being of her own nature, not ealily

to his Maſter, he ſaid, the way was Jong, and that it would be two moneths ar 
the leaſt, before he could have afy Anſwer. He fad therefore, he would write 
ro the Duke of Alvain that behalf. 

1 ſhewed, that my Commiſſion was to requeſt to procure ſatisfaction from the 
King and as for the Duke of Alva, her Majeſtie lacked no means to ſend un- 
to him, no more ſhe did not to ſend unto the King; but would have been 
glad, as one well perſwaded of him, to have uſed his help therein, as a thing 
as beneficial for his Maſter as for her Majeſtie. In the end, he ſaid, he would 
write, but that it would be two moneths before he could receive anſiver ; 
in the mean time, he wiſhed her Majeſtie to think of his Maſter, as ſhe 
would wiſh him to think of her: Srewkley he proteſted never to have hefrd of.

As for any attempts by F#lio Romero to be done 
in Ireland, nos Miſtreſs (ſaith he) in tew words, that you her Ambaſ- 
ſador ere knoweth, that they be no Spaniards that haye the enterprize in hand. 
I told him, thae whatſoever I knew, he might aſſure himſelf her Majeſtie could 
not be ignorant of. And whereas, ſaid I, you think chat they be Frenchinen, 1 
aſſure my ſelt to the contrarie, for that theKing hath ſo aſſured me. He ſhewed me 
that he thought the King in that behalf ſincere; and that if there were any ſuch 
. matter, it proceeded not from him, bur from others. 
This, Sir, was in effect what I could gheſs proceeded between us ; never ſpake 
I wicha prouder man, or with one more diſdaintul in countenance,and 'n ſpeech, 
I ſappole he is ſoinewhat diſquieted to ſee the honourable/entertainment uſed 
cowards my Lord of Buckhurſt,and therefore think him the rather to be excuſed, 
beſides, he ſeemeth to be no better affeed rowards me, then I am towards him, 
which is ſuch,and no turther forth then may concern her Majeſties ſervice; I mean

you, the laſt being the ninth of Febr. wherein you give very good ad- 
vice touching the matter of Monſteur z and for my own part, I am of the ſame 
mind, to with finceritie and honourable dealing ink, that either upon very good 
deliberation it may be embraced, or in time, and inbeſt ſort put from too much 
entrance ; for neither is our caſe meet to dally,nor his perſon tor ro be abuſed,as 
he will think if he miſs his deſire, how fair ſoever we ſpeak him. 

Therefore for my own part, I wiſh {ll _ to be throughly conſidered of 
him, that her Majeſtie may fully underſtand the condition of his perſon before- 
hand, which is one of the cauſes that moved me to ſay unto you, as 1 did before 

our departure ; for I find matter. that is like tocdme in queſtion, and I perceive 
ha Majeſtie more bent to marry then heretofore ſhe hath been : God make her 
fortunate therein to his glory and our comforts. Touching the matter of Ireland, 
Maſter Secretary made me privy to ypur Letters, and you dowell to follow the 
matter earneſtly, and to enquire further thereof by all means you candeviſe; for 
her Majeſtie is alſo advertiſed, that the King of Spais hath like intention, and 
almoſt ready to put his practiſe in execution; whereupon, her Majeſtie doth mean 
forthwith to take ſome order for that Realm.

Y Lord Ambaſſador, fince my laſt Letter , anto you, I have little new 
matter worth the writing, ſaving now we are much troubled with the Sco- 
tiſh cauſes, the Commiſſioners of both parties are now here; & roFvrite unto you 
what the end will be certainly as yer, I cannot : we find both ſides very ſtiffe,and 
hicherto thoſe for the Kings partie very reſolute for the maintenance of his Au- 
thoritie;her Majeſties ſcrupuloſity rouching his Title and Government, we part- 
ly know. The unworthineſs of their Queen to rule ſhe granteth., but the in- 

es of their cauſe to depoſe her from her dignity, ſhe can hardly yer be per- 
ſwaded in, ſo yet ſhe remaineth much perplexed; on the one fide, ſhe is loth to 
| ſerherup, or to reſtore to her her eſtate again. On the other fide, ſhe is as loth 
to defend that which ſhe is not well perſwaded to have juſtice with it. Between 
theſe, her Counſel! chiefly ſeek for theſe two things ; that her ſelf may be pre- 
ſerved in ſuretie, and the true Religion maintained aſſuredly: For as the ſtate of 
the world ſtandeth, and upon through examination of this cauſe, it appeares, 
that both the waies be dangerous touching the Q. of Scots ;, for there is danger 
for delivering of her to her Government,(o is there danger in retaining her in pri- 
ſon , her friends abroad begin to ſpeak proudly for her ; we were wont alſo to 
have friends of our fide if need were, bur as farre as I can ſee, there is none 
of that fide of the ſea to be found that be Princes abſolute; well, our caſe 
is the harder, and we muſt ſay , Si Dews nobiſcum quis contra nos.

Ir, I have received your Letters, both by Mr. Wigmore and Beale, as by 
Hercourt I did late advertiſe you. And having made her Majeſty partaker, 
both by hearing them read,and by her own reading, I am in this fort directed to 
anſwer you. To the firſt of the ſecond, that is, to that of the 1 ; of Feby. brought 
by Beele, her Majeſtie maketh good accompt of the perſon ofhim, | mean the 
36T$4 £10 30-0 Ie C621 by theintelligence which he gave you; but it 
breedeth ſome doubt in her, that the certainty can be no otherwiſe underſtood, 
in that it is informed you, that the practiſe continuech by late diſpatching ofan 
Engliſhman of high ſtature, and lean of viſage; wherein is ſuch incertainty , as 
no man can thereby attain either ro diſcover the practile, or withſtand it, by ap- 
prehending the party : and ſurely, Sir, her Majeſty cannot but think , but they 
that can attain to the knowledge of the practiſe, may aſwell attain to the know- 
ledge of the parties name for they that are truſted with the matter, may be 
truſted with the perſons; and ſo her Mjeſtie withath you ro endevour your ſelf, 
with ſuch as you ſhall think good, ro come to the knowledge of ſome perſons, by 
ſtay of whom ſuch a matter might be deciphered.

I rold 
him, tharthere were brutes given out here, that the King of Spain had ſome 
intention to invade Ireland. I asked him, whether betore his departure he 
beard any ſuch matter, Then he brake and ſhewed me, that about September 
laſt, one Stewkley arrived in Spain, who atter his acceſs to Hadrill, before he 
had conference with the King, or any great Perfonage, he ſent unto the ſaid 
Archbiſhop to defire to come and ſpeak with him. To whom he returned 
anſwer -by his Meſſenger, that if he would come unto him, he ſhould be 
very welcome : Whereupon Stewkley repaired unto him ; and after proteſta- 
tions had, how glad he was to ſee him there, whom he knew to be Catholike- 
ly bent, he ſhewed him, that his incention of his repair into that Countrey, 
was todeal with the King of Sparm, about the recucing of Ireland unto his 
Government, whereby Hereſite might be expelled, and true Catholique Re- 
ligion planted z and therefore defired him, for that he was well acquainted 
with the Cardinal Spinsſo, Preſident of the Councel, that he would deal 
with him, to procure him acce(s unto the King, To whom he replyed, thar 
he thought that the. King, in reſpect of the good Amitie between him and 
the Queens Majeſtie, would be loath to deal therein : And further, that he 
for his: own part , though he defired the Catholique Religion to be there 
nted, yet did he miſlike of the means, for that he would be loath to ſee 

is Conntrey under any other Government then that of the Queens Maje- 
ſtie and her Succeſlors: And therefore he defired him to hold him excuſed, in 
that he could not, for thoſe reſpefts abovenamed ; be a mean to bring him 
acquannted with the {aid Cardinal, Preſident of the Councel.  Whereupon 
Stewkley departed from him, and went to the Duke Ferie, and him acquaint- 
ed with the cauſe of his repair thither, and deſired him. to procure him acceſs 
unto the King.

Two 
dayes after.the. King had conterence with the ſaid Stewkley, the King ſent for 
the Archbiſhop; and asked him whether he did know G {aid Stewkley, To 
whom he anſwered, that he never ſaw him but here in Spai», but by report 
he had heard, that he had been a Pyrate on theſea, of life diſſolute, in ex- 
pences prodigal , of no ſubſtance , neither; a man of any great account in his 
Countrey z notwithſtanding he heard he was a Gentleman born, and deſcend- 
ed from a good Houſe, Then the King told him of the offer, that he had 
made touching the requeſt of 7relend; aſſuring him, that he had dealr ſo be- 
fore his coming with the: Iriſh Nobility, as he ſhould find them ready to 
receive ſuch Forces as he ſhould ſend. He wiſhed che King notto be fo kh 
of beliet; for that Stewkley was not a man of that credit with the Iriſh Nobt- 
lity, to beable to bring any ſuch matter to paſs, whom they knew to be bur a 
ſhifter, and one who, tor the maintenance of his prodigality, feekethto abuſe 
all men. . With that the King replyed, that beſides Stewkleys own report 
of his ability in that behalf , he was | beſides recommended to him by his 
Ambaſlador , who willed to credit whatſoever he reported. - Upon the 
mentioning of the Ambaſſador , he made a digreſſion , and told me , thac 
the Ambaſſador did great hurt in England, which he did not learn by _ 
I 2 Ys 
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ſay, but by ſight of his Letters , and cherefore wiſhed, that her Majeſtie would 
not long harbour fo ill a geſt. The grand Prior was at the ſame time 
with the King, and preſent at the Communication, and faid, that the Arch- 
biſhop would be loath thar his Countrey ſhould come under the Kings Govern- 
ment, which he marvelled at, conſidering the Kings liberality beſtow- 
ed on him. To whom he anſwered, that fo far forth as he might with his duty 
towards God and his Countrey, the King ſhould find him ſerviceable ar all times 
towards him; for whoſe proſperous eſtate, for that his calling ſo required, he 
would pray: 'And ſo after this Communication had with the King , he de- 
arted. | 

: Notlong after D. Feria meeting the ſaid Archbiſhop, entred into talk with 
him, and asked his opinion of Srewkley, He anſwered, that he had made the 
King acquainted with his opinion, ' and that he feared chat if the King do deal 
with him, he would abuſe him. Then D. Feriaſaid, that the likelihoods that | 
Stewkley ſhewed the King of the enterprize, were ſuch, as there were great 
cauſe why the King ſhould imbrace the ſame, - For, faith he, beſides the Iriſh 
Nobility, he hath; won a great number of the Queens Gariſon to be at his de- 
votion, as well Souldiers as Captains. . If the King, faith the Archbiſhop, be- 
lieve what he ſaith, then will there benogreat difficulty in the interprize , bur 
when it cometh to the tryal, it will fall our otherwiſe, Well, ſaid the Dake, I 

ceive youare not willing it ſhould go forward, andtherefore you ſeek to de- 
face this Gentleman, whom we honour here with the name of the Duke of 
Ireland. To that the Archbiſhop replyed, that that Title and Calling was 
more then ever Ire/and was acquainted withal ;, and the more ſtrange it will feem 
untothem, for that he hath chere nothing to take unto. No, ſaith the Duke 
I am ſure ifhe might enjoy his own there, it would well maintain that Calling. 
Surely, faith the Archbiſhop, if the reſt of his talk prove no truer then this, 
then fall you fee the King much abuſed by him. After this alk paſſed between 


| the Archbiſhop and theDuke,Srewkley cameand challenged the ſaid Archbiſhop 


(a5 he faich) and told him, chat if he were not as he was, 2 man of the Church, 
he would be revenged of him for the report he made of him. Inthe end, 
after report made of this, talk paſſed rouching Stewkleys ings , hecon- 
cluded, that thecauſeof his departure our of Sp4iw, was onely thathe ſaw grear 
likelihood chat this enterprize ſhould go forward ; and therefore would be loath, 
as one deſcended from the houſe of Deſmond, to be ſuſpeed by his abode 
there, to bea fayourer of the (aid enterprize, hati Ing more then the name 
of a Traytor.- I told him, that I was very gladto here this talk paſs from him g 
whereof I promiſed him not to fail, to make her Majeſtie privy, hoping thar 
he meant ſincerely touchigg the praftice, I ſhewed him, that her Majeſtie 
was neither ignorant. nerunprovided of the remedy, notwithſtanding I did af- 
ſure him that her Majeſtie could not but take it 1n good part, if his meaning 
and words agreed; both his withdrawing himſelf from thence, as alſo, in thac 
he did diſcover unto me her Miniſter here, what he knew touching the ſame. 
I prayed him therefore to uſe plainneſs with me; and told him, that if it fall 
out otherwiſe : Firſt, he ſhould be reputed a Traytor, and ( little truſted of 
thoſe whoſe turn he ſhould ſeek to ſerve; it being held fora common rule, That 
a Traytor to his own Countrey, came never to be true to another. Secondarily, 
that if he were partaker of the enterprize, the matter was provided for, and fo 
their attempe not like to take effet, whereby he ſhould grow odious to thoſe 
that he ſhould co enter into the ſame. And laſtly, I willed him to conſi- 
der,what benefit would grow to Irelaxd,his Countrey,it it ſhould be reduced to 
the Spexiſh Government, who doth rule altogether by Tyranny, as divers of

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the Countreys where they do govern witnels , ham) Fun a Traveller 
could not be ignorant ; now, they enjoy as great as any Nati- 
on doth ; and if there be any defeR, it proceedeth frem chemſe)ves, Can- 
not yield to imbrace ſuch good orders as her Majefgie carefully for their bene- 
fit hath ſought lately to place there chem, to reduce them from Bar- 
barouſneſs to Civility. He then proteſted, that her Majeſtie ſbould find him 
ſincere, though he were out of hope of all favour, in reſpe of his honour, and 
the love that he bare to his own Countrey.

I asked him, vvhether 
it vvas true, that Fulian Remere vvas appointed to that enterprize, He told me, 
that he heard (0 | 
"This vvas in effect the talk that paſſed betyyeen us, vvhich I chought good to 
ſer dovvn art length, to the end that your Lordſhip might the berter j hof 
the matt of the man. For my ovyvn opinion, I cannot tell yyhat cothink of 
him; to ſulpe& that he meanerh not faith I have theſe cauſes : Firſt, I am 
informed, that rvyo Iriſh men, ſent from him out of Spaiz, vyere the cauſe of 
Reches enterprize. Secondarily, I am alſo informed, that he vvas ſent for out of 
Spain by the Cardinal of Zorain. Thirdly, for that he vviſheth the young Boy 
Fame FitJmericts ſon, in Spain, that is novy at Breſt in Britain. y,l do 
not forget bus Nation and Religion. TI have placed ſome eſpecially about him, 
to vyhom he repaireth, as alſo vyho repairs to him. I find the Iriſh ain here, 
({vvhom I defired my of Backhsrff to recommend unto her Majeſtie) ſer- 
viceable in this behalf. Itſhall go very hard, buc I vvill give agreat gheſs of the 
cauſe of his coming, He defireth to knovy vvithin tyventy daies, hovy her Ma- 
jeſtie inclineth to his requeſt. The onely hope I have ofhim is,chat I imagine thar 
he miſlikes that Srewkley ſhould have the glory of the enterprize that they both 
pretended, and that he firſt ſer abroach,” and therefore yvould be glad todo any 
thing vekich might impeach the ſame. 
Novy having made your Lordſhip acquainted vvith that vvhich paſſed bervveen 
us,I attend her Majeſties pleaſure herein, how I ſhall dire& my ſelf. And fo leaving 
further to trouble your Honour at this preſent, I moſt humbly cake my leave.

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To our Right truſly and well-beloved Sir Francis Walſingham our Am- 
baſſador Reſident with our good Brother the French Kine. 


Et1zazer Th R- 
- Ruſty and well-beloved, we greet you well; foraſmuch as by the Lord of 
Buckhurſt we do underſtand in what fort the Queen Mother hath moved 
urito him the matter of marriage for her ſon Monſieur D' Azjou with us, and 
in what ſort both the King, her Son, her Self, and Monſieur, being the par- 
ty, are deſirous that the ſame might take place, and that for che firſt entry into 
the matter in reſpec of the doubrfulneſs thar is generally conceived of our re- 
ſolute determination to marry, that is by the Queen Mother required, that 
none might deal there in the ſame, berwixt themand us, bur you as our Amba(- 
ſador ; and that with none of their Councel, but with Monſieur de Foix , we 
have thought meet plainly to inform you, in what ſort you ſhall deal, not doubt- 
ing bur you will ſo uſe rhe ſame to all reſpe&s, as may concern our eſtimation 
in due honour. according to the place we hold, and for the quality of our per- 
ſon and ſex. And becauſe you ſhall the more orderly proceed herein, we do 
conceive our anſwer by way of Articles, which we do underſtand were by him 
ſhewed to the Lordof Buckhwft, in writing, as followeth : 
The firſt Article of their demand was, to underſtand, both very ſpeedily and 
certainly of the truth of our firm reſolution to marry. 

To which you may conſtantly anſwer, that as the Lord of Buckhurft hath al. 
xeady ſaid; (0 are we reſolved, for the benefit of our Realm, and contenta- 
tion of our Subjects to marry with ſome perſon of Kingly blood and quality, 
meet for us and our Countrey; and that we are free fromall manner of impe- 
diments, to marry where we ſhall pleaſe. And becauſe that weperceive ttiar 
notwithſtanding the like anſwer hath been made in our name by ſome other, 
who hath of Jate time earneſtly required ro know our mind in this caſe z yet it 
is doubted by finiſter reports, that we have nota reſolute mind to marry, but 
chat we have a diſpoſition rather to hear of motions and ſuits for Marriage with 
Princes, and great Eſtates, then finally ro accept any of them, how honourable 
or reaſonable ſoever che conditions might be that ſhould be offered. There- 
fore you ſhall in times convenient, and as you ſhall be by ſome objeRtions pro- 
voked, lay, that we are very ſorry that our former Sellins in like caſes of 
Marriage moved to us from other Princes, hath nor been better underſtood on 
our behalf, then ir ſeemerh they have been; whereby ſome prejudice is grown 
ro make more doubttulneſs to be conceived in our Anſwers,then we mean. For 
the alteration of which yntrue conceptions, we cannot but generally anſwer, ex- 
cept it were particularly remembred with yvhat Prince, moving matter of muri- 


age to us, we did deal doubtfully. And therefore you. ſhall fay,; that it is not 


unknown to the world, for how many Kings, Princes and Eſtates, motions of 
marriage hath been made to us ; andif theſame were well conſidered, and our 
anſwers from time to time truly known, certainly there was no cauſe ro miſlike 
the ſame, though the motions took no place; neither could any of the 
parties think chemfelyes rouched in honour by this, though their deſires took 

no efte&. 
In the beginning of our Reign, that is not unknown how vve had no diſpo- 
{ition of our own natureto marry, no otherwiſe then it is manifeſtly —_ 
that 
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that vvhen the King our dear Father reigned, and many times preſſed us earneſt 
ly to marry ; nor vvhen in the late King our Brothers time, the like vyas re- 
nevved unto us 3 even for ſuch as then preſently vvere in real poſſeſſion of King- 
doms, vvhen vve lived bur in a private ſtare as a'daughter, or as a ſiſter of a King, 
yer could vve never induce our mind to marry, but rather did ſatisfie our (elf with 
2 ſolitary life. If alſo it be conſidered, vvho they vvere that in the firſt part of 


our Reign motioned marriage unto us, and hovy inconvenient ſuch a match vyas 


both for our {elt, for matter of conſcience , and for diſcontencarion of our peo- » 


ple, as then the time vvas, vve doubt not but vve might challenge co our (elves 
tome praiſe, in that vve yielded not thereto, vvhen all other vvorldly reſpects 
of honour, wealth and greatneſs, beſides the worthineſs of the perion, were 
evident to have provoked us thereto Bur therein, and in allother motions of 
marriage following, our anſwers were ſuch, as it they were known with their 
circumſtances, we would not doubt but tro have a general allowance and com- 
mendation for our finceritie in dealing z as now it ſeemeth that the world, which 
commonly erreth in ſuch reporrs, harh alſo erred in this and ſundry other things 

couching us, which time we doubt not ſhall make manifeſt , for truly, whileſt 
wecontnued, as it were, ſettled by natural diſpoſition in a determination nor 
ro marry, wedid fo alſo plainly anſwer all perſons,and required that the motions 

might be ſtayed; wherewithit che parties or their Miniſters would not be ſatis- 

fied, but would continue rather ſtill their motions; what defaulr was this in us * 

Yea, it is very true, that ſome parties being anſwered by our own mouth, and 

that deliberately and trequently, yet would they not accept the ſame for a final 

anſiver ; wherein as we could not but eſteem their affection very great towards 

us, ſo truly did we give them no new cauſe to hope of any change of our mind 

to marriage. 

Nevertheleſs, after ſome courſe of years paſſed, we confeſs that the ſtate of 
our Realm, the continual urgent and frequent ſolicitations, not. only of our 
Counſellours, to whom we alwates thunk meg to give ear, but alſo of the who!e 
Eſtates of our Subjects, being many times aſſembled in our Parliament, did ſtir 
us to ſome further conſideration by the weight of their reaſsns, then nacurally 
of our ſelf we had been induced unto. | 

And therefore we yielded thus far to their importunitie, that for ſuch great ne- 
ceſſities concerning the univerſal ſtace of our Realm, as were plainlie laid before 
us, we would not refuſe to hear of any honourable motions to be made to us tor 
any perſon of a Royal blood, that might be meer for us and our Realm; and 
that we would commend our heart to be directed by Almighty God, to follow 
that which might be to the comfort of our loving Subjets: And this mind 
we did: continue, and did fo far proceed , as reaſonablie we might with our 
honour, and with regard to the eſtare of our Policie. And howſoever the world 
may miſ-judge of prolongation of ſuch matters by ns, certainlie the ſame was 
not of any intent in us to continue the ſame without le to conclude : Bur 
ſuch were the terms and difficulties in fome points neceſlarilie to be provided, as 
the lack of ſatisfaction of us therein, was the onelie cauſe to us known of the 
prolongation. All this we find meet at length to impartunto you, to the end 
that you may alſo in like manner thereby, with cruch, fatisfie the hard opinion, 
that as it ſeemeth is conceived of us, becauſe it is ſeen, that many ſuirs harth 
been made tous, and by great Eſtates, for marriage, and none hath taken effe.

The ſecond point is to know, whether now that we have perceived by the

To this you anſwer, That for continuance n our reſolution generally to 
marry, we truſt there is no cauſe to doubr, the before afhrmed being 


remembred z and how we will accept this offer of Mon 1eur,we cannot bur plain- | 
ly confeſs it an argument of great good will in the King, and the Queen his Mo- 


ther; conſidering how that the King is married, there can be no greater nor wor- 
thier offer made by the Crown of France, then of Monfieur D. CAnjes ; and 
therefore we do thankfully accept it : Bur whether we ſhall be pleaſed to hear 
further of this motion, is very doubtful for us toanſwer thereto; not that we 
are ignorant what anſwer were meet, but that the interpretation thereof may be 
conceived otherwiſe then we mean : And if any impediment ſhall hereafter juſt- 
ly follow of the cauſe, without our default, the ſame might be impured to us, 
as others in like caſes havebeen : And ſurely knowing the wiſdom of Queen 
Mother and her experience in ſuch cauſes of matrimonie, we would think, that 
without demanding this point of us, ſhe herſelfcan beſt tell what ts meeteſt ro 
be further done herein. For now that ſhe knoweth our reſolute determination 
towards marriage,and with what manner of perſon, it is to be conſidered by her, 
that if ſuch things as are requiſitg for the contentation of both our perſons, and 
for the neceſſary conditions of the whole cauſe, ſhall be found agreeable, then 
this offer ſhall not onely be thankful, bur by all good probabilitie rake the effe& 
that is by the offer intended. And if otherwiſe, there ſhould any juſt and nece(- 
ſary impediment happen, either for lack of farisfaRtion of our own natural ex- 
pecation concerning our perſon, or of reaſonable accord, upon the conditions 
requiſite, ſpeciatly for ſuch as may conſerve the ſtate and policy of our Realm, 
yet we ſeenot, but the good will of either party ſhould be allowed, as well in 
us for any ws. to hear and conſider of fo honourable an offer as for them that 
made it.

Monſieur might not take efte&, which lacketh not alſo any ſuch help as 
may from her own ſubjects there with you be miniſtred to breed an opi- 
nion in Monſieur that all is but dalliance, and that he is like tro march 
in the end in rank with the number of the forſaken, whereupon as It 
ſhould ſeem a few dayes paſt, he uſed this talk with Monſieur de Foix, 
laying, Monſteur, you and others have brought me to yield to this match,

and ſurer paſſing thither, we have dire&ed him to paſſe by you, both to 
conferre with you, and to utter unto you certain things from us, wherein 
you ſhall give him credit and alſo to procure from the King our good Bro- 
ther his paſſport , and ſurety to paſſe throughout that Realm into Spain, and 
likewiſe to return; wherein we pray you to uſe ſome diligence to obtain 
the ſame for our faid ſervant as (you can conſider) the cauſe doth require, 
we have inſtructed this ſaid bearer of the Queen of Scots cauſe, and have 
willed him to impart the ſame to you; and having well conceived it, we 
would have you there to let the Queen Mother underſtand fo much thereof 
as ſhall be meet, that ſhe may know our ſincere dealing therein. And in your 
ſpeech to her, you may fay, that we do ſomewhat marvell, that. ſhe doth fo 
often {ollicite and preſle in the ſaid Queen of Scots cauſe, conſidering that we

Caſſels, 1 have thus proceeded, I procured Captain Thomas the Iriſh man to 

ir unto the ſaid Archbiſhop, and ro do him any friendſhip and ſervice, he 
might here ſhew him in this Court, in reſpe& he was a Nobleman, and of his 
Countrey ; which being at my requeſt, he willingly did: And the Archbiſhop 
ſeemed to take the ſame in very good part at his hands ; whereupon he deſired 
the Captain to procure him acceſs unto the Cardinal of Lorrain. And ſonot 
long after he accompanied him tothe Cardinal of Lorrain ; who talked with 
him the ſpace of two hours : but what Communication paſſed between him 
and the ſaid Cardinal, he could not draw from him, yer thus much he fignifi- 
ed unto him, after his departure from him, that hereafter there mighr 
be ſome occaſion offered toimploy him to ſome good ſervice; and that there- 
fore he ſhould do very well to make ſuch report ot him, as that he might grow 
in credit here; and further,that he ſhould fay, that the Archbiſhop was a man of 
a noble family, and of great reputation in his Countrey, that Ireland of it felt 
was but weak, and eafie to be gotten by the Enemy, and ſuch like calk to 
this effect. After the Captain had made me privy hereot, my counſel was, 
that he ſhould bear the Archbiſhop in hand to do ſo, nevertheleſs, I ad- 
viſed him, that unto the Cardinal he ſhould report, namely, that true it was, 
that he was of a noble familie, and allyed to the beſt in that Countrey , yer

Cle wy laſt Letters unto your Lordſhip, touching the Archbiſhop of 
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his Countrey, for that the heads of the houſe of Deſmond ,{whereof he was 
deſcended were under guard in England, And if he ſhould enquire of 
Ireland, that he ſhould (ay, it was ſnot fo weak as the Archbiſhop reported 
it to be; but that whoſoever ſhould attempt any thing againſt ic, ſhould 
find it able enough to reſiſt a multitude, now that her Majeſtic had cauſed 
Garriſons , and appointed certain ſhips to go on the ſeas. Two days after 
the Captain was fent for by the Cardinalz and being demanded, what manner 
of man the Archbiſhop was, of what eſtimation in his Countrey , in what 
caſe Ireland ſtood in, &c. anſwered to every point as I required him. Si- 
thence which time, I learn, that the Cardinal maketh not that account of 
the Archbiſhop that he looked for at his hands. And therefore conſider- 
ing that the Archbiſhop cannot take effe&t here, and that he is in ſome ne- 
ceſſity (as by Letters he wrote to the Cardinalof late I perceived ) 1 think 
he would eaſily be gotten to utter ſuch things as he knowech of this 
Enterprize, ſo he might be well aſſured of the Queens Majeſties favour, and 
be reſtored to his former living. I have appointed another Iriſh Souldter to 
give attendance on him , and 4 mark diligently whither , and ro whom he 
reſorteth ; what company in like fort come unto him, and to certifie me 
thereof, Thus much have I learned of his proceedings ſince his coming to 
Paris, eſpecially through the Inſh __ means, who hath dealt yery 
dutifully in this behalt; and hath beenſo ready to do what I willed him, as 
I cannot but recommend him unto your Lordſhip. He is very honeſt, and 
civil; and ohne that hath taken prop with theſe Civil Wars here, beſides 
of good Parentage, breed and in the Engliſh pale. Sir Heary Norru 
hath heretofore had tryal of him ; we both haye promiſed him, in reſpe of 
his dutitulneſs (as one worthy the entertaining) to bea means unto her Ma- 
jeſtie for him; and fo of late, in reſpe& of this imploying of him, haye

The 29 of March the Archbiſhop ſent one of his men to me, willing me

:ween whom paſſed this ſpeech following : . x "ook 

After ordinary (alutations done, I ſhewed him that your Lordſhip willed me 
to ſignife unto him , that you had written to the Queens Majeſtie in his 
behalt; and that you hoped ſhortly to receive ſome anſwer; and that af- 
ter receipt had thereof, E pe would not fail to advertiſe him. Further. 
that you willed him to deal plainly with you, as you for your part mind- 
e& to deal honourably with him; and that if it pleaſed him to advyer- 
riſe your Lordſhip of any thing, either by word of mouth, or by writing, 
that you promiſed of your honour to to keep the ſame with all ſecreſfie, and

privie of all Srewkleys pratiſes. The onely cauſe of my coming out of

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although one Hr gg 1n5 (whom for certain unſeemly words he uſed againſt Me. 
the Queens Majeſties Ambaſſador ) I reprehended hath written divers 
Letters co Maſter Secretarie Cecil and the reſt of the Councel, and fo in- 
cenſed them againſt me, as that they have me 1n great ſuſpicion. Atter 
this he asked me whether I knew it any thould be ſent into Spain abour this 
matter. I told him, I knew not. Yes, quoth he, your Lorcthip told him 
ſo. I anſwered, that it might well be fo, but that I knew nothing thereof. 
Well"( faith he) it is more then- time that ſhe did fend, both for that the 
Queens Majeſtie hath many Traytors in Jre/and, of the Iriſh men and 
Engliſh Souldiers there; and alſo, becauſe the King of Spain doth ywhar 
he can to win the French Kings Brother on his fide. And ſurely, faith 
he, if the match go not forward berween her Majeſtie and Monſieur , 
it is to be feared that he will joyn with the King of Spain in that enrer- 
r1ze. 

I told him, that the common report was here, that Mounſteur did con- 
Cur in all things with the King; and that the King himſelt had made Tuch 
Proteſtations of Amitie and Friendſhip towards the Queens Majeſtie, as 
that he, in reſpect of his honour, would not , nor any of his Subjects, 
for fear of his diſpleaſure, durſt not attempt any thing to infringe-rhe ſame, 
Well ( faich he) 1 beſeech God they may long continue in Amitie. In 
the mean time I will remain here as one not known, until 1 know her Ma- 
jeſties pleaſure. It I might go into my Countrey with her good leave and 
licenſe, I doubt not but that I could do much good there, for that the 
moſt part of the Nobllity are of ſome affhnity with me; and will, I am 
aſſured, be much ruled by my counſel. It 1 cannot obtain this benefir 
at her Majeſties hands, after I have diſpatched my buſineſs here, 1 will

] Ruſtie and well-beloved we greet you well ; we have perceived by your 

Letters written to the Lord of 8wrlejgh, in what fort you have lately 
conferred with an Iriſh man, naming himſelt the Archbiſhop of Caſſels, up- 
on occaſion ſought by him tomake his ſubmiſſion and ſuit rovus tar this 
fence in departing out of Jreland. And confidering the conditions of the 
party, and the profit that might follow by his diſcovering of the ;pratices 
wherewith he is {o throughly acquainted, we can be content, that if you ſhall 
find it likely that he meanerh cucitully toask pardon, .as he pretenderhiby his 
ſpeech, char then you ſhall give him comtorc to continue with the large duci- 
Fulneſs and loyal meaning, and provoke him to make repair hither into Exg- 
land, where you may afluge him, he ſhall nor fiad lack of grace, if he hum- 
blie defire it , and by his truchHhereatter deſerve ic. Andit you find him wery 
difficult to be perſwaded with fuch general ſpeech , withour turther aſſurance 
from us ; you qhall ſay, that you have 'wrigten fo effequally unto us, with.af-

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can fee occaſion, and can gather matter againſt him, ſo deal with the Kin 
there, as by all good means that may be, ſpecially conſidering the Amitie(o 

ren, of late time, aſſured to us by the King, he may be delivered as an open 
known Rebel and Traytor, eſpecially in theſe praQtiſes uſed by him in Speer , 
however he himſelf hath diſcovered his evils, with the excuſes. And we 
have ſome cauſe the more to doubt his lewdneſs there, for that Rogers, who 
brought your Letters, reported, that after he was come from Part, abour 
St. Dennis, he met with an Iriſh man; who told him, that this Archbiſhop 
had been ſecretly at the Court, and was readie to be diſpatched away into Sparn, 
by the means of the Cardinal of Zerraim ; which if ut were true, we cannot 
chink but you haye within a ſhort time after been made privie hereof by the 
Iriſh man.

After much debaxing of 
the cauſe, we minding to make {it ir might be) a finalend, to the aſſurance 
of our ſelves, our Eſtates, and to the reducing of that Realm into quiet 
in ir {elf without bloodſhed , or further occaſion of inteſtine War and con-

after ſome conference had by our commandment betwixt our Councellors the 
Earle of Leiceſter, and the Lord of Burleigh for us , and the ſaid Ambaſſador 
and Cavalcant of the other party , our ſaid Councellors have delivered ſuch 
anſwers in writing to them, as. alſo we ſend you herewith.. In the debating 
whereof, the Ambaſſador hath with great earneſtneſs, miſliked ſundry of themin 
this manner following; T hat in the Aſt he maketh doubr, that the uſage of the 
matrimony by the orders of this our Realm,may contain matters which ſhould be 
repugnant to the Dukes conſcience, and namely, that he thould at that time be

whereupon, ſuch words as are now at the laſt agreed in the anſwer, we think

we doubted not but that Monſieur de 4njow , would ( by the advice of 
Queen Mother) be contented with our anſwers, being well weighed , in that 
we are content that by no means he,. nor his Domeſtiques ſhall be com» 
pelled to uſe the Rites of our Religion; otherwiſe then ſhall be agreeable 
with his conlcience ; 

But as for exerciſe of his own Religion, þeing ſpecially forbidden by our 
Laws, we cannot without manifeſt offence =, perill co our State accord 
thereto. And fo we would have you to uſe all good perſwafions to induce 
them to be content with our an{wer in this behalf: for the better main- 
tenance @&yhereot you may require, that it may be conſidered whart perill ic 
might be to the quietneſs of our State to have one that ſhould be our husband 
( by his example in our houſe) to give comfort to our Subjects that pre- 
ſeatly are we!) devoted to obey our Laws, to break them ; which may ſo 
fall out in proceſſe of time , as we might repent thar ever we had been fo 
evill adviſed.

yl I replyed , that I was willed to (ay to her from her Majeſtie, that ſhe 
doubted not but that Monſieur her Son by her good perſwaſion would 
take in good part her ſaid anſwers, who meant not ſuch ſudden change of 
Religion, as that he or his houſhold ſhould be compelled to uſe the Rites 
of the Engliſh Church, contrary to his or their Conſciences : But foraſmuch 
35 the granting unto him the exerciſe of his Religion, being contrary to: her 
Laws, mighe by an example breed ſuch an offence as was like to kindle 
ſuch trouble as lately reigned in. France , whereof both herſelf and her fan 
had good experience. She therefore hoped, that he who (if the match peo- 
ceeded) was to fail with her in in one ſhip, and to run with her one for- 
tune, would not require a thing, that ſhe by no means could: yield to, 
who tendred nothing more then the quiet-and repoſe of her Subjects, and there- 
fore in reſpe&RFhereof, could by no means conſent toany ſuch permickon, as 
might by any likelihood diſturb the ſame. 

To this ſhe replyed, that the not having the exerciſe, was as much as to 
change his Religion; which thing he could not do upon a ſudden, without the 
note to be of no Religion; which diſhonour I am ſure no reſpe& can 
draw him to endanger himſelf. And as he in reſpe& of the ſaid ignominie, 
is reſolved fully not to yield, ſo can I with no reaſon perſwade him thereto ; 
andas for any peril that may happen by the ſame, I think ir ſhall be the 
beſt way of ſatety of your Miſtreſs, who alwayes by the way of his Bro- 
thers (word , ſhould be the better able to corre any ſuch evil Subjects 
as ſhould go about to, diſturb the repoſe and quiet of her Eſtate , which 
ſhe may aſſure herſelf he will do, without having reſpe& to any Religion, 
whereof ſome tryal lately hath been made by his conſenting with the 
King, to have ſome good juſtice and example of puniſhmence done ar 
Roan, 

In anſwer whereof, I beſought her to conſider as well the Queens damage, 
as her ſons honour. 1 thewed, her, that of this permiſſion great miſchiefs 
would enſue: Firſt, the violating of her Laws. Secondarily, the offence of 
her good and faithtul Subjects. And laſtly, the encouragement of the evil 
affefted: Which three miſchiefs if you will weigh, faid I , together with 
your Sons honows, you ſhall finde them of great moment; and that 
the Queens Majeſtie my Miſtreſs hath great cauſe to ſtand to the denial of 
any ſuch permiſſion , whereot is likely ro enſue ſuch manifeſt peril, And 
as for the ayd of the Kings ſword, I ſhewed her, that the example by 
pens, would do much more hurt then either his own or his Brothers 
word could do good , for that the iſſue of our miſchief by civil difſention, 
falls out commonly to be ſudden and ſhort, bur very ſharp, and were not drawn 
in length, as thoſe that happened in other Countreys, we having net- 
ther walled Towns nor Forwelles ro retire to, thereby to protract our 
Was. 
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ered , that her Son would ſoon be overcome by the 
lh yer en that behalf, who was more zealous then les de- 
fend his Religion, whereby the ſame inconvenuence of example will not long 
laſt. For, Fe ſhe, it is generally feared by the Catholiques, chat thus 
match will breed a change of Religion throughout all Europe. In the 
end ſhe concluded , that neither Monfiear , her Son, nor the Ki R 
nor herſelf could ever Foy ro any ſuch ſudden change for any reſpe& 
whatſoever , neither could her Majeſtie defire it , confideri how much it 
would touch his reputation , whom ſhe is ro match wi if it pro- 
jo then of her, whether ſhe would have me fo to advertiſe her Ma- 
jeſtie, She defired me in any cauſe fo to doz and to know direftly whe- 
ther by yielding or not yielding to the ſaid ſecond Articles with all rea- 
ſonable cautions, ſhe meant to proceed or forbear; whereof ſhe deſired 
her Majeſtic at the fartheſt to give anſwer within cen days , for that the 
King ſtayerh his progreſs onely upon that; and if ſo-be ſhe mean to pro- 
es , then to ſend the Articles that are to be propounded by her Ma- 
ke de la Mothe Fenelon (as 1 learn by Monfieur de F9ix) hath given 
very honourable report of the Queens Mijeſties proceedings, aſſuring them thar 
there is nothing but fincerity meant. 

If her Majeſtic reſolve to proceed, I learn then, that Mogſieur de Foix 
ſhall come over with the Kings Anſwer, to ſuch Articles as ſhall be pro- 
pounded by the Queens Majeſtie, and fo to row toſome through conclu- 
ſion. And fo having nothing elſe to advertiſe her Majeſtie at thus preſent, 
I moſt humbly take my leave of your Honour. At Paris the eight and 
rwentieth of April, 1571.

| "oh my firſt entry in our Conference, I: ſhewed him, that I was glad 
that it was my hap to be appointed to deal with him , who did concur 
with me in like affection towards this cauſe, being drawn by publique re- 
ſpecs, as wiſhing well unto. our Countreys and Princes ; =d herefore the 
rather hoped that the ſucceſs would be thereafter. I ſhewed him, that 

eat matters , before they could be brought to an end, could not but be 
tull of great difficulties; which if by the good diſcretion of thoſe which 
are Dealers and Inſtruments in the ſame were not qualified, a profica- 
ble matrer might by evil handling quail and take no effet. 1 ſhewed 
him cheretore, that chis matter being in appearance ſo good and profita- 
ble to both our Countreys, as I for my part would not fail to do therein what 
there might lie in me to. remove ſuch difficulties as might riſe, fo far forth as 
might ſtand with the Queens Honour and Safery. And if I did any way fail, 
Ic [hould be for lack of judgement and experience, and not lack of rs" 

| | ew 
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ſhewed him, that by peruſing the anſwer to the Articles, I found only the 
difficulty to bein Religion, which by his good help, might be reduced to 
accord, there was no doubt but that the matter would take that effe& we both 

efired. 
f To this Monſieur de 'Foix anſwered, that he was the rather willing to deal 
in this matter, for that he was well perſwaded of my poo inclination in that 
behalf, proteſting, that he never more earneſtly travelled in matter in his life , 
which Monſieur could very well witneſs, whoſe perfwaſtons to him chiefly 
ro enter into the matter, through the honourable report he made of her Ma- 
jeſties rare vertues and gifts ; wherein through the Counter pratiſes of divers 
other, he found no ſmall difficulty, Monſieur being by them perſiwaded, thar 
it would be his hap to march in rank with the forſaken ; which ſcruple being by 
me, ſaith he,removed, if the matter ſhould not take that ſucceſs I defire, would 
be no leſs cauſe of diſpleaſure, then otherwiſe of comfort, it the ſame take good 
etc. f 

Touching the preſent difficulty of Religion ; if her Majeſtie continue till 
reſolute to maintain her anſwer, I ſee the matcer at an end. For ( ſaith he ) 
Monſieur hath either Religion, or no Religion. It he have Religion, then 
Religion being a conſtant perſwaſicn, confirmed by time , cannot bur in 
time be removed, and not upon the ſudden : it he have 'no Religion, then 
he is unworthy of your Miſtreſs, and the place and er he beareth. And 
ſurely, faith he, as Religion in all perſons 1s to be defired, ſoin none more 
then in Princes, who have no other bridle to ſtay them from evil, then 
Religion. And as for Monſieur , faith he, I know him to be religious in 
his kind, wherein, I ſuppoſe, he is nor ſo aſſuredly grounded, but that there 
may grow alteration and 5hange thereof in time, through the Queens good 
perſwaſions, whereot we have ſeen good experience of womens vertue in 
that place: Conſtantine was converted by his Mother Helexa, the King 
of Navarre by the Queen his wife; and therefore can I not doubt 
but this match proceeding, Monſteur will be turned by his wife , who is 
of that good kifvlirion and nature, as in all his proceedings he is nor 
tranſported and carried away by paſſion, but guided and conduted by rea- 
ſon. 
To this I replyed , That the Queens Majeſtie wiſhed not ſuch ſudden 
change of Religion, as might breed irreligion , but onely the forbearing of the 
exerciſe whereof, might breed by permiffion both offence and ſtirrs in her 
Eſtate ; and as for the Examples ot Conſtantine, and the reſt, they are common 
for both; for as many wives have been turned by their husbands,as husbands by 
their wives. 

To. this he anſwered, that to live without exerciſe of Religion, was as 
much as to be of no Religion; and faith he, the Queens Majeſtie I know 
is honourable, and would not have him touchghwith fo great a ſpot, as to 
be thought an Atheiſt, whom ſhe mikant ſo Mitly to tye her Vie to, as 
of two to become one, who is to participate with him both in honour and 
diſhonour, | | | 

To this I replyed, that if it were true that I had heard, Monfieuer 
was not fo far from our Religion, having had ſome introduction therein 
by Curuvalet his Governour lately deceaſed; and therefore if it pleaſe 
him to water thoſe ſeeds, that he had already received by ſome confe- 
rence, ; he ſhould be able eafiely ro diſcern that the change of his 
Relgion, ſhould breed unto him no diſhonour at all, it being no _ 
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fxult to continue in error, then commendable to come from error to truth. 
I deſired him-to conſider with me, both the inconvenience that would grow to 
Monſieur by perſiſting in his Religion ; and alſo, what greater inconvenience 
would come unto the Queens Majcſtie my Miſtreſs, by permiſſion of exerciſe of 
the ſame. 

Touching the inconvenience that would happen to Monſieur, 7 told him, 
that it is held for a general Maxime, that no Prince that is a ſtranger, and 
cometh to rule in a Forraign Countrey, can þe welcome, or well received by 
the Inhabitants: Therefore Monſieur cominF'into England, except it were by 
accident, in reſpect of the partialities ({aid I) as you know are to Proteſtants and 
Catholiques, either ot theſe two would be glad to be aſſured of Monſieur.” In 
reaſon now it is 'to be weighed, with which of theſe two he is to joyn ; with 
the Proteſtants, he ſhall tavour thoſe whom the Queen eſpecially favoureth 
he ſhall concur with her in the maintenance of the preſent State and Govern- 
ment ; he ſhall gain the tavour of her Majeſties Councellours, in whom ſhe 
repoſeth her greateſt truſt; and laſtly, he (hall continue the Realm in repoſe and 
quietneſs : It on the other fide, he perſiſt in his Religion, firſt, he ſhall noc 
gain the Catholiques, unleſs they may have the like libertie as he himſelf 
enjoyeth. 

Sndibily, they are already devoted unto the Queen of Scots, and ſo miſ- 
liking nothing more then of his Marriage, doubting thereby to grow the pre- 
judice of her Title; whereby we may conclude, that by all likelihood, by 
having of it, he ſhall not joyn the good wills of the Carholiques, unleis they 
may participate with hm in like liberty ; and on the other fide, it will breed 
miſliking ot him with the Proteſtants, doubting the exerciſe of his Religion 
will breed ſome unquietnels in the State ; and conlequently,he will be miſhked of 
both, which inconvenience of mifliking, I wiſhed him to perſiwade Monſieur 
well toweigh. | | 

Touching the inconvenience that ,wou!d grow tothe Cueen, I ſhewed him 
the ſame would rife three manner of ways : Firſt, by breach of Law. Secondly, 
by offence of her good Subjects ; and, Thirdly, by the encouragement of evil 
Subjets. Which, ſaid 1, it you will well weigh, are of much more mo- 
ment then any may happen | to Monſieur, he being only touched by re- 
lenting 'in honour , the Queens Majeſtie my Miſtrels both in honour and 
ſafety ; he as a private perſon, ſhe being as a Monarch and a Prince, whoſe 
Kingdoms were to participate any inconvenience that might befall unto 
her. 

To this he replyed, that his relenting in Religion being matter of conſci- 
ence, Was an inconvenience of more weight then any that might happen to 
the Queen. In the end, atter many replications on both ſides to and fro, he 
concluded, that he was well aſſured that Monſieur in no caſe would be brought 
upon a ſudden to yield to agy change of Religion for no reſpect; and yet chat 
he doubred not but within all rim@afrer the Match, the ſame would eaft- 
ly be brought to pals without any great diſhculty, He willed me to conſt- 
der how much this match was mifliked by the Catholiques , and how much 
on the other fide, deſired of thoſe of the Religion here, and that in his opini- 
on and conſcience yothing could more further Religion throughout Chriſten- 
dom then this match. 

To this I anſwered, that her Majeſtie was on the other fide fully bent to 
maintain her anſwer to the ſecond Article, or otherwiſe reſolved not to proceeds 

and ſo we ended.

Ight truſty and well-beloved, we greet you well : By your Letters of 
NR the two and twentieth of April, ſent to the Lord of Burleigh, we per- 


ceive in what fort you have dealt with the Iriſh Fugitive Morris. fite- 
Gibbons, naming himſelt Archbiſhop of Caſſel; and having conſidered his 
requeſt in a Paper ſubſcribed with his hand, we do not fo much diſallow 
his requeſt to have our hr and his reſtitution of his Biſhoprick , if 
we ſhall ſo pleaſe, as the ſlender manner of his ſuir, being void of all recog- 
nition of his offences, and therewith, his defire to repair out of that 
Countrey into Jreland, without firſt coming hither, where he ought by his 
ſubmiſhon to recover his pardon : And therefore we would that you ſhould 
inform him by Letters, or by Meſſage, and upon your informations of his pe- 
titions, we do not allow of his manner of ſo flender ſubmiſſion and petition. 
And if he will not humblie require pardon for his offences, and ſhew him- 

ſelt repentant, and diſpoſed to live hereafter in Ireland like a faithful Sub- 
jet, we mean got to beſtow upon him either pardon or Biſhoprick. But if 
he will upon your warrant come hither into England, he ſhall find us ready 
to ſhew him grace, accorcing to his humbleneſs in ſuing for it. This you 
may let him know, and expreſs the ſame unto him in ſuch ſort as you ſhall 
ſee cauſe; for except you ſhall underſtand certainly of him, we underſtand 
there is no great account to be made of him as he pretendeth for himſelf, 
neither 1s heot kin to the Earl of Deſmond, as he alledgeth, nor of any cre- 
dit in England: And yet we are content to draw him home by means not 
diſhonourable.

Our Parlia- 
ment is dailie new with child with projects for Laws, that I was never more 
wearie. Your Letters for the mattersof D. hath driven us to the wall, and 
particularly offended the Qyeens Majeſtie. Bur the French Ambaſſador hath 
Letters from the Queen Mother, and from de Fo:x, wherein the matters are 
more tempered; and I think he hath Commiſſhon to qualifie that hard Ar. 
ticle that cannot be there digeſted, It 1s too true that I perceive that you 
wrote to Maſter Hennage ,: that ſome comfort here hath made you hardlier 
anſwered.

1am given ſecretly ro underſtand, thar 
Rodelphi had Letters of Credit given him by the Spaniſh ; Ambaſſador , unto 
the Duke de Alvs: whereupon he had long conference with the Duke, and was 
diſpatched in poſt ro Rome, with Letters of Credit to the Pope, asalſo, with 
Lerters.of Credit to the King of Spain, promiſing to be at Madril the 20 of this 
t moneth.

er from her Majeſtie to make ſome ſtay therein, until I be further advertiſed 
of her pleaſure, I hope her Majeſtie will not diſſallow of this my doings,though 
I doit without warrant. Our of Brittain1 am advertiſed, that /a Roche had dif- 
covered unto a Kinſman of his, that his enterprize in Irelaud was, to have exe- 
cuted a plot of Conqueſt, deviſed by Peter Stre7F4 in King Henries time z which 
if the match go not forward, he is promiſed that he ſhall goin hand withal : here- 
by it doth well appear, that the expectation of this match is the onely ſtay of 
divers pretended miſchiefs. 

Here they are in ſome perplexitie, for that they hear nothing of her Majeſties 
anſwer, being given to underftand by the Ambaſſador, that her Majeſtie had 
ſignified her mind unto mein that behalt. Queen Mother denieth now, that ſhe 
prefixed a day of anſwer, and that I did miſtake her. I muſt needs confeſs, that 
in requiring the ſame, ſhe uſed ſuch words, as her Majeſtic hath no cauſe to be 
juſtly offended, which omitting to impart unto her Majeſtie, I do moſt humbly 
crave pardon at her hands, being moſt heartily ſorry,” that through my defaulr, 
there ſhould grow any unkindneſs between them, Her words were as followeth : 
Firſt,ſhe asked me,atter ſhe had willed me to fignifie unto her Majeſtie the Kings 
and her reſolution in what time I might have anſwer. 1 ſhevyed her, that I hoped

They ſtand upon this, as I learn, 
that her Majeſtie promuſed to deliver her Articles afſoon as ſhe could re- 
ceive the King; and that cherefore without the having of them, will not deal 
ſo frankly as otherwiſe they would ; for that the ſame being promiſed and 
not come, breedeth miſtruſt ; I beſeech your Lordſhips therefore ( for put- 
ting. away all jealouſie ) ro deal earneſtly with her Majeſtie for the preſent 
ſending of them with all ſpeed, for that by her Majeſties Letters I eive 
they are in areadineſs.

French Ambaſſador here reſident, that he had received Letters from the Q., 
Mother and de Foix concerning the ſame matters. And though the anſwer 
made. to you ( as by your Letters we conceive ) were more peremptory, then 
ſuch as the Letters to this Ambaſſador (which we have ſeen) did purport, ad- 
ding thereunto ſome dulcimes to qualifie the ſame, eſpecally in anſwering that 
which we could not but obje& as ſtrange , that the Q, Mother required ro 
have anſwer from us within the ſpace of ten dayes; yet to omit rehearbills, 
either the contents of your Letters, or of the Letters ſent ro this Ambaſ- 
ſador ; we think it beſt to impart unto you, which we will you ſhall impart to 
the Q. Mother, or co the King; which is thus, we find more great and c

Secondarily, though our conſcience 
ſhould not be offended, yer we are well aſſured, that our realm being not void 
of diverſities of opinions herein, though indeed preſently we find no diſobedience 
worthy of any accompt againſt our Laws, there could' nor any ſuch exerciſe of 
Religion be uſed by our ſufferance (by a perſon of (ach eſtimarion , as one being 
allowed to be our husband, ſhould be ) but that the fame would breed ſuch a 
miſliking to our beſt ſabjects and ſervants , as ſurely ſhould diminiſh their greac 
love toward us, and conſequently hazard ſome inward troubles within our 
Realm, by occafion that one part now dutifully obeying us, would grow doubt- 
full of our conſcience in the obſervations of our Laws,and another part would be 
imboldened by example of that which our husband ſhould be permitted to do, | 
ſhould attempr to negle& our Laws, and multiply occaſions, diſcords, and ſedi- 
tions; and theſe perills are ſo evident ro follow , and ſo dangerous if they ſhould 
follow, 2s ſurely if we ſhould not aforehand ſo conſider them , we might con- 
demn our ſelves of great folly , as not having due regard either to our own 
particular eſtate, or to the common quietneſs of our Realm, whereof hitherto, 
we thank Almighty God(through his ſpeciall (gpocncjwre have had the effects of 
much contentation. On the other part, we ſee no ſuch matter of weight to be 
conſidered for Monſieur, that either his conſcience, his honour , or ſafery ſhould 
be troubled, impeached, or indangered , although we regu that the Queen 
Mothers ſpeeches ſeem to tend thereto; for where it is ſaid, and that by anſwer, 
it he out, come hither, and live without his own Religion, he ſhould be ac- 
compred as one of no Religion, and in time comming he ſhould be (as de Foix 
ſaith) an Atheiſt, and ſo neither could we in right eſteem him to have any faith; 
neither. ſhould he keep the reputation that he hath, Of all which , certainly, 
it we could think that by our anſwer, and his yielding thereto, any hurt might 
happen to him, we ſhould utterly condemn our ſelves, and readily Reform 
the ſame, or elſe forbear to gfe any anſwer at all; but you ſhall ſay, 
That we require the ap Mother, or the King, or if cauſe fo re- 
quire, Monſieur himſelt, to conſider better of our anſwer, we leave him 
freedome to uſe our Religion, in that we are content not to conſtrain him, 
or any of his otherwiſe to uſe it, then it ſhall pleaſe him, Gaying, Thar 
we think it expedient , that if he ſhould be our husband, he ſhould accom- 
pany us to the Church, and why he ſhould not, or may not uſe our man- 
ner of prayers and divine Service; certainly we think no reaſon can be yielded 
by any that knowerh the ſame, and will compare ic to that which the 
Church ol Rome doeth uſe; For in ours, there is no part that hath nor been, 
yea that 1s not at this day uſed in the Church of Rome, as of late the 
ſame hath been allowed by the laſt Councell at Trent; and if any thing be 
more 1n ours, the ſame 1s part of the holy Scripture. Now therefore why 
it ſhould be objeted, That Monſieur ſhould live here without Religion, if 
he ſhall be preſent at ours, there is no cauſe, except ic may be objected, 
that ours 1s in the Engliſh tongue and not underſtood ; but to fatisfie that , 
the ſame is alſo in the Latin tepgue as the ſervice of the Church of Rome, 
and ſo ordered to be uſed in our Univerſities, And if the Latin congue 
ſhould not content; it is alſo, or may be tranſlated into the French, either 
of which his own miniſters might uſe at his pleaſure, in places convenient; 
whereby he might ſerve God devoutly, and thereby not to be counted irre- 
Jigious, or an Atheiſt: And if it ſhould be objected, that by this means 
it might be eſteemed that he might make a change of his faich in matters of 
queſtions in Religion; cercainly herein ic might alſo be truly gs | 
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that alchough we can be glad that all perſons ſhpuld by Gods inſpiration change 
from ignorance, or errour, to knowledge and truth; yer mean we nor to pre- 
(cribe to him, or any perſon, that they ſhould at our motion, or in reſpeR ous 
change their Religion in matters of faith ; Neither doth the uſage of the divine 
Service of England properly compell any man to alter his opinion in the great 
matrers now in controverſte in the Church; Onely the uſage thereof doth 
dire& men daily to heare and read the Scriptures, to pray to almighty God 
(by daily uſe of the Pfalter of David, ) and of the ancient Prayers, Anthemes 
and Colledts of the Church, even the ſame which the univerſall Church harh 
uſed, and doth yer uſe. 
Laſtly , if any one part of our Articles and Ceremonies ſhould miſlike him, 
2s ſurely we cannot conje&ure of any ſuch; Yet therein (the reſt nor bei 
by him miſliked ) ſome tolleration might be to forbear the ſame, untill he 
might better conſider thereof. And to that which is laid, Thar we permit 


Ambaſſadors to uſe the Religion of Rome : Firſt, we never made any grant 
thereof co any, whereby in that reſpec his conlcience is free. Bur being ſuf- 


fered, that is to ſay, not moleſted, therein by any of our miniſters of our Laws; 
the difference is apparent between another Princes ſervant comming onely bur 
as a Mellenger , or tarrying to do Meflages, which is the office of an Am- 
baſſador; and one that is to be our husband , that is, in reſpe@ of Religion 
our head, and in order to be joynt Governor of our Realms, and ſubjects with 
us; thar is, to aſſiſt us in maintenance of our Laws, in puniſhing offenders , ia 
giving good example to our Subjects, in counſelling us how to maintain the 
uierneſs of our eſtate, and preſerve to us, and to himſelf for our ſake, the 
love which he ſhall find is born to us by our ſubjets. And how contrary it 
ſhall be to all thoſe chat he may doe, as Ambaſladors are ſuffred rodoe, in whom 
neither we, nor our People can have any ſuch Opinion of carriage for us, or 
chem z or for our Laws or quietneſs, every underſtandeth. Yea, com- 
monly , Subje&s think the contrary of all Ambaſſadors of ſtrange Princes, 
though all give not like cauſe; Thus you ſee what we think meet to anfiwer at 
this time, having ſome reaſonable Cauſes to move us to think, That it the 
matter be as earneſtly meant, as is by the Ambaſladors words pretended, they 
will aor be fo preciſe as rodemand any conditions in the caſe of Religion, where- ;

it; ſeemed much diſmayed; and concluded, That he ſaw not bur this anſiver

] T may pleaſe your Lordſhip to advertiſe her Majeſtie, That the 20 of this 
month I repaired to GefHegx, where I had Audience at the Queen Mothers 
hands, to whom I declared at large, ſach reaſons as moved her Majeſtie to 
maintain her firſt anſiver , touching the Article of Religion , the repetition 
whereof I leave at this preſent to pur down, the ſame containing no other 
thing, then that which was perſcribed me by her Majeſties laſt Letters, dated the 
11 of Msy. To this the Queen Mother anſwered, That-ſhe ſaw very well, 
chat the reaſons alleadged by her Majeſtie were not lightly to be weighed, and 
that therefore ſhe would conſult with the King and Monfieur in that behalf, 
and that the next day I ſhould receive anſiver. By certain that wiſh well to 
the cauſe, I was adviſed to deal with' Monfieur himſelf, fo repairing unto him, 
I ſhewed him, That I was appointed by her Majeſtie-ro make him underſtand, 
the great inconvenience that would follow by ſuch permiſſion 2s he required 
touching the exerciſe of his Religion; as alſo, thar her Majeſtie (t other- 
wiſe ſhe could wiſh him reduced from error to truth) yer did not preſle him to 
any ſuch ſodaine change of Religion, as might cauſe him ro be reputed for an 
Atheiſt; onely this ſhe deſired, that he would forbear the uſe of his private 
Maſſe, in reſpect of the great inconvenience that would follow; and that fur- 
ther he would examine, whether he might not with good devotion ſerve God 
with ſuch form of prayer as publiquely is uſed in our Realm, being in effe& 
nothing elſe, &'c. To this he anſwered, Thar he rather deſired to be a meane 
ro redreſſe inconveniencies, then to breed any; to be a comfort, then a diſcom- 

fort; and that he thought it would otherwiſe fall our. 
After he had thus ended, he replyed, That though he was of years young, yet 
any time theſe five years there have been overtures of marriage made unto him, 
and that he found in himſelf no inclination untill this preſent to yield to any. 
Burt (futh he) I muſt needs confeſſe , that through the great comimendations 
that is made ofthe Q. your Miſtreſs, for her rare guifts, aſwell of mind as of 
body, being (as even her very enemies ſay) the rareſt creature that was in Eu- 
rope theſe 500. years; my affe&ion grounded upon ſo good reſpedts, hath 
now made me yield ro be wholly hers. And .that therefore (Gith he) if I 
thought that there could enſue any inconvenience to her diſquiet, through-me, 
I would rather wiſh my ſelf never to have been born. Touching my requeſt for 
the exerciſe of my Religion,conſidering the ſame toucherth my ſoul &conſcience, 
being 
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being but private for my (elf, in ſome private place , T Tappoſe there wilt-prow 
no ſuch otfonce thereof as will breed ty hier" 2 alteration of Nate* and 
therefore I hope ſhe will difpence with me-if1 thar behalf. 1 replyed,” That 1 
hoped that when he had well weighed the inconvenience that would follow; rhat 
without ſcruple of conſcience he tmighr well (with good devotion) frequent the 
exerciſe of our Church ſervice, he would nor infiſt upon any diſpenſation. To 
that he anſwered, that he knew not how God hereafter would diſpoſe his heart, 
and ( that therefore for the preſent) he deſired her to weigh in her own.con- 
ſcience, what it were to do any thing with ſcruple and remorſe of conſcience, 
and ſo deſired me to preſent on his behalf kis moſt affeionate and humble 
commendation and to aſſure her, That ſhe onely had Authority to command 
him. The next day, as I was appointed, I repaired to the Court, and there 
having acceſle unto the King, I ſhewed, that I doubted not but that his Mo- 
ther had made him acquainted with ſuch reaſons as lead the Q, Majeſty my Mi- 
ſtris to maintain her former anſwer in reſpe& of the great inconveniences that 
would enſue, aſwell perjudiciall to Monſieur his brother, as to her Majeſtie. 
I ſhewed him , That I was now onely to requeſt him from her Majeſtie, thar 
he would perſ{wade his Brother, that in reſpect of the (aid inconveniences, not 
to be (o relolute in requiring a tolleration that might prove ſo dangerous; as alſo, 
ro adviſe him to examine , whether he might not with good conſcience ſerve 
God, according to ſuch form of prayers, as is uſually pratiſed throughout her 
Dominious. To this the King anſwered, That the reaſons alleadged by her Ma- 
jeſtie were of great moment, he willed me therefore to defire her Majeſtie, in 
his name, that the Articles by her to be propounded might be ſent , that the 
whole matter might be joyntly conſidered of. And to aſſure her, that he 
doubted not but that his Brother would' be ruled by him ſo farre forth , as 
might ſtand with honour, reaſon, and conſcience. 

After I had thus euded with che King, I repaired to Q; Mother, to whom 
I made __ of ſuch anſwer as I received from the Kings hands, which ſhe 
ſaid, I had well conceived, for that it was the ſelf ſame 'that they had reſolved 
on between themſelves, ſhe willed me to deſire her Majeſtie that her demand 
might be at the firſt propounded reaſonable and well qualified ; to the end 
this matter might come the ſooner to concluſion , and therefore ſhe wiſhed, 
that if it might ſolie in her, that the Ambaſſador might be made acquainted 
with them before the ſending of them over, who can give before hand ſome 


- light what the King inreaſon will conſent unto, whereby to breed the more 


expedition; ſhe concluded with me , that 1 ſhould affure her Majeſtie , that 
aſwell rouching Religion, as other points, reaſon ſhould decide on their parts 
all ſuch difficulties as ſhould riſe. It is thought that Monſieur de Foix ſhall be 
ſent over with the Kings anſwers unto her Majeſties demands; he ſhewerh him- 
{elfnor unthankfull for ſuch honour as he hath receivedat her Majeſties hands, 
who earneſtly travelleth to remove ſuch difficulties as do riſe in this matter, and 
to ſtand in her Majeſties defence againſt thoſe that ſeek any way to touch het 
in honour , your Lordſhip ſhall therefore do well to move her Majeſtie, that 
you by your private Letters may ſignifie unto him, that her Majeſtie doth ac- 
cept thoſe good offices done by him, -in very good part. It is further 
thought, that Monſieur Montmorency (hall be the Nobleman , chat ſhall be 
ſent toratifie ſuch Articles as ſhall be accorded unto by the King: he hath 
fince his repaire unto the Court, marvelouſly furthered this matter, and 


hath cauſed them to grow fo reaſonable. Monſieur de /s ##t doth con- 


tinually (by his Letters) make very honourable report of her Majeſtie, touching 
her proceedings in this cauſe.

Ight Truſty and Well-beloved , we greet you well, although we did 
R Pe ek it reaſonable to forbear the ſending of any Articles 
to contain the Demands on our part, until we might have a reſolute An- 
(wer from the King to our former Anſwers made to his Articles, ſent hi- 
cher by Cavalcant ; and namely, to the Article touching Religion: Yer 
finding by your Jzetters, and the. continual ſolicitation of the French Am- 
baſlador #4 Reſident , how earneſtly the King defireth to ſee our De- 
mands; which when he ſhall have, he will make anſwer to the former, 
we are, contrary to our own diſpoſition , induced by theſe means to ſend 
the ame at this time, as you ſhall receive the ſame in Articles, whereof 
you ſhall advertiſe the King and Queen Mother , and Jet them underſtand , 
that were it not for the earneſt ſolicitation of the Ambaſſador , we would 


| have forborn ſo to have done, for that we take ir it may be interpreted 


in ſome manner to touch us in honour, that not having knowledge how 
the King will fatisfie us in the matter of Religion, which is the principal, 
we ſhould paſs further into the Treaty of all the reſt, alrogerher upon un- 
certainty what to hope in the principal. But to their fatisfation herein, 
you ſhall ay , chat we not onely cauſed the Earl - of Leiceſter and Lord 
Burleigh, whom onely of our Councel we have uſed herein, according to 
our former agreement, to umpart our Demands in certain Articles to the |

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If the King or any. other ſhall on to underſtand of our proceedin 
with the > of ” Sroks 4 Fn lking the reſtraint of Bo Biſhop 
of Roſs, or in not determining her cauſe; you ſhall for the firſt ſay, that the 
evil parts done by the Biſhop of Roſs, are ſuch, and fo dangerous to us, and 
our State, as no Prince could ſuffer, as we think, the like, without ſome 
ſharp revenge : For where in the late Rebellion in the North, we underſtood 


that he had given the Heads of that Rebellion comfort to enter into the . 


fame, which he could not deny , being charged therewith, but that ſecret- 
ly they had ſent to him for ayd and comfort atore their Rebellion, although 
he yield the ſame unto ghem, nor thought it meer to utter the ſame, and 
ſo we' were content ' to paſs over the fame , with hope that he would at- 
rend his cauſes only according to the place he held, to be as an Agent or 
Miniſter for her , and not to intermeddle as he had done with our Affairs, 
and to trouble our State; nevertheleſs, within a few moneths after he did 
eftſoons ſecretly by night , Which was the laſt Summer, enter into ſuch 
intelligences and practiſes with ſome of our Nobility , as we could not en- 
dure the ſame, but for a time reſtrained him of his libertie, until he pro- 
miſed never to be found in the like to offend us: Contrary whereun- 
to he hath now of new entred into practiſes by his Letters and Miniſters 
to ſtir up ſecretly ſome new Rebellion in our Realm; and hath for thar 
purpoſe dealt by his Miniſters with certairy our Fugitives and Rebels in the 
the King of Spains Low-Countreys: As alſo witts the Duke of Alva,

ſides, whereof being by an expreſs Meſſenger of ours now very lately ſent 
into Scotland to both parties earneſtly charged by us, either of the parties 
do charge the other , and excuſe themſelves; and yet at length they 
are now content to re-enter again into Treaty offering to ſend hither 
their Commiſſioners. For which purpoſe we have. even this day re- 
turned anſwer to them of our 'contentation to hear them, and have 
required both - parties to lay down their Arms, which we doubt nor 
bur they will; and fo doing, we truſt, ſhortly ſome good ;cnd will follow; 
for ſo is our deſire and| full purpoſe , and fo ſhall ic appear by our 
actions.

T may pleaſe your Honour to advertiſe her Majeſtic, that the 19 of this 
Moneth, having acceſs unto the King, I ſhewed unto the King her Maje- 
ſties Articles, uſing ſuch ſpeech before the delivery of the ſame, as by mine 
inſtruRtions from her Majeitie I was directed. The King ſhewed me, that he 
could not bur accept in the beſt part her Majeſties frank and coafident dealing, 
and that therefore he found himſelf moſt bound unto her , willing we 
to aſſure her Majeſtie from him, that this ſincere and dire&t dealing 
ſhould receive the like aquiral at his hands. Touching his anſiver unto the 
ſaid demands, he told me he would confer with his Councel, and would with- 
in a day or two ſend for me to the Court, to undetſtand what would be his 
reſolution.

R Ight Truſty and Well-beloved, we greet you well: Foraſmuch as the 
French Ambaſſador here, joyntly with Monſieur de ' Archant, Captain 
of the Guard of Monfier D. Azjow, treated with us to have our conſent, that 
the Marſhal Montmorency and others, nominated wich him for the French King, 
ight come hither :(as they (cy) ro treat and conclude the matter moyed be- 
ewixt us and the ſaid Monſieur, we think it neceſſary toimpart unto you what 
hath paſſed therein at ſome length ; which we have ordered to be pur in writi 
by the Lord of Burlergh, to the intent that on the one part, you ſhould not be 
ignorant 3 and on the other part, you ſhould be better inſtruted how to treat 
upon the matter, both with the King or any other that ſhall in this matter 
have Commiſſion to treat with you, In all our dealings with them you ſhall 
find, that we have in no wiſe yielded co grant to Monſieur a liberty for 
exerciſe of his Romiſh Religion, neither have we any inclination to yield 
thereto, and yet for the benefit of our Realm, rather then for any particular 
inclination to marriage, we have reſolved this marriage to be meet tor us, ſo 
as the difhculty of Religion be well accorded. And where in the laſt end, up-

them her licenſe and conduct to come who alſo were in ſuch readineſs, and im- 
mediarely upon the retur of Monſieur de * 4rchant, they would forthwith take 
their journey hither.

J- may pleaſe your Lordſhip to underſtand, that after C. L. had had ſundry 
ſecret Conferences with the King and Queen Mother , as alſo with certain 
choſen Counſellours, he ſent unto me, deſiring me to deviſe ſome means how

conference. 

Firſt, he proteſted unto me, that Upon the great good opinion he conceived 
of me, by the report of thoſe whom he did well credit, he did frankly diſ- 
cover , unto me, both what paſſed between tum and the King , and alſo the 
preſent ſtate of their cauſe. Firſt he ſhewed unto me, that he declared unto 
him, that the enterprize wherewith he had been made acquainted by others ; 
as alſo, he was preſently to recommend unto him, might ſeem to be ſuch 
as he could neither in Honour nor Conſcience imbrace nor attempt; there- 
fore he thought it fit for himto declare unto him, all ſuch neceſſary circum-

ceeded onely , upon that the King of Spain ſought to plant there by In- 

uiſition, the foundation of a moſt horrible Tyranny , the overthrow of all 
.- freedoms and liberties, a thing which his father Charls the went abouc 

to have eſtabliſhed there ; but ſeeing the ſame ſo much impugned by the Inha- 
bitants of the ſaid Countrey, and that without their conſent 1t could not be re- 
ceived, unleſs he ſhould violently by tyranny ſeek the eſtabliſhment of the 
ſame, contrary both to his Oath and their Priviledges, he forbore to proceed 
in that behalf. 

After the reſignation of his Government unto his Son, the Cardinal of 
Lorrain practiſed ſecretly with the Cardinal of CArras, wars being then be- 
tween France and the Low Countreys, wiſhing them to adviſe the King 
of Spain to grow to peace, diſcovering to him, that the Kingof Fraxce his 
Father was reduced to that extremity, as he ſhould be forced to yield to any 
thing that the ſaid King would requeſt, Further , he ſignified unto him, thar 
unlels there might grow peace between the two Princes,the Catholique Religion 
could not long continue neither in France nor Flanders, ſo great increaſe 
was daily here of Proteſtants, which could by no means be ſuppreſſed , bur 
by eſtabliſhing of an Inquiſition in both Countreys : Hereupon, by the pra- 
&tiſe of the ſaid Cardinals, there grew a peace, how diſhonourable for Fraxce, 
he referred to the Kings own judgement. After the concluſion of the ſaid Peace, 
then did the Cardinal of Arr labour what he might , by ſundry practiſes, . to 

lant the ſaid Inquiſition, ſeeking firſt by perſwaſion to induce men to like therot: 
ut as well PapiſtF as Proteſtants miſliked it, alledging, that it was againſt the 
Kings oath , to ſeek to eſtabliſh a thing ſo prejudicial to their privi 


edges, which = 
they were bound to maintain, whereof they could ſee my but miſchief 


would enſue, and general deſtruction of that Countrey z foraſmuch as it would

Further, 
they made choice of two Noble men, whom with one conſent they ſent into 
Spin, to declare in all their names, the great miſchiefs that ſhould follow if the 
ing ſhould proceed therein; and that it lay not in their power to retain the 
people from taking arms, ſo much were they incenſed againſt che ſaid Inquifiti- 
on « and therefore 'they defired that the allowing or difallowing of the fame 
mighe be commitred over to the Aſſembly of che three Eſtates. Of theſe 
doubtful means no redreſs followed , but ſtill the aid Cardinal and his fau- 
tors proceeded in ſeeking to eſtabliſh it, contrary to all order and equity. How 
afterwards the people took arms, how the Nobility that were joyntly united 
to oppoſe themſeves againſt the ſaid Inquiſition, were after by practiſe and 
corruption divided, what Tyranny hath been! uſed by the Duke of A4tvs 
ſince his coming hither , and how infolently he hath behaved himſelf, both 
towards his Majeſtie and the Queen of Exgl.nd (although unhonourable for 
them both, in reſpe& ot their greatneſs, at ſuch a petty companions hands) 

how his brother the Prince of 0range fought their celivery from ſo miſera- 
ble a ſervitude, though it pleaſed God at chat time to make him the inſtru- | 
ment,, who onely knoweth a fit time of the deliverance of the oppreſled 
by the ſaid Tyrant, ſeeking by all means co be rid of the ſame, did of late 
exhibice unto the Emperour at his laſt Aﬀembly at Spires, a book con- 
raining their griefs , requeſting him , with all humility , ro be a means for 
their delivery from this their oppreſſion (a thing s Capra. to his calling, 
and the place he beareth in Chriſtendom) To this the Emperour, in reſpe& 
of the hope he hath of Spain, gave acold ear. They now ſeeing themſelves 
void of all help, rheir natural Prince being fo carried away by corruption of 
Councel, from the due conſideration that belongeth to a good Prince to 
have of good SubjeRs, | as he neither regardeth his Oath, nor maintenance of 
fach Priviledges as were confirmed by his Predeceflors, nor the dutiful man- 
ner of the proceeding of the Nobility in ſeeking by way of humble perici- 
on redreſſes of their griets, thinking themſelves in conſcience diſcharged 
from all duty of obedience, they now throw themſelves down before his 
Majeſtic with all humility , beſeeching him to take them to his proteRion, 
and to procure their deliverance from the preſent Tyranny, Now your 
Myjeſtie ſeerh the ſtate of their cauſe ( faith he ) you ſhall do well co weigh 
with your ſelf, whether the goodneſs thereof may incourage you to become 
Protector of this people, reduced by Tyranny to great extremity by ſeeking 
their deliverance. If you think in Conſcience and Honour you'may not, you 
ſhall do well to forbear , for otherwiſe the ſucceſs cannot be good : It you 
think you may, then weigh in policy how beneficial it will be for you, 
and how much your Father would have given to have had the like opportunity 
offered unto him, that is now preſented unto you Gra!#, which if you refuſe, 
the like you muſt never look for. With this he ſhewed me, that both the 
King and Queen Mother ſeemed to be very well ſatisfied; and that the 
King ſaid, that like Counſellours by violating of his Edit, had well 
nigh brought him into like rerms with his Subjects, whereof enſued che 
Ite trouble ; and, that therefore now he thanked God that he had opened 
hus eyes to diſcern what their meaning was. The King thus imformed by him, 
rouching ſuch'circumftances as might induce him to think the enterprize both ho- 
norable and juſt : he then ded;as he ſhewed me todechare the eaſine(s and 
great liklihood of good ſucceſs of the fame. Firſt, he ſhewed me, char all o inha-

Fiftly, that with a dozen 
ſhips beſide thoſe thar POO BRY will keep the Seas, as no Spaniſh 
Forces ſhall come thither by Sea. Laſtly, that the Princes of Germanic are moſt 
willing to joyn in the ſaid enterprizez ſo that the King will be content with 
Flanders and Artois, which once pertained to the Crown of France, and that 
Brabant, Gelderland, and the land Luxenburgh , which once were fees of the 
Empire, might be united again tothe fame, and as for Zealand , and the reſt of 
the l{1an.'s (tid he) they wiſh the Q. of England had them, fo thar ſhe would be 
content to joyn 1a this enterprize. 

Aitzr head made the King acquainted with theſe likelyhoods, he ſeemed 
very well to like them, eſpecially it the Q, of England mught be broughe to 
be a party, and to joyn with him , and the Princes of Germanie in the ſaid en- 
terprize, an:! theretore wiſhed ſhee might be moved as from himſalf, to ſee how 
ſhe were inclined in that beiualt; for,ſaich he,if ſhe being Lady of the narrowSeas, 
do juyn in the matter with us, I weigh not the King of Spain, nor all the con- 
te:erates. He told me rhen that he ſhewed the King , that ( as he thought) ſhe 
had been moved in that behalf already, and that as he heard ſhe was not enclined 
to be a dealer therein , howbeit he knew not ho'y her Majeſtie, upon berrer 
conſideration, might fichence like chereof. The matcer being thus prop 
to the King and Q. Mother, afterwards it came to be conſidered of by certain 
choten Councellers, who all liked of the enterprize, and ſaw great reaſon not 
to neg/ect it : Onely they ſaw two things to be provided for, before they could 
adviie them to enter into the ſame, the one, that he ſhould firſt eſtabliſh ſome 
£00 | league with England, the Princes of Germanie, and that he meant preſently 
tolend ae Forx into England, whoſe friendſhip and confederacy. imported him 
very much, for that the Princes of Germanie depended onely upon knowing 
how ſhe would be enclined, for that without ber they would enter into no con- 
tederacy. For the help of the ſecond, he ſaid, the King meant to tax generally 
through his Realm the Clergie with the payment of one years revenue. 

Thus is aſmuch as he o_— unto me , touching his proceeding with the 
King, ſaving that he ſhewed me, That it is ſecrecly agreed on berween him and 
the King . that $5707, who ſhould imbarque about the midſt of the next 
month, thall do ſome enterprize in Spain, onely ro amaze the King there,yhom 
the King here meaneth notwithſtanding to diſallow openly. 

Touching their State, he tellerh me, they have much to do to bridle rhe people 
of the Low-Countrey from diſcovering ot themſelves, by committing ſome raſh 
enrerprize;and that they find the Papiſts no leſle inclined then che Proteſtants, to

Thirdly, that it would pleaſe her Majeſtic to fuffer Hawkins underhand 
to ſerve them with certain ſhips, and alſo to licence him to furniſh them with 
certain victualls to be tranfported from thence , whereof they have preſenc 
need. Laſtly, that ic may pleaſe her Majeſtie to ſuffer certain Walloons, being 
preſently in Rye to the number of 800. to embarque themſelves to repaire hi- 
ther. For the firſt, he defireth her Majeſtie to conſider how it will be no leſs 
honour for her to unite Zealand to the Crown of England, then it was diſhonour 
for her ſiſter to loſe Calais: and further, that by having Zealand, ſhe ſhall have 
the key of the Low-Countries , ſhe ſhall have a place allwayes for her ſhips 
ro enter in unto to avoid CID the danger of the enemie, as of the 
rempeſt. Belides, the having Zealand, ſhall be better able to gather the Princes 
of Germanie, enjoying Brabant, and the reſt of the Countries (which were late 
federatories to the Empire) to bridle F. for being overgreat. And laſtly , that 
chis enterpriſe being Wb by Proteſtants, they receiving the honour thereof, 
ſhall be better able by increaſe of credit with the King; to continue his good 
devotion toward her, in reſpec of the rare favours which they have received ar 
her hands, which they both do and alwayes will acknowledge. For the ſecond, 
he deſirech her Majeſtie to conſider, how evill affefted Spain is towards her: 
how he chinketh himſelf injured in reſpe& of the arreſt ; how naturally they 
are inclined to revenge, though outwardly (till convenient time do ſerve ) they 
can diſſemble their malice : how he intertainerh at his great Coſts a ſubjeR of 
hers lately departed out of Ireland, as alſo other Rebells of hers that daily repaire 
into Flanders, who onely are ſtayed from moleſting her at home, in reſpe> of 
the fame that the Duke of Alva hath of his Brothers enterprize ; And laſtly, 
how he is become a Protector of the Q. of Scots her ue jt enemy ( which 
ſhe knoweth tobe true.) Now if the lending of fo ſmall a ſam may ſomewhat 
' enable themto abate' the pride of ſo great an enemy, and cauſe her Majeſtie to 
ſpare the ſpending of ten times Þ much beſides the hazard of her eſtate and 
people; he _—_ her Majeſtie to weigh it in reaſon, whether the disburſing may 
not ſtand with, good: policy. Touching the third , he faith, that by having 
thoſe ſhips of Hawkins he ſhall beable to keep more Spamards ( who being 
ſertled there may become dangerous neighbours) from landing in Flanders, be- 
ſides the victuals preſencly required, ſerve to furniſh StroJJs, whoſe en- 
cerprize going forward, cannot* but kindle warre betwixt France and Spain, 
though the King diſavow him, he being a perſon of that quality here in reſpeR 
of his office , whereby at the leaſt her Majeſtie may be looker on with her 
more ſatery : For the laſt, he hopeth chat her Majeſtie will make no difhculty, 
for that it is rodisburden the Realmof ſo many ſtrangers. | 
_ After he had thus imparted unto me, thoſe things which he would have me 
to propound unto her Majeſtie ; as alſo, fuch reaſons as might induce her to 
like chereot; I ſhewed him, that I would do the duty of an Ambaſſador, 1 
would advertiſe them, and referre it to her Majeſtie to reſolve therein as 
might ſeeme unto her beſt to. reſolve with her honour and ſafety; and that for 
my part I could neither put him in comfort or diſcomfort. He requeſted me

Refetre your Lordſhip ro my Letters written to my Lord of Barleigh, 
| touching my conference with A. I beſeech your Lordſhip (6 farre forth as 

you may further his requeſts, as thoſe that tend to'the advariceriient of 
Gods glory, and the Q. Majeſties ſafety, I think it dangerous to adviſe a Prince 
ro wars, for that the iſſue of wars is doubtful: notwithſtanding things may 
ſo fall out ſometimes, as nothing can be more dangerous then not ro enter 
into wars; wars grounded on ambirion for increaſe of Dominion, are alwayes 
unjuſt ; bat warres gronnded on neceſſity , fot” ſafety ſake are neceſſary. 
I leave to your Lordſhip to judge by conſideration -of- the ſtare of things, aſ- 
well at home as abroad ; whether neceffiry doth not urge us thetero at this 
preſent: one ſupplying my place, onely beholding the ſtare of things abroad, and 
not dentendine the inward ſecrets of home mattets , may rather geſſe rhen 
preſently know, what is meet in ſo weighty a cauſe; nothwithſtariding 1 am bold 
privately to diſcover.urito your Lordſhip rhy folly, in ſetcitig down mine opi- 
nionof a matter , both without the compaſſe of hy calling, as alſo my under- 

ing. Firſt, I conclude, that we reſt in evill terms with Spain 

there muſt grow redreſſe either by.compoſition, or by ſword. Redrefle by com- 
poſition may ſeeme ſcarce ſure,as that which will ſerve their turn bur fof aiyhile, 
they can diſguiſe their malice for a time. Redreſle by ſword comparing our 
forces with theirs, may appexre at the firſt ſighe to be void of all poſltbill 
if you conſider the oppertunity that this preſent time offererh, thar doube to 
mans judgment may ſoone be avoided, though viory(alwell as other things elſe 
are) is in the hands of God, who many times diſpoſeth the ſame contrary to 
mans judgment; but foreſeeing and judging of likelihoods, as men may foreſee 
and judge, there is great appearance, that chepride of Spain may be (o pre- 
ſenrly daunted, as we need not feare: their mallice. The remtdie perhaps may 
ſeeme more dangerous then the diſeaſe, for, in ſeeking to abate the pride of 
Spain, we may advance another, whoſe greatneſs will contain no leſs c_ ; 
For the anſwering whereof, your Lordſhip ſhall underftand chat chus eth 
the caſe: The Princes of Germanie,' who can be content to be parries in the 
enterprize, do foreſee, that.if the whole Low-Countrey might be unired to the, 
Crown of France,it would grow too great; they mean 0 capirulate with him to.

Thele3 united (all circumſtances confidered)to mans judgement, the matter can- 
not but take z for whiles this is adoing in the Low-Countrys, Spain muſt nor 
look to be quiet in Italy? bur if her Majeſtie will not be a party , then neither 
can there grow unto her that honour, profit and ſurety that otherwiſe were to be 
wiſhed. If theſe then may take place, upon the likelihoods, two miſchiefs may 
thereby beavoided, Firſt, the malice of him that is mighty , and hath good 
will to revenge. Secondly, the greatneſs of another, who perhaps otherwiſe may 


 growadangerous neighbour. . A third miſchief may be avoided, of no lelle, 


or rather greater conſequence; which is, that thoſe who otherwiſe will not per- 
haps live quietly at home, may be kept occupied by being imployed abroad, 
For the avoidance of theſe three great miſchiets, it ſeemeth , that to enter into 
wars hath neceſſity for ground, Theſe (as I proteſted unto your Lordſhip) to one 
that ſeeth but the outward bark of __ may ſeeme to carry great conſequence 
of reaſon, but to your Lordſhip , who ſeeth inwardly into;cthe matcer, it may ap- 
peare to contain more danger then ſafety, howſoever ir be, our diſeaſed ſtate, 
through inward diviſion, wellconſidered, though her Majeſtie be no dealer in 
the matter., yet it behoveth her to incourage others, and that ſhe may (as here- . 
tofore ſhe hath done) take profit of others troubles ; for ſurely we muſt make 
this accompt, that their peace will be the beginning of our wars. In my opi- 
nion we are rather to weigh inward, then outward miſchiefs, the outward great- 
nels of France, cannot endanger us fo much as the inward diſſention at home, 
which lacketh but ſome foreign aid to bring che matter to ſome gon trial; 
the caſe then ſtandeth ſo, as for the ſtaying of our inward miſchiefs, we are to 
ſeek for outward remedies, which is, to grow by other mens harms. I do not 
doubt, but that your \Lordſhip will do what you ſo to deale with her Ma- 
jeſtie, as that ſome of the C. requeſts may wrings dug whereby the fire that 
is now a kindling may grow a flame, and we take comfort of the heat thereof, 
I preceive nothing will ſ@ much advance the matter,-as for her Majeſtie to give 
ſome countenance to the ſame. The proud Spaniard ( whom Gad hath 
uſed for the rod of his wrath ) I ſee great hope that he will now caft him 
into the fire, that he may know what 1t is to ſerve againſt God, I would

Touching the ſoliciting of her liberty, ſhe ſhewed me that the King and ſhe, 
aſwell in reſpect of the ancient League with Scotland,as the alliance by marriage, 
could in honour do no leſſe then recommend her cauſe, which ſhe proteſted 
they never did with intention any way to perjudice her Majeſtie, I then deſired 
her firſt to conſider whether the Amity of England might not be'as beneficiall 
to France, as that of Scotland. Secondarily, Whether they had that need ar 
this preſent of the Amity and League of Scocland, as heretofore they have had. 
For the fifſt, I ſhewed her that France in reſpect of the greatneſs of ſome of their 
neer neighbours, had need of the Amity of both England and Scotland. For 
the ſecond, I told her that England had no foot in France; Scotland was rather 
chargeable then profitable to. France. She replied, That the King notwith- 
ſanding, in honour, could not bit continue Amity and League with Scotland, 
though he had not that uſe as before time. I anſwered her, That the mn aye 
continue his League with Scotland by joyning with the Queen my Miſtris , in 
the maintenancc of the young Kings government there. To this ſhe anſwered, 
That the king could not in honour abandon his fiſter in Law. I anſwered, Thar 
the Kings band towards his ſiſter in Law, is not more then of a naturall father 
towards his naturall child; yet it the child grow to be diffolute and lewd, where- 
by he is ſhaken off by his father, the fault is notto be imputed to the father, bur 
to the child; even ſo, if the King in reſpe& of the indignities committed by his 
in Lay, ſhall give over the protetion'of her , the cauſe thereof is onely 
pub --iſdemeannor, unworthy of her calling, and not to him. I 
further, that whereas ſhe ſaith the King in Honour 1s

that the ſaid King was glad the ſaid Princes were both content and deſirous to 
enter into ſome ſtraight League with him, a thing neceſſary for both their preſer- 
vations, and to the end that the ſame might proceed, he defired them that they 
would conſider of the points and Articles to be agreed oh, as alſo of ſome con- 
venient place for the meeting of their Deputies: Whereof when he ſhall be 
advertiſed upon his return again, he would not faile to ſend ſome perſonage of 
good calling, with Authority to couclude ſuch points as ſhall be agreed upon. 
After he had received his meſſage, he ſhewed me that he told the King, that ic 
were very neceſſary that the Queen of England were named to joyn in this 
League; whereof he ſignified unto me, that both the King and Queens Mother 
were moſt deſirous thereof ; and therefore wiſhed that there might be ſome 
means found, that her Majeſtie might be moved in that behalf: whereupon he 
and I after ſome conference had what way were beſt tobe taken, agreed upon a 
Letterto be fent by me to his Mr. as the beſt means to bring the Go to paſle; 
which Letters I cauſed Mr. Beale to draw,and ſent to Mr.F»niws according as we 
reſolyed; whereof 1 ſend your Lordſhip a Copy, to the end your Lordſhip may 
ſee the courſe I have taken, which I hope, for that ic tendeth to her Majeſties 
ſafety, willnot miſlike her.

T may pleaſe your Lordſhip to advertiſe her Majeſtie; that the 22 of this 
moneth the King ſent for me, and at the time of my acceſſe he ſhewed me

diers into Scorlend, which thing he would be ſorry it ſhould fo fall our, for thar 
then he ſhould be forced in reſpe&t of the ancient League, with Scorland to 
Ntrengthen the Queens party there by ſending of forces thither, and that there- 
fore he deſired her Majeſtie to forbeare in that behalf, and that that marter 
might be referred over to oy; untill the coming of him whom her Majeſtie 
meaneth to ſend,whereby all unkindneſs might be avoided; he willed me to de- 
fire her Majeſtie to interprete this his meſſage in good part, and to aſſure her thar 


| he is voidof all evill meaning, whoſe Amity he moſt earneſtly defireth; not- 


withſtanding he may not in honour fotbeare if he be urged thereto to affiſt them 
in reſpe@ of the ſaid League. I ſhewed him, that I underſtood nothing of any 
ſuch meaning of her Majeſties ſending of any forces thither, bar if ic were o, it 
then proceeded upon the diſcovery of certain dangerous practiſes of the Queen 
of Scots, whereupon her Majeſtie is inforced every way toſeek to do that thing 
chat might tend to her ſafety, and therefore if any ſuch ſending grow upon ſuch 
reſpe& he could not bur allow thereof, proteſting that good will that he doth 
to her Majeſtie : He anſwered me, that now his meaning was tot to recommend 
the liberty of the Queen of Scots, but onely to recommend the liberty of the 


: Country. T told him in that behalf, I doubted not bur he ſhould find the Queen 


my Miſtreſs inclined to do any thing toagree to reaſon, and ſtand with her ſafery: 
but it her Majeſtie ſhould have any intention to ſeek the liberty of the Queen of 
Scots, in my private opinion, I thought by no meanes he ſhould prevaile, ſhe 
now of late being diſcovered to be ſo dangerous an enemy, who hath as it were 
diſmembred her Majeſties politique body by corruption of ſundry of her beſt 
qualified SubjeRs, which thing (aid T)if your Majeſtie could confider in the 
Queen my Miſtreſs perſon, I am ſure your Majeſtie would forbeare at any time, 
hereafter to recommend her cauſe. His anſwer to that was, that he meant not 
now to recommend the ſame;and(ſo he willed me to preſent his affectionate com- 
mendations unto her Majeſtie adding fusther, that he hoped ſhortly to ſee one 
from her here, to treat of ſuch things $ may tend to increaſe of good and per- 
fe&t Amity between them; he defired me to diſpach one with ſome intelligence, 
to the end he may know her Majeſties anſwer.

Jar — 
their ing here, whereby my abode there was to no great purpoſe, 
finding alſo my diſeaſe to increaſe upon me, and the time fit for the cure to 
ſlip awayz I thought it good to repair to Par#, having 'taken order be- 
fore my departure for the excuſe of my going away without taking leave 
of rhe King, he being then well near thirtie Leagues from Bloys, ar a houſe 
of Marſhal Yillea;le, not far from CAzgiere. Ar my acceſs hither, I. found 
Mafter K{legrew, who delivered me her Majeſties Letters, by the which 
I have juſt cauſe, to think my ſelf moſt bound to her Majeſtie for accept- 
ing my fimple ſervice ; as alfo, for the care ſhe hath of my heakh, by ſend- 
ing this Gentleman to relieve me.

do not appear toany others to deal with him;for ſo may he beſt ſerverhe purpole. 

Now Sir, you may think that I am not a little perplexed in this matter, when 
I conſider with my ſelf the doubttulnefs that you have ſignified unto me of Cal- 
lais aw t H 3431T 7 41 60 D,whereof I neyer made A.privy, nor any other al- 
moſt, and now finding here on the other a contrary intention, which ſurely is 
earneſtly meant,and not the leſs for the cauſe ot64' zi 2 4 4 7,T am doubly trou- 
bled,and therefore the good order,either to conclude or break off, muſt lic in the 
wiſdom of the Miniſters there, to whom I wiſh the aſſiſtance of Gods Spirit.Sir, 
my infirmicy, as Sir Tho. Smith can inform you, hath been ſo lingring upon me, 
as I have bin, though not idle, yer an unprofitable ſervant,and thereby impedited 
to ſollicite your ſuit unto her Majeſty, wherein I will aſſoon as I may , imploy 
my whole power as it it were for my felt. And ſo now I end, wiſhing to hear of 
your cure of your infirmity with ſpeed and ſurety.

M r. Watſrwgham , It is now ſomewhat long fince I wrote unto you of our 
news,the cauſe hath been partly for lack of ſpecial matter,and partly being 
at all times abfent when your d: batches were made; but having onkinns ſome 
matter of moment worthy the writing to you, I will not fail to deal re with 
you, evenasI think , andas the cauſe requireth. Among other matters that Sir 
Tho. Swith hath in charge to deal with the King; he hathalſo certain inſtructions 
from her Majeſty, which are alſo to underſtand how he ſhall anſwer, if the mat- 
ter of her marriage be any more propounded or talked of with him: and becauſe 
I havealwates heretofore ſeen in you a good inclination to further the ſame, as a 
matter for her ſelf, her eſtate and ours all,chrough the hope of her iſſue to be pre- 
ſerved by, which , for mine own part, I was andam of like opinion (God is my 
judge)only tor the ſame reſpe&, being verily perſwaded , otherwiſe hardly ſhall 
ſhe her felt be in (atety for her own time , or her people and Realm left in furety 
after her, except ſome ſuch way be taken as mriage;whereof finding now again 
an appearance of a full determination in her Majeſtie to like of marriage, and to 
my gudgement , reſolved not to refuſe any reaſonable conditions that to her ho- 
nour ſhall be offered by that King for Monſieur. I Gong good to let you un- 
derſtand it,thac if the matter be renewed on their parts, that you may deal ACCOr- 
dingly therein , who being in diſpair of her good liking ( as good cauſe both 
you and we here have had fo to doubt)might perhaps make the leſs account ofic: 
and1 ſuppoſing in dealing with Mr. Tho. Smith, he will affirm thus mach of her 
preſent diſpoſition, which I aſſure you ſhe hath ſo earneſtly and aſſuredly affirm- 
ed unto meas I verily think, yet once again, that with good handling, good con- 
cluſion will 'follow.

You have often times, Mr. Walſing hams, wiſely warned us and putasin mind 
to ſeek ſome waies to ſtabliſh her Majeſteries ſtate , and the lacks declared both 
want of friendſhip abroad, and of our doubtfull ſtate at home, it falls our daily 
too manifeſt, and without ſome remedy, will prove a danger unrecoverable , the 
means for help be eaſily ſeen and perceived, and I ſuppoſe yet not without hope 
to be obtained, God grant us that foreſight and wiſdom that we willingly refuſe 
them not:Well,I can but pray for the beſt, and diſcharge my duty according to 
the ſmall underſtanding I have,that ſome good may take place,which I ſhal never 
ceaſe to with to ſupply what elſe doth want in me:and therefore befides that her 
Majeſty hath here willed me to fignifie unto you, which is for the imparting of 
the proceedings in the caſe of her marriage heretofore, how it hath from time 
to tine paſt unto the Admiral there. I ſhewed you what I conceive of 
her Majeſties inclination again towards the marriage of Monſieur , which being 
a mareer of greateſt importance toher and us alfo. I thought meer to ler you 
know rhat the matter as it hath been along while in a manner dead, may be with 
more diſcretion revived, and do not doubt but thar it will be by the par- 
ries there again, freeing her Majeſty hath not yet clearly there denied ir, northey 
fully anſwered her Majeftres demands.Other news we have none worth the wri- 
ting, but of her Majeſties wh. which ſurely 1s fuch as T have not known 
been theſe many years. with my right hearty commendarions I bid you 
farewell : At Greenwich the 6 of Decemb.

requeſt upon the {ame tnarters,who did extnbir in writing the copies of the 

evedings ber mad rhe fd Depnries,agree:ble for che ini part 0 thoſe 
wh werereceiv'd from your ſIf,;and he did propound four poinrs comprehending 
the differences berwixc you and them, the judgement whereofwas referred, on 
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"IF? his Maſter our good brother, and us, pretending with many 
= plunge fince the foundationof the Treaty, was by your good means 
a the Kings Deputies with you there, made maniteſt ro be without any diffe- 
rence, which was 2 declaration of a natural good will in both the P. to enter into 


ſome ſtreightLeague of amity;he doubted not but that theſe other particular dit- 


ferences (which conſiſted bur upon words) ſhould be eaſily and ſpeedily com- 
pounded. The firſt doubt, as he ſaid, remaining undetermined , was abour the 


Article for mutual defence of either Prince, againſt any other perſon that ſhould 


invade either of them or their Countries. In that you ſhall have theſe words in- 
ſerred into the Article, Etiam ſi cauſa religions mutatis facta fuerit, whereun- 
to with theſe ſpecial words the Kings Deputies would not agree, neither, as he 
ſaid, might his Maſter without great inconvenience aſlent thereunto. whereof he 
doubted not but he would have reaſonable reſpe&, and not meaning thereby to 
forbear to be bound to do that which the ſpecial caſe of theſe words might im- 
port, And fo reporting many arguments to our Councel, whereof he had made 
mention unto us tivo daies before at his laſt audience, amongſt the which, one 
was of moſt weight, as we took it, That it ſuch ſpecial mention ſhould be made 
for the defence of Religion in a publike Treaty,the King ſhould thereby offend 
not only all other Princes Catholiques his Allies, bur alſo the greater part of his 
own States and Subjects, which are of the Catholique Religion;as che King him. 
ſelf alſo is. And yet nevertheleſs, the King was content (as he ſaid) to have all 
other manner of good and effetual words and ſpeeches inſerted in the ſaidTreaty, 
to bind the King to a mutual defence againſt all manner of invaſion, for whar 
caule, pretext, or colour ſoever it were, yea and that without exception of any 
manner of cauſe. Hereunto was anſivered on our part, That conſidefing there 
was no other likelihood of any pretence to invade us, but upon the colour of Re. 
ligion only , and that on the Kings part there were many other cauſes and quar- 
rels, as Titles ro Dominions and Territories, and ſuch like other might be de- 
viſed for invaſion and diſturbance of his eſtate, whereunto our aid or defence 
ſhould be requiſite : It might be thought a very unequal Contract by general 
words certainly, to conclude all his cauſes, and by forbearing theſe ſpecial words 
of Religion, to leave us utterly unprovided of aid; and as to the remedy to have 
other manner of words inſerted, conſtdering they ſhould be but general, it mighe 
be doubred, that while the Invaſion ſhould be made or attempted againſt us tor 
Religion, or bur for pretext of Religion , and required for the ſame, the King 


might then (with colourable reaſons, being deviſed by ſuch as were over-vehe- ' 


ment and paſhonate in the Religion oft Rome, or in that which is called Catho- 
like) anſwer that he might not tor his conſcience ſatisfie,or demand for aid i that 
behalt, and chat could not be intended to be lawtully (that is, by the Law 
of God) included inthe general words. To this, although the Ambaſſador re- 
plyed in his Maſters name, with the great aſſurance of his intention to give us aid 
againſt any Invaſion, though it were indeed for Rel:gion , which he ſaid, could 
not be bur a pretence of the Invader, for that the Invaſion of the Realm was to 
be regarded, and not any cauſe or pretext : Yet the doubt herein remained be- 
twixt them unreſolyed,and ſo the Ambaſſador ſeemed nor therein to be ſatisfied, 
ſaving that in ſome ſecret ſpeech afterward with one or tvo of our Councel apart 
(although he would not have report thereof made) he thought his Maſter might 
be induced by ſome ſecret means to make ſome particular promiſe betwixt his 
Maſter and us,by writing ſeparated from the publike Treaty for a ſpecial point 
of a mutual defence in caſe of Religion. | 
The ſecond part of the doubt moved by the Ambaſſador , Was, for 
the forme, manner, time, and quality of the aid that ſhould be mutually given z 
X 2 wherein 
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wherein he preſſed to have had the like manner 25 was contracted in And 1543. 
berwixt the Emperor Cha7!s, and the King our Father, at which time either of 
the Confederates was bound to giye ſuch aid as might amount to the charges 
of 600 Crowns by the day for the ſpace of 4 months; in one year, or elſe forne 
other aid in certainty,which he could not narne; bur it may be the Kings Depu- 
ties there might mean ſach Treaties as had been before contracted between ottr 
Father and King Franc, Grandfather to the King, whete there is one example 
of the Treaty of 1532. betwixt the faid rwo Kings ; in both which Treaties 
the aids were byrti at the charges of the Confedetate Pritice , thar w3s required 
by the Prince invaded, To which motion of the faid Ambaſſador, our Coun- 
cel made ſuch Anſwers by imparting to him the fotrhs of former Treaties, made 
borh with the hoaſe of Burgundy, and with the French King's , as he in the end 
{eemed ſattsfied with ſuch form of aid to be mutually agreed upon , as you your 
c1t have propounded to them in your Paper delivered the 18 of chelaſt , in an 
Article verbatim , taken out of a4 Treaty betwixt the Emperor CHarls and the 
K:ng our Father, in the year 1548, being before that firſt deviſed in a Treaty ar 
Cambray, in the year 1529, and ohe principal reaſon to apponnt that manner of 
ud better then any other, was this : If the aid ſhould be given in a certainty, and 
at the coſt of the Prince that was nor invaded, upon every requeſt of aContede- 
rate, there might great inconvenience follow, in that one Prince mehr oftner 
burthen tus Confederate in demanding ſuccours without great neceſſity, and in 
greater numbers then needfull, was, it the charges of the faid ſucconrs ſhould be 
maintained by the Confederate that ſo ſent them, and nor by himſelf: Whereas 
on the other part z if the Prince that ſhould demand ſuccours , ſhould bear the 
charges of them himſelf, he would never demand the farne ofrner, nor in grea- 
cer numbers , nor keep them longer in pay then ſhould be needfull. And ae- 
cordingly to this reaſon, it was declared to the Ambaſſador, That in all Treaties 
betwixt this Realm and France, and alſo Burgundy, the like Covenahts were 
made in all Leagues, ſaving one time with the Emperot Charls 1543. at which 
time the Treaty was made both Offenſive and Defenſive againſt the French 
King ; and yet1in the ſame year 1546. the ſame clauſe for aid, was by Treaty be- 
ewixt the ſaid Princes, revoked, having not been at any time pur inexecution; 
and the ancient manner of aid to be at the charges of the Prince demandant : and 
with theſe, and ſuch like reaſons, the Ambaſſador ſeemed to be fully ſatisfied. 
The third matter of doubt moved by the Ambaſſador, was, for the cauſe of 
Scotland , that 1s, in what ſort that State might be comprehended in this Trea- 
ty; and thereupon it was ſaid to the Ambaſſador , That ive had no other inten- 
tion in the matter of Scotland, but to have the hoſtility and civil wars to ceaſe, 
and the Government of the Realm to be eſtabliſhed to the contentacion of the 
Nation ; for which purpoſe we had ſent to both parties at difference, to accord 
upon an abſtinence from war, fo as they might the better Treat and accord a- 
mongſt themſelyes ; which if they would not,” we would be content that an 
ſuch whom the French King our brother ſhould ſend thither, ſhould joyntly wi 
ſome of ours, imploy themſelves, with the credit and amity amongſt ts two, ro 
dire them toaccord amongſt themſelves: and therein we had no meaning to 
withdraw them from the ancient Intelligence with the Crown of France , but 
that they might have and keep the amity with us both. With which anſwer 
and reſolution, the Ambaſſador ſeemed well content ; requiring, as the King his 
Maſter had forborn, at our requeſt, to ſend any force to either party , whereby 
tO hinder any accord, {g we would do the like; which was agreed unto him. 
Laſtly, He moved the matter concerning the Article for the refott of our v.et- 


chants to ſome Ports of France , With ſuch liberties and fecurines | 
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had in other Regions , offering that the Ki his Maſter was CONtENt to 
> Rove co any reaſonable demand , to the beſiefit of our Subjects. To 


which, anſer was made, Thar the Caſe did belong to our Merchants, toconſi- 
der what was meet for them, who ſhould be ſpoken withall, and thereupon an- 
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Gyer ſhould be given. This was the ſum of that which paſſed betwixt the Am- 


baſſador and ſuch of our Councel as were appointed to deal with him, who 
were, the Lord Keeper of our great Seal, the Earl of Leiceſter, the Lord Admi- 
ral, the Lord of Burghly, and Sr. Walter Milamay. | 

And now, alchough you may perceive by this Conference had with the Am- 
baſſador, what be the rchings that we have cauſe to like or miflike, upon the que- 
ſtions moved : yet upon ſome further inſtruction of you, we will ſummarily in- 
form you what we like of the ſubſtance of the Articles ſent unto us from you, 
being propounded as well by the Kings Deputies as by your ſelf. Firſt, to the 
Articles in Latine, delivered by the French Ambaſlador, dared the 17 of Janua- 

, we miſlike not of the firſt Arricle for the continuance of former Treaties in 
thei force , which is neceſſary to be ſpecially for the ſaving of our rights and 
pretences to Ca/aw, according to the Treaty therefore made, and remaining yer 
in fotce; ſo as it be added to the end of the Article ; with Condition that no- 
chingin any former Treaty be by this clauſe continued, char ſhall be repugnanc 
or derogatory to the Articles of this preſent Treaty. The ſecond and third pro- 
hibiting any aid to be given to any perſons thar ſhall invade, and to nn. a 
League for a mutual defence againſt all perſons that ſhall invade upon any 
cauſe. We miſlike not che Tenor of the ſaid Articles , fo as the words added in 
the ſecond Article of your Writing dated the 18 of January, which are theſe, 
Etiamſi farrit religion® canſa, pretext, ant colore , which we would have you 
earneſtly preſs upon ſuch reaſons to be inſerced, as your ſelf hath already remem- 
bred; and therein we would have you ſecretly to cauſe chem of the Religion 
there, to underſtand of your demand, and to help to further ic; and yer if you 
catinot have the ſame words to be ſpecially inſerted, then you may according to 
your own offers, inſert into the Article theſe words,Cub quecnnque pretextavel 
colort &f quevs decunſa nulla omninogqualicunque excepta : and beſides theſe, 
you ſhall in ſecret manner move , and moſt earneſtly preſs it , that ſome ſpecial 
promiſe may be made in a ſecret writing betwixt the King and us, ſigned and 
ſealed mutually with both our hands, for that purpoſe expreſly, if any Invaſion 
ſhould be made, as chough the ſame had been expreſled in the Treaty ; withour 
which ſecret proviſion to be made, conſidering the matter hath been in queſti- 
on, we would be very loath that you ſhould accord. We donor like that which 
is deviſed by them, which beginneth, Conventum eſt quod quotieſcungue ullus 
princeps, - & wherein they would have aid given, if any perſon go about to 
change or alter any Laws or Edcts againſt the will of the Prince; but wera- 
ther like to have the aid only given in caſe of invaſion,or purpoſe of invading; For 
by the words of this Article, we may percaſe hereafter be required to aid that 
King in the breaking of his own Edidts for Religion, incaſe he himſelf ſhall be 
thereto willing ; and that either of his Subjects, or any ochers ſhall attempt or 
galter the Edits that may be made againſt che Religion reformed. 
The Article beginning, Conventum eft qnod fedwue & lig , is not to be milli- 
ked for continuance of this Treaty ; although che third Article of your wri- 
ting deginning, Tempus vere darations, (eemeth plainer and berrer, and agreethi 
me = = pan times, 

e ixth being imperteR, beginning, De rempore awtem o mods, would be 
ſupplyed with the like Clauſe and Arti at nat mutats metands ; and as 
youhave excerped out of the year 1546. and as inthe laſt of your —_ 
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the 18 of January. Now for our opinion of the Articles preſented by you to 
the French the-18. we dolike well enough of the Preface ; and for the firſt Ar- 
ricle, you may perceive well enough what we would have added thereto; Thar 
nothing ſhould be continued in former Treaties, being repugnant to this. 

The ſecond for a Covenant of a League to be definfire we think not amiſs 
thereot, alrhough the ſecond and third of the French contain them plain enough 
in tewer words, ſoas the one or the other may ſerve. 

To the third of yours, we like as before is mentioned. 

The fourth beginning, £# quamvs ſupervacuum,may be forborn, conſidering 
the ſubſtance thereof is contained in the ſecond, delivered by the French the 17 


of January. : 
The laſt of yours concerning the manner of aid, we like beſt, as before is ſaid, 


according to the Article of the Treaty of 4”. 1549. 

As to the third Article delivered by you the 18 of January in one writing to 
the Kings party,concerning the Arreſt ro be made of the Subjedts of other Prin- 
ces, it any other Subjects ſhould be arreſted in a ſtrange Country for matter of 
Religion, we would not miſlike if you could obtain the ſame; but for that we 
think it very hard to be granted by the French King, as the time is , we will not 
ve you much to preſs it. Burt as to the other matter of our Merchants, we do 

ov, of the manner of Articles preſented by you, and yet wecannot preſently 
/.+0,vein what form to have the ſame conceived fit for our Merchants, and for 
1c r1me;, and therefore except you ſhall be ſhortly advertiſed from us how to 
dil cheretn , more particularly we wou!d have you inſert ſome general clauſe | 
in the Treaty for ſuch a purpoſe; and beſides that , alſo to moveit to the King, 
th.r there may be ſome Colloquie had here betwixt the Kings Ambaſſador, here 
i c{ident, having authority therefore, and ſuch as we ſhall appoint after confe- 
rence had with our Merchants, to Treat with the faid Ambaſſador there- 
upon. | 
"Sun! other doubts may appear in the Writing ſent from you, whereof the 
Ambailador made no mentn, and yet hit tor you to underſtand or mind there- 
in, if you ſhall thereto be prefled : but except you be preſled thereto by the 0- 
ther party , We think 1t good that you ſhould not remember the ſame ; but if 
they will needs move the ſame unto you, then you ſhall anſwer as follow- 
th, | 
Firſt in the paper intituled with the letter B, and brought to you by Monſieur 
Pinarts brother the 16. there are two doubts moved in the third Article , be-

For the firſt, we do not miſlike, but that one of the Confederates ſhould be

The fifth Article beginning /rem 4 eſte en «vant, we think it reaſonable thar 
the Prince that ſhall defend the other , may continue their treats which he hath 
with the Prince againſt who the aid ſhall be given , and ſuffer Traffique and 
Commerce for their Subjects mutually , ſaving only it may be provided thar he 
ſhall nor ſuffer any Armor nor Munition of Warre , or other like things to 
be carried out of his Countrey to the offence of the Prince whom he ſhall 
aid, . 
As to the laſt Clauſe of the Writing concerning Scotland , we do not difal- 
low ofthe Anſwer in the Margent, made by yov in Latin, but yet our meaning 
is not to have any Article in the Treaty comprehending that matter. In this 
ſort we have thought meet to inſtru you, and conſidering the former Trea- 
ties betwixt us and the Prench King, ſhall continue and be confirmed hereby , 
we ſee no cauſe to remember you of the inſerting of any other neceſſary Arti- 
cles which have been heretofore compriſed in former Treaties; ſo as neverthe- 
leſs it be provided by a ſpecial Article , that by this Treaty, nor by any 
part thereof, any thing be derogatory to ſuch other Treaties as we have, and be

Sir, (quoth I) here is the Article of Confeſſion 
of one Stackbeld, who affirmeth this : Here is at the Court, as 1 hear ſay, one 
de la Roche, Knight of the Order, and Gentleman of t-m Chamber, who was 
the doer of it , he can inform your Majeſtie at the full of che matter - Well, 
let me alone (quoth he) with it, I will ſee it redreſſed well enough. Then Mr. 
Walſing ham ſomewhat more declared what had been done in the matter , and 
ſhewed the King what theQueen Mother had (aid to us,that de /a Roche was now 
in the Court, and therefore prayed him that he mighc be ſent for , and ſee order 
taken in that matter, as appertained to the good will which he had to the imity 
of both the Realms, which the King ſaid he would. After he ſaid to the King 
that Mr, Xi4igrew ſhould now depart home , ſeeing he was come to his ol 
Room, but that we deſired him to ſtay aday or two to heare our next meeting, 
and to ſee how near we ſhould come to agreement, and fo to bring to the Q. 
Majeſtie ſome good contentment. Whereupon the King ſaid that thing ſhould 
be ordered, and with ſuch expedition, that he ſhould come home well-pleaſed, 
and bring the Queens Majeſtic ſuch word as ſhe ſhould therewith be contented, 
peradventure more then ſhe would think, and ſo departed for that day. This 
day we looked to be ſent for,! but the King went on huncing , and prerence was 
made to us that the Councel hath had the Bill which we deliyered to the King 
in conſideration, and that they would have his Majeſties advice of the day, tune, 
and place of our meeting, after they had conſulred npon it to the intent we 
_ after we once began, continually travel untill the end were made. This 
is ſo much as hithertois done.

Leaſerh it your Majeſtieto be advertiſed, the laſt of Febra&y, when the 
Prreaiy of the League was in manner art a point, and Maſter Killegrew 
was ready to take his leave of the King and Queen Mother, we demanded 
audience, and came all three to the Court, we were firſt brought into the 
Kings Chamber, where was alſo the Duke of -lanſon, and other Noble- 
men ; whereI firſt declared to the King , That his Deputies and we were 
now almoſt at 2 point, and in all other things we thought we ſhould agree: 
He ſaid, he had underſtood that, and was very glad of ir, hoping that this 
was but a beginning , and that the Amity ſhould increaſe daily, and bring 
forth more fruir. Bur Sir (qouth I ) chere is yer the matter of Religion 
not fully agreed upon, without the which well provided for, 1 know nor 
how the League can go forward, or be ſure, The King ſaid he conld nor 
have it put in the League, bur it ſhonld be in ſuch general words made; 
thar the matter of Religion ſhould be contained. Sir ( quoth I) that 
cannot be, nor no general words can contain it, if the party that is bound 
will ay , that it is againſt his Conſcience, or he meant ic not, Why, 
Gith the King, for that I will write to the Queen my fiſter with mine 


own hand what I mean even to that; and that I will as well defend her 


in that caſe, as if it were expreſſed in words. Sir ( quoth 1) if you will 
have it in an Article by it felf, and as concluded berwixt you, fo as it 
be pur it writing, and ſealed with the Great Seal of France, as the true 
interpretation of your meaning in the League, then we can be content 
with it, although in che Treaty it be not ſpecially put in, but in general 
words; for being ſo made, it ſhall be of as anich torce by the Interpre- 
ration as the League, Then Maſter' Walſingham declared , That it was 
more honourable tor the King , and more aſſurance , that it were put ex- 
preſly in the Treaty; for then not onely the Princes of Germany , but 
ao other Kings , which be of the Religion, would be right glad to enter 
into it z and by that means onely you ſhould ('faich he) be able to conn- 
tervail the King of Spaix, yea, and all the reſt of Zrope that ſhould at- 
rempt any thing againſt you ; whereas if it be done in general words, or 
underhand, they will not truſt the matter ſo much, nor have ſo good co- 
lour or occaſion to defire to enter into this L with you; and what or 
whom need your Majeſtie fear , being ſo well proped up and fortified 
with this ſo ſtrong a League. This may be, faith the King, hereafter, my 
Councel telleth me it ſhould be dangerous for me ar this preſent, to have 


it in expreſs words; bat what maketh it matter, 1 mean it fo, and what TT . 


once fay, I will keepir, I will rather dye then not keep my promiſe: Here 
1 ay it to you, and will write it ro the Queen my Siſter. How do you 
mean Sir ( quoth I) in a writing, after the faſhion of a Treaty, and ſealed 
with your Great Seal of France , or but in a Letter cloſe. In a Letter 
cloſe ( faith he) ſigned with my hand, where 1 will expreſs the ſame words 
are meant as you would have put in the League; and 1 will promiſe that 
I will be ready to defend in that caſe, as well as in any orher, and fo I 
will indeed; and that I fay I will keep, to dye for it. Sir (quoth I) for 
yon I do think no leſs, and I am fure that « bogs Majeſtie out Mi- 
ſtris and we do take your Majeſtie ro be a faithful Prince, and conſtant 
IR your words 25 any 1s living; but vvhen we ſpeak of Treaties , ner 
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not made in words, nor in ſuch Letters miſſive, but after another anrhencical ſor; 
(worn and ſealed ; without which order I cannot, for my part, take that it is ſyh- 
ſancially and orderly done ; and beſides that, this Treaty is nor perſonal, byr is 
perpeteal, and is for you and your Succeſſors. Why, ſaith he, it 1s made for our 
two lives and one year after, and then within that year, if I ſhould dye, ſuch a let. 
ter may be gotten: And if my Son, or whoſoever ſhould come afrer me, ſhould 
not keep his promiſe, which he hath ſpoken and written, I could with him tran- 
gled, and not alive. Saith Mr. Walfingham, though the Queens Majeſtie ſhould 
peradventure be content with ſuch aſſurance, yet fome of her Councel wauld nor, 
and leagues muſt be made not onely to fe the Prince, bur alſo the Subjects, 
T ally of fach a one as this, which is a comfort, and affurance of all parties. For 
n upon this hope, they ſhall craffique here abroad in your Countrey and 0- 
thers, and fee in the Treaty no aſſurance (for general words is holden for no a(- 
ſarance) in this caſe they will be afraid to traffique or travel abroad : And Sir,ye 
had need conſider well of it ; for as there be that do favour this league,as we do, 
' there be other I warrant you which be of the Spaniſh fation,and would be loth it 
ſhould go forward: and it they raking this advantage, ſhould perſwade the Queen 
"from it, and in the mean while bring her ſome other offer,and then this break off, 
it would be hard to get it again. Break off (Gith he) I had rather dye, I will atis- 
fie the Queen my Siſter wellenough, I donor doubt it, thongh you be never ſo 
ſtiff, I underſtand ſhe will be content with ſuchaſſurance, as1I cell you I do aſſure 
you. Sir (quoth I) I do not know ſo much, and think verily ſhe will not be con- 
rent; and untill know more from her Majeſtie, I muſt ſtill chink fo. Well, 
Gith the King, ye have courfed me avvhile,novy muſt I courſe you again; for the 
Queen of Scots, I muſt have that my requeſt put into the Treaty for her, make 
vyhat anſyver you vvill, ſhe is my Kinſevyvoman,and my Siſter in layy,and ſhe was 
my Soveraign z and you do knovyv the league vyhich is beryvixt chat Realm and 
my Realm, I can do no lefs then have the fame inſerted into the league. Sir 
(quoth 1) as vve have vvritten to your. Deputies, vve have no Commiſſions 
or Authority tg treat of any ſuch matter. Touching the late Queen of Scots, 
ſhe vvas your Soverugn,thanks be to God ſheis not novv(vvith that he laughed) 
and it is thought, vvhen ſhe yvas Queen here, ſhe deſerved not very vvell nei- 
ther of your Realm, nor of your Houſe, and ſhe is your Kinſvvoman, fois ſhe 
alſo to the Queen my Miſtris; bur if ſhe vvere your daughter or your ſon, if he 
or ſhe vvould procure your death, or to have your Crovvn from you, vvould 
ou not ſee juſtice done on him or her that ſhould attempt it. Whar is that (ſaith 
) ſoIrepeared it again, that if his (6n ſhould attempt to depoſe him from his 
Crovvn, or procue his death, that he ſhould be caprent that juſtice ſhould 
rather be done,then to be ſtill in that dauger. Why th he) I donor require 
ro have it put in the ſame league. Saith Mr. K:llegrew, fire and vvater cannot 
be =. (24 the one 1s contrary to the other; the league is made for a per- 
perual and ſtrait Amity betvvixt you and the Queens Majeſtie of England, 
and you vvould treat for the Queens moſt mortal. and dangerous enemy z 
this cannot ſtand together, you muſt rake her: novy for dead, and you can- 
not tell vvherher ſhe be dead or alive, and vyhy ſhould you then require her 
to be put in the league. And if it be fo (Gith the King ) vvhat remedy , 
then there can be no more ſuit made for her, and ſo yve rook our leave. And 
from thence 'vve vvere conveyed to the Queen Mothers Chamber, vyhere vvs 
the Lady Margaret, and a great number of other Ladies , yvhere firſt 1 declared

©  bexr the meaning which we do take it ſhould;and yer co pleaſe the King,and togo 
ſonear agg we were Content, if the King will, with another Article ot 
Treaty declarative,made apart betwixt his Majeſtie and the Q.my Miſtris,undet 
the great Seal of England and France,declare that in words he doth mean, 
alſo in the matter ot Religion to demand nothing elle ; bat che King now ſpeak- 
eth to us to do it by a Letter cloſe miſſive,the which for my part I do not eſteem 
in ſuch a caſe as this is,and know nor whar it is, and how it can be. Why did you 
chink (faich ſhe) that the King my ſon would deceive you, the Q,your Miſtris,my 
oood fiſter, would be content with it we know well enough. Madam (quoth I)

Other talk we had abouc 
the matter, each of us three with her,much after that we hgd with the King ; bur 
ever when ſhe was brought to a ſtrait, that was her ſhift, ſhe knew well enough 
her Mijeſtie would be content with (uch a letter, and that fo ſhe was given to 
underſtand : Till at the laſt I aid,that except there were further aſſurance for the 
matter of Religion, we could not, nor durſt not ſubſcribe the Treaty, until we 
were better certified that your Highneſs would be fo content, for my conſcience 
was againſt it, to leave fo great a point upon ſo little a hold. Then (as the King 
fad) he would ſpeak with his Councel, and we ſhould know more. The Queen 
Mother ſaid, ſhe would ſpeak with her ſon in the matter. Then I required her,

Then Mr Walfingham asked her, if any thing were done as touching ge {, 
Roche and the matters in Ireland. And ſhe ſaid, yea, and that de Le Roche faith jr 
is nothing, and that there is not a French man there,and that he will lay hisheaq 
on it. 1 pray you ſend home word, that it may be tried out, and if he donor 
truth, that he may feel ſmart for it, and be we iſhed. Then Mr. Killegrey 
cook his leave of the Queen Mother and the Lady Margaret, as he did before in 
the Kings Chamber, of the King and the Duke, for fo they name the Dyke 
d Alanſon of all whom he had gracious and gentle words, as he can ſhew your 
Majeſtie he could not, for divers reſpects, conveniently have taken his leave be- 
fore, The younger Queen 1s taken here to be undoubtedly with child ; for ſhe 
hath all the tokens of a woman that hath conceived, and they geſs ſhe hath gone 
three moneths and more, whereof the King and Queen Mother is not alittle Joy- 
ful. Thus we moſt humbly commityour Highneſs to the tuition of Almightie 
God.

To this the 
Jeſuit anſwered, that the evil handling of matters was the cauſe that they rook 
no better effe& ; notwithſtanding (faith he) be of good comfort, and affure

Y Our Lordſhip at large by Sir Tho: Smithes Letters unto her Majeſtie,ſhall un- 
derſtand to what iſſue we are grown co touching this Treaty : We can by no 
means nor perſwaſions we can nle, draw the King to any other interprecation of 
his meaning touching the point of Religion, then by private Letters, for that it 
ſhould ſeem that their Ambaſſador from hence hath aſſured the King here, thar 
her Majeſtie will be content therewith. For my private opinion,feeing this League 
is 0 indure bur during the lives of the two Princes, and thar the fabſtance of all 
Leagues conliſteth,cluefly in the (incerity of the matcers,and chat chisPrince hath 
givengreat ſhew to the world of greac finceriry, I think the private Letter bind- 
eth'as much in honour,as any other Inſtrument or Contract that can paſs between 
them can do in Law : For if they ſhould break, the matter is not robe cryed in 
wheChambes imperial, by way of pkading of what value the inſtruments are;God 
and the Sword muſt be Judges, fo that then pleading muſt give place. Bur this 
good Lord is for my private opinion, in matters of ſo great weight as 
agues are, I profeſs, altogether ignorance. 1t her Majeſtie can content her felt 
with this private interpretation of the Kings meaning; then if it would pleaſe her 
Majefſtie, through your good motion, Joys

breed a great repoſe in all Zwrope, eſpecially for the cauſe of Religion. And 
ſurely (my Lord) for the increaſe and ment of this friendſhip, nothing 
can yield more furtherance then your accels hither in ratification of the League, 
a thing very much defired of their Majeſties here, as you perceive by Sir The: 
Smithes Letter. The motion at the firſt being made by the Queen Mother 
ſeemed ſtrange unto us for her to name/a 22977090. rigs but when ſhe ſhewed 
unto us, that her Majeſtie the laſt Summer deſired the Marſhal Montmorency, 
whereunto they did condeſcend z and that they alſo mean to ſend him now for 
the confirmation of this League, we had nothing to reply. They ſay that the 
King, in reſpect of the good offices that you had done berween the two Crowns, 
the great ws 770 6 had uſed towards his Miniſters ſent hither, and certain pre- 
ſents that you had ſent unto himſelf, defirethvery much both to ſee you mite 

* nour you. Beſides, ſhe ſaid, that your coming ſhould be ſo grateful unto her and 
the King her Son, as you might obtain any thing at his hands for the content- 
- ment of her Majeſtie, ſo far forth as he might with his honour grant. Surely, 
my Lord, though this voyage to your purſe cannot but gow very chargable,yer 
for the furtherance of the common cauſe of Religion, tor the increaſe of Amity 
berween the two Princes and Crowns, and for their own particular reputation , 
never was there offered to your Lordſhip greater occaſion, both generally and 
particularly to do good, then at this preſent. Your Lordſhip can do more goodin 
one hour here,then twenty ſuch petty companions as my ſelf is can do ina whole 
year, or poſhble in all our lives time, I would I could fo well hope of her Maje- 
ſties leave, as of your Lordſhips liking to take this journey upon you, and then [ 
would aſſure my ſelf of your cnnng z and by the ſame, of as great good to enſue, 
as ever followed of any others 1umployment in this voyage, &c.

] T ___ your Lordſhip to underſtand, that Monſieur de 1a Mothe hath ad- 
vertiſed their Majeſties here,that the Q.of Scots cauſe in England is not ſo de- 
ſperate as we make it,for that lately ſhe hath received ſo much increaſe of liberty, 
as that ſhe went a Hawking with the Earl of Shrewsbury , which advertiſement

When we tell the King, that her Majeſtie is forced of neceſſity, for her 
own ſatety, and cannot but do juſtice, then all things proceed well; and her 
Majeſtie may well perceive, that any favour ſhewed unto her, doth not onely 
breed disfavour, bur alfo danger and hindrance towards her (elf, whereof Mr. 
Killegrew can inform her Majeſtic at large. | 
The opinion of the wiſeſt fort of the Gentlemen of the Religion that are here, 
is, That the League ir (elf ſhall not do more good, then the imploymenc of two

for, I perceive chen, that this Treaty is at the beſt, for thar they themſelves con- 

fels,that the end of this League is onely to bridle his greatneſs; therefore to pro- 

vide for his ſafety, who ſeeketh both their deſtruions, they cannot rell what 

to judge whar it meaneth, eſpecially ſeeing, that of late he hath no way deſerved 

at ber Majeſties hands any ſuch favour. If therefore her Majeſtie do think thar 
this Prince: is of any value, who is towards all men ſincere, towards her Maje- 

ſtie well affeted, rowards Religion pins Inimicus, ſhe muſt not weigh him in one 
ballance wich Sp.5im, who is of word unſincere,in affection towards her Majeſtie 
maliciouſly bent, and the common Enemy to our Religion. If her Majeſtie mean 
to take profic of his friendſhip, the next way ſhall be, to ſtrengrhen her ſelf with

The conſideration whereof maketh the German 
Princes now(who otherwiſe are ſlow in their counſels & determinations) to think 
it neceſſary for them to joyn in this counter-league ; which thing your Lordſhip 
may perceive by this iacloſed letter,which lately I received from the Count Pala- 
tine touching that point;whereas he referreth me to his ſervant [wnzwe,with whom 
I have had conference, have committed the report thereof to this bearer M. Zeal. 

Touching the Marriage in Treaty here betwixt the Prince of Newarre and the

At our acceſs ſhe told us, that ſhe did nor ſend for 
us, before ſhe did make Queen Mother acquainted therewith ; nor (faith the) in 
reſpec of my (elf, bur in reſpe& of her Majeſtie, rqwards whom I would be loth 
tro ingender any jealouſie, conſidering that ſhe is growing to ſo good Amity with 
this Crown:For as for my ſelf,1 am not afraid to make known to all the world the 
great good will I bear towards her Miajeſtie,to whom I am 2s much bound as eyer 
one Prince was to another. And becauſe (faith ſhe) you are Miniſters to her Ma- 
jeſtic here, 1 chought good to make you acquainted in what ſtate and terms the 
Treaty of the marriage ſtanderh begwixt their Majeſties here and me (faith ſhe) 

* thereis no difference, but only the manner of ſolemnization. I have alledged 
the Treaty .which you ſent me, whereunto they take exceptions, ſuch as are of 
no great value and therefore (faid ſhe) I cannor tell what to judge of the matter, 
becauſe amongſt the reſt of rhe exceptions, they ſay it was no true Copy of 
the Treaty. I have ſent for you Monſieur Smith (faith ſhe) to know, be- 
cauſe you were a dealer inthe ſame, whether you will not juſtifie it to be atrue 
Copy, to whom Sir 7ho: Smith anſwered, that knowing the great good will her 
Majeſtie did bear her, and how much ſhe defired the good ſucceſs of that marri- 
age, a5 4 thing that tended co the advancement of Religion, and repoſe of this 
Realm, he couldnot but in duty avow the ſame, and be willing to do any good 
office that might advance the ſaid marriage. She made us acquainted with di- 
vers other particularities, which I chought good rather to refer to the report 
of this'\bearer, then tro commit them to writing. The Copy of the Letter 
which I ſend unto your Lordſhip here incloſed, ſent unto her from her Son, 
which ſhe delivered unto us fecretly to read, may ſhew you how full of jealou- 
ſie the matter is, and therefore until the ſame be concluded, I hold itfor doubt- 
ful. She findeth' here a great ſtay of Count Lodovicw's advice, who ſurely is 
the rareſt Gentleman which I have talked withal fince I came to France, 8c.

PE it your Majeſtie, the thirtiech of March at night we received your 
Majefties Letters of the twentieth of the ſame, whereupon asking audience 
the next day (becaule the King himſelt was yet in his Diet) we did ſpeak with 
the Queen Mother in her Chamber, where I began to declare unto her Highneſs, 
that by Letters trom her Majeſtie we had underſtood two things, whereof we 
were {orry ; the one, that your Highnefs having received the diſpatch from us of 
our fiegotiarion here, as rouching the league and amity,8& willing to diſpatch our 
Currier again with your reſolution, which we doubt not ſhould be to her and the 
K. contention, their Ambaſſador Refident required that your Majeſtie would not 
write your anſwer or reſolution unto us,until he had his Currier come,for whom 
he looked every day. Saith the Q. that is, becauſe he would coucur wich you. I 
think ſo (ſaid I) and it is well; and T truſt we ſhall foconcur to a perperual and 
ſtrait Amiry. I hope (faith ſhe) but yer he vvrore not ſo much to us, that he 
gn ro the Queen'to forbear his reſolution to you, bur onely that he looked 

his Currier. "Theocher is more grievous to us, becauſe we take the time 
loſt, and ſome evil ſuſpicion-may be conceived , bur I truſt the Amity is fo be- 
gun between the two Realms, that there ſhall no ſuſpicion have place, after that 
the one hath underſtood the other. Monſieur de Crocque arrived into England

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25 your Majeſty knowerh with Commiſſion from hence to help Scorland to a 

vierneſs in her ſelf, and ro concur with him whom theQueen our Miſtrts ſhould 
(nd for that purple for aid, and even arche fame time, were letrers intercept- 
©d of the Queen of Scots rothe Duke of Alvs, whereby ſhe giverh her ſelf, 
her Realm, and her Son to be in the proteRion and government of the King 
of Spain. And with thar the L. Seton, who had been there, and fichence with 
the Luke of 4lve driven by a Tempeſt into a Haven, which by the Conlpira- 
rors was appointed where the Flemings and Spaniards thould arrive, diſguſing 
himſelf like a Mariner, went from thence and came as I rold your M1jeſty,into 
Scotland, and into the Caſtle of Fdenborough with ſome other of the Queens 
Majeſties Rebels, his papers and inſtruQtions being found declared thar in her 
' Majeſties name he had aſſured the Duke of 4lvs,thar with a ſmall power they 
might bring into their hands the yong King of Scots , and fo carry him into 
Spain. Then giverh comfort ro other of the Rebels by other letters, thar 
ſhortly they ſhal rerurn into Scotlend. This Madam (quoth I) is enough-ro make 
the Queen our Miſtris to awake, and to look abont her, and even at rhatſame 
time cometh Monficur de Crocque with the Kings letters , -and requirethrhe 
Scorch Queen, to be ſet ar liberty, and to be ſent intoFraxce. 

Madan ( quoth I) I pray your Majeſtie conſider of the caſe, and 
imagine you were the Q. of England my Miſtris , and that all theſe things at 
one time came ro your confideration , what would you think. Ah Monficut 
L'Ambaſſador (quorh fhe ) we did know then of noſuch inten: of che Q. 
of Scots, you may be ſure, we would be as loath that any ſuch thing ſhould be 
| attempted and rather loather: Madam (quoth I) I do nor doubr, conſidering

vree in this. Andif we ſpeak reaſonable, the King ſhall concur with vs, if 
not, let us hear anſmer to the comraty, and we will anſwer. The Queen my 
Miſtris hath propounded this, that they ſhall all agree ro acknowledge the 
young King for King. For as the for Queen, ſhe hath good cauſe nor tOtruſt her, 
nor younetther, Then for compounding, how one (ball agree with th'other for 
their Lands, Offices, and Goods , that to be agreed by the mediation of wiſe 
and indifferent men, whereof your Ambaſſador , be it Monficur de Croque or 
any other,to be an Umpire, and whom the Q. my Miſtris ſhall appoint to be z. 
nother. So that they ſhall well know, that theſe two Crowns as friends will 
make them by perſwaſion to agree to reaſon, if not to joyn together, to make 
them take reaſon againſt their wills. Ye ſay well Monſicur Amb. faich ſhe, and 
; you ſpeak roundly and plainly , as you were wont todoz and'I will ſpeak 
with the K.my ſon,and you ſhall haye anſwer. Madam (ſaid Mr. Walſizghay) 
Monſicur Amb. ſaieth here plainly unto you. Yea (faith ſhe) ſo he is wont, I 
know him well enough. Yea (faith he) but while two ſhall be at ſtrife, if ye 
' would ſet up again the ScorchQueen, whom (by reaſon) the Queen our Miſtres 
cannot abide, if in the mean time a third ſhould come and ſer foot in Scotland, 
would: it not trouble you and us alſo 2 Yes, faith ſhe, and we ſhould be as 
loath to ſee that as you : Well Madam (quoth I) then take heed of the pick- 
thank, for he is ready; I know whom you mean (quoth ſhe) and he is ready 
indeed, and loves to be medling in every place, but I doubt not but the Queen 
your Miſtris and we ſhall agree , it is our deſire, and that this amity may in- 
creaſe ro make us both ſtrong, forall that Coaſt , I hope ſo (quoth1) and 
would be loath that all labour for (o little a matter ſhould be loſt. Loſt (ſaith 
ſhe) fear you nor, your Queen can defire no reaſonable thing at our hands, but 
we will agree tOit , you ſhall judge your ſelf , and ro morrow you ſhall have 
anſwer God willing, but hear younothing elſe of the other matter? Madam 
(quoth I) I know not what you mean, but ſurely nor{jog is ſpoken , not 
much as from Mr Xillegrew nor of the league, but we look every day that our 
Currior ſhould be here, and then we ſhall be ablc to inform your Majeſty. Ye 
ſhall not marvail (faith ſhe) that I be ſo inquiſitive, for gladly would I learn 
ſomewhat of the Queen my fiſters minde, and make this Amity $i eftroit?e as 
may be. This is the ſum of that which paſſed at that time. v4; rhe laſt day 
of March betwixt the Queen mother and us. The next day the firſt of April 
Monſieur de F#ix came to our lodging at afternoon, and ſhewed that uponour - 
talk with Q. mother, of rhe which ſhe had ar large declared unto the King, 
becauſe ſome things were in doubt z the King ac cording to the promile of the 
Q. mother had ſent them to us both to be ſatisfyed in,our Joubrs , and rogive 
us a reaſonable anſwer : betwixt them and Mr. Walſ/Ygham and me, all was 
repeated again. The doubt your Majeftic and your Councel found , andthe 
inſufficiency of his Commiſſion wasar all poinrs debated again ar full, cach of 
us ſerving ethers turn to make probable whar we ſaid,and they what they ſaid. 
And firſt we beat them with reaſon from the chooſing of indifferent men,that = 
ſhould rale neither in the Princes nor che. Qpeens name, that we ſaid was 
rather the Ariſtecratia as they would have it. Firſt the Scots will never choole 
ſuch; they ot that Nation were never wont to be governed bur under a King, 


yea and hardly would their Kings goyern, of whom the moſt pat; they wy 
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Main themſelves. Then they have eleQed already and Crowned their King , to 
whom by rightit is due : For as for their Queen, ſhe is by them depoſed. She 
i« in Eneland,and worthily kepr ſo ſtraightly,thar when it pleaſed her Majeſty 
ſhe might juſtly have the reward of her deſerts, and if they were too carneſt co 
ſet her up, or tor her liberty they may peradventure be an occaſion to ſhorten 
her life, It was alſo brought in, that the League that France had,, was not with 
che perſon , but with the Realm and ſeat thereof. They ſaid the King could 
not with his honor , ſo long as ſhe lived conſent to the depoling of her, being 
his Allie and confederare, nor to the ſerting up of her ſon, who is not a Kings 
ſon, bur hath all his right from her onely. Why (quorh we) then you do 
wrong, will you interrupt the doings of the Realm, whoſoever is King there; 
and acknowledged King, to him are youallyed. They came to this , thar it 
the Scots did univerſally agree to it, they muſt be content. And as for the Q; 
they had heard and known roo much by her , and although ſome excuſe may 
be made for her by the grief of her long impriſonment : yer ſhe hath gone a- 
bout too much, and againſt her own friends, and her own ſafety, and her ſons, 
and the whole Realms But (ſay they) Scotland is a free Nation, and we do 
claim no ſuperiority over them,and therefore the King cannot command them 
or compel them, but by perſwaſion and by intteaty what can be gotten by 
them tp be done, that is reaſonable, and now thatthe Q. is priſoner with you, 
and notliketo come to them, why ſhould they not obey the yongPrince,whom 
if his mother were dead they muſt needs obey, and why ſhould not all be done 
in his name, as when we had King Fo/# priſoner , did not all France obey to 
Charles the fifth his fon £ To him (quoth we) as Regent : but now if the one 
ſhall obey as to the Prince, the otheras to the King, there ſhall be no rule nor 
order. Upon this was ſome diſpate berween us. In fine, we concluded con- 
ſulere in Commune ,that they ſhould ſend ſuch InſtruRions to Mr. de Croque for 
chat purpoſe; to make the Realm of Scotland (o in accord, that they may per- 
feRly agree to joyn with the amity betwixt Englandand France, and that the 
Articles of his InftruRtions might be ſuch, as your Majeſty ſhall think them 
teafonable for your Majeſties ſurety. And thoſe to be ſhewed to your 
Majeſty to judge upon , upon which your Majeſty ſhall alſo joyn for the ſame 
purpoſe, with the ſame or ſuch Articles as ye ſhall deviſe , that by common 
conſent of both the Realms, ſuch an accord ſhall be made by the conſents of 
theScots them(elves,or by the mediation common of both your Ambaſſadors, 
That neither your Majeſty, nor the King ſhall be accounted to loſe any thing 
of the old Amity of Scotland, bur joyntly toaid them,to be of one accord,& in 
ſubje&ion to one K. that both yourCommiſſoners or Ambaſſadors ſhal declare 
that as Princes united in moſt ſtraight Amity,that which ſhal pleaſe the one ſhal 
pleafe the other, and to the contrary, who thall diſpleaſe either , ſhall diſpleaſe 
both. Andif any ſhall beſo obſtinare that they will not come to accord by 
good and reaſonable conditions; that they ſhall look for noayd from hence by 
any mgans bur rather the contrary, | 
econd of April becguſe I and Mr. Walſingham both were ſomewhat 
lick that night, both Mr. de Limoges and de Foix came to us, and.ſaid that 2:

rentation, and all ooker things, whereof we had inſtructions by your Majeſties 
letters of the ſecond of April. We can perceive nothing in any wiſe, bur that 
the King here gocth as ſincerely and tam bona fide with your Majeſty , as any | 
Prince can, and we ſuppoſe and truſt certainly by Gods Grace, that this league 
{hall be as great an aſſurance and defence of your Majeſty as ever was or can | 
be. The two Realms being fo neer and ready todefend if it be required,if Spain 
will now threaten or ſhew evilOffices,as it hath done of late againſt your High- | 
neſs ſurety, it will be afraid hereafter, ſecing ſuch a wall adjoyned. And if it | 
will not, it may ſooner feel the {marr of evil doing then it would : if the houſe 
of Burgundie will be friend, whereof there is great reaſon to have much doubr, 
yet nothing is done on your Majeſties part to break the amiry. And peradven- 
cure this will make him che loather,ſecing ſo good,or neer hand ſo good, 8& per- 
adventure intime a better yent granted herc for your SubjeRts and Merchants 
then that is. I thank your Majeſty moſt humbly , thar it pleaſed you in my 
ablence , to beſtow on me the Chancelorſhip of the Order, the which muſt 
needs be to me manifold times more welcom , becauſe that withour my 
{uit, and in mine abſence your Highneſs of your gracious goodneſs did remem- 
ber me.

good brother did of late ſend hither tous Mr. de Crocque with his letters, 
{1gnitying to us thereby, that upon ſuch an agreement as had been latcly made 
beriveen you as our Ambaſſ1dors,and his Deputies to have ſome Gent.ſeht on 
either part into Scotlexd to ceaſe the Arms there , he had for thar purpoſe cho: 


{en and ſent hither the ſaid ds Crocque, And beſides thar, did by the ſame lets 
rers, 
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charge 10 the ſaid 4s Crocque to make requeſt unto vs affeRionately, 
he Q. of Scots intoliberty, and to ſend her ſurely into Fraxce , which 
hues in ſpeech, adding another defire by words of hi 
he did carneſtly MOVE unto us in ſpeech, adding another defire by words of his 
own, that he might alſo repair-ro the ſaid Q, of Scots, and vilit and ſpeak with 
ter « hereupon you well might think that we did finde all theſe proceedings 
very Grange, and not anſiverable to ſuch other overtures of the inward friend- 
ſhip which our ſaid brother hath profeſſed ro us by many other ways, nor con- 
ſonant ro ſuch things as you have declared to the ſaid King, tothe Q, mother, 
and ochgr his Migiſters on our behalf, concerning the dangerous practiſes of 
Jae time attempted: by the ſaid Q. of Scots againſt us , both for our perſon 
nd Eftare, 2nd ſo-we did in ſome part declare unto the ſaid 4 Crocque, and to 
the French Ambaſſadors. And yer we did not hereupon refuſe that he ſhould 
repair inroScotland although we did mill.ke of rhe requeſt made for the Scorch 
Queens liberty at this time, and did deny to him to repair ro her ; but we did 
require him by way of advice until he might hear of Scotland, in what terms 
the parties ood. So as we might before his going, by conference with him 
confider , what means were beſt to uſe to bring the diviſions to an accord in 
Scotland: After which done, within few days we underſtood that the L. Seaton 
who had been long in France for the Scorch Queen, and after had bcen in tl:c 
King of Spains Low-Conntries , with Commithon and Title to be the Queen 
ot Scots Ambaſſador there, had by rempeſt of Seas been driven intoHarwich, 
and from thence paſſed diſguiſed as a Mariner into Sco3/and,and fo entered into 
tkeCaſtle of Edexburgh, with no ſmal comfort to them to perliſt in their obſti- 
nacie to maintainCivil war,and by Gods goodneſs (which in all cauſes we find 
always ready) there were afterwards found inthe ſhip at Harwich , ſuch mar- 
rers in writing, to prove the carneſt continuance and proſecuting of the Scotch 
Queens praGtiſes againſt us,the intention, that they in the Caſtle ſhould by no 
means come to accord, & that our Rebels it theLow-Countries ſhould (hort- 
ly return intoScorland,that we were juſtly occaſioned further to confider of this 
matrer, and to encreaſe our doubt herein , we were ſhortly after theſe things 
diſcovered, advertiſed out of Scorland,that in very deed upon the Lord Seatons 
coming ro the Caſtle, upon intelligence of ds Croques voyage thitherward,and 
the L. Flemings journey to come by the Weſt Seas with aid out of Britarn, 
they in the Caſtle wete become very obſtinate, to hearken unto the reaſonable 
offers ether: tor Peace or for abſtinence ob war. Whereupon we did cauſe 
by conſent of our Councel, to be imparted to the French Ambaſſador , and 
to du Crocque the ſubſtance of the premiſſes which moved us to doubt , whe- 
ther the journey of du Crocque ſhduld be meer for us to affent unto, withour we 
ſhould firſt impart our Conceptions to the French King, and fo required them 
to allow thereof , and thar we wonld write tothe King , and according as we 
ſhouldreceive anſwer from him,ſo they ſhould underſtand our further pleaſure. 
At which time we underſtood that both the Ambaſſador and he took this ſtay 
ſomewhat ſtrangely, thinking that it might likewiſe ſeem ſtrange to the King 
their Mr. conſidering that the ſaid dw Crocque coming thither was by agree- 
ment of youour Ambafſador, and the Kings Deputies. And though the ſame 
was not denyed, yet in our part it was ſaid , we doubted not but when the King

Thus much being paſſed, the ſaid 4, 
Croque within two days after deſired roſpeak privately with one of ourCouncy} 
by name the L. of Burleigh, and for ſome confiderations,it was thought gagg 
that he ſhould ſpeak alſo with ſome others, and ſo did with the Earl of Safes 
L. Chamberlain, and the L. of Barleigh, with whom rogether he heard (uch 
reaſons alleadged for the tay of his journey until che King might be thereof 
advertiſed, as in the end he did not ſhew any other miſliking,bur that he would 
willingly rarry here and ſend to the King his Maſter, to underſtand his further 
pleaſure, and wiſhed that we would likewiſe advertiſe the King,by our Ambaſ- 
{ador there. And thus youſee how we have dealt with 4» Crocgvue fince his 
coming, and what either the Ambaſſador or he ſhall advertiſe , we know not, 
bur beſides this which we have written unto.you,you ſhall underſtand by a me- 
morial in writing , which you ſhall receive from the L. Berleigh, the further 
circumſtances of the Colfrrnced had at two ſeveral times betwixt our Coun- 
cel and him, which when you have confidered , with theſe the premiſes afore 
written, we would have you to impart the ſame to the King inthe beſt ſort you 
ſhall finde convenient ro move him to interpret theſe our doings to the beſt 
as reaſon ought to do. And in the end to procure that ds Crocque may havelar- 
ger Commiſſion to treat of the matters in Scotland in ſuch ſort, as we may ac- 
cord thereto with our ſurety: For otherwiſe you may well ſay that the labors 
of us both ſhall be bur loſt. You ſhall further underſtand, that fince the com- 
hither of Mr. Beal with your laſt letrers,and other writings of your negociati- 
on about the new Treaty, we have confidered chereof,and haye forborn to re- 
ſolve what our Anſwer ball be to the points by you fuſpended , until we may 
have further conference with this Ambaſſador here, who hearing of the return 
of our ſervants Hen, Killegrew and Beal, hath required that we would forbear 
to reſolve, and to.return our anſwer unto you, until he might have commodity 
ro ſpcak with us, which he looketh daily ro have by the coming of a Currier 
from thence, which he doth hourly look for , and this is the cauſe why at this 
preſent we do ſtay the return of Beal unto you, wiſhing you in the mean timeto 
give them no occaſion to doubt, but that our anſwers of rhe Treaty ſhall be 
tound reaſonable.

Immediately upon our coming ſhe ſhewed unto us bow 
with the conſent of the Q. mother , ſhe had fent for us (as the Miniſters 
Ambaſſadors of a Chriftian Princeſs, whom ſhe had ſundry cauſes to honor) 
ro confer with us and certain others in whom ſhe repoſed greac truſt rouching 
certain difficulties that were impeachments to the marriage, which thing ſhe 
would communicate to ns after dinner, She ſaid to us that now ſhe had-the 
Woolf by the ears, for that in concluding or nor concluding the marriage,ſhe 
ſaw danger every way, and that no matter (though ſhe had dealt in matters 
conſequence) did ſo much trouble herz as this, for that ſhe could not tell homgo

Ruſty and right well-beloved.. We greet you well. Since the receit of 
your Letters to us from you, both joynrly dated the firſt of March, and 0- 
ther your later Lettersof the 8 directed ro the Lord Barlejgh, in which your 
later Tetrend you did at length expreſſe your Negotiation in this matter of Trea- 
ty with the points not xeſolved ; we have had ſome cauſe -to prolong our an- 
qver otherwiſe then we thought at the firſt , partly at the requeſt of the French 
Ambaſſador here, who motioned unto us not to proceed to a final reſolution of 
the matters in doubt, untill he might receive ſome diretion from the King his 
Maſter z which when he had , then were we alſo impeached from conſideration 
of the ſame, by reaſon of ſudden ſharp accident of fickneſs, whichas it conti- 
nued with us ſome time; fo nevertheleſs in-7 or 8 dates, by Gods gopdneſs, 
we were eaſed, and do now take our ſelves to be very well recovered, both of the 
danger and trouble thereof , a op +2 but ſome ſmall time to recover 
the ſtrength which we loſt with the ſharpneſs of the ſickneſs. And ſo now we 
have after ſome conference had with the Kings Ambaſlador , reſolved upon the 
matters in doubt, and all the reſt of the Articles of the Treaty , which you 
ſhall underſtand to be in this manner following ; Where you did move to have 
inſertedintg the ſaid Article, the Clauſeot the mutual detence, to be by ſpecial 
name for Invaſion upon colour of Religion, conſidering upon debate thereof, 
the King hath offered to expound the ſame Clauſe, to be meant by a ſpecial Ler- 
ter according toa Coppy ſent to ugþy you, dated the 8 of March, and on the 
backſide marked with us. We do nor miſlike the Contents of the Letter, (a- 
ving we would wiſh the efte& thereof to be writtenin Latine, as the Treaty is 
with che Kings ſtile, fo as it may alſo have thegreat Seal annexed thereunto, 
The like thereof we will for our part accompliſh and deliver to this Ambaſſa- 
dor, And ſo have we cauſed our reſolution to be declared to their Ambaſſador; 
and in ſome part of the Letter we have added ſome words to make the ſame both 
plainer and fuller , whereof we ſend you a Coppy in Engliſh. And yer if yon 
cannot obtain it to be put in Latine and under the great Seal , ge find no cauſe 
to ſtay the Treaty for that, bur ro accept it as a Letter miſhve under the Kings 
hand and ſigner, as it hath been already offered. 

The ſecond matter concerning the aid which now is by the Kings Deputies 
reduced to a ſpecialty, although we could have been content to have had it re- 
main in generality, yet the ſame being no greater then it is, and the charge to 
be borne by the requtrant, we are contented therewith, and think it neverthe- 
lefs meer that the cauſes appointing the wages and ſtipends by either of us, mighe 
be more particularly and certainly expreſſed for avoiding of ambiguity , tha is, 
that the Prince requiring the aid, and to pay the wages , ſhall pay to every per. 
ſon, both Captains, Soldiers, and Officers, according to their ſeveral qualities, 
both by Land and Sea, wages certainly expreſſed how the numbers ſhall be ac- 
counted, whether fully , or with allowance of dead paies or lacks ; wherein be- 
cauſe there may be diverſities betwixt the uſage ofthe two Countreys, the cer- 
tainty would be ſet down according to our manner. As for example, in the 
compuration of the Band of 100.the manner here is to allow 8 dead paies to the 
hundred, and no more; which jf they like they ſhall be ſo accorded , or other- 
wile as they ſhal think it meereſt, ſo as theArticle may be reciproque for usboth, 
as well incharge aS innumber. ' 

Thethird matter in queſtion is for Scorland, wherein we have found great

no wiſe agree, ufing no other reaſons of value, bur that his Maſter ſhall thereby 
be taken as one that hath deprived the Queen of Scots his good Sifter of her e.

have it otherwiſe ordered, but to have the ſtate of the Realm to be preſerved a5 
we both findit, which we take to be inthe poſſeſhon of rhe King, being already 
Crowned and acknowledged by the 3 Eſtates of the Realm inftull Parlamenc, 
and acceptance of the Realm ſhall alrer, we muſt and ought to accept it as we 
ſhould find it. But thisnor ſatisfying the Ambaſſador , we cauſed the writing 
which he required to be farther conſidered ; and hereupon Faye cauſed another 
form to be drawn , agreeable to ſuch pare of theirs as we may like; and leavi 
the other part not by us allowable, which hath been ſhewed unto him, and at- 
ter much argument, not utterly miſliked , ſo as he might have ſome words of 
his own inſerted into the ſame, altogether prejudicial ro our meaning, which was 
declared unto him to be: and ſo we would have you to de the like, that confi- 
dering the King is poſſeſſed of the Crown for the preſent, and come to the ſame 
by order of the Kaws of the Crown , with the conſent of the 3 eſtates, and in 
Paxlament ; our meaning 1s, that he ſhould bealſo defended by the form of the 
Article by us deviſed. And fo weſend you the fame Article in Larine, although 
it was tO him thewed ig French, which we would have to be inſerted, except 0- 
therwile they will be contented that the whole matter of Scotland be pur tm fi- 
lence , and yet ibthey thall contenc themſelves with the Article in form by us 
conceivedz, then. you ſhall move-chem to aſſent , that in ſome one Article there 
may be a reſervation made for the King of Spain and his Countries by name; 
or if that cannot be-contained, then we would have you to procure that in a ge-

And in the beginning of the eight he would have theſe 
words added, Ant un illorum ſeperatim, de conſenſu tamen alterius, but we 
did not accord thereunto ; whereof he ſeemed very doubtfull how the King 
would aſſent to the reſt ; and although it may be that he (ball be alſo earneſtly 
eſſed therewith, yet except you ſhould ſee it ſtay the Treaty, we would nor 
bank you yield. But otherwiſe we do not mean you ſhould ſtay the Treaty for 
theſe few words. And where in the former part of our Letter we have willed 
you that there may be a ſpecial Article of reſervation of Treaties with the King 
of Spain; if you find that offenſive to the expedition of the Treaty, then we 
can be content only with the general Article of the 34.

'{ Y very Lord,what hath paſſed between the King here 4nd Q. M6- 
M ther and us,we have at large written co the Q.Maj. whit hath paſt berween 
the Deputies and us, You ſhal yore by the whole draught of the League now 

to be figned unto us - Bur becauſe in the inſtraions we were comrand- 

ed to fiene it before it were ſent thither into England to be berter conſideted, 
we thought beſt ro make the ſtay thereupon, that except the expreſs words for 
Religion were in it, we durſt nor ſigne it , and unleſs we did firſt underſtand hes 
Majeſties pleaſure, whether ſo ſhe would be content, there is no alceration. from 
the Article of 1546. in the Eſclairciſſement , which Article is alſo in three 
Treaties with France, 1515. and 1546. ſaving they have ſpecified the fitithber 
of Souldiers both by Sea and Land. The which we could by no means obtain 
of them to leave it in generality. After that we had gotten of ther that it 
ſhould not be ſ#mprib4s requiſits,which to bring to pas we had very much todo. 
And ſeeing it ts reciproque and no great number, we thought it not much arhi(s - 
All the reſt went eaie enough, even that of the Merchants, and they confeſſed 
chat in thefe general words the matrer of Religion is alſo contained : So that if

T doubt not, but others do certifie you of our Parliament proceedings, wherein 
there can be found no more ſoundneſs then in the common houſe;and no lack ap- 
pexring in the _ houſe, bur in the perſon ſuch ſlowneſs in the offers 
of ſurery,and ſuch ſtay in reſolution. 2s it ſeemeth God's not pleaſed thar the ſure- 
ry ſhall ſucceed. To lament that ſecrerly I cannot forbear, and thereby with it and 
ſach like I am overthrown in heart, as I have no ſpark almoſt of good ſpirirs left in 
me to nouriſh health in my body, being every 34-day thrown down to the ground, 
& 25 now I am forced to be carried into the Parliament-houſe,and to her Maj.pre- 
ſence; and tolament it py, is to g1ye more comfort to the adverſaries. Theſe 
are our miſeries,8& ſach as I ſee no end thereof;and amongſt orhers,ſhame doth as 
much trouble me as the reſt, that all perſons ſhall behold our follies as they may 
think, imputing theſe lacks and etrors ro ſome of us that are accounted inward 
Counſellours,where indeed the fault is not ; and yet they muſt be fo ſuffered, and 
ro be ſo imputed, for ſaving the honbur of the higheſt, I think to ſend you pre- 
ſently the Commiſſion to authorize you for treating of the Merchants cauſes,noc 
determined by the Treaty, but hitherto I am not informed how to inſtru you ; 
for indeed I ſee no likelihood of any great moment thereby,ſo are our Merchants 
affected totraffique by the Low-Countreys, or to Germany. 

My L-Admiral meaneth to be at Dover the laſt of this moneth. Ar ſome length 
have obtained the ſuit for you to the Q. Maj. which this day I will deliver to M. 
Dodington, whoſurely hath as much care of you, as if he were your brother, or 
your ſervant. Le Crocgue isin Scotland, where I think he ſhall do little good. The 
matters of the Low-Countreys were hot awhile, but now the Flemings are be- 
come cold.

the ſame Treaty,for a mutual love and amity to be hereafter uſed and maintained 
between them, her Maj.is fully bentin her heart to maintain the ſame on her part, 
the rather becauſe ſhe doth aſſuredly hope that the K.wil do the like:whereof his 
Maj.by his Ambaſl. that he hath ſent in the time of the late Treaty and negotis- 
tion of the ſame,ſhewed many manifeſt arguments of his own ſpecial favourable 
diretionsof matters at ſundry times reſting in doubtberween herCommiſſio 
and his Maj. to more reaſonable ends,as appeared, then otherwiſe would havebin | 
ordered by his Miniſters. And ſo the L. Admiral having in this manner aſſured * 
the K.of her Maj.ful and reſolute determination to imbrace and hold faſt this mu- 
tual amity;he ſhal ſay that his coming thither is co viſic the K.on her Maj.behalf, 
and to atrend upon his leafure and beſt oportunity to be preſent, and to receive 
the K.oath to be made for ratifying ofthe ſaid Treaty,according to a clauſe inthe 
ſaid Treaty for that purpoſe, And when the K, ſhal have accorded thereuato, 2

cid L. Admiral (hal before han d,percaſe by ſom ptivat conference had with ſome 
of the Secretaries of the State,how,and in whar ſort the ceremonies cherof ſhalbe 
obſerved.ſoas the proceeding may be at the time at the ſolemniry thereof withour 
any alteration. And for the better proceeding herein,the Lord Adimiral ſhall have 
with him both Articles of the Treaties requiring the ſaid oath, and the manner & 
form of like oath given by the ſaid K. heretofore n like caſes. And the inſtrument 
alſo to be demanded in writing , for teſtimony ofthe ſaid oath, with ſuch other 
things as are thereto requiſite, ſo as the ike manner may be uſed as near as may be 
agreeable to former uſages;and that there be with him preſent to aſſiſt him,S. Th. 
Smith,and the Ambaſl.refident,if rhey m—_— there to help. And as for the place 
where the ſaid oath ſhould be given, the ſaid L. Admiral ſhal not refuſe any that 
the K.ſhal appoint ,foreſeeing only that he be not by reaſon thereof compelled to 
be preſent at any Maſs to be (aid for the purpoſe; bur if ir be in Church or Chap- 
pel,he ſhal not refuſe ro require to rake 1t inthe ſame, Furthermore, — 
there isno other cauſe ſpecial of the ſending of the L. Admiral at this time tot 
(aid K but torequire his oath, yer for that there may be many occaſions offered 
of ſpeeches in the matters , where it ſhal be looked for that the ſaid L. Admiral 
ſhould anſwer the ſaid K.to his ſatisfaction. Therfore he wil in theſe things follow- 
ing,accommodate himſelf as hereafter is mentioned; wherein.the ſaid L. Admiral 
ſhal as occaſion ſhall ſerve, take the help of Sir Th. Smith, who is alſo herein well 
acquainted. In the matter of Scotland, although the ſaid L. Admiral be privy 
in what ſort her Maj. hath hitherto, proceeded, foas he may by conſideration 
therof,conjefure what is likely further to be her Maj.meaning : yet to make her 
caſe the more plain,he may wel hold opinion that her Maj. meaneth nor any thing 
more then that the Realm of Scotland may be broughe to quietneſs, and remain 
free from any invaſion of any ſtranger,wherby the liberty of thatCrown andNa- 
tion ſhould be impaired. And he may wel remember of his own — 
ottentimes {ince the Scotch Q.coming into our Realm,we have bin wel diſpoſed 
to haye obrained an accord betwixt her and her Subjects ; but always when we 
were moſtearneſt tohave done her pleaſure therein,ſhe was moſt ready to praQtice 
againſt us,as it ſeemerh, nor ſatisfied with che recovery of her own Country,with- 
out the praRtice, alſo ſhe might have ours, as by moſt manifeſt proofs the faid L. 
Admiral and Sir Th. Smith alſo can avow to be ready to beſhewed, whereupon 
'her Maj. hath been forced for her ſafety and weal of her Realm , to take another 
courſe. And therfore as tor the government of that Crown and Nation, her Maj. 
finding it certain that the 3 Eſtates of the ſame did in ful Parlament accept the Q. 
of Scots diviſion of her Crown to her ſon, and that thereby he was Crowned and 
inveſted according to the ancient Laws of that Realm, and that he is ſo acknow- 
ledged by the ſaid Eſtares and the whole peopleſa very few perſons for their par- 
ticular quarrels excepted)her Maj.finding in her ſuch dangerous ingratitude,mea- 
ning in her ſelt not to dire& any othet orders in the ſaid Realm, then ſhe findeth 
by her own Law,having alſo ſo good and juſt occaſion to detain the (aid Q. as ſhe 
doth. Upon theſe conſiderations the hath indeed concluded, and meaneth hereaf- 
ter to continue her tayour towards that K (the neareſt kinſman ſhe hath, and ici 
roteſſion correſpondent) to all ſuch as have acknowledged his auchority, and ſo 
4 therein continue, wherupon the ſaid L Admiral who is wel acquainted with 
this cauſe, ſhal alſo ſay to the K. that it it pleaſe him to do the like tor the K. he 
ſhal beſt thereby recover a commoh peace to that Larid, and the attempt of ſuch 
3s ſeek to withdraw that Nation from the ancient amity that hath been, and yet 
continueth betwixt the Realm and the ſaid K. Crown,jthal thereby be made fru- 
ſtrate, and as occaſion ſhal ſerve to this purpoſe, the L. Admiral may truly in- 
form the King, how the Q.of Scots of late time, both by ſundry her own Letters 
td 
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to the D of Alvs, and by her Miniſters to the K. of Spain,laboured to intice the 
ſaid K. of Spain to attempt the ſame,with plain aſſurance that ſhe will not ig 2ny 
wiſe d theFrench K.buc hath wholly given her ſelf,her ſon and Ream 
ſo far forth as ſhe can.to rhe ſaid K.of Spain;and te that end, hath done her urmoſt 
to move the ſaid K.to ſend forces into Ewgland;to joyn with ſuch as ſhe promiſech 
ſhall beayding thereunto to ſurprize her ſon, and to carry him into Spain by ſez, 
according thereunto the D. of 4/vs bath ſent ſcyeral men to perule the porcs in 
Scotland for-that interprize.Of theſe and ſuch like things the ſaid L Admiral can 
and ſhal of his own knowledg,inform the ſaid K.and thereby move him not to he 
abuſed by any her other offers to him to the contrary thereot; and ſhall plainly ler 
him to underſtand, except he ſhall cake this plain way toreſtore that Realmto a 
common peace, the ſaid Q. will do her utmoſt to make it a prey to others. 

As for the perſon of the ſaid Q. of Scots, he may declare, how well ſhe is treated 
for her diet and other things meet tor her health, howſoever the contrary may be 
reported;ſo ſhe may at her pleaſure take the air on-horſeback,ſo ſhe doth in com- 
pany of the E.of Shrewsbury, 8 tor het dier,it is ſuch,as her own Miniſters do and 
will prepare, without reſpe& of charge;only it is prohibired,that no ſtrangers ſhall 
have liberty to come to her, to praftiſe with them,as ſhe hath long time uſed;and 
yer it is found daily , that ſhe doth not ceaſe by letters and meflages to ſolicite 
all manner tor things tor her purpoſe, as by the interception now and thenby 
her letters and meſſages is to be ſeen,amongſt which are found theſe her continual 
labours to procure her ſon to be ſtollen 8 taken away into Spain,beſides the con- 
tinuance of her former dangerous practiſes attempted againſt the Q. Maj. and her 
Realm. And howſoever the Q. Maj. hath uſed a notable clemency and remiſneſs 
towards her, in not uſing ſuch revenge hereof as ſhe well might, and ſhe thinkerh 
no other Prince would 1n like caſe forbear; yet the faid L. Admiral ſhal ſhew ro the 
K. with great earneſtneſs her Eſtates now aflembled in Parliamenr, have and do ſo- 

licite her Maj.both in reſpec of her Maj.and the whole Realm,to proceed againſt 
the Scotiſh Q.by order of juſtice, tor her attempts againſt her Maj.perſon.& che 
ſtate of the Realm,wherein her Maj.is fo = exed with the inceſſant clamor and 
requeſt of her people in this behalf, as indeed ſhe is marvelouſly therewith rrou- 
bled;for as of her own nature herMaj.hath bin always found even in her own moſt 
private cauſes, and where her perſon hath been in dapger, not given ro ſhew an 
vehemency,or to purſue avenge, {o to retuſe rhe univerſal motion, the general ad- 
vice & exhortation of herStares;the thinketh it no (mal hazard of their love which 
they bear towards her;&what may happen hereof, theL. Adm. may fay,is doubtful. | 
And to the intent the L. Admiral may in this cauſe of the Q, of Scots, particu- 
larly ſhew how — to all deſerts of gratitude and fay.zz meant towards the 
ſaid Q, by the Q. Maj.ſhe hath been by her not one?- ungratetully, but alſo moſt 
dangerouſly dealt withal:;an4 thereby,as it were by excremity of her maliceintend- 
ed againſt the QMa) ſhe hath been forced to change her courſe, and regard her 
own fſatery.The ſaid L. Admiral may cal both-to tus remembrance and conference 
Sir Tho:Smith of thele things and their circumſtances ; that is, firſt of her ſecret 
ſeeking of the marriage with theD.of Norfolk,withour her Maj. knowledg,at that 
time that herMaj.was travelling to compound her cauſes with her ſubjects; and af- 
cer that her Maj. had impriſoned the ſaid D.for that attempt & that her practiſes in 
the ſame were diſcovered, and therewith not unknown to her Maj. what comfort 
ſhe had given to herMaj.ſubjects to enter into rebellion as they did;& being ſub- 
dued md forced to fly, were openly mainrained in Scorland, by the Scotiſh Q.. 


means. Itis yet notorious, how her Majeſtie by ſundry folicications, partly of

to bury the former natable injuries, and did newly erfter moſt earneſtly to

—at with her ſubje@ts for reſtitution, 8& left no good means unaſſayed.neither b 
—_ nor throxcaings ro move them to accept her Maj. earneſtneſs;then which 
the Nobilitie of Scotland profefiing obedience to the King her Son, that her Ma- 
jeſtie plainly charged them, that if they would not condeſcend to her moti- 
- ons for her, {be would utterly abandon them, and rather be a party agaitiſt 
them : Whereupon hey were entred into ſuch hard terms, as they anſwered, 
chat they would fo perſiſt in their obedience to their King, as they would yen- 
cure thelr lives in the quarrel. And yet finally, by ſome perſivaſions, they 
were induced to accord with her Majeſtie, that a Parliament ſhould be holden 
with ſuch ſpeed as it might be, and there theſe her Majeſties motions were pro- 
pounded, and certain perſons ſhould have authority to treat hereof with her 
Majeſties Councellours: Whereupon her Majeſtic did look for ſome good ſuc- 
ceſs, and before it could be granted thereunto to proceed, her Majeſtie diſco- 
vered daily moſt dangerous atremprs of Treaſon, both againſt her Perſon and 
Realm, wholly and onely ſet forth by the ſaid Queen of Scots. Arid her Ma- 
jeſtie found theſe newTreaſons int ed,and almoſt brought to their miſchievous 
perfetion, by not onely renewing of the former marriage with the Duke of 
Norfolk, and by giving order for a Rebellion and Invaſion of this Realm. All 
which was by her deviſed, ſet forth and delivered to be executed evenin the very 
ſame time that her Majeſtie did deal fo earneſtly for her with her Subje&s,; and 
was in hope to have obtained ſogge reaſonable end for her : So alſo did ſhe fniow 
diſcover the truth of her former practiſes in ſtirritig of the firſt Rebellion, onely 
to have by force obtained the marriage, and with the ſume force ſought the 
Crown. All the which attempts the ſaid Lord Admiral and Sir Tho: Smith can 
orderly declare, and fo they ſhall do. And they may well ſay, That her Maje- 
ſtie cannot think any perſon to mean well rowards her Gfetie, that would after 
theſe things thus notified, move her Majeſtie to hold her former courſe in favour 
of the ſaid Scotiſh Queen: And this hath been the cauſe why her Majeſtic hath 
not (ſince this laſt diſcovery of theſe dangers) in ſuch fort anſwered both to the 
King and his Miniſters upon their motions made in her fayour. And the Lord 
Admiral ſhall conclude, that ſeeing the caſe is thus, that toſhew ſuch favour to 
the Scotiſh Queen as is deſired, is moſt dangerous to her Majeſties Crown, and 
her Majeſtic = _ - = _ to hazard as dong : And beſides, 
the things intended by the Scot! br Majeſtie, it is apparent ſhe 
oh wholly give her {elf to the Duke of 4/va, and to the King of Spain; which 
as it is many waies fully to be proved,ſo may the Lord Admiral ſay, That he can 
make it manifeſt by her own hand writingfor which end he ſhall ſhew c@ theKi 
a Letter of hers in Cypher to the Duke of 4/vs: All which the Lord Admi 
ſhall ſhew tothe King, to this end, that both he may ſee the juſt cauſes her Maje- 
ſtie hath to hold the courſe ſhe doth,and that he alſo wil not moleſt her Maj. with 
any motions tending for favour of the Scortiſh Q, ſo greatly to her Maj. danger. 
And to the matter of le Crocques ſtay here for a time, before his departure in- 
to Scetland,it any mention be made by the King, the faid L. Admiral can

{ador, that ſhe would not aſſent to marry with him,or with any other, that would 
not conſent with her in Religion, contrary to the order of the Realm, or at the 
leaſt,that would uſe any other Religion in any ſort, then ___ ſtand with the 
Church of God; whereupon her Majeſtie was by them preſſed bur to conſent to 
2 ſufferance of ſome ſecret uſage of his Religion without offence of the Realm, 
gntil he might be otherwiſe induced and perſwaded in conſcience. - 

It may be remembred, that when her Majeſties Ambaſſador made a report at 
de Foix return of her Majeſties anſwer, the King ſeemed not willing to receive 
that anſwer, but that he defired that ſome might be ſent tro commune thereof 


with him, who ſhould find that the matter ſhould be made clearer of theſe difh- 
culties; whereunto when her Majeſtie did not fully conſent, it was afterward by 
the Ambaſſador Reſident oftentimes preſſed, that her Majeſtie would ſend ſome 
ſpecial perſon of truſt for her ſelf ro the French King,promiſing her Majeſtie,chat 
this matter ſhould be facillicated , and made eaſte to her contentation. Accord. 
ing whereunto, her Majeſtic, upon many ſolicitarions, ſpecially by the ſaid Am- 


baſſador in the King his Maſters name, did ſend Sir Tho: Smith, to underſtand the 
Kings meaning herein, who can beſt rell, how at the firſt entry he was anſivered 
with adire& contrary courſe to her Majeſties expeQatian, and otherwiſe then 
was mentioned by any Ambaſſador that ever treated therein with her Majeſtie, 
or that ever Monſieur de Foix did eyer ſpeak or require ; which was, that Mon- 
fieur de Anjos would in any wiſe have the exerciſe of his Religion here in Eng- 
land;in like ſort as he had in France: A matter ſtrange to be heard at that time, 
when her Majeſtie was provoked to ſend one, with hope that in the caſe of Re- 
ligion ſhe ſhould receive ſuch an anſiyer as ſhould content her Majeſtic, Of this 
matter the L. Admiral ſhall inform himſelf morelargely of Sir Tho: Smith, to 
che end that if the ſame be communed of, he may both with the King and the 
Queen Mother ſo deal, as it may be ſeen to them that her Majeſtic had cauſe to 
think very ſtrangely thereof : And were itnot that ſhe is entred into a ſtreight 
Amity withthe King, ſhe mighe juſtly challenge lack of friendſhip herein, but 
as the King be not ignorant, but that her Majeſtic hath cauſe to think her (elf 
not well dealt withal the 1s content to pals it over, without Kee] ing the ſame in 
memory to nouriſh any unkindneſs. ſo the L. Admiral ſhall ule his ſpeech, 
that the King may not think his ſpeech to move any new offence. Furthermore, 
the ſaid L. Admiral ſhall in all his ſpeech wich the King, and alſo with the Queen 
Mother, let it appear how much her Majeſtic eſteemeth ſundry offers made to 
her by the Kings Letters to his Ambaſſador here, of daily increaſe of this Ami 
now newly eſtabliſhed between them. And though her Majeſtie doth not per 
ſo often anhwer theſe his kindneſſes in words or writing, yet he ſhall be aſſured, 
that whenloever occaſion ſhall be given to ſhew the like affeRion in deeds, (he 
will not be behind him. Beſides the letters to the King and Q, Mother, be ſhall 
have alſo her Majeſties letters to the Q, of Navarre, whom he ſhall viſic, and 
moſt heartily ſJute in her Majeſties name ; and ler her underſtand, how glad be 
Majeſtie is, and doth thank God for the benefit of the Peace,which he hath given 
. to her. and to all others, that now of a long time have for defence of their conſci- 
ences ſuffered great calamicies wich her, wherein ſurely her ſincerity and conſtan- 
Cy hath won to her no ſmall honour in the world; but moſt of ill the | 
ot God to indure with her and her poſterity. And next to this, her Majeſtic doth 
1eJoycethar ſhe hath ſo wiſely and honourably conſidered of the marriagect

3-nce her Son with the daughter of Fr ance, whereby both the love of the 
French King to her Eſtate ſhall probably have contituance, and her (elf ſhall live 
by Gods grace, to ſee the good ſucceſs of her ſon in her own time, to her comfort. 

The ſaid Lord Admiral ſhall alſo give the Admiral of France, and others of 
the Nobility joyned with him, to underſtand how glad her Majeftie is of the con- 
rinuance ofthe Pacification of their troubles, and doth hope, that they wiltler 
cheir fincerity and their good meaning appear ſo to theKing,as he may comforta- 
bly continue his favours rowards them, and that their adverſaries, who have here- 
cofore ſlandered their aftions,as though they had not been founded upon conſci- 
ence, may be aſhamed to have abuſed themſelves ; and ſo ſhall the honour of God 
indeed.by their manifeſt and good converſations increaſe, to the confufion of 
chem, that by untruths have maliciouſly ſought to keep the ſame under, and to 
oppreEs it. And for the Houſe of Guſe, the L. Admiral ſhall nor forbear to fa- 
Jute them of his own patt,according to their degrees, it he ſhall ſee that they give 
countenance to him as to accept it. And if any of them ſhall motion matters to 
him,as of the Q. of Scots, he may fay, it ſhe had been counſelled by her friends 
to have been grateful ro her Majeſtie, or to have forborn the ſeeking ro offend 
her Majeſtie, ſhe might thereby have done her ſelf good, and been the cauſe of 
quietneſs to the Countrey; but ſhe hath ſo manifeſtly taken other courſes.,as ſure- 
ly either her friends that evil counſelled her, or her ſelf, muſt be accounted the 
principal cauſe of her trouble. And fo he ſhall uſe his ſpeech of her. 

Theſe inſtru&ions the L, Admiral ſhall communicate with Sir The: Smith and 
the Reſident Ambaſſador, and upon the fight of them Sir Tho: Smith ſhall un- 
derſtand it to be her Majeſties pleaſure, that he ſhall accompany and be afſiſtanr 
to the L. Admiral in the time of the Kings giving of his == ty And whenghe L. 
Admiral ſhall have done his Commiſhon,and delivered the reſt of his charge con- 
rained in theſe Inſtructions, the ſaid Sir Tho: Smith (hall no longer abide in 
France, but ſhall return at his moſt commodity.

Ir, I heartily chank you for your Letters ofthe aine and twentieth of the laſt, 
) and ſpecially for that which you write to her Majeſtie. As to the marters of 
the King of Spins Low-Countreys, we have great cauſe to bear a jealous coun- 
renance thereto; for as being in the Spaniards hands, we licked Traftique with 
ſurety ; ſo if the Maritine part come to thoſe where you are, not onely the 
Traflqui incothoſe parts,for our Merchants will be regulated by them, bur our 
ſoveraignty upon the narrow Seas will be abridged with danger and diſhonogr, 
And notwithſtanding this, I ſee lack of diſpoſition to provide the remedy where 
itſhould chiefly be, and I truſt wich importunicy, we that ſee into the perils, ſhall 
obtain ſomewhat ; if not, our conſciences ſhall be nr og minds ſhall 
not. As to your Letters to her Majeſtie, foraſmuch as the Duke of Norfolk had 
ſuffered upon Munday, and your Letters came on Tueſday, I chought it noc 
amis to tell che Queens Majeſtie that I had Letters from you to her, which 1 
thought were onely co ſhew her the opinion of wiſemen, and her Majeſties well- 
wiſhersin Frarce,both for the Queen of Scots and the Duke of Norfolk; where- 
upon ſhe bad me open the letters, and fol didin her preſence; andthe being 
ſomewhat ſad for the Duke of Norfolks- death, I took occaſion to cut off the 
reading thereof, and ſo entred into ſpeech of the Queen of Scots, which ſhe 
did not miſlike, and commended your care and diligence. As tor the party 
your dear friend, I did not ſpeak with him, nor he never accompanied me, 
nor onceever ſpake one word to me of the matter , as he was wont to do 
in other matters, I diſallow not his private afteftion to the party, but his 
judgement I -dodifſallow in preferring private to publike, I do return to you 
the Commiſhon amended in your name,which was the errour of the writer ; you 
may proceed thereto as you ſee time. 

The French Ambaſſador hath no Commiſſion to require the like, looking 
forit, as he faith, when cMontmorency ſhall come , whoſe delay proves an 
unreaſonable charge to great numbers to the Queens Majeſtie, having her offi- 
ces of Houſhold at Dover, and her proviſions thereby loſt. The Earl of

GH, ic may pleaſe yon to adyertiſe her Majeſtie, That of late the King here 
was advertiſed from his Ambaſſador Reſident in Flanders, how that the 
ninchof this moneth the Prince of Orange approaching neat unto Mont; , and 
being ſally reſolved to fight with his enemy, commanded forth of his Arm 
four hundred footmeen, and five hundred light horſemen, the Prince himſelf 
and the reſt of his Army following them ſomewhat afar off, in very good or- 
der. On therighr hand of his Battaile there ſtood a mill, where he planted fix 
pieces of Artillery, as well to defend himſelf, as ro offend his enemy with more 
advantage. The Duke of Alva likewiſe ſent out againſt the Prince five hun- 
dred Spaniards Harquebuſhiers, and fix hundred light horſemen , with Har- 
quebuſhiers a Crock, on theright hand of chem he ſer rwo thouſand Rutters, 
and on the left wing as many. In this fort they came at cage to hand ſtrokes, 
the fight dured along time, to wit, from twelve of the clockat noon, to fix of 
the clock at night ; but in the end, by means of the Prince of Oranges Artil- 
lery, the Duke of Aiva*s horſemen were put in ſo great diſorder, as they were 
conſtrained to retire themſelves into their Tents, not without great loſs. The 
number of them that were {lain is not yet certainly known, although it is re- 
ported, that the Duke hath loſt above three thouſand men. This viRory is 
thought to proceed of 250 horſemen, who iſſued forth of Mont; during the 
Conflict, and ſer upon the tail of the Duke 4/v#'s Army, whoalloafrerwards 
joyned with the Prince of Orange. Thus much I thought good to write, to the 
end her Majeſtie may underſtand how things paſs in Flanders. 


Touching the ſtate of this Countrey, there is nothing meant but extremity - 


towards thoſe of the Religion. On Sunday laſt, which was the fourteenth of 
this moneth, the young Princeſs of Conde was conſtrained to go to Mals, be- 
ing threatned otherwiſe to go to priſon, and ſo conſequently to be made away. 
The Prince of Coxde hath alſo yielded to hear Maſs upon Sunday next, being 
otherwiſe threatned to go to the Baſtile, where he is not like foo to ſerve. 
The Friday before Queen Mother told me, that no bodies conſcience — for 
(ich ſhe) here is the King of Navarre, the Prince of Conde, and divers others 
in this Court, that live with liberty of conſcience, and ſo ſhall continue ; not- 
tics ony. Non ſhe) that the King could be content, and could wiſh' that 
they were all converted and become Catholiques. And I do perceive that 3 
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Miajeſtie will ſtand upon her guard, and ſtrengrhen her (elf with the Amity of 
the Proteſtant Princes of Germany,who(as I hear) are awake, and marvellouſly 
ſtomach this late cruelty, and do think that the danger thereof wi!l reach £> 
themſelves, if chey do not ſeek toprevent it. I hope alſo her Majeſtie will

great multitude of the Religion, were ſuddenly murthered the four and twen- 
tiethat Pars, ina moſt cruel ſort, there was no ſmall cauſe of the increaſe of 
her Majeſties grief, and that ſo much the more, as ſhe conld hear no manner 
certainly thereof from you, of whoſe perſonalſo, in ſuch a horrible time, her 
Majeſtie was very careful ; and notwithſtanding that the French Ambaſſador did 
at London, to ſome of your friends affirm, that you were in ſafety ; yer until 
your own ſervant came, who ſtayed long .at Bulloin for lack of good wind, 
with your letters, and ſome knowledge of the fact, her Majeſtie was not quiet 
in mind for your ſelf: And likewiſe her Majeſtie underſtood, that they would 
have to be conceived by a writing, which was by the Queen Mothers com- 
mandment ſent you, expreſſing the ſummaty of this ta&, which ſeemeth to be

hereof as to the diforder in proceeding , howſoever the information had been 
true, her Majeſty forbeareth ro impure to his Majeſty, and leaveth the fame to 
the burthen of others about him, whoſe age and knowledg ought in ſuch a caſe 
to have foreſeen how offenders ought to have been chaſtiſed with the ſword of 
the Prince, and not with the bloody ſword of murtherers, being alſo the mort 
ſworn enemies of the parties murthered. The information whereof far the re- 
covery of his Majeſties honour, which is by the faults of others herein greatly 
touched, her Majeſty leaveth to his Majeſty to be conſidered, and wiſheth him 
commodity to do that which might be to Gods honour and his praiſe.

To that Iiaid, that T was well aſſured chat her Majeſty 
had no other meaning: I then moved him for ſome otder to be given both to 
the Governor of rhe Town of Burdeawx, 25/#6 to $tr8f34and the Condudtors 
of his Army, that our Merchants thar repair eo the Vintage might paſs co and 
fro ſafely without ny way being ourraged, and thar alſo during the time of his 
abode at Burdeav% » fro be moleſted for religion. To this his anfiwer

De [a Mott the French Ambadſ- 
fador, on Munday the 22 of chis Month, having asked Audience, cameto 
our Court at Reading , and there had long communication with us , the which 
ſeemed to us at that ime che more ſtrange , being we had heard before of the 


daily murdering of thoſe of the Religion there in France , nor only ar Paris and 


Orleans, but allo at Lyons and Roan, and divers other places and Ciries of thac 
Realm, all the which was done by the Kings appoinement and commandment ; 
whereupon when we had heard what he could fay unto us, he heard us 0 reply 
at thattime, as we do think he found himſelf unable to fatisfieus : And ne- 
vertheleſs we told him, chat we would be furcher adviſed for our anſwer, which 
he ſhould have within chree or four daies; whereupon communicating his Ne- 
gotiation with our Councel upoa their French rongue, An anſwer was made, 
as appeareth by this here incloſed, which is the copy of that we delivered to Nj- 
caſius to interpret in French to the ſaid de la Mott.as our fulanſwer & reſolution 
at that time; with the which,as Nicaſius reporteth, de a Mott ſeemed very well 
content and ſatisfied. In the which yet you may perceive that divers thingsare

I R, I ſhewed to the Queens Majeſty and my Lords of the Councell , both 
your letters to me written the $ of this nſtagt; the one contained your ne- 
otiation, the ocher was a diſcourſe both wilely written, and very well liked. On 
Thurſday laſt , Monſieur 4» Crocque was here,and had audience given him by 
my Lord Treaſurer, my Lord Chamberlain, and my Lord of Leiceſter,becauſe 
the Queens Majeſty was nowat time perfectly whole of the {mall Pox, as the 
Phyſicians did ſay, although her Majeſty and a great ſort more, will not have it 
ſo, now it makes no matter what it was, thanks be to God ſhe is ny whole, 
and noſign thereof left inher face. On Sunday he had his anſwer given unto 
the Steward of his houſe, the ſum and ſubſtance whereot I ſend you here in- 
cloſed,whereby you may know his negotiation which was long in words to make 
us believe better of that King then yer we can; and replied, as I underſtand, li- 
berally enough, although in that Prince and Countrey who have (6 openly 
and injurioutly done againſt Chriſt, who is Truth, Sincerity, Faith, Pirie, Mercy, 
Love, and Charity , nothing can be too ſharply and ſeverely anſwered, Yer 
Princes you know are acquainted with nothing but Dowlcewr,ſo muſt be handled 
with Dowlceur, eſpecially amongſt and between Princes. And therefore to tem- 
erateas you may perceive got that they may think the Queens Majeſty and 
4s Councell ſuch tools, that we know not what is to be done, and yer that we 
ſhould not appear ſo rude and barbarous,as to provoke where no profit is to any 
man [I think, I for my part do not doubt but you will uſe this anfwer as you 
were wont, gravely and wiſely, for the King there will look to have ir, as well at 
your hands as at his Ambaſſadors. 

You are carefull (as wiſdom doth lead you) of the wel-doing here in England, 
which needs muſt be well eſteemed of her Majeſty and all her Councell; and] 
tell you, we are not ſo remiſs and negligent as peradyenture another that know- 
eth not, would think, In time things be done unlooked for as well for miſchief, 
as that was in France, as to good and remedy,where God giveth grace and cir- 
cumſpe&tion.

Beacons 1n jFrance, .I have ſent you a Scotiſh proclamation herewith, Ds 
Crocque and Yiracque have already taken their leave of Scotland, and be come 
to Barwick. The 20 of this moneth they appointed to be here at Court, By 
that we can fee the Lords in Scotland draw neeter and neerer to an accord, that 
rather it is in hope then in deſpair. Theſe cruelties in France bave helped not a 
little, and now continuing much more will: You gave good advice that all 
Scotiſh men ſhould not be ſtayed, no more they be nor; ſome of the late Com- 
mers have given the reſt in Scotland a good ——- —— to make them awake, 
yet there may alſo be falſe brethren come amongſt them ; which as reaſon is, 
thall be ſtayed and ſent back if they may be known.

ER, ict may pleaſe you to advertiſe her Majeſty, that the young Queen was 

brought ro bed:of a daughter the 22 of ORober, whoſe Nativity was conle- 
crated withthe blood of Briquement and Cavaynes, who the ſame day berween 
the hours of 5 and 6'invthe evening, were hanged by Torch-lighe, the King, 
Queen mother, and the'King' of Navarre, with the Kings brethren, and 
Prince of Conde being lookers on. As Briquemont was going up .the ladder the 
Under-Prevoſt of the Town faid, thar'the King had ſent him to know _

he: could ſay any thin ing the late Comuration, which if he would 
confeſs, oy ow ve his life, hereunto he anſwered, that the King had ne- 
ver a more faithful nor a more truer fubje chen he was; but this 1 know pro- 
ceeded not of himſelf, but of evil Counſellours about him, and {olifring up his 
eyes to heaven, he ſaid, O my God, whoſe Tribunal Seat 1 ſtand, and 
whoſe tace I hope ſhortly to ſee, thou knoweſt well thas I know nothing, nor 
did nor ſo much as once think of any Conjuration againſt 'the King, nor againſt 
his Eſtatez though contrariwiſe they have uncruly put the fame in my procefs ; 
buc I beſeech my God, that he will pardon the King, and all thoſe that have 
been the cauſe of this my unjuſt death, even as I defire pardon at thy hands for 
my fins and offences committed againſt thy Divine Majeſtic. Being then drawn 
up another ſtep on the ladder, he uttered onely theſe words, I have ſomewhat 
to utter unto the King, which I would be glad ro communicate unto him, but 
(faid he) I ſee that I may not; and ſo ſhrunk up tus ſhoulders, to forbear to uſe 


any further ſpeech. As his conſtancy ly was much commended, ſo was 
his death much bewailed of many oliques that were beholders of the 
ſame. Cavannes uſed no fj but ſhewed himſelf void of all magnanimity 


who before his death, in hope of lite, made ſome ſhew to relenc in Religion. 
Two chings were generally much miſliked at this execution che one, the pre- 
ſence of the King, as a thing unworthy the Head of juſtice, to be at the exe- 
cution of juſtice; the other, that Briquemont , being a Gentleman , was 
hanged, a thing very rare in France, eſpecially he being reputed of his 


enemies to be innocent, of that thing which lately had been laid ro his 


charge. 
About an hour after the execution, the cruel and bloody people of this 


Town, not content with their death , rook them down from the Gallows, 
and drew them abour the ſtreets, thrafting them chrough cheir Kodies with dag- 
gers, and ſhooting of dags at them, cutting off their ears , tting no 


other kind of villanous and' barbarous cruelcy. Tt was thought alfo, thar there 


' ſhould have been anocher general day of execution, of as many as have been 
known at any-time to have been of the Religion, the ſtay whereof, I am 
credibly informed, was procured by 'the- Queen - Mother, who with no ſmall 
difficulty and interceſſion, obtained the ſame ar the Kiogs tfands, who proteſt- 
ed thar the ſame was but deferred for a time. The Kiog is grown now ſo bloody 
minded, as they that adviſed him theretodo repent the fame ; and do fear that 
the old ſaying will prove true,” Malum confilines conſultori peſcimam, Ar the 
time of my Congratulation of the birth of the child, I uſed theſe ſpeeches 
following to the King : 97 . 

Sir, knowing the murual good will that is between my Miſtris the Queen and 
yourMjeftie,as between whom and evil, pleafares and diſpleaſures are com- 
mon, | could donoleſs, being her Miniſter here, bur congratukte as well the 
proſperous delivery of the Queen your: Majeſties wite, as alſo the Nativity of 
the yong Princeſs your daughter, ' who. is, as it were, a pledge of ſome iſſue- 
male to follow, that may hereafter ſupply che Royal Sear that you preſently 
enjoy.z which when it cometh to paſs, no Prince, Neighbor , Ally or Coante- 
derare will be more glad thereof then the Queens Majeftie my Miſtris. Where- 
unco the King anſwered, after private thanks given unto mefor the oftice of 
Congratulation, that I did'uſe och pence apprtine ro the amify be- 
tween them; which was, Thar pleatures and dilpleafures ſhould be common to 
either of them z which as T look for no lels ar my good fifters hands your Mi-- 
ſtris, ſo ſhe may aſſure her (elf, ſaith he, 'ar my ; and I with that my Am- 


baſlador might have occaſion to uſe like oficgof Congratulation towards ber-- 
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- alother Princes do.che like, 
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as you do here towards me, I thanked his Majeſtie for wiſhing that wiſh, for 
that it was a general defire to 3s many 3s truly loved her Majeſtie. As 1 wa; 
taking my Foe he told me, that they of Roehel , againſt whom he did 
mean preſently to ſend his Forces, did give out, that her Majeſtie promiſeth 
r0 ſend them ſuccours ; whichthing (faith he) I do not believe, conſidering 
the good intelligence that is between us. To this I replyed, that if his Maje. 
ſie ſhould give credit to any ſuch ung, he ſhould do her Majeſtie great wrong, 
conſidering the late proteſtation I made unto him on her Majeſties behalf, tha 
her meaning was not to do any thing that may tend to the violating of the late 
League concluded between them. As for the Brutes given out by them of Ro- 
chel, who are now in deſperation; I ſhewed him, that men in that ſtare are 
glad to give out any thing that may draw others to joyn with them in afſiſt- 
ance. He anſwered, that he believed it was ſo. And fſoI tookmy leave of 
him. I was then brought unto Queen Mother, unto whom I uſed like ſpeech 
of Congratulation. After which ſpeech, 1 ſhewed her,that the King had made 
me acquainted with certain brutes given out by them of Rochel, of ſome ayd 
omiſed by her Majeſtie, which thing very honourably (ſaid I) he proteſteth 
he would not believe. Whereupon ſhe ſhewed me, how it was true, that certain 
Letters were lately intercepted, ſent by them of Rochel, in the which there 
was mention made that her Majeſtie underhand had promiſed ro affiſt them, 
that the Count Montgomery would repair unto them with the ſaid aſſiſtance, 


, but for my part, ſaithſhe, I know the Queen your Miſtris to be too honour- 


able and too wiſe to intermeddle in any ſuch matter, who I know will give the 
King my fon leave to deal with his ſubjects; as ſhall ſeem beſt unto himſelf. 1 
ſhewed her, thatin ſo judgingof her Majeſtie, ſhe judged rightly ; and that 1 
hoped ſhe would give mote credit to her Majeſties late proteſtation touching the 
inviolable obſerving of the late League, then to any brutes that ſhould be given 
out by deſperate men. This was the effect of that which paſſed between us for 
thac preſent. About the ſeven and twentieth of the laſt there arrived here a 
Currier outof Spain, ſent from the Ambaſſador Refident there , who hath 
brought unto them very grateful news, eſpecially Monſieur, as I hear, ſeemeth 
to be moſt contented with the ſame. He hath lately had great conference 
with the Ambaſſador of Sp«i», who _—_— now to ſhew magnih- 
cency, and hath lately clad fourteen of his ſervants with Cloaks of Scarlet, 
garded with Velvet, and giyen them other apparel ſuitable thereto. Before 
the arrival of the ſaid Currier, there was ſome unkindneſs grown betwixt 
Spain and this Crown, upon a complaint made by the Captain of Callis, of 
a Barque caſt up this Summer by the ſluce, which is like, upon the next glut of 
water. to drown the whole Gountrey of Oye ; but now there is a promiſe made 
that 3ll ſhall be addreſſed; fo that 1t is thought, that there was never ſo great 
amity between Spain and this Crown, as preſently is like to be. The Ita 
lans diſcourſe, that the King muſt leave no means unattempred to procure the 
having of the young King of Scots for a match for his daughter ; which thing 
they think, with daring of an hundred thouſand Crowns amongſt the needy 
Scotiſh Nobility, Will eafily be brought to paſs. The Scotiſh Ambaſſador 
the eight and twentieth and nine and tyentieth of the laſt, had often confe- 
rence with the Cardinal of Guife and: the Duke CAwumale ; his abode in 
Court was more then ordinary for an Ambaſſador, for he continued there two 
whole days, which maketh men to judge that the matter was of importance,and 
therefore required preſent expedition. It is looked for here that her Majeſtie 
ſhould ſend ſome body to congratulate the nativity of this young Priacel, for

There lacketh but the Cardi- 
nal of Ler745ns preſence to haſten the ſame to his full. ripenefs. If the miſ- 
chief might only reach to themſelves, the harm were the leſs; bur it is feared 
that their neighbours ſhall participate ſome part of che ſmart of their tolly ;

They have taken alſo upon the edge of Languedoc, a certain place called 
Sanins , where their Gun-powder is made: this encreaſe of their number maketh 
the King irreſolute what to do., Before theſe advertiſements,he was determined 
to have beſieged Sancerre, butnow he is adviſed to march toward them in Lan- 
guedoc. The new accidents that happen, m:tke them to change their purpoſes. 
Of late there is one arrived here from the Duke of Baviers, whoſe coming is 
rhought to proceed through the Cardinal of Lorrains perfiwaſions, with com- 
miſſion to make great offers to. the King, from the Duke, tothe -end to en- 
courage him, both tothe imbracing of the league, as alſo to proceed to the 
rooting ont of thoſe of the Religion here. 

Monſieur de {a 21 of hath of late earneſtly recommended to their Majeſties 
here, certain requeſts commended unto him' by wy Lords of her Majeſties 
Counſci. Whereupon Pynart tent unto me, to aſſure me, that there ſhall be 
ſuch juſtice done to her SubjeRs, as her Majcſtie ſhall have juſt cauſeto. reſt 
contented therewith.

Ir, Ir may pleaſe you to advertiſe her Majeſtie, that by advertiſement late 
ly come to this Court from Rochel, the King is . won to underſtand, thaf 
$tro751 hath taken £M arans, not far from Rochel, where he pur to the {word 
two Companies of Souldiers placed there by the Rochellois. Further, he is 
given tO underſtand, that de /x Nowe is entred into Rachel, —_— chither by 
che King, having beforehand given oath, that he would faithfully travel to re- 
duce them to yield, who by perfwaſton hath much wrought with them, as they 
2re content to grow to ſome capitulation, which proceedeth chiefly throngh a 
diſagreement that is between the Rochellois and ſuch ſtrangers as are repaired 
chicher, Alſo it is ſaid, that the Baron de le guard hath taken three ſhips laden 
with corn by them of Rochel. 

Theſe ſundry newes hath pur them of this Court in great jollity, for that they 
bope ſhortly to reduce the Realm to inward quietneſs. 

There are marched out of Burgwxdy a Captain footmen, and certain 
horſemen, levied by the Duke of Guiſe, and the Duke of Awmale, whether they 
ſhall be imployedat Sencerre,or whether they ſhall march direftly tro Lang wedoc; 
it is not 4s yet concluded, 

The Duke of Guiſe arrived here the twelfth of this moneth , who is 
marvellouſly well accompanied. The Cardinal of Lorrazn his Unck, is daily 
looked for here, as alſo the Cardinal! of Guiſe his Couſin. 

By Letters of the fifth of this moneth out of Flanders they write,that the D.of 
Alva doth diſtribute his Army into Garrifons, and that the Royſters do remain 
at the Forreſt of Ardez, and in the Land of Luxenburg, where they commir 
great ſpoils and outrages, being nor yet payed; tor that the D, of Alva pretend- 
eth, not to have wherewithal to diſcharge them. They write further, that the 
Prince of Orange remaineth at DortFechr,where he maketh colle&ion of money 
tor the levying of forces for the next Spring, From CuMex they write,that there 
are certain Commiſſioners repaired thither, ſent by the Emperor (as it is ſaid) to 
treat ſome accord between the Prince of 0range and the D. of Alva; notwith- 
ſtanding, they do give out other cauſes of their coming, By Letters from Yienzs 
they advertiſe, thatthe Emperor is repaired into Bohemia, to procure the electi- 
on of .his Son , which being done, he meaneth toreparr to Germany, and there 
to keep a Diet for the election of the King of Romans. Further they advertiſe, 
that the great Turk of late hath ſent unto him a preſent, commending him very 
much for the keeping of his promiſe, and the obſervation of the accord between 
them, requeſting him to continue the ſame. Touching the eleRion of the 
King of Polonia they write , that the. Ele&tor Brandenbarg is moſt like to 
be choſen, notwithſtanding they have great hope of Monſteurs election, which 
men of great judgement do think to be void of any good ground. By letters 
out of 1taly they write, that the Turk will have in a readineſs againſt the next 
Spring 400 Gallies, whercof they are very much atraid, the rather, for that their 
own Forces by ſea do decay , the greateſt part of their ſlaves for the furniture, 
being decayed by ſickneſs this laſt voyage. And (o leaving further to trouble 
your Honour at this preſent, 1 moſt humbly take my leave.

T Ruſty and well-beloved, we greet you well; there hath been with us Mon- 
fieur de Manneſire, with the Letters from the King and Queen Mother, and 
the Duke of A4/a»ſon: His credence was in three points: The continuance of 
the Amity, That we ſhould be God-mother to the Infant; and to purſue ſtill 
the requeſt of marriage with the Duke of Alanſen, To whom we anſwered : 
Firſt, that as for amity, having it of late by league fo ſtraitly made betwixt us, 
on our behalf we never attempted nor minded to attempt any thing that ſhould 
impair it, but rather do ſtudy and wiſh to encreaſe the fame, if we could; and 
therefore you may ay, itis that, and the'good will appertaining to that Amity; 
that made us by you before, and now by de Mannefire, to declare what we have 
heard of our good brothea, which we are ſorry to hear : Firſt, the great flaugh- 
ter made in France of Noblemen and Gentlemen, unconvicted, and untryed. 
So ſuddenly (as it is ſaid at his commandment) did ſeem ſo much to touch the

not yer communicated to their Majeſties here ſuch anſwers as were made un- 
to the things propounded unto her by Monſieur 4e Manneſire,, both for thathe 
is not yet returned, as alſo, for that the Queen Mother, at this preſent, is nor 
in the beſt health, whereby Ambaſſadors can have no acceſs to her as yer. Her 
ſickneſs is onely a Catarrh, fo that I chink by his return ſhe will be in ſtate able 
to give acceſs : ſeeing the Government reſteth wholly in her hands, withour 
committing the matter unto her, as well as unto the King, it will be co no great 
purpoſe, for that he receiveth his light from thence. The eighteenth of chis 
moneth, the King by miſchance of another mans ſword , received a little 
hurt in his left arm, which is not great, but that every ſmall hurt is great in a 
Prince. 

The of the Rochellois yielding is now worn away, having lately re- 
ceived or aderhum ben from rin { har de cd do .. good, and 
thar they impriſon as many as do perſwade them to yield, as thoſe whom they 
hold ſuſpected z ſo that now being out of all hope to obtain the ſame by com- 

fition, they here conſult ofthe means to obtain the ſame by force z and there-

It is thought that one chief cauſe of the Dnke of Savoys coming, tendeth to 
make ſome complot againſt Geneva;as alſo,to conclude ſome ſtraiter arnity then 
heretofore hath been between this Crown and Spain ; the means whereof is 
thought to be the marriage of Monfieur and the King of Spains daughter. They 
ſeem here to be nolefs ſorry for the E. of Derby, then for D. Chaſtelrawlr, whar, 
movetrh them ſo to be, I know not. Though there hach grown ſome alteration

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Ir, the day after Monſieur Mayneſires arrival, which was the 23 of this pre. 
> ſent, I had acceſs unto the King, at what time 7 made him acquainred with \ 
the contents of her Majeſties Letters. To the which he anſivered, that touch- 
ing the amity, he received no {mall contentment, as well by the aſſurance given 
anto him by Manneſire, as allo by me, that her meaning is to continue the 
ſame without doing any thing that ſhould be diſagreeable thereto, and there. 
upon he took great occalion to make great proteſtacions of the greateſt account 
that he made of her Majeſties amity, ſaying, that he eſteemed the ſame aboye 
any wordly thing. In this point he was very long, wherein 1 make the ſhorter 

recital, becauſe | knoyſot how his outward ſpeech and his inward meaning-- 
do agree. Then1 pr eeded to ſhew him, what her Majeſtie conceived, in rhe 
ſpect of the good will ſhe bearet him, touching the ſlaughter of the Admiral, 
and the reſt of the Nobility of tte Religion here, without any form of juſtice, 
4 thing diſallowed of all men, though it were true thata conſpiracy were made. 
I further ſhewed him the redoubling of her Majeſties grief, as well to ſee ſuch 
as by no means could be privy to any conſpiracy, given up even to the vile and 
baſe people, whoſe execution was without reſpe& of age or ſex, in a moſt bar- 
barous ſort, as alſo to ſee thoſe that are alive forced by Edidts lately (et forth, 
either to abjure their Religion, to fly, orelſe to be murthered ; a kind of pro- 
ceeding which ſhewerth, that his meaning is roroot out all the profeſſors ot the 
Goſpel within his Realm ; and therefore could not but make her Majeſtie to 
marvel, that he ſhould move her to be Goſſip, he perſecuting with ſuch ſeverity 
thoſe that profeſs one Religion with her. To theſe he anſwered, that touchin 
the ſlaughter of the Admiral, and the reſt of the Nobility, he had well boked 
that her Maj. had been throughly ſatisfied by ſuch demonſtratious as had been 
made unto her there by his Ambaſſador, of the cauſe of the ſame. Touching 
thoſe that ere killed by the fury of the people, he (aid, it was a thing that he 
.was ſorry for, but could by no means remedy it. For the third, it was the re- 
vocation of the Edict of the liberty of Religion. He faid, that his policy forced 
him (o to do, ſeeing the igconvenience that otherwiſe would follow by the tole- 
ration of two ſundry Religions. To chus I replyed,thar curiofity did not move her 
Majeſtie to uſe that kind of ſpeech, but the good will and affeion that depend- 
eth upon the amity lately concluded, who was ſorry to hear hard judgements of 
others touching ſuch kind of proceedings ; whoſe opinions and advice, if ſhe of 
her (elf ſhonld follow, ſhe ſhould then not onely refuſe to be his Goſſip, bur a- 
ſo forbear all other kind of intelligence with him : and that thoſe that do fo. ad- 
viſe her, are not onely her own Subjects, but alſo her Neighbours abroad. Not- 
withſtanding, I ſhewed him, that her Majeſtie, as one that hath from his child- 
hood been afſe&ted towards him, who never took advantage of time todo 
thing that might prejudice him, as one in whom the late league hath akek 
deep impreſſion of amity, as ſhe cannot but interpret in good part any friendly 
requeſt tending toamity ; and therefore, for continuance and declaration of the 
ſame, all doubts and impediments laid aſide, ſhe intendeth to ſend a Nobleman, 
as well to ſupply the office required, as alſo to viſit him.

» Certain things unto your Lorcſhip by mouth ; and therefore at this pre- 
ſent, 1leaveto tronble your Lorcſhip with many lines, ſaving, that I cannot 
but renew my old ſuit, moſt humbly beſeeehing your Lordſhip to continue 
the furtherance of my revocation. Touching a Rider, Captain Laſſerty hath 
written both to Millan and Florence : from the laſt he hath received anſiver, 
that one worthy of entertainment will not be hired under 300 n the yer, 
and ſuch other benefit as by our Lordihip is offered : He lookerh ſhortly to 
have anfwer from Millan. I fear your Lorcſhip ſhall hardly be furniſhed of ſuch 
a one as you defire of that calling, nnleſs it would pleaſe God ro make one of 
that profeſſion to be of the Religion, who then would be glad to have ſuch an 
offer, and to live in ſo good a Sanuary as England is. I do imploy divers 
in this behalf, and by ſome I am put in hope to have your Lordſhips turn 
ſerved. And fo having nothing to impart at this preſent, I moſt humbly 
rake my leave.

Whereupon I ſent word to Secretary Pynare, who gave this an- 
ſer, that he might be well able to diſcern, by this kind of proceeding, what 
will they have to do juſtice, in that the anſwer was not made at Roaw, where 
he might have procured juſtification of his brothers behavifur; and -thar 
therefore in apparence there ' is no other reaſon why the party ſhould be 
driven toattend anſwer here, but thar they think onely by fuch kind of de- 
lays, to make him weary of proſecuting the matter. To this Pynart anſwered, 
thar foraſmuch as the Prefident was a publique perſon, and of ſuch integri- 
ty and uprightneſs, as he could not be charged with any untruth or wrong 
doo to any perſon; anden the other fide, Sr7alexge one that was touched in , 
his life and behaviour, he could do nothing in his behalf. Nevertheleſs, he

Your Honours may perceive by theſe anſwers, what good will they bear 
to dojuſtice, conſidering that they had authority granted unto them-to have 
determined the cauſe there : But this anſwer they uſed for a delay, ro make him 
weary of proſecuting the matter. I find them of late very flow to yield any 
expidition, not onely in this bearers cauſe, but alſo to ſuchother of our Mer- 
chants as lately I have preferred ; and therefore conſidering how chargeable it 
would be for him to continue his ſuic here any longer, and lictle hope there is of 
redreſs in the end. I have adviſed him to repair to Roan, to procure a teſti- 
monial, as wel of his brothers behaviour and converſation, as alſo of the 
evil uſage he received during his abode there ; to the end, that having inform- 
ed your Honours thereof accordingly. Your Honours may take order, as to 
the ſame ſhall ſeem fit. And fo leaving to trouble your Honors any further 
at this preſent, I moſt humbly take my leave.

T may pleaſe your Lorſhip to underſtand, that B, who hath great conference 
with B. G. in matters of greateſt importance, did diſcoyer toa friend of 
his, who imparted the ſame unto me, that he learned at his hands, rhat the 19 of 
this moneth, Queen Mother held a ſecret Councel, at which was preſent one- 
ly the Cardinall of Lor4im, and two others : In the which ic was debated, what 
courſe was to be taken for the qaro_s of their troubles here. And after long 
deliberation it was concluded, That uncill ſuch time as England might be kept 
occupied, there could =ue no through redreſs here, without hazarding of the 
whole eſtate , and that therefore it was requiſite now to yeild to them of Rochel 
any reaſonable kind of __ they would require, as alſo to other Townsin 
France that would not yeild. And rather then fail, to yeild ro them (o far, asto 
let them have the liberty of their Religion, to ſuffer the Nobility of the Country 
that inhabit near the Towns, to live in the ame , to keep ſuch Garriſons in the 
ſame as they may think fit for their ſurety, with condition that the ſaid Nobi- 
lity ſhall deliver ſome of their children to be Hoſtages with the King for his aſſu- 
rance that the ſaid Towns ſhall be kept to his uſe.

wiſdom and diſcretion do underſtand, with all conyentent Honour, Amity and 
| Loveyou ſhall deliver our Letters, and do fach offices as to our Ambaſlage 


© doth appertain. And if the Emperors Ambaſſador hold the child himſelt,you 


* mayalfodoit; but if that you ſhall perceive that any device or other hniſter 
means ſhall be given about to bring you ro their maſs, or any other (uperſtiri- 
ous ceremonies, which the order of our Realm doth not allow, you ſhall noc 
conſent nor aſſiſt it, but rather abſent your ſelf, and enderſtanding thar before, 
with honourable excuſe require the Queen Mother, tharthe Queen of Navarre, 
ro whom we have in this cafe written our ſpecial Letters, to be our deputy for 
you ; or in the abſence or let of her, any other Princeſs or Noblewoman, whom 
it ſhall pleaſe the Queen Mother to m_—_ and addreſs to it, according as we 
have alſo written to the faid Queen Mother.

and how they ſtand at this preſent, And therefore we have thought good to 
inform you, in thoſe points whereupon tit is moſt likely rhey will make ome 
mentioning and queſtioning with you, to know our further reſolution and 
mind therein, that as in all other matters likely ro be moved unto you, you 
ſhall do well firſt to confer with our Ambaſſador there, by whom you 
underſtand how things have gone hitherto.

And as the ſaid King hath helda ſtiff 
hand to maintain onely one Religion in his Realm, although he with © 
Edidts did profeſs the proteion of two, and the defence of them both indif- 
ferently ; ji it behoverh us rather,who did maintain bur'one onely in our Realm, 
and never yielded to the other by any Edi, or ProteCtion, or fayour, now at 
this time not to change our courſe, but to profeſs all one thing , which we 
have done fith we came to our Crown, and to ſuffer no permiſſion or winking 
_ at of any other Religion then that which we and our Realm hath always held 
and maintained, and by 'Gods grace intend always to do; and ſo much the 
rather we haye cauſe to require it at this prefent time , becauſe that in the 
dealing with Mon. D'C4#5os, in the treatie with Mon. De Forx, matters were 
made more eafte and temperate, to the which we did the rather incline ; when 
it ſhould come to the knitting up, that Sir 7ho: Smith now our Secretary was 
ſent, then ſuch things werg required as never before were expected, as opeſl 


Maſs, a Church, a Chappel proper, and all ſuch folemnity of other ceremonies 
and 
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and abuſes which our Realm and policie cannot ſuffer , whereupon neceſlitie 


was for us clearly and plainlie to break off, and leaſt the ſame inconvenience 
ſhould follow, pl protracting of time ſhould be choughr bur 2 diſſembled 
entertainment of other cauſes then we have in mine, you may ſay, char we 
pray the King and Queen Mother, to cauſe firſt this poinr of Reſidion to be 
clearlie eſclared and opened, that upon that we may more clearly judge whar 
is ro be done of us tothe proceeding any further of that matter of marriage.

As concerning the demands, that ſuch as of late were fled hither fithence 
theſe late troubles, that we ſhould rather admoniſh them, or command them 
toavoid the Realm, as Rebels rothe French King our brother : You may ſay, 
that we dounderſtand of no Rebellion thatever they were privy nnco, and can 
perceive nothing, bur that they are well affectionared to their Prince , but when 
fuch common murthering and ſlaughter was made generally throughout France, 
of thoſe who profeſſed the ſame qv: that 1t was natural for every man to 
fly for his own defence, and for the ſafetie of his life; and it is the RY e 
of all Realms, to receive ſuch woful and miſerable perſons as do fly to it onely 
for defence of their lives. And for their return,the chiefeſt of them have been 


ſpoken unto ; and they make their anſwer, chat the fame rage of their ene- 


mies, which made them firſt ro fly hither, doth ſtill continue the cauſe of their 
tarrying here z for as they then did kill with fury, and as it may appear the 
reateſt number of thoſe that were killed wichout the commandment or xvow 


of the King; ſo it is moſt like they would execute ſtil! cheir malice, if che 


ons were there againſt whom it was then, and is yet inflamed; notwich- 
ſtanding any letters declaratory, or other prohibition by the King, as it is 
manife nd notorious that very many have been publiquely, and are almoſt 
daily (lain and maurthered in Fraxee , that be of their Religion, ith theſe 
contrary Edidts were publiſhed, and cryed by ſound of trumpet. And there- 
fore, until they may ſee that the quiet of the Realm be berter eſtabliſhed, the 

of the people and the bloody murtherers ap ſed, they will live here, 

obey the Kings Edias. They think themſelves unſure there, and pray- 
edus of our mercy to have compaſhon of. their miſerie. And if fo be che 
King (you may ſay) would ſuffer them to enjoy their revenues, whether they 
remained here, or went into apy other Countrey , you may ſay, that we 
fuppoſe they would beas faithful ſubjects ro him as any other in his Realin, 
for other we eſpie none in them. Aud it we can perceive at any time, thac 
they were otherwiſe minded, or ſhould attempt any thing for & diſquiet- 
neſs of his perfonor Realm, you may fay, we will not ſuffer, them to re- 
main within our Realm. as for the Commerce and Traffique of our 
Merchants, there was, nor is in us any difficultie, why not thereby, as by 
all other wales, the Amitie and League ſhould not in all points be perſe&- 
ed? But ſuch things have fith that time happened in that Realm, that even 
co this day our Merchants bein horrour and fear to meddle therein ; eſpecially 
to go much within the Land, fith ſuch libertie is given or ſuffered into the 
hands of the popular, to kill or murther whom they could, without puniri 
therefore or juſtice ; nevertheleſs, we are in hope, that in time the King 


will peovide, that he ſhall be berter __ and that his fivord ks 
| t 
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hall rule, and not the unbounded luſt of the populer, to the which no wiſe 
man or careful of his life, will hazard himſelf , we could not bur as a good 
Princeſs and mother of the Commonwealth, bear with our Subje&s in this 
fear ſo probable. Nevertheleſs, we ſhall give order that our Secrerarie 
and others, who do fayour the cauſe, ſhall be joyned in Commiſſion to rear 
with his Ambaſſador here , and as ſhortlie as time will ſerve, and as oy 
Merchants do by little and little get more boldneſs to traffique there, and 
no part of char which was begun for the more ſtreighter Amitie , be. 
ewixt us and our Realmes be left unperfe&t and unaccompliſhed on our 

behalt. | 
For Scotland, you may ſay, that Monſieur de Crocque's going away (© ſoon, 
wherefore we were very ſorry , becauſe he tarried not until the peace was 
concluded, we ſuffered our ſervant Henry Killtgrew to follicite the conclu- 
fion of peace. And although there appeared great likelihood from time to 
time to follow of an univerſal peace, and very reaſonable conditions offered, 
yet they of the Caſtle, as appeareth, not minding to have any peace, would 
not agree to them; wherefore , as it. appeareth , they are like again to have | 
civil Wars, a thing moſt diſpleaſant to us, being their next Neighbours ; and 
for our part, we think they have miſuſed both him our good brother and 
us; the King to imploy Monſieur de Crocque; and us, the Marſhal of Ber- 
wick firſt, and now Henry Killegrew, whereas it appeareth they meant no- 
thing leis then agreement, eſpectally two or three of them in the Caſtle, who 
have offered unto them all humanitie , their lands, livings and offices, and 
whatſoever could be reaſonably cefired, yet will not condeſcend for common 
quiet toacknowledge their King, and to deliver him chat hold, having as 
go0d offered them for their own ſuerty , which in common peace ſhould 
leem needleſs ; ſo that for _— that can appear unto us, we think it not fit 
thar we or our good brother ſhould ſuffer ſych outrage at their hands, or our 
two trayels being Princes, to be had 1n fo little reguard; beſides that , we 
have kept in our hands the Caſtle of He at our charge, being to us no pro- 
fit or commoditie, but that we- defire to bridle both the parties, to come to 
an accord : For being by the League bounden to deliver ir, but any of the 
Scotiſh it we ſhould have delivered itto any of the adverſe party, though the 
peace had followed, we know not how to compel them to render the ſame 
to the natural Lord thereof, ro whom we moſt defired to render the ſame, 
although he had fmally deſerved that kindneſs at our hands, if we had delivered 
it to hum before,we doubted there ſhould have bin occaſton to make him hold 
out more obſtinately from the Agreement and Peace, who as it appeareth, is 
roo much obftinate without it. And as we haye divers times by our Ambaſla- 
cor there, and writing, declared to them, that affoon as they were come to 
a tull Agreement and Peace within themfelves, we would moſt willingly ren- 
der the ſame Caſtle, and the Territory thereof to the ſaid Lord Hum; 
So you may fay, that our good brother ſhall well percetve, that if yet they 
will grow to common peace within themſelves, the Caftle of Hwme ſhall be 
ſtreight, reſtored to the Lord Hame, as it hath been ofren declared both 
to him and them betore. And if heand thereſt will not come to Peace and 
Accord, peradventure we ſhall deliver it (as we may well do) unto them of that 
Nation, out of whoſe hands the Lord Hae ſhall have enough to do to get it, 
which is nothing in our default, which defires them moſt earneſtly: to have them 
at quiet and peace within themſelves, and to.be ruled by juſtice, ſo ſhould our

M R. Walſingham, 1 have received your Letters ſent by W:ill;ams, I perceive 
it is hard to recover a Rider, but to pay too dearly for him, I will ſtay 
therefore ill better occaſion ſhall ſerve,and do heartily thank you for your good 
remembrance and travel therein. 

I wrote of late to you, which Letter I hope be come (ately to your hands ; 
the rather, for that 1 write ſomewhat openly for want of aready cypher, for 
theſe cauſes, 1 have .fince conſidered more of the perſon and the matter : 
and ſurely I can no way perſivade my ſelf, that the cauſe you ſhould ſtay for, 
is any way ſincerely meant there, but rather a meer practiſe to entertain us 
here, and to diſcover of the other fide, what may be under the hope, that by 
that means many may be drawn unto, for no other way but this have the 
lett to beguil the world, - eſpecially us ; and thoſe they ſeek to deſtroy, ſee 
narrowly and deeply into it; and in the mean time conſider how lightly 
the great poſt haſte matter was ſlipt off, that our ſhip carried fo long for; whar 
was 1telſe but a plain work to hold us with ſuch a ſudden amazed chance, rhe 
ſame in their opinion, we ſhould believe their caſe to be as dangerous as they 
would make it. Weigh alſo, the pretty eſcape of the diſguiſed attempt of 
the party, that ſeemed to be in ſo great peril, who can believe other , then 
that it was a made matter, to continue a belief, whom they think they 
have inchaunred at their wills, Let us examine alſo, the inſtruments what 
they be, thoſe of the moſt arranteſt ſort of Papiſts, thoſe here never count- 
ed,(etled, or informed in Religion, Beſides, the proceſs of the doings over 
both ſides, doth ſhew no good end towards, but even a ſtratagem 1t will 
prove in my opinion; and therefore I am the more caretul that we may (o eſpy 
it, and (o ule it, as it mayreturn upon their own necks.

matter worthy of credit, for theſe ſuſpicions were found even ar the firſt, he 
was divers in his tales, hisLetters delivered aſſuredlie were counterfeir,and fo was 
driven in the end to confeſs in a manner, albeit in a ſort they were after confirm- 
ed there from you to his better credit : for firſt, he avowed, they were all the 
parties own hands; Next he ſaid, after the Letters were compared with 
others of the parties, the Letters were of his own writing,” that eſcaped a 
late, bur the ſuperſcription the others; Laſtly , he could nor tell it for cer- 
cainty , for char it was ſent to him. Bur the meflage was {urely delivered 
by the perſon himſelf, which we after perceiving the party there to ayow, 
did alter the minds of ſome, albeit for my part it wouldnot enter into me, 
Since how great ſuſpicion again is given, I refer to your ſelf.

I am bold to diſcover thus much of mine own con- 
ceit to you; you may ule it to as you ſee cauſe, Bur truly, I for my duties 
ſake do not ſpare to inform her Majeſtie what I think of it, albeit ſhe is yet 
ſomewhat loath to diſcredit the party there, ſhe is born in hand his love is 
great. Now alſo a little further, as your friend , I will bebold with you, 
I pray you conſider accordingly of it: We find certainly , that oft-tumes 
your advertiſements be made . more common even of the greateſt , then is 
chought convenient. You know what opinion is here of you, and to what 
place all men would have you unto, even tor her Miajeſties ke s beſides thar, 
the place you alreadie hold 1s a Connſellours place, and more then a Counſel- 
lours for a time ; for oft-times Counſellours are not made partakers of ſuch 
matters as you are acquainted withal, and do advertiſe hicher, ſo mach the lefs 
are others to be acquainted with your ſecrets: And the more boldlie this, for 
that it hath been Fiendlie rold me, and in this fort, That you have written 
ſometimes more largelie to ſome private friends, then almoſt to her Majeſties 
ſelf; if it be {o, then I pray you accept this friendly , if not, yet I will tell 
the parties and their names. And even upon this your laſt adyertiſement,

Ir, the Inſtructions of my Lord of Worceſter have in them ſucha clauſe, tha 

if he be not provoked to anſwer to any of thoſe points mentioned in them, he 
ſhould not miniſter occaſion of talk on them, and poſhbly they will ay nothing, 
and yer with you they will be buſie, which if it come to pals, there is no doubt 
but you can and will anſwer to the effe& of thoſe Inſtruftions, and further, as 
occaſion ſhall be miniſtred. ; 

But in one point, that is, for the breach of the abſtinence in Scorland, which 
then was not certain, and now 1s certain, hard tis if they be not queſtionin 
with you; forbam ſure de /a Mor will not be without his intelligence from 
Scotland, nor negligent in advertiſing to France; And upon occaſion of time, 
whether you be demanded or not, it 1s thought meet that you take occaſion to 
ſhew the King, that to the griet of the Queens Majeſtie, the Scots have nor 
agreed, but be broken again into hoſtilitle within themſelves ; which although 
toucherh joyntly the Fr. K. and her v ajcſtie, becauſe they two being Princes of 
ſo great authority, and (© conjoyned in love and amity, and both by mutual con- 
ſent by their Ambaſſadors, labouring to bring them to unity, peace and con- 
cord within themſelves, ſhould be fo 1illuded and ſcorned of a few fty compa- 
nions, that having all things offered unto them that they could deſire reaſon- 
able. and more; yet they would till maintain war -in their own Countrey, and 
in the tender age of their young King, whom to ſer up and Crown they were 
the firſt doers. 

This injury you may ſay, touched the King, as well as the Queens Majeſtie, 
becauſe joyntly they both like Princes in moſt amitie agreed in their Leagues 
together to pacifie and unite Scotland in it ſelf, which now by diſcord inteſtine 
being diſunited , 1s brought almoſt to extreme poverty and miſery, The 
other cauſe toucherh more her Majeſtie, becauſe they being her Neighbours 
next adjoyning, and bordering upon her Suhje&s, while the Realm of Scotland 
was united, and peace with it ſelf, it any of their Thieves and Out-laws had 
injury by thett or murther, any of her Majeſties Subjects, upon complaint, re- 
dreſs was had, the MalefaQtors puniſhed , and he who had the injurie re- 


ſtored,and ſo was it on both ſides reciprocally. Now in this Civil diſſention,mile- 


ries, robberies, ſtealth and murthers be committed daily, and then the one part 
or the other beareth them out; ſo that it were almoſt as good to have a border 
war betwixt England and Scotland, for the poor men that do dwell thereabours, 
as civil wars betwixt the Scots themſelves; and therefore this breach betwixt 
the two parties muſt needs grieve her Majeſties Subjects more then the French 
King, being lo far diſtant , and ſo conſequently her Honor, who indeed doth 
take it and not without cauſe, heavily.for that they have not eſteemed better her 
Majeſties good will, and defire, that ſhe had all their ſtrites and debates among 
themſelves compounded and accorded, and that they have ſer fo light by the 
authoritie of the French King theis brothers and heirs. The young King 1s her 
Majcſties near Kinſman , and her Highneſs defireth not onely to have him 
preſerved, but alſo his Realm; if ircould be in quiet, peace, and good order, 
and aboundance, which. without inward peace, cannot be had ; and muſt 
neecs think evil of theſe few petty companions, being gotten into the 
Caſtle of Eaenburgh, which for their wiltul obſtination and private bene- 
fits, thall keep that Realm till in thac diſſention and trouble, in contempt 
of tfucn Princes as the French King and her Majeſtie is, whoſe in, 
rende

rended ronothing but ro make unitie and concord among them there. And 
thereforeif Hume Caftle and F ff Caſtle, which her Highneſs hath detained 
hitherto in thar hope, upon accord to have rendred them to the Lord and own- 
ers thereof, from whom they were before by juſt war taken. Now her Maje- 
ſtie ſeeth no longer caule to detain, but to render them according as is com- 
priſed in the Treatie, not to them who have fo evil deſerved of her Majeſtic, 
their own King and Countrey, by their perverſe obſtinacy , and of the French 
King alſo, but one of the ſame Nation, who acknowledgeth their King, and 
is defirous of unitie, peace, concord and good government in that Realm, and 
of this her deſign her Majeſtie thought meer to make her good brother the 
French King firſt privy unto, for the love that ſhe doth bear unto him, and ac- 
cording to the Amity and Intelligence betwixt the two Realms. Iam glad to 
have chis occaſion to ſend this bearer Fohn Farry your man unto you , for 1 
aſſure you I do pitty your caſe, char fo many of your men be here together 3 
peradventure occation may ſerve ſhortly to ſend you another, yer methinks 
you forget me, to ſend fo often to others, without any letters ro me. Fare 
you well, From Somerſer-houſe the nine and twentieth of Fanuary, 1572. 
by Engliſh account. I thank yon for the caſe of Tools, I yet have nor 
leifure to underſtand them all, nor looked not for ſo many , nor on thar 
fort: When I ſhall underſtand che properties and uſe of them, I ſhall haye 
more cauſe to thank you.

ATT the inclofing ap of my other letters, I received at one inſtant 
two ſundry Letters of your Lordſhips; the one, of the eighth and 
the other of the nine and twentieth. Touching the firſt, your Honour doth 
concur with me in opinion, as I conceive by the ſame, that the matter which is 
the chiefeſt cauſe of my ſtay, is but a meer entertainment, the matter through 
guiding, is never like ro come to iſſue. If they mean otherwiſe, which 
is moſt likely, why ſhould her Majeſtie endure to be any longer abuſed? 
As your Lordſhip finderh the partie that dealeth there halting, and divers in 
his tales, even like unconſtancie and doubleneſs do I find in him here, thar 
dealeth with me.

R, According to your direftion of your Letters the 39 of the laſt, I (hew- 
ed the King of che great grief that her Majeſtie had conceived,that the travel 
both of his and her Miniſters cook no better effect rouching the appeaſing of 
the matters in Scotland, as a thing diſhonourable for them both, to be deluded 
and ſcorned by ſuch petty companions as thoſe are that are in the Caſtle, ro 
whom was offered as much as they themſelyes could defire reaſonable, and 
more z yet ſo are they carried away with their particular- paſſions , as they de- 
fired nothing more then to maintain ſtill Warr in their Countrie , not having 
ſuch areſpet to the tender age of their young King as they ought, eſpecially 
ſeeing that they were the firſt and chief doers in depoſing of the Queen, and 
ſerting up of him. I ſhewed himalſo, That though the Kings civit Warr and 
hoſtiliry, rouched both their Majeſties generally , as chey that deſired the re- 
poſe of that Realm , yer it touched the Queens Majeſtie more particularly, for 
thac during the time of cheſe civil croubles amongſt them , her Majeſties Sub- 
je&s that are borderers, are marvelouſly charged by outlaws and thieves, where- 
of no redrefs can be had by reaſon of thewr inward treubles amongſt them- 
ſelyes.

For the point of Religion, I ſhewed her, that her Majeſtic in reſpeR of the al- 
teration that hath larely hapned in this Realm, and that which paſſed in the 
Treaty of the Marriage between her and Monſieur de Awjew, had cauſe to ac+ 
cord tar point firſt, as that thing which couched generally the quietneſ and re. 
poſe of her Realm. Touching the interview, 1 told her , that for as much as 
her Majeſtie could have noother way (atisfation then by the ſame, the point of 
Religion once accorded , ſome convenient means for the accompliſhing of her 
ſaid interview, was to be deviſed. To this ſhe anſwered, that her Son was of the 
ſame living that theother was, and of the ſame Religion, and therefore hoped 
ſhould have no leſs favour then the other ſhould have had touching the point of 
Religion, for that it is a thing diſhonourable and unchriſtian for a Prince to 
change his Religion upon the ſudden. To this I replyed, that for mine own 
part, I did got remember, that while I had the dealing in the matter, any liber- 
ty in that wasaccorded to Monſieur de Anjow: And if it were, Madam, faidT, 
we ſce thata thing is tolerable — in the other. In concluſion my Lord requeſt. 
ed, in that ſhe defired to grow to an endin this matcer , that ſhe wonld roundly 
ſet down in her Letters , what the King and ſhe required touching that part of 
Religion. To this ſhe agſwered, after ſome denial made thereof ; ſaying , that 
their Ambaſſador ſhould Deniſe in that behalf, that ſhe would be content fo to 
do. And touching the interview when matters of Religion ſhould be once ac- 
corded, ſhe doubted not but there would be means found for the bringing of the 
ſame to paſs , as ſhould be to her Majeſties fatisfation. I made her acquainted 
with the matters of Scotland touching Hume Caſtle, whereunto [I received like 
anſwer at her hands, as at the Kings, which was, that after conference had with 
cheir Councel , I ſhould underſtand what was their mind and refotution in that 
behalf, whereupon theſe Scotriſh matters ſhe took occafion to recommend to 
my Lord the Queen of Scors , ro whom he gave like anſwer as before. In the 
end, as my Lord was ready to _ » ſhe ſhewed him that ſhe was given to un- 
derſtand char there were certain ſhips a preparing in England, by certain Rebels 
there, whereof ſhe defired her Majeſtie to give redreſs, as appertained to good 
amity, Whereunto my Lord anſwered, chat ſhe might be aſſured that her Ma- 
jeſtic had never any intention to tollerate any thing that mighe tend co che 
breach of the ſame ; fo that if there were any ton of fhips in hand, 2s 


he knew not of any , he was well aſſured her Majeftie was nothin chere- 
43 Mi3jefties Subjects were no dealers in ras, 28 who 


why 


unto, 3S alſo that 
hath forbidden them expreſly notto intermeddle. 
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Why then, ſaid ſhe, if they be ſtrangers, ſhe ought co baniſhthem, and 
not to permit them toattempt any thing co the prejudice of this Codntrey,con- 
ſidering rhar ſhe is as well bound to yield upayd, requiring the fame at her hands; 
35 we to grant the like unto her upon like occaſion, and thexefore ſhe deſired 
him co pur her Majeſtie in mind, that ſome order nught be taken for the reme- 
dy of the ſame, which he aſſured her he would ac his return. , . 

This was as. much as paſſed ar the time of my Lords taking of his leave. The 
morning my Lord departed, Queen Mother ſent for me, and ſhewed me, thac 
by Letters ſent from Monſieur De /a Mot, they were given to underſtand, that 
her Majeſtie let fall ome ſpeech, that (he conld not think, that the continuance 
of the Treaty of Marriage with Monſieur /e Dac ſhould be fincerely meant, he 
being now retired from hence, and imployed by the King at Rechel: the there- 
fore tor the ſatisfaction of her Majeſtic, requeſted me to defire the Earl of Wor- 
cefter to ſignifie unto her, that rhere is nothing that the King and the defirech 
more then the accompliſhment of the ſaid marriage, and that to the end that rhe 

Earl ſhould ſee the Duke, che King ſtayed him here until Twelf-cide. . About 
which time they actended my Lords coming, whereas otherwiſe he had departed 
together with Monſieur his brother before Chriſtmaſs, and , ſaid ſhe; if we 
hog known the cerrainty of the Earls coming, he ſhould have come hither in 
poſt,to the end he might have ſeen him. 1 rook occaſion hereupon to tell her my 
private opinion, if it would have pleaſed the King not to have imployed him in 
theſe wars againſt thoſe of the Religion, he ſhould be in better opinion with 
her Majeſtie, and more grateful to her Subje&s. To this ſhe ſaid, that a young 

Prince that hath courage and defire to do his Prince ſervice, could not with his 

honour remain behind, ſeeing his other brother imployed: 1 have made my 

Lord acquainted with ſuch Occurrents as are here, to the end he ſhould impart 
them to her Majeſtie by mouth. And fo leaving, &c. the 12 of February, 1572+ 
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To Sir Thomas Smith. 


I” may pleaſe your Lord(hip to advertiſe her Majeſtie, that the King depart- 
ed hence to &. Germains en Lay eight days paſt, and that Queen Mother re- 
mainerh here ſtill, whereof che King hath great need, and the ſame found hard to 
be recovered here. Touching their proceodiegs againſt Rocbel; there repaired 
hicher of late divers Curriers, who ale great ftilence,which make men to doubt 
that things fall not out to their liking. ———— that there is in 
the Kings camp great ſcarcity of vituals,and a great number of Soldiers,through 
cold, and want of other aecteſlaries are dead,and do die daily. Thar the Duke 
of Nevers hath taken upon him, with the help of certain Italian Engineers, to 
make certain Fortreſſes in the midſt of the Haven, to impeach all ſuch as by ſea 
would bring to the Rochellois any ſuccour. For the two Fortreſſes lately made 
at the Entry of the ſaid Haven, fix ſhips noewirhſtanding paſſed by, laden wi 

corn and other mnniion, 2s it is reported. The common opinion 1s, that it wi 

be impoſſible by any device to make the faid Forereſſes chat che Duke precend- 
erch tomake, There is ſecret whiſpering here; of Urn as Fe kc 
Pacnes, of an intended enterprize by Montgomery in Piterdie , .and that here- 
upon the King hath given order for the i ment thereof. The Cardinal of 
Lorrain hath within theſe rwo days caken up the enchange of certain Teexfares 
of the Town, 300000 franks, to what end I knownor: Heis now retired from 
hence to Rome; the cauſe of his departure, as it is he, is toremove the 
ſuſpicion from the Proteſtants, that chey ſuſpeR norhing of rhe great — 
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had at ſundry rimes between Queen Mother and him. Here, ſince the depac. 
ture of the King, upon the good aſſurance thar hath been given me by divers, 
of the good offices that the Lord Levingiton will do in Scotland at his return, 
| have taken upon me togive to him a paſgport, with condition » Char if her 
Majeſtte ſhall norlike thereof, / then he to return hicher back again, who Pro- 
miſeth to yield ſuch ſatisfaction to her Majeſtie, as ſhe ſhall nat repent her of 
any favour Me ſhall ſhew him. The Gentleman fearerh, chat it he ſhould nor 
depart hence before Eaſter, he ſhould be conſtrained to yield ro their ſuperſtici- 
on, or to hazard his lite in refuſing the ſame, which is the cauſe why I grant him 
tte ſame paſport without hearing trom her Majeſtie. 

Schomberg is ately ſent hence into Germany, as 1t 1s thought to tio pur- 
poſes; the one, to obſerve-rheir doings there ; the other, to make ſome levy 
of both horſemen and- foormen, if he ſhall ſee any preparations of ſuccours 
for them of the Religion here. | 

There arrived lately a noble Gentleman, ſent hither by the King of Porragal, 
to congratulate the Queens delivery z and (as it is ſaid) torenew the offer of ſuc- 
cour by (ea. It is faid, that the Baron de la Guard is dead, and that Monfieyr 
le Duc d' Alanſon delired to have the charge by ſea, whereto Queen Mother 
would by no means conſtnr, as Mannefire (hewed me. 

It is alſo reported, that Monſieur De ta Nowe hath diſcharged himſelf to Mon- 
ſieur of his promiſe made to the King, and profefleth tolive and dye with thoſe 
of Rochel, And ſoleaving, &c. hoping that her Mijeſtie will cake order, by 
ſending over Mr. Dale, that I ſhallbe the next Meſſenger my (elf, I moſt hum-

Ir, this Gentleman, the bearer hereof,whom I diſpatch in all haſte, ſhall ſhew 
SY you the particularities of the lateskirmiſh happened berween the Camp and 
thoſe of Rochel, to the end you may impart the ſame unto her Majeſtic : Inthe 
which skirmiſh D. 4' Aumale and Scheaviguy were flain, twoof the chiefeft exe- 
cutors of the late murthers here. God ot his good beginning doth give us ſome 
hope that the blood of the innocenc ſhall not beunrevenged. They of Sarcerre 
the night after the breach was made, which was about the latcer end of the l:ft 
monerh, iffuedont of the Town, and gave the Campa Camiſede, whok 
very negligent watch , ſo that they entred-nto their Trenches (as it is ſaid) and 
ſlew 200 atthe leaſt, and rhree or four Captains of pood condaR; drake on 
its ſaid, that Shaters, whois the General for the King, & commanded to 
the ftege, and torepair to Rechel, I am credibly informed, chat there th 
be certam Lerters entercepted, ſent out of Germany from Count Lodewick, 
amongft the which there was one directed to Count Montgomery, wherein was 
mention made of aſſurance of fuccours to be given ro them of theReligion here, 
out of Germany. I have divers caufes to conjecture, that the party which brought 
theſe Lecters was direted untome. This interception maketh them here much

T may pleaſe your Lordſhip to underſtand,'as I was upon my departare from 
] this rown towards the Courr,I received this incloſed from my Scretary 7/ e- 
wvewes; the things contained in the ſame,are here very rife, and confirmed with 
great earneſtnels , and others, notwithRanding ſome here of judgment conſide- 
dering what good ſucceſs they have lately had at Rochel, how much cheir enemies 
are therewith appalled, and how the g1ving out of theſe bruits may ſerve the 
Kings turn many ways,do not credit them; for my own opinion I affure your 
Lordſhip, know not what to judge. I have ſeen within theſe few moneths fo 
many ſtrange and unlikely things come to pals, as I do rather ſuſpend my judg- 
ment then utterly not believe it. If her Majeſty do not hear from me with thac 
ſpeed that were requiſite, when there fallech out here matters worthy advertiſe- 
: ment, I am juſtly to be excuſed, for that I have none to ſend, my ſervants being 
all ſtaid there, and not one ſent over ; which thing if it be not by ſome device 
remedied, 1 know not to what uſe an Ambaſſador will ſerve. And ſo having, &c:

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Ts the right honerable Francis Wallingham Eſquire, her 
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1s, you may think it ſtrange that I have writ no oftner to you then 1 have 

done, and that 1 have no ſooner diſpatched your ſucceſſor unto you, but 1 
think you know well enough the ſtile and order of the Court. Yeſterday was 
the firſt day that I could ger your difpatch figned,and the ſame night I ſent word 
ro your wite, and ſent word to Dr. Dale who hath been wich me in the morning, 
and prepareth to take his journey ſtraight after che holidays towards you, where- 
of 1 thought good to give you warning by your ſervant; for before.her Majeſty 
had ſigned,1 durſt never adventure to athrm any thing for fear of contrary winds, 
the which is no news in this Court. Well, now 1 truſt you be pleaſed, if with 
nothing elſe,yer at the leaſt, with your return. Montgomery is gone trom hence, 
whether he hath raken {ſhipping or no, 1 know not, bur 1 ſuppoſe he hach, 
With his tarrying fo long here, the Queens Majeſtie was fain to ſend to appre- 
hend the Pirars fall nations thereabouts,who under the colour of the Prince of 
Orange,and the Count Montgomery,robed all manner of Engliſhmen and ſtran- 
gers ; ſome of them are like co pay for it,and the reſt be gone, or will be glad to 
g0 ; for it was time for juſtice to awake. Of Caſteauneufs coming hither,on D'/s 
Morts errand , 1 think my Lord Treaſurer hath written unto you, who is pri- 
vater of it then I am,and the anſwer. The pretence was to bring recommenda- 
tions and excuſe from the Duke of Alanſen of his abſence at my Lo. of Worce- 
ſters being there , the cauſe not pretended, what preparation was here to help Ro- 
chel.

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The King and the Lord Regent not being able for fair means to get them 
o the unity of the whole Realm, offering unco them all reaſonable conditions * 
that they can demand, ſothat they will leave the Caſtle, and to keep no longer 
Edenburgh (which is the Londow and Pars of Scotland) in ſubjetion un- 
co them, yet cannot 'be heard z and therefore is required of the Queens 
Majeſty to bring them to order ; the which the Queen ma do for any lexgue, 
treaty, or promile heretofore made, and fo 1 think will do,it there be noremedy, 
D» Viraque who is thought to be ſent to keep them ſtill in diſſention, by good 
hap and contrary winds was driven with fix ſhips of Scotland into Scarbrough- 
Haven, ſtayed there by the Lord Preſident. In the mean while was the Duke 
and the Earl agreed with the Regent, and the Scotiſh Ships departed. He is 
now thought to be in the way to come to London F for ſo my Lord preſident a 
pointed, but not yet come.

To my very loving friend, Francis Walſingham E/q; Ambaſſador 
for her Majeſty with the French King. 


IR, your letters brought to me were of the 11 of March dated at St. 
Cloud, and thenext former were of the 25 of February, for which I thank 
you, that you do fo carefully advertiſe me of the Rate of things as 1 find you 
have done,when 1 have been more anfiverable then now 1 can be. The reaſon of 
my frequent abſence, is the intervall of times, when here I am noleſs mindfull of 
your cauſes, both fuch as belong to her Majeſty,and ſuch as belong to your (elf, 
then any other to my power is or can be, and even now on Wedneſday laſt her 
Majeſty hath ſigned all things meet torevoke you, and to ſend another in your 
place wherein 1 know you hane found cauſe to think rhe time long, and fo haye 
your friends been lately grieved with ic.; but 1 traſt now to ſee you ſhortly to 
row contentation. You ſhall underſtand that the French Ambaſſador hath of 
ate time been very earneſt with her Majeſtie in certain cauſes; as firſt, in offering 
by all good ſpeeches the continuance of the Amitie, and with complaining as 
grievouſly chat the Q. Majeſties offering of Montgomery to be aided as he is,with 
mony, &c. muſt needs move the h ing to think his Amity contemned. And with 
ſome fweet minatories, he intrated that he might be ſtaied, 8c. He alſo reneweth 
the marriage rgatter,and thereto requireth areſolute anſwer, as a thing neceſſary 
to be ended the one way or the other, for honor of all parties. He alſo hath ſee- 
med greatly offended with the ftay of Yiraqueat Scarborough. 
He hath made fuit,that for the Queen of Scots, ſome there in France, meaning 
two or three, might come hither to bring the ſaid Queen money, and account of 
her Eſtate. 1n the end came hither an Agent named Chaſteav Newf from the 
Camp afore Rochel: his coming was;as we perceive,to difſwade Montgomery from 


going to Rochel, but he brought loving lerters to her Majeſty from M. le Duc. 
To 
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To theſe things briefly you ſhall know the Anfivers. His offers of Amity have 


been thankfully accepted , and it hath been told him that his Majeſty ismore. 


bound tothe Queens Myeſty for her perſeverance then any other upon like 
cauſe. For chough it be manifeſtly ſeen, and fully diſcovered by ſuch as are ar- 
rived in Scotland out of France, having been dealers with the King in France, 
and others there, how che King is diſpoſed againſt the Q ueens Majeſty, and this 
Realm to offend it, when his own troubled cauſes ſhall be ſetled ; and how he 
perſecuteth the Proteſtancs , being of the Queens Religion; yer her Majeſty 
hath reſolved to perſevere in her League , meaning firſt to ſee the breach come 
indeed firſt fromthe French King , then ſhe doubteth not by Gods Grace to 
preſerve her,and her Realm, whereunto ſhe alſo finderh all her people fo willing 
to withſtand all forces force, as ſhe hath much ado to detain them from adven- 
caring in great numbers to pals to Rechel of their own charges, and thoſe are not 
of the popular , but Noblemen and Gentlemen of Ancient and great liveli- 
hoods ; who ſurely have offered of their own charges to finde an Army of 
20000 footmen, and 2000 horſemen for f1x months in Gaſcoyn ; and ſo earneſt 
they have been, that it is already known to themſelves, both where the men are 
to be had, and the money ; onely rhey-defire but a permiſſion , and truely her 
Majeſty hearing hereof, hath ſhewed her ſelf much offended herewith, and with 
great Charge for fear of her indignation of the ſame, the Ambaſſador confeſſed 
he had underſtanding , whereupon he was conſtrained to confeſs how much his 
Maſter was bound unto her Majeſtie. All this you may notifie unto the King 
andamplifie it; for it is true and meet to be uttered, As tor the ſtay of Mont- 
gomery, it was ſaid that he deſired to depart the Realm, conſidering her Majeſty 
refuſed to aid him, and therefore her Majeſty thought it a cruel parc to ſtay him, 
whom ſhe was not diſpoſed to aid. And for his manner of departure, the Am- 
baſſador could tell how much he was grieved with that her Majeſty had cauſed 


all ſuch as were on the Sea for him and Rochel, to beapprehended, and all that + 


which they had taken from other the French CRIES to be reſtored as in- 
deed the like genefal ſpeedy reſtitution hathnot been made'in my time z ſo as 
therewith alſo the King hath cauſe to commend her Majeſties obſervation of the 
League. 

For the Marriage her Majeſty cauſed me privately to confer with the Ambaſ- 
{ador, and her Majeſty hach willed me to let him know, that you (hall make the 
Anſwer,and yet he ſhall be acquainted with it,and ſo this it is, her Majeſty would 
have you tolet the King and his Mother underſtand that ſhe cannot atcord to 
take any perſon to her husband whom ſhe ſhall not firſt ſee. Secondly,ſhe can- 
not aſſent that any perſon which ſhall be her husband , ſhall with her Authority 
and aſſent uſe any manner of Religion in outward exerciſe that is in her Conſct- 
ence, contrary and repugnant to the dire& word of Almighty God, and ſo con- 
ſequently prohibired by the Laws of the Realm, whereupon theſe two Conſe- 
quences do neceſlarily tollow,that in this caſe of Marriage with Monſicur de, Duc 
it he will obtain her his wife without ſight of him , her Majeſty cannot be had, 
and yet therein ti Majeſty is very loath that he ſhonld think that ſhe defireth 
his coming, bur as himſelf ſhall finde it meer by the adviſe of the King his bro- 
ther, and the Queen mother , to whom ſhe remitteth the conſideration hereof, 
with this aſſurance, thatſhe meanerh in good faith to marry wich him, it upon 
his fight the one may like of the other, and that for the cauſe of Religion, as he 
and ſhe may ſo accord as that Which he ſhall demand be afſented unto without 
offence of her Conſcience, or without trouble of her Eſtate,and that that point 
of Religon is thought meereſt to be left at large to be communed upon berwixc 


themſelves, ſoas it it ſhould miſhap that one of them might not fully like - 
X x the 
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the other as to a concluſion of marriage , that therefufal or breaking up miche 


be imputed the cauſe of Religion , and ſo either party might honorably be Jie 


charged to the world , and no occafion grow thereby of unkindneſs berwixe 
them. This is the ſubſtance of her Majeſties reſolution, whereof to make the 
Ambaſſador here privy, the ſeemeth nor to miſlike thereof, and in the end con. 
cluded with me that ſhe took this courſe to be agreeable to the ſame refolacion 
which was delivered at Kilingworth the laſt of A»guſtito him and ZaMorr. And 
ſo 1 think it in ſubſtance the ſame, whereot I do herewith ſend to. you the 
laſt two Articles of that Anſwer in French, as then it was given ; to which news 
you may refer this new Anſwer. 

And now to add of mine own, you ſhall underſtand, that I fee the imminent 
perils to this Stare ; and namely, how ny pad ms ſhe ſhall by courſe of nature 
live and Reign, the ſucceſs of this Crown k maniteſtly uncertain, or rather 
manifeſtly prejudicious tor the State of Religion, that I cannot bur ſtill perſiſt in 
ſeeking for marriage for her \ ajeſtie, and finding no way that is liking to her, 
but this with the Duke, I do force my ſelt-to-purſue it with defire, and do Aatter 
my fancie with imaginations that it he ſhould come hither, her Majeſty would 
not refuſe him; and for his Religion,, merhinks if he may be otherwiſe liked, 
he would not loſe a Queen with a Kingdom , for a Prieſts blefling of a-Chalice, 
I cannot imagine that his Religion is rooted, that it may wo, © tranſported. 
Now it I amdeceived, yet for the time it eaſeth me to imagine that ſuch a (e- 
quel may follow - but you have caule better to gueſs hereat then T ; for I guels 
at nothing bur at theQueens Majeſties diſpoſition, which I take firmly to be bent 
to marriage ; but you on the other part may gueſs, whether he may be liked, 
whether he may be incuced to be qualified in his Religion; yea, wherher his 
marriage be meant ſerioutly and fincerely on that part; and _ theſe conceits 
you-have cauſe to imagine more certainly what ought to be looked for or deſired 
chen I can. But now turning my paper I will leave and end this matrer, praying 
you heartily to impart unto me your concelt herein , if thereby you ſee cauſe to 
ſtay my courſe , you ſee how long I have tarried in this matter , for the reſt of 
the point (for Y1racques) ſencing for me to come to the Scottiſh Queen,and for 
the matters of Scotland, I doubt not but Mr. Secretary hath enlarged his know- 
ledg therein to you. And for more ſurety , becauſe at the writing hereof heis 
gone into Eſſex, I will upon the cloling up of my Letter impart by ſpeech ſome 

t thereof to this bearer Walter Willzams,to excuſe me of longer writing. Not. 
withſtanding Gordens denyal, to be privy to the Book lewdly augmented with 
blaſphemous Prologue, I underſtand out of Scorland, that he is therewith well 
acquainted , wherefore I pray you ſearch it better out , and let me underſtand 
what is now become thereof, And thus I end on Good. Friday at night, the 20

M Onſieur | Ambaſſador, according to your motion , I conferred with her 
Majeſtic upon the alteration or qualification of ſome points in the writing 
which you ſent me, as concerning the matter of Religion to be tolerated for 
Monſieur /e Dec, and after ſome long ſpeeches paſſed herein, her Majeſtie col- 
Ieedin a few words, that ſhe would it. ſhould by me be imparted unto you, 
meaning to abridge the length of the form.”- Firſt, That the King hath known 
her diſpoſition tro marriage, and upon what cauſe fince the firſt motion for Mr. 
d'Axjou, and therein how ſhe alway reſolved not to marry wichout mutual ſighe 
and liking, nor yet to have the matter of Religionto be a cauſe of trouble to her 
ſtate,- and of the ſame minde ſhe hath been, and yer is for Monſieur d'4/e»ſop. 
Now what is to be done further by Monſieur /e Duc, ſhe [eaves that to the King 
and him; with this, that if he ſhould thus think beforehand, if he ſhould come 
percaſe liking ſhould not enſue; that then he ſhould conceive ſuch offence there- 
of, ashis good will ſhould turninto hatred , her Majeſtie thinketh it not meer 
thatin ſuch caſe- he ſhould -come at all, butif -onely the matter of Religion 
ſhould breed ſuch difficulty betwixt them , - as howloever the one ſhould like of 
the other, yet in reſpe& of the ſatisfaion in that behalf the marriage ſhould 
not take place , it were honorable enough for both or either of them, though 
upon the enterview the marriage did not ſucceed. And therefore no offence 
ought to follow, or an alteration of good will, which is, that her Majeſtie de- 
ſireth NN Hers was of marriage. Thus 
after much between jeſtie and me, praying you accor- 
ding to the knowledge; that ſhe is aſſured you have of her ro taadabg by

x . Majeſties 


IF may pleaſe yoar Lordſhip to advertiſe her Majeſtie, That opon the receipe 
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zjeſties Anſwer touching the marriage matcer, which I thoughe to begin with. 
Ne concerning the other three points to fay nothing bur as occaſion ſhall be 
miniſtred by her. 1 

For the matriage I ſhewed her thather Majeſtie could not ſpeak more Cleerly 
in the matter then heretofore ſhe hathdone, which was thar ſhe could nor accord 
to take any for her husband whom ſhe ſhould not firſt ſee. 

Secondarily , That ſhe cannor aſſent that any man that ſhall become her huc. 
band. ſhall with her Authority and affenc uſe any manner of Religion in outward 
exerciſe, that is in her Conſaence —_— the direct Word of God, and (6 
conſequently prohibited.by the Laws of her Realm. 

To the firſt of theſe two points she anſwered, rhar the King and ſhe could nor 
conſent to his coming over withour ſurety that the e ſhould proceed. 

To the ſecond, She (aid thatit was neither honorable or hira to abandon his 
Religion upon the ſudden, neither could her Miyjeſtie require to have a husband 
to live without exerciſe of his Religion, and as for thoſe words, whereas $he ſaith 
that he cannot conſent that he Shall have any manner of Religion, merhinks id 
ſhe the words be very dark, and therefore 1 would be glad to know of you 
what they mean. I | ; 

To that 1 anſwered, that I had not Commiſſion to interpret them, but in my 
private opinion, her Majeſties ag was to debar him of the exerciſe of any 
Religion repugnant to the Laws of the Realm. Upon theſe two points there 
paſſed berween us long debating. I ſhewed her how neceſſary the contencation 
of the eye was in marriage, and that her Majeſtie by none that heretofore had 
ſeen him, could receive any ſuch ſatisfaRion as were requiſite. Further, I uſed 
divers Arguments to prove unto her-, that if the matter did not ſucceed , yet 
could there not grow any diſhonor unto him otherwiſe then in opinion. 

For the { enero 5k 
upon this point of Religion, ſo never more thenat this preſent,confidering whar 
yore had Haſſe here, which had generally bred in her Majefties ſubjects great 
jealouſie of this Crown ſeeing them fo earneſtly bent to oppreſs thoſe thar pro- 
fels the ame Religion ghat they do. 

In the end ſhe defired me in this behalf ro ſhew unto her Majeſtic 
the interview., that the King and ſhe conld not conſent that the Duke 
come over unleſs he might be aſſured/to ſpeed , for that otherwiſe he returning 
withouc ſpeedi receive great di which might hinder ſome honor- 
able offer lately made unto him. And after other Covenants that depend upon 
the concluſion of the ſaid marriage, which heretofore in the other Treatie were 
reduced toa reaſonable accord, ſhall be ſo ſecretly debated here, by ſome choice 
perſons elected for the ez with her Majeſties Ambaſſador here reſident 
at the ſame time, as ſhall not be made common to the world , and then the ſame 
being agreed upon, and aſſurance being given unto the King and her, by ſome 
Letter of her own hand writing, that her intention is to proceed to the conſum- 
mation of the os hy ſhould not failro come over; and yer ſhould he give 
outto the world, that he advencureth ro come over upon no other aſſurance then

So proceeding in furtherralk , ſhe ſhewed me, that the hoped 
howſoever the marriage took place,the Ami notwithſtanding lately concluded 
would continue. [I ſhewed her , that if chere grow any violating thereof, 
the cauſe ſhould rather proceed from them then from his Majeſtie, though Ma- 
dam 1 know that there are bruirs giyen our here to the contrary : bur [ hope 
Madam the King and you reſt fatiShed , if your Ambaſſador hath madeyon 
eruly acquainted with her Majeſties proceedings.

Religion there it throughGods goodnels it be not quenched,is alſo ſo meant thar 
it ſhall extend towards her ; ſaying, that if ſhe forbear to ſupport them, and ſuffer 
them to quaile, ſhe would be rhe cauſe of *her own ruine and of her Realm be- 
fides , laying before her danger , they have laid before her alſo honor and pro- 
fit, and have ſhewed her that now's the time for her to recover ſuch Provinces 
in this Country as appertain to the Crown of England. And for the better 
incouragement have offered her to finde her an Army of 20000 footmen , and 
2000 horſemen for the ſpace of fix months. 

Further I ſhewed her, that late it hath been diſcovered by ſuch as are in Scot- 
land arrivedout of France , having been dealers with her Majeſtie and others 
here, how they are diſpoſed when their own troubled cauſes ſhall be ſerled, ro at- 
cempt ſomewhat againſt her Majeſtie, it. 

Laftly, Iſhewed her, how her Majeſtie hath been put in minde hou liccle 
account is had of the recommendations heretofore made by her and the Princes 
of Germanie of thoſe of the Religion here, ſeeing them perſecuted with ſuch 
extremity , contrary tothe aſſurance given by their Majeſties unto ſuch their 
Miniſters as did recommend them, which may give juſt cauſe to think her Ami- 
ty is little eſteemed. All theſe courſes notwithſtanding which would moye a- 
ny other Prince, ſuch is her affetion towards this Crown,as ſhe is fully reſolyed 
ro perſevere in her League, meaning firſt indeed to ſee the breach come from the 
King, and then ſhe doubterh not in Gods goodneſs , but that ſhe ſhall preſerve 
her if and her Realm againſt him or any other Prince that ſhall attempt any 
thing againſt her, finding all her ſubje&s moſt willing to withſtand all forraign 
forces,whatſoever 1s given out by certain Rebels. 

To this ſhe anſwered , that ſhe knew by advettiſement come from the Am- 
baſſador,that there was great ſolicitation made by her ſubjes, as alſo great of- 
fers, and that therefore they acknowledged themſelves much beholding co her 
Majeſtie for her intention to perſevere in good Amity. 

Now whereas you ſay , there hath been diſcovered by certain apprehen-

much to lay fot the ſtaying of him. Atterwarcs falling into CM onrgomeries mu 
ter, I dec'ared to: her Ny alſo at large , how much he was aggrieved with 
that her Majeſty had cauſed all ſuch as were on the Seas for him and Rochel to be 
apprehended , and all hat which they had taken from others, the French Kings 
ſubjects, to te reſtored, and that with ſuch ſpeed, as the like ſpeedy and generd 
reſtitution hath not been in wy time heretofore.

The Lord Burleigh to Sir Francis Walſingbam. 


To the right honorable Sir Francis Walſinzham, 


& IR, The ſending of this away by Mr. Mills to you,moveth me to accompany 
Jhim with a few lines. We here have nothing to- write unto you abour 
the Negotiation, bur doe now from this day forward look to hear from 
you; whereupon I think her Majeſtie will have ſome matcer to' be occupied 
withall. VVe hear nothing of Monfieurs proceedings ; bur the Spaniſh 
Ambaſſador warneth that the Prince ot Parma 1s fo ſtrong, and fo bent to fighc 
with Monſieur , 2s he pretendeth thar at the leaſt Monſieur will forbear to ad- 
venture his own perſon. He did yeſterday by her Majeſties appointment, ſpeak 
ar Leiceſter Houſe with my Lord of Ley and me, roexpoſtulate for her Maje - 
ſties refuſal ro ſpeak with him, requiring to know the cauſe z and being anſiwer- 
ed, That we doubted not but that he oftentimes had been made privy , that it 
was for that her Majeſtie had not received any Letters from the King Catho- 
lique for her ſatisfaction 1n the caſe of Invaſion in Holland, &c. Heſaith, char 
he never promiſed to procure Letters trom the King , neither was he ever re- 
quired of her Majeſties behalf ; but the Speeches werealwaies delivered co him, 
that her Majeſtie would not ſpeak with him untill ſhe might be ſatisfied of thoſe 
things in the caſe of Holland , bur ſaith ir was not required that he ſhould ſend 
to the King for any ſuch ſatisfaRtion, and yet he did for his own part write ro 
the King; and upon anſwer from the King, hedid let her Majeſtie underſtand 
that the Collection of the Souldiers , che Arming and Victualing of the Ships, 
and men, were wholly by the directions of the Pope, whom he could not deny ; 
and he had alſo cauſe to think that her Majeſtie meant not thar he ſhould pro- 
cure Letters from the King , for that Mr. W5lks ſaid that her Majeſtie would 
ſenda Gentleman to the King , orelſe write to him by the way of trade : And 
. for confirmation hereof,he ſaid that he heard that a kinſman of theEarl of Arun- 
dels and Maſter of the whom we took to be Ti/ney, was named togo in- 
to Spain. By the way he faith thar you told him in preſence of the Councel 
4t Nonſuch, chat her Majeftie had no League with the King of Spain, but the 
States of the Low Countries; Itold him I was afſured he miſtook you; for 
you might ſay that the League , which was the greateſt, was with the Emperor 
Charls, and ſo with the King of Spain , in reſpect of the Dutchy of Burgondy 
and the Low-Couurries ; but he flung away atfrer his hot manner. 

Now toend theſe matters, for the diſcovery of a multitude of Popiſh ſub- 
jets, I think Mr. Beal writeth to you of anumber of choice perſons, who 
being at leaſt bur fined apon that que Dam noble wil yield a great ſum of money. 
My Lord Grey and Tyrwick were about a Peace the 29 of July, finding my 
Lord Depuries forces ready to enter one way, and Sir Nicholas alt, by ano- 
ther way , offering to my Lord Deputy to abide his Order tor the matters be- 
tween Odonell and the whole Countrie he hath waſted , pretending to ſet upon 
Odonels ſon, begotten of Tirleghes wives daughter, which he had by Mac Con- 
nel, by 4ſhten that came from Ireland , we ſecretly underſtand that the new 
Earl Arrig, with a great number, are decermined to keep Dayb;q#e from his in- 
rentions againſt che Religion, and rhe King doth ſecretly aſſent thereto, whe- 
ther Aſbtox be deceived, time will prove. The King hath ſent to Seffede 200 
fouldiers, to enable him to compel his people to anſwer to Juſtice upon de- 
mand of England , and great promiſes are made-in the Kings behalf ro keep a- 
tity with her Majeſtie. And thus, my wearied, I end, expeQing ſhortly to

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hear of your progrels in your Ambaſſage Which they there may enterpriſe a 
abu of _ ..

| I T may pleaſe your moſt excellent Majeſtie, I have imparted in my Letters 
Lavegct co my Lord Treaſurer , the ſubſtance of that which paſled in con- 
ference, both with the Duke, and certain Commiſhoners appointed by him 
ro conferr with me touching the ſaid matters, which by your Highneſs order - 
1 was directed to communicate unto him. The day following, at ſuch time 
as I took my leave of him, 1 had long conference with him, the principal 
points whereof I thought meet to impart to your Majeſttes ſelf. Ar 
my acceſs unto him , he rook me aſide into a place berween the wall and his 
bed , andcauſed me to fit down by him, telling me that he was not now to 
conter with me as a brother of France , but as a ſervant to the Queen my Mi- 
ſtreſs, witha confident ſervant of hers, and therefore would deal frankly 
and plainly with me. And (o at the firſt he declared unto. me that he was very 
ſorry to underſtand, as well by my ſpeeches, as by the report of the Com- 
aiConers appointed to conferr with me, that your Highneſs had taken fo hard 
areſolution in a cauſe he had ſo long purlued , and whereof he hoped preſent- 
ly to have received the fruits of his travel; that his affeftion was not fo light 
or ſo loofly ſerled, as that he could reſolve with himſelf to give over the matter, 
ſo neither could he believe but that I had brought ſome matter of more com- 
fort untohim : Whereuntol replyed, that it was hard to give Law to at- 
fetion , and therefore did leave it to his own beſt judgement, to take ſach | 
courſe therein as he thought meet. Bur as touching the having of any Com- 
miſhon to deliver unto him any other matter then that I had already impart- 
ed unto him; 1 didproteſt unto him I had not. Then he deciared unto me, 
that ſeeing I had no other Commiſſion, he would forbear any further dealing 
with me in that caſe; and fo proceeded to let me underſtand how reſolute I 
ſhould find the King nor to aſſent ro League without Marriage ; beſides, he (aid 
he feared that this reſolucion of your Majeſties, might make the King grow 
coldin the ation he had taken upon him. I thereupon ſhewed him-, that[ 
hoped when the King ſhould duely conſider ſuch reaſons as I was directed to 
lay before him for the neceſſity of the League , being, as he was, a Prince of | 

judgement , and affiſted with no ill Councel , he would notreje& ſo honours- 
ble and profitable an offer, unleſs ic were to gratifie him, thinking that 
by ſtanding upon the point of the marriage to be accompanied with the 
League, and otherwile not to take place , he ſhould the rather draw 
your Majeſtie ro marry, upon doubt of ſuch perils as- otherwiſe might 
fall upon your Eſtate, Whereupon he proteſted unto me, that he had 
dealt very effeQually with the King ſundry waies by his Miniſters and 
friends, to induce him to proceed to the concluſion of the League, and 
could never draw him to yield thereunto;I then told him I feared 1 ſhould hold | 
him

him a very cold advocate in that cauſe 3 notwithſtanding I prayed him as one 
that profeſſed to be ſo wy devoted co your Majeſtie, to let me underſtand 
what were the principal cauſes that might move the King to forbear ro proceed 
in the League, for that by knowledge of them aforehand, I ſhould be 
the better able to Treat with the King , he then ſhewed me, that ( be- 
ſides the faſtions of the Court, and the praiſes of ſuch as were corrupe. 
| ed by Spain, whodid propound ſundry impediments.) | 

There were two principal matters that were put into the Kings head, thar 
wrought a ſtay in him in thar behalf : The one, the doubt he had of your 
Majeſties perſeverance in the performing and due obſervation of the (aid 
League, fearing leſt when he ſhould be imbarqued , your Majeſtie would 
flip the Collar. The ſecond, That ſome perſwaſtons have been uſed 
rowards him, that England and the Low-Counntreys making profeſſion 
of one Religion, after that Spain and the Crown of France ſhould be im- 
barqued in a Warre , would become lookers on. 

To the firſt doubt I ſhewed him , that I heard his Highneſſe would be 

reſpondent for your Myjeſtie , that you would not rake ſodiſhonorable a courſe, 
as to abandon your aſlociate without ſome ſpecial cauſe 'given. The other 
I aid was very weak, for that no man of diſcourſe or judgement, could 
think that England and the Low-Countreys, would miniſter unto France 
ſo juſt an occaſion of offence, whereby France and Spain growing to 
ſome compoſition , might upon ſo juſt ground, take ſome dangerous re- 
venge. 
e then did declare unto me, that the Court was divided into fations , 
and that ſuch as were inclined unto Spain , did ſeek by all means to make the 
King jealous of your Majeſties friendſhip : For removing whereof , he 
ſaid he had traveled with his friends to the uttermoſt of his power , bur 
that the nature of the King his brother was ſuch , that what he had once 
conceived, he would not eaſily be removed from it, and therefore was to 
be left to be wrought in time, whereof he had ſome good experience, 
touching this his enterpriſe upon the Low-Countries; wherein though ar 
ſome times he- had found him favourable and forward enough to counte- 
nance him in the action; yet ſoon after , through the perſwaſton of ſuch 
as had affeted Spain , he found him altered, in fo much, that what could 
be drawn from him , was rather by force, then any good afteQion 
he-ſeemed to bear to this enterpriſe, which difficulties notwithſtanding , 
upon Declaration made by me , how evil it would come to paſſe tor 
the affairs of the Low-Countreys, if the League between your Maje- 
ſtie and his Brother ſhould not goe forward, for that the better fort , 
and - ſuch as doe affe&t this League, would be diſcouraged, and the 
contrary part much enlarged He anſwered me, That he would doe any thing 
chat might be for the Queens ſervice. 

I delivered alſo to his Highneſs, the care that your Mijeſtie hath of his 
fafery , and therefore that you wiſhed that he ſhould not goe this Voyage 
in perſon, but commit the condu@t of it to ſome other ſufhcient perſonage 
of quality, and meet tor the enterpriſe; and moreover, that your Majeſtie could 
not but adviſe him to ſeek to be adviſed and affiſted with good and ſufficiene 
Councellers fit for the ordering of ſogreat an enterpriſe. After thanks readred 
for your Majeſties care of him, he ſaid that the Noble men and Gentlemen which 
were com to accompany him in this enterpriſe, did it rather of affe&tion they bear 


to his perſon,then to the cauſe, and rherfore he could not but goin perſon with 
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them, eſpecially ſeeing vhere is no one amongſt them to. whom the conduq 
of the ation might be cqmmitred with the ſecurity of obedience due to him , 
and freedom of jealouſie , as in a matter of ſo great conſequence more to be 
deſired. As for a ſufficient Councel to be about him, it was his greateſt care; 
and therefore he deſired your Majeſtie would be a means to the King his bro- 
ther, that he migtit have the Marſhal of Coſle to attend upon him : Whereun- 
to 1 anſwered, that your Majeſtic had been already mindful] thereof, and 1 would 
not fail to ſollicite it at mine acceſs unto the King. Ds Uray returning to me 
(after the report that he and his aſſociates ppt to confer with me , . had 
made to conterr with his Highneſs) told me, that whereas they had perſwaded 
him, ſeeing your Majeſties reſolution was ſignified , to forbear to proſecute 
it any further , they found his affection ſo ſerled , that he minded not o to give 
it over , and how that they perceived by him, that after he had once taken order 
for the matters of Cambray , he will make a voyage over to your Majeſtie, to 
lay down before you his own reaſons himſelf, with this affeftion , notwithſtan- 
ding that if his reaſons and perſwafions ſhall not be found meet to take place, 
he will never hate where he once loved , but will for ever imbrace the amity of 
your Majeſtie and the Realm. Alſo your Majeſtie by theſe Letters written to 
my Lord Treaſurer, ſhall underſtand what paſſed this day between Queen Mo- 
ther and me at the time of my audience, which I thought meet to impart unto 
the Duke, who being then in bed ; when I had finiſhed with Queen Mother , 
[ defired that I might have the honour as to ſpeak with him at his bed-lide, 
which it pleaſed him toaſſent unto; who after I had let him underſtand the ſub- 
ſtance « that which paſſed berween his mother and me, praying his afſiſtance 
roremove the impediments that I ſaw ſhe did ſtand upon , which was to have 
the League accompanied with the marriage , for that it greatly imported the 
ation he had in hand, char the League were preſently proceeded in. To this 
he anſwered , That the matter of a League partained to his brother z the mat- 
ter of marriage, faith he, is the only matter that cancerneth me , which not- 
withſtanding the ſmall hope I put him in, yer was he reſolute not to give it over : 
And thereupon fell into very earneſt requeſt with me , that I would plainly ler 
him know whether I had not ſome further matter todeliver, then that I had yer 
imparted unto him, touching the marriage , whereof when I aſſured him I had 
none to impart unto him ,” he did then declare unto me as he did before, thatl 
ſhould find the King very reſolute, not to imbrace the League without che mar- 
riage; 1did then ſhew him, that I hoped that if he and his mother with that at- 
tection that the cauſe it ſelf did merit, did joyn together, they might ſo diſpoſe 
the Kings mind before hand to give better ear to the League z then his High- 
neſs did put me in comfort , wherein I ſhewed him thar I ſhould hope he would 
deal the more effeQually , if he could lay afide his affe&ion, and look into the 
cauſe as a politique Prince ought to do, preferring the publique (eſpecially his 
honour being ſo tarr ingaged, as it winey d) 5a his private deſires; bur in the hu- 
mor I found, now 1 ſhewed him thar I greatly ſuſpected the Kings reſolucion - 
grew through his perſwaſion, wherewithall he was very merry, and did let me 
underſtand again, that it was very hard for a man upon the ſudden to lay afidean 
affection which he had harbored in his breaſt fo long a ſeaſon. 

Tong this ſubject chere paſſed many pleaſant ſpeeches from his Highneſs, 
which he delivered with a ſingular grace as any perſon that ever 1 knew. 1 pre- 
{ume the rather to write theſe particularities to your Majeſtie , for that by ſome 
ſpeech that paſſed from him , 1 perceived 1ſhould do a thing very agreeable to 
lum to acquaint your Majeſtie withall. Amidſt theſe publique marters, gem, 
not forget with all humility to ſignifie unto your Majeſtic how infinitely I thi 
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wonted care, yet do they miniſter unto me a moſt ſingular comfort, by making 
my ſervice leſs burthenous through your Highneſs gracious comin of the 


ſame. The Lord bleſs the reſt of your Majeſties years with that happineſs of 


Government which hitherto through Gods goodne you have enjoyed , and 
confound thoſe which wiſh the contrary.

Y ood Lord, It may pleaſe your Lordſhip to advertiſe her Majeſtie 

Ge 00 Wake laſt,” 7 ng day of Auguſt, I arrived a che 
Caſtle of Fere in Tarrinois, a houſe of Moxtworencies, about the 11 in the mor- 
ning, ſomewhar ſooner then the Duke looked for me, through the negligence 
of the Gentleman whom he (gat to viſte me at Meaulx , whom I prayed to ad- 
vertiſe the ſaid Duke chat I meant to be ar the place above mi——_ , the ſelf- 
fame morning I arrived there , notwithſtanding I found before my coming thi- 
ther, a Lodgng well farniſhed , prepared for me, and order givenfor my 
Dier, and for the placing of my horſes in the ſtable belonging to the ſaid Cafſtie; 
immediately upon my repair thither, the Duke ſent his Chancellor Ay. le Preſ6- 
dent Reyne, and Kine fey his Secretary , to excuſe the Duke thar there was ſent 
no body to meet me. Afrer that divers Gentlemen, as Far s, and 0- 
ther of quality yp taper oy order to viſit me , ſo that there lacked no goad will 
in his Highneſs to it appear that he was moſt ready to honour ſuch as 
ſhould be ſent unto him from her Majeſtie. I doe the rather dwell u 

the ſerting forth of the manner of che entertunment, leſt ps 
other might advertiſe that, foraſmuch as there was no body ſent to meer 
me by the way ; the Miniſters ſent from thence be not received here 
with the like regard and care as they are there z I do affure your Lordſhip, that 
no man could haye more care to excuſe the omitting of the ceremony , in thac 
there was none ſent me by the way , then the Duke had: Beſides , in this time 
his __ is to be excuſed for omitting of ceremonies , being overcharged 
with affairs , having eſpecially to dire an Army compounded of volancaries; 
abouc three of the clock the {ame afternoon, 1 had acceſs unto him, and after I 
had acquainted him with the points propounded by the King to her Majeſties 
Ambaſlador, and Mr. Semmers, before I did let him underſtand what anſwer was 
made by her Majeſtie to the fame , he ſhewed me that the King his brother was 


moſt reſolute not to proceed inthe amity untill ic might appear what might be- 
come of the marriage ; andtherefore he adviſed me to think how I might be 
the 


able to ſatisfe him therein, for that otherwiſe he ſaw no likelihood 
other two points touching rhe League and the ſecret Treaty ſhould take any 
effet : Wherein I replyed, that I doubted not but that che King his brother 
being a Prince of wiſdom and judgement, would be ſatisfied with reaſon, where- 


in I prayed his afſiſtance, though for ſome reſpeRs I thought him a _ unfic 
adyocate 


profitable ſervant, which though che undeſerved fayours cannor cc 
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advocate to plead in that cauſe , and thereupon declared unto him the cauſes 
that made her Majeſtie to forbear to aſſent to the marriage : Whereunto he an. 
ſivered, That he hoped that his conſtant purſuir of the marriage ſo long a ſeaſon, 
omitting no means that in his anc rag might ſeem meet toadyance the ſame 
(wherein he did appeal to the world his proceedings therein , being publiquely 
known) ſhould not take ſo evil effect as now, when he moſt aſſuredly looked 
to reap the fruits of his travel, he ſhould receive repullſe co his own great diſho- 
nour , but more to his grief. | «14 

And whereas her Majeſtie alleadged the War he was entred into for the re- 
lief of the poor afflicted in Flanders , as a matter of very evil ſatisfaRion to her 
Subjects, he ſaid it was no new matter , but ſuchas before had been propound- 
cd.as he was before informed by her Majeſties Commiſſioners at the time ofthe 
Treaty : And for that at that time it did breed no breach or ſtay of the Treaty, 
but that the ſame went forward , he hoped that would not now be alleadged 
for an impediment. | 

Secondarily, He ſaid that the purſuit of thoſe Wars , conſidering how evil af- 
feed the King of Spain was towards her , and the poop that the poor affli- 
ed in the Low- Countries had of preſent relief, in whoſe fortune her Majeſtic 
was interefſed ; it ſeemed ſtrange unto him, that a thing ſo beneficial co her 
Majeſtie , ſhould be a hinderance to the marriage. 

TheretolI replyed , Thar I choughtic very neceſſary, beforel anſwered the 
ſaid points, to aſſure him that the allegation of the ſaid impediment grew nor 
for want of good will in her Majeſtie. For when ſhe did with the eye and at- 
fe ion of her natural body, look into his conſtant love born towards her, ac- 
companied with many apparent effe&s, that did ſhew that it was not feigned , 
as the hazard he came in, paſſing the Seas , the imployment of ſundry meſſen- 
gers, eſpecially men of that quality, as lately were ſent over, and the goodneſs 
of his own nature, whereof her Majeſtie at his laſt being with her, grew to 
have ſo great a liking, as ſhe reſted greatly afflited and perplexed in mind, be- 
cauſe that in reſpe& of thoſe ns that concerned her pollitique bod 

(which did fo greatly import her, as the alienation of her Subjefts good wi 
from her, in caſe her Majeſtie ſhould be accompanied with a War) ſhe could nor 
proceed as ſhe did defire. 

Touching the two points, for the firſt, I ſhewed him, that though at the time 
of the Treaty, mention was made how ingratefull it would be to her Subje&s, 
to have her marriage accompanied with a War, yet was it never otherwiſe 
conceived , neither by her Majeſtie , nor by the Councel, but that the charges 
of the War ſhould be born by the King himſelf, and by the States of the Low- 
Countries, conſidering her Majeſtie was to reap no benefit by any ſuch con- 
queſt as ſhould be made, otherwiſe then ſuch as did depend upon the iſſue of her 
body , which being a thing that was to grow from above, was doubrfull, and 
miniſtred no matter of preſent benefit in requital of the preſent charges : Be- 
fides, it would ſeem ſtrange that the firſt day of her marriage, the Treaty ſhould 
be violated by the uniting of her Highneſs fortuge with a husband , that con- 
trary to the ſaid Treaty, ſhould throw her into a War which might miniſter fur- 
ther cauſe of miſcontentment, and breed an unneceſſary and dangetous jealou- 
tie, by carrying them into ſome doubt, that as the Treaty was broken in one 
point , ſo there would enſue ſome further breach thereof, a matrer of very dan- 
gerous conſequence , conſidering that in the due obſervation thereof, conſiſted 
the preſervation of their Liberties. 

Touching the ſecond, I ſhewed him, that ifthe League offenſive and defenſive 
might take place, and the fecret Treaty, that this enterpriſe for the relict might 
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very effectually go forward without the marriage : And therefore her Majeſtic 
did greatly marvel to ſee the King fo reſolute, as that without her marriage he 
would have no League , when it 1s apparent to the world, whatſoever become 
of the marriage, that it were moſt neceſſary that ſuch a League ſhould be 
made, as well for common cetence, as for the preventing and ſtaying of the 
over-greatneſs 'of Spain. 

in the end, after much debating to and fro, he ſhewed me that he 
was greatly grieved , conſidering the aſſured hope he had put on, thar 
the marriage being a thing that he deſired above any thing in the world ; 
even now when he looked it ſhould come to a full concluſion after 
long a purſuit, ſo many meſſengers being employed, -a Treaty through- 
ly concluded bySerſons of quality, ir ſhould now grow from a con- 
cluſion, to a kind of diſſolution , that he hoped I was come hither with 
matter of more comfort then he ſhould receive thereby. | 

Thereupon I prayed his Highneſs to look well into the cauſe., wherein 
if he could lay his own affection alide, I doubted not but he ſhould 
very apparently ſee that her Majeſtie eſteemed nothing more then 
the good will and love of her Subjets ( the true ſtrength and 
glory of a Prince ) had great reaſon to reſolve as ſhe did , conſidering that 
the chief end of her marriage ( which was to content her people) ſhould be 
now performed with a farr contrary effe&t , which could be noleſs grievous to 
his Highneſs, if the marriage ſhould proceed , having proteſted alwaies , as 
he hath done , that unleſs it might be with her Majeſties contentment , and 
the good liking of her people, he would never defire it, and fo concluded 
with him , that I hopedatfter he had well digeſted the matter , he ſhould then 
fee that her Majeſtie had juſt cauſe to = to that concluſion which 1 had de- 
lItvered unto him , and he no leſs cauſe to content himſelf withall : 1 prayed 
him that at my next acceſs unto him, for that the place was ſo furniſhed with 
Gentlemen , and not that filence uſed that was fit, I might have audience in 
ſome private. place, tor that many times we could hardly , one hear the other, 
in reſpect ot the noile. : 

Abont halt an hour after my departure from him , he ſent his Chancellor 
the Preſident Mr. de Preureanlx, and Combelles unto me , who did let me un- 
derſtand they were ſent by his Highneſs to me , to confer with me about thac 
which I propounded unto him in her Majefties name, letting me know from 
him, that the Duke found it very ftrange, that after the matter of marriage had 
been drawn unto ſo great length , even now when he did look for an execution 
* of that which was accorded by Treaty, there ſhould be an impediment pro- 
duced firſt by Mr. Sommers, and now by me, not new, but ſuch as before the 
time of the Treaty , was thought upon, beſides that her Majeſtie was not ig- 
norant how Monſieur had long before intreated the cauſe of the Low-Coun-- 
tries, having fromftime to time made her privy to his proceedings therein 
whereof ſhe never made ſhew to have any miſliking, eſpecially as a mat- 
ter tending to the hinderance of the marriage. / 

Thereupon I did art length let him underſtand the cauſes why the fame 
martiage hath depended fo long in Treaty, the manner and courſe of proceeding 
with the Commiſhoners at the time of their being there, and how her Majeſtie 
ſceing her marriage ſubje>t to o great difhculties , and thereby doubting great- 
ly what ifſee the ſame would take , could _ have been induced to have aſ- 


ficulties as were by her to be propounded , accompanied with her 
Marriage couldanot be falyed , the faid Commiſhoners might then have 
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ceeded to the Treaty of a more ſtreight League, that i thereby their travels 
aide not be fruitles. And in this behalf I did ler them underſtand that her 
Majeſtie tound her ſelf grieved , that the Commiſſioners had not. authority to 


creat of the League without marriage , eſpecially that conſidering that not paſt 
four or five months before cheir coming over, there was ſome overture made 
by certain Commiſſioners deputed by the King to treat with her Majeſties Am- 
baſlador refident , which ſhe did look ſhould have been proſecuted ar the time 
of the repair of che ſaid Commiſhoners , and leſt the ſame ſhould have been 
forgotten, or neg ne « | | 
to require him in her Majeſties name to advertiſe the King, how that in reſpect 
of the doubt ſhe had what iſſue the Treaty of marriage might rake , ſhe found 
ir neceſſary that they ſhould have authority to treat of the ſaid League , which 
talling out contrary to her expeRtation, made her proceed , for the defire ſhe 
had to ſend the ſaid Commiſſioners away contented, to the concluſion of the 
Treaty , leſt otherwiſe they might have ſeemed to come hither in vain, And 
ſo much before the ſfigning of the ſaid Treaty , ſhe did declare unto the Com- 
mifſioners, fo that thereby they might well perceive that this Treaty ( beſides 
thereſervation) did not proceed in fo clear a courſe, as they perhaps had-been 
informed. And as for their obje@tion, that her. Majeſtie was acquainted with 
the ation of that War, before that Monſieur did embrace that enterpriſe, I 
ſhewed them, that though ſhe was acquainted with the enterpriſe, yet did ſhe 
not think that ever ſhe ſhould have been urged (as lately ſhe was) ro be a parta- 
ker of the charges of thoſe Wars, which could not bur breed a diſcontentment 
in her Subjects, who looked not into the pollitique cauſe that might move 
both Princes to concur in ſeeking to abare the King of Spains greatneſs, bur 
would aſcribe the cauſe to the marriage , which being accompanied with other 
diſcontentments, was not to be made more grievous by the charges 
that the Warrs of the Low-Countries { the marriage proceeding ) was 
like to throw upon her Majeſtie. After this reply, they proceeded turther , 
and did let me underſtand, that whereas the hope of this marriage hath drawn 
the King to yield further in the allowing of this ſaid enterpriſe., then otherwiſe 
he would ; So the Duke feared that the ſaid King, upon knowledge of her Ma- 
xſties reſolution in the caſe of marriage, would grow cold therein : Beſides, di- 
vers others that were ready to aſhſt himſundry waies , eſpecially wich Treaſure, 
encouraged thereto by an aſſured hope of the marriage , they teared that now 
they would upon doubt thereof, draw backwards, whereby they did ſee the ſaid 
Dukes cauſe very greatly perplexed upon this her Majeſties reſolution ; and as 
for the offer of the League, ſeeing the King (as faras hitherto can be gathered) 
reſolute not to proceed therein without marriage , they ſaw no great cauſe of 
hope to be relieved that way, and ſo concluded, that belides the hmderance that 
the ſaid enterpriſe ſhould receive by this her Mijeſties reſolution , they did nor 
ſee how their Monſteurs honour and her Majeſties could be {alved, withour grex 
rouch tothem both , the cauſe being fo far proceeded in, as it was, all men be- 
ng in expectation, that either the ſame ſhould have caken place, or elſe break 
off upon ſome ſubſtancial marter,as might have yielded ſatisfaction to the world, 
whereby both their honours might have been tree from ſuch flanders as are like 
; tobe thrown abroad throughour all Europe. 

In anhyer of theſe points I let them underſtand for the firſt , That touching 
the Kings growing cold inthe cauſe, I could not conceive how he,being a Prince 
of judgement, and affiſted with wiſe Councel, ſeeing how perillous the King of 
Spains greatneſs would be co the Crown of France, could wax cold, in a cauſe 
that ſo greatly touched him, ſeeing the remedy offered, might be performed 3s

lected, ſhe did ſend one eſpecially ro the Ambaſſador reſident, -

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25 well without marriage , a5 by marriage. And to inforce this matter, I did 
lay before them givers reaſons to ſhew the perils might enſue, both to the 

Crown of France and England , if che ſaid League ſhould nor rake place ; 
and alſo ſome other thing pur privately in execution for the preventing there- 
of : and therefore did let them underſtand rhat there was not & little an ac- 
count to be made of her Majeſties motion touching the League, as by them it 
ſeemed there was; for that heretofore upon like occaſion, the Crown of 
France hath deſired the aſſociation of the Crown of England, and therefore 
it would be thought ſtrange , the ſame being now offered , ir ſhould be re- 
fuſed, when never the like cauſe was offered to move them to embrace the fume. 
And as touching other mens withdrawing of their promiſed affiſtance , eſpeci- 
ally of Treaſure , I did ler them underſtand, that as her Majeſtic by her Letters 
had offered to the ſaid Duke, to affiſt him , as I ſuppofed they were made ac- 


quainted withall , wich ſuch means as were agreeable to her eſtate , ſo ſhould 


he find her ready to perform theſame ; and as for the doubt conceived , that 
after ſo far proceeding , there could be no ſatisfaction yielded ro the world, 1 
did let them underſtand , that though they did nor think che impediments al- 
leadged by her Majeſtie , to be of ſufficient force co yield fatisfaRion; yet I 
doubted not but thar all wiſe men char do without paſſion , conſider how ne- 
ceſſary it is for all Princes to render the conſervation of their Subjects good 
wils towards them, ſeeing that by proceeding in this matter, the Cune ſhould 
be put in hazard , for ſuch cauſes as I had declared, both ro the Duke and them, 
would upon underſtanding of the ſaid cauſes, reſt fatisfied; and fo in the end 
concluded with them, after well near three hours conference, that we were noc 
now to look backward , and to call in queſtion ſuch errors as perhaps had been 
committed in the proſecuting of the cauſe, but to think of ſome ſuch neceſſa- 
ry way to be taken , as may beſt ſerve to further che Dukes honourable enter- 
priſe, and to knit the two Crowns in perte& amity, The day following I had 
a ſecond audience , the ſubſtance whereof I have thought meet to impart unto 
her Majeſtie, with ſuch Letters as I do preſently ſend unto her, for that I know 
her Majeſtie doth look that I ſhould reſerve ſomething to be imparted to her 
ſelf. The Vice-Count of Turayne, a Gentleman very dear unto Monſieur for 
many reſpects, and one whole advice he doth uſe in matters of great truſt , did 
let "me underſtand the morning 1 departed , that now the matter of marriage 
ſeemed to ſtand in doubttull tearms; they are in very great doubt this War which 
Monſieur doth now embrace, is in danger coquail, for two.reafons ; The one 
for that the King, by whom the ation 1s to be countenanced , if any good ſuc- 
ceſs be to be looked for in that , won nm an her Majeſtie will draw her neck 
out of the Collar, after that he hath once broken with the King of Spain,where- 
of he is very jealous, will undoubtedly leave Monſieur in the Briers, whea he 
ſhall ſee fo litrle hope in the marriage, which he only reputerh as the ſureſt boad, 
for the inviolable obſervation of the intended aflociation againſt the -King. of 
Spain. The other, for that divers who now offer to affiſt Monſieur, both wich 
money, and otherwiſe, for the adyancement of this enterpriſe, inhope that the 
marriage ſhould have taken place , whereby he ſhall be able. to. fatishe them 
hereafter, ſeeing his principal ſupportlikely to fail him, by theſe means will alſo 
withdraw their helping hands from him, and then he ſhall be conſtrained with 
diſhonour, and lols of his reputation, to relinquiſh the ation. He did then ler 
me underſtand , that hitherto he had received no help nor aſſiſtance from xhe 
King his brother, as by Sir Henry Cobham was advertiſed , and that his ogly (ap- 
port was procured to him by the Queen his . mother, but the ſame ſo-fmall, as 
it was not of any moment to the purpoſe of PI wanteth. - Apd theretore 
WF he

-praved me to conſider of the matter, as of a thing of great weight and im. 
on and herein the Queen my Miſtreſs (faith he) was her ſelfnor a little 
interefſed, being likely . that if the Duke ſhall abandon the enterpriſe of the 
King of S] in, her profeſſed enemy, having none to oppoſe themſelves againſt 
him, he is likely.by mans judgement, very ſhortly to become an abſolute Con- 
queror , which, of what conſequence it was likely to fall out for her M ajeſtie, all 
men of judgement were able to look into, beſides the danger of ſome enter- 
priſe likely to be ſer abroach for the revenging of civil troubles within this 
Realm, if the ation go not forward , which will fall out very ill for thoſe of 
the Religion, being at this preſent reduced toa very weak eſtate , by reaſon of 
their late aqua of their Towns of aſſurances. All which inconveniences 
were likely to enſue , without ſome preſent ſupport from her Majeſtie , which 
he thought might be med with the loan of 100000 Duckets, wherewith 
Monſieur ſhould be able not only to relieverhe Town of Cambray, but alſo to 
keep the field three months together ; and yer aw 40 ny 1 his great want, 
and the weight and importance of the cauſe, cannot he be per{waded himſelf to 
become a fuitor to her Majeſtie for ſuch a ſupply, for thar being fully perſwaded 
to proſecute conſtantly the matter of rhe match, he thinketh this requeſt would 
hinder his purpoſe therein, fearing leſt he ſhould therein give her Majeſtie occa- 
fion to think that he ſought the match to another end, then by him was meant. 
Theſe ſpeeches the Vice-Count delivered unto me, as if himſelf without Com- 
miſſion (as he ſaid) from Monſieur (though for my part 1 did not think but thar 
it was done with his privity) 1 veſting me very earneſtly , I would effectually 
recommend the motion of the ſupplying of Monſteur with the ſaid ſum, for the 
ſetting forward of his enterpriſe , wherein he ſaid the cauſe required preſenc re- 
ſolution, leſt for lack of ſupport, the mn ſhould be given over; and there- 
upon deſired ro know in what time that I hoped to have anſwer ; I ſhewed him 
within ten daies, he did aſſure me that the Duke would accept in better part the 
Joan of 100000 Duckets now, then if her Majeſtic ſhould freely give him a mil- 
lion at another time, ſo earneſtly doth he embrace this enterpriſe of the Low- 
Countries z andtherefore ſaid he , tohave his neceſſity relieved at this preſent, 
, ſhould bind the young Prince to remain conti- 
nually at her devotion , and to do her alwaies what ſervice he might. This in 
ſubſtance was the ſpeech the Vice-Count delivered me , he ſeemed tobe great- 
ly perplexed that the enterpriſe ſhould ſtand upon ſo doubrfull rerms , confide- 
ring what did depend thereon. The Chancellor and the reſt ofhis Councel did 
very much doubrthe iſſue of the matter , for lack of ſupport, being otherwiſe 
furniſhed with ſuch forces, as they doubt not ſhall be able co over-match the e- 
nemy,ſo that by paying of them, they might be kept under diſcipline, which o- 
therwiſe the army being compounded of voluntaries, they fear, will be ſubje& to 
infinite and moſt dangerous diſorders, her Majeſtie,I doubt nor, conſidering how 
greatly. the yielding of ſupport, importeth her, will cake ſome ſuch like reſoluti- 
on therein, as the weight of the cauſe meriterh. Beſides, if ic ſo touch not her 
Majeſtie in ſurety as it doth , yer the Duke well deſerving of her Highnes 
(which is as great as ever any Prince did ſhew by effe&) require ſome Princely 
conſideration of this preſent neceſſity, —_ her Majeſtic having by her late 
Letters, put him in comfort thereot , any juſt occaſion ould be offered 
wherein to employ her , as well for the ſatisfaCtion of the Vice-Count, as that 
the cauſe it ſelf requireth it. I pray your Lordſhip thar 1 may receive ſpeedy 
reſolution herein. Having thus far proceeded in this Letter , being departed 
co a place called Carlay, about ten Leagues diſtant from Fere, 1 received the in- 
cloked from Queen Mother, by the which, as your Lordſhip may _”"- = 
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the marriage between the Duke of Nortolk, and the Queen of Scots, the pra-

or — Spain. Touching the reaſons that oo induce them to think her Ma- 
jeſtie would inviolably obſerve the intended league, Furſt ſhe was to under- 


ſand that the Amitie that we made moſt account of, was that which this Crown 
had with the houſe of Burgundy , and not with Spain, and therefore, thoſe 
Countries being alienated from Spain, and now reduced by a compoſition he- 
tween the Duke andthe States of that Country, under the Govetnment of her | 
ſon, and traffique being there eſtabliſhed , whereby there remaineth there com- 
monly Goods appertaining to her Majeſties ſubjects to the value neer of half a 
Million, I did leave that unto her Majeſtie to whether it were not a good 
caution for the performance of that which ſhould be promiſed on her Majeſties 
behalf. Secondarily, If that would not ſerve to remove the diſfidence , then 
might there be Hoſtages , given interchangeably on both parties, whoſe pro- 
miſes her Majeſtie would not violate for the greateſt kingdom in Europe : Laſt- 
ly, 1ſhewed her that 1 doubted not but that the Duke her ſon would become 
cautionary for the due obſervation of the ſame. I prayed her then, as I had laid 
before her ſuch reaſons as might induce them to ſtand more aſſured of the 
Queen my Miſtrefſes performance of the ſaid League , then ir ſeemed they 
were, ſo I might (without offence) vo the Queen my Miſtreſs to ſtand in 
doubr of them : Firſt, It was known that divers great og of this Realm 
were more affeted tothe Amity of Spain then England, whom the world 
thought would omit 'no means that they wight put in execution , to diſſolve 
(or rather to hinder) before the Concluſion of the ſaid Aﬀociation, Second- 
ly, Spain challengeth as of right (in reſpe& of affiſtance given in the time of 
the Civilwar , when the Count of Aremberg was ſent into this Realm to that 
urpoſe) to have the Amitie of that Crown preferred before England. Laſt- 
'* , The conſent in Religion between Spain and France (which ſhall not lack a- 
ny perſwations that the Pope and other Catholike Princes canuſe to diſſolve 
or hinder the intended Amitie) may give juſt cauſe ro the Queen to be doubt- 
ful of the performance on their behalfs of the ſaid Aſſociation, then any reaſon 
that may be alleadged on the other ſide, Concerning the Queen my Miſtris, 1 
prayed her (that if the King and ſhe did finde it neceſſary to abridge the King 
| of Spains greatneſs, and could confidently enter into the intended Aſſociation) 
to conſider that there were two occaſions privately offered, that required ſpeedy 
reſolution.

being well aſſured that her Majeſtie upon this alteration , would forbear any

had paſſed between us; and in the mean time did earneſtly pray us, that we 
would forbear to advertiſe her Mijeſtie , as alſo not to diſſwade the going for- 
ward of the ſupport appointed for Don 4*thonio; whereunto, after moſt 
earneſt requeſt made by them, we did aſſent, with condition , That we 
might receive anſwer by ten of the clock the next day, and therein we did 
the more willing]y yield , for that they Cid pur us in hope that we ſhould re- 
ceive anſwer from the King to our contentment. The next day Monſieur de 
la Mot, gory and Pinart came to us, and told us, that the reſt of their Col- 
leagues , and they had communicated with the King, the Negotiation paſſed 
the day before between them and us, and that they had remembred to his 
Majeſtie, his Speech delivered unto us, whichwe conceived to be this, That 
he was pleaſed to appoint ſome to Treat with us touching a ſtr- ter Ami- 
ry to be had with her Majeſtie , ſeeing there were ſuch difficulties that did ac- 
company the marriage : That his Majeſtie anſwered , Thar the alteration 
grew upon two cauſes , the one of a motion made to him by me the Secrera- 
ry, forafurther pebloggon or certain daies to conſerve the validity of the 
reſervation , the laſt prolongation being to expire within a day or two , Which 
motion gave him hope that the marriage might take effect, The other upon 
arequeſt made by Ds, Uray , in the name of the Duke his brother, that the 
League in no caſe might be proceeded in without the Marriage; which the 
King , ſeeing the matter touched fo greatly his brother in affetion and ho- 
nour, could not deny his requeſt, And to the end he might underſtand his 
further mind therein, he t good to ſend Pinert unto him out of hand, 
to acquaint him what had paſſed hitherto in the matter, ſince our laſt audi- 
\ence, upon whoſe return we ſhould then underſtand the Kings further ples 
ſure , praying us in the mean time to have patience, and to interpret the - 
Kings anſwer touching the alteration, in good part , aſſuring us, that this 
delay would rather further then hinder the matter we ſought. X 
To theſe two allegations , I the Secretary did reply , Thar as for the firſt, 
concerning my motion for a further prolongation, the-ſame grew only u 
on this , that mages.

Y very good Lord, your letter of the 17 ſent hy Mr. Vice-Chamber- 

lains man, T have received the contents, vvhereof | mean to ſend by the 
next. Sorry 1am to ſee her Majeſty ſoapr to take offence againſt me, which 
fallech not out contrary to my expectation, and therefore I-did proteſt unto her, 
after it had pleaſed her to make choice of me to employ me this way, that I 
ſhould repure it a greater favour to be committed unto the Tower, unleſs her 
Majeſty may grow more certain in her Reſolutions there : Inſtead of Amity, I 
fear her Highneſs ſhall receive enmity, and we her Miniſters here be greatly diſ- 
comforted, having no certain direftion what to follow. The Kings charges 
here are great for my Diet, amounting ro One hundred pound per dzem: And 
the charges of his Ambaſſador that he laſt ſent over, ſtood him in well near 
60000 Crownes, now in the end of it prove neither Marriage nor honourable 
Amity, he may beſides the diſhonor, think his charges hardly employed. To 
think that the Amity (ſuchas may bring ſurety) will be compaſſed, we here ſee 
no reaſon ſo toconceive. Now her Majeſty finding it more for her ſurety to 
have the charges accompanied with marriage then without, I pray your Lord- 
ſhip that we may have warrant to proceed accordingly, and then by experience 
her Bighneſs ſhall not finde char any particular paſſion beareth that ſway with 
me, 5 I finde She conceiveth it doth. Whereas her Majeſty would have me 
to ſignifie my knowledg rouching Mr Gzlbert Tork, ſurely for mine own part, 1 
cannot but report well of the Gentleman, and therefore her Majeſty bath re- 
ceived information ſome other way : The Marshall de Coſs is greatly condem- 
ned here, for that he did not accompany the Duke : he required ar the Kings 
hands a Warrant, not contenting himſelt with a verball commandment.

Letters to you of the 21 of this preſent, we advertiſed of the Kings and 
Monſfieurs conſents , that a League ſhould be treated of without ſpeaking of 
the marriage. So the ſame day Meſſieurs , Villquier, la Mott, Belliewr , Briſſon, 
Pinart, and Du. Uray, coming to us from the Kung, ſaid, that his Majeſtie deſt- 
ring much the Queens Majeſties amity , and to have the ſame augmented by 
Treaties by marriage , and by all other good means; and finding ſome impe- 

diments in the matter ofthe marriage, he had ſent theni co confer with us about = 


ſuch other means as might beſt ſerve toencreaſe the amity : And ſo after divers 


ſpeeches uſed to them again, to fignifie hisH.reciproque inclination in that behalf, 
we 
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Weentred into talk of League defenſive , remembring the laſt made ar 
Bloys in King Charles his time , which they ſaid , if we found not to be ſufh- 
cient, it ſhould be altered or enlarged : And that they thought ir good tor 
both the Realms to add an Article to it, to meet with diflentions and dif 
orders committed "on the Sea; whereof they had heard very many. Some- 
what they alſo ſaid touching a Staple to be eſtabliſhed ar Roan, as is menci- 
- onedin the ſaid Treaty; bur after they had heard good reaſons, which moved 

294inſt the occaſion of that Article, they faid little to ir, bur earneſtly de- 
fired that other for the maintenance of good intelligence , and ſure Trade 
between the Realms and Subje&s. Then ſomething was alſo propounded 
for a Le:gue offenſive; where 1t was alſo remembred, that there were two 
kinds of Leagues offenſive , the one where two Princes or more doe com- 
bine themſelves againſt another Prince by 'name , the other in general 
terms, for conſervation of Eſtates. And for as much as France and Eng- 
land were at this time in amity with all Princes, that League tor conſeryari- 
on of Eſtates, was thought but to be Treated of , andargued, and fo no 
Prince could have juſt cauſe ro be openly offended therewith. And fo 
without further entring into particularities untill our next meeting, they 
departed. | =o 

On Wedneſday the twentithird, they came again, and having ſhewed 
their Commiſſion, it was propounded, That for a League offenſive, they 
ſaid it was to be firſt accorded , that either Princes ſhould be triend to triends, 
and enemy to enemies , after invaſion made upon either of them. 

And tor a ſecond it was propounded , That if either of the Princes Con- 
federate ſhould be afſailed , the Prince aflailed ; ſhould be bound thereot to 
advertiſe the other Prince his Confederate , who ſhould ſend ſtreight ro the 
Prince that hath aſſailed , to warne him to ceaſe his Invaſion , and to repaire 
forthwith the wrongs done, or elſe in cafe of refuſal, that the ſaid Prince 
Confederate will denounce Watre to him that did affaile, as he ſhall| doe in- 
deed , it the Invader will not retire and repaire the wrongs within ſeven 
weeks. 

This motion being found indifferent for both parts, I the Secretary deliver- 
ed to them certain other Notes taken out of other Treaties , which they faid 
they would anſwer at our next meeting. Your Lordſhip doth herewithre- 
ceive the copy thereof. Bi 

Here it was propounded by them, That if either of the Princes Confederate 
ſhould be invaded by another Prince, and that the Prince invaded ſhall re- 
quire his Confederate to declare open Warr , and to enter into open adts of 
hoſtility with him againſt che Invader, as bond by League (after due admo- 
nition and ſummons made-) who ſhall bear the charge of the For- 
ces of the Prince required, whether ſhall he bear them alone , or the 
Prince requiring to bear a portion thereof,according to his quality and greatneſs. 
Thele things being very conſiderable, we deferred to anſwer them untill our 
next meeting , and ſo did provide to anſiver, as your Lordſhip ſhall ſee by notes 
ſent herewith. Beſeeching your Lordſhip to procure her Majeſties refolucion 
and anſwer to us, and that by her Highneſs dire&ion and warrant , theſe, and 
other points that ſhall be thought meet , may be reſolved upon, to be agreed 
- unto here, to come toanend, without unneceſſary ſpending of time and char- 

ges. The next day, the 24. whilſt we looked for them according to appoint- 
ment, they ſent us word, that upon occaſion of Letters which the King had 
received that day from his Ambaſſador in England , the King had deferred

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well remember , that from the beginning of thus Negotiation , and long be- 
fore, the King defired nothing more then the marriage, which would bring 
with it all other good things, tor Leagues and ſtreight bonds of amity, ſuch

had received Letters from his Ambaſlador Mr. Mannifiere on the 24. and ano- 
cher the 25. dated the 22. of this month , by che which he gave the King very 
great hope of the marriage , upon ſpeeches proceeding from her Majeſtie in 2 
long conference had of late with her Highneſs; whereupoh the King had com- 
manded them to tell us , that ſeeing that matter was now iri ſo good terms , he 
chought good to ſtay further proceeding in the Treaty of a League.

though we heard nothing thereof from her Majeſtie, yet we would believe 
what they had ſaid, as written to the ws. from his Ambaſſador , and that un- 
till we might underſtand her Majeſties pleaſure herein ; we thought that this 
Negotiation for a League might well proceed, to bring it co ſome good point, 
and towin ſo much time , ſeeing the King had conſented and defired ro have 
ſucha League with her Majeſtie ; Mr. de Chevereny aid, that the time would 
not be ſo long ere we ſhould receive her Majeſties pleaſure, and that they could 
not proceed any further in the Treaty, ſeeing this was the Kings pleaſure. Then 
it was ſaid by Pinart , thatthe Ambaſſador had then written (as {o ſpoken by her 
Highneſs to him)chat ſhe had rather marry a mean Gentleman of France, then 
go now from that which was fo farr proceeded in between her Highneſs and 
Monſieur. Thus we being put off trom our Negotiation, and ac aſtay, knew 
not how to proceed any further in any thing , uncill we may underſtand her Ma- 
jeſties pleaſure, which we beſeech you to procure to be ſent unto us in ſome cer- 
rainty , that an orderly and honourable courſe may be holden to grow to an 
end. At this time Pinart (as ſo commanded, he ſaid by the Queen Mother) 
did very ſpecially recommend to her Majeſties conſideration, the eſtate of poor 
Don Anthonio, and to remember the great charges he hach been at 'in providing 
ſhipping in England, to be ſent and to joynwith the French Kings ſhips under 
Captain Carles, who he aſſured they had advertiſement, was gon to theſea ſeven 
daies ago, thinking to meet with Don 4nthonis's ſhips (rigged in England) ar a 
Cape which he could not name. And that unleſs the ſame 'depart not our of 
hand, all the charge will be loſt , and that the King ſhall be fain to venture his 
ſhips alone , if no other aid joyn with them. He ſhewed there an advertiſe- 
ment came that day from the 1tle of Tercera, that the French have landed there, 
taken the Iſle, and certain ſhips, and put to the Sword 800 Spaniards , 
whom were they whoſe names were herein a ſcedule, and thar he thinketh they 
are gon to meet with the reſt ,of the Spaniſh Fleet.

Y very good Lord, I ſend your Lordſhip here incloſed , the laſt Arti- 
M cle contained in mine inſtruRtions for the League , which we have for- 
borne to adde to thoſe heads of a League , which we exhibited to the Com- 
miſſioners, for that we find ir ſomewhat darke, and therefore doe pray 
your Lordſhips explanation therein : For as wg.conceive of it , it wilies: 
ſtrain the French King from aiding of che Duke his brother , which I think 
is not meant , conſidering her Majeſties promiſe to affiſt che Duke in the 
action. 

I beſeech your Lordſhip that we may have ſpeedy reſolution by way of Poſt, 
6r otherwiſe, asby your Lordſhi be thought meet , to ſuch things as we 
ſend your Lordſhip by this diſpatch. FR 

After I had proceeded thus far in my Letter, thinking that our conference 
with the Kings Commiſſioners, would have bred ſome good accord touching 
the moſt parts of thoſe points which were by us he amp 3 unto them. 
on the hope the King is put in by Letters lately come from his Ambaſſador 
reſident there , our further conference is ſtaid , as your Lordſhip may per- 
ceive by our general Letters, whichif it be notſo throughly reſolved on as 
the Ambaſſador conceiverh , and as he hath reported to che King his Maſter 
(whereof we her Majeſties Miniſters here ſtand in doubt , having no confir- 
mation thereof) Then ſurely this report will doe a great deal of harm many 
waies, and miniſters to the perſons named in mine other Letters, matters of 
ſtrange diſcourſe. Beſides, we that ſerve here , cannot bur be infinitely 
grieved , to ſee the weighty cauſe we have in hand , ſubje& to ſo many inter- 
ruptions , eſpecially of the alteration of proceeding upon occaſion given from 
thence. | 

It were well her Majeſtie did capitulate with the Ambaſſador in theſe great 
matters, not to advertiſe any thing without firſt making her privy thereunto, 
aS alſo that upon any ſuch reſolution taken with him, we here might be acquain- 
ted withall, to the end there might be concurrency with us. Touching her Ma- 
jeſties pleaſure for the return of Mr. Sommers, I hope when her Majeſtic 
ſhall conſider the weightineſs of the cauſe we deal in, and the number and 
ſufficiency of the perſons we are matched withall , her Highneſs ſhall ſee more 
cauſe to ſend ſome other well choſen Civilians to aſſiſt us, then to withdraw 
him from us.

and acquainting her Ambaſſador on this fide therewith , ro the end there may 
be a concurrency between her Majeſties Miniſters, and the King , which being

N that time not to be dealt withal at his motion, it was delivered to Bellienre 
(whom they found in the utter Chamber of Queen mother) who in like fore 
found the meſlage and requeſt teaſonable ; and concluded with Pinart, that the 
next morning the King ſhall be movedin it; when Ptnart delivered this anſwer 
to my meſſenger, he told him withal, that the King upon the receit of this ler- 
ter from his Ambaſſador, had puton a reſolution not to proceed in any League 
offenſive, unleſs the marriage were firſt fully accorded, and chat being done, he 
would make a Treaty offenſive , not onely againſt qne Prince , but againſt all 
whatſoever. With this I thought good to acquaint your Lordſhip notwith- 
ſtanding I finde them full of alterations, to the end char in caſe the King hould 
dwell in this reſolution , 1 might receive her Majeſties pleaſure for my return g 
humbly praying your Lordſhip to uſe the matter ſo, that ic may be go cauſe of 
ſtay in her Majeſtie with this diſpatch. For my own opinion, I think that the 
King will ſtay in this reſolution until he may hear from his brother , to whom

Y very good Lord , whereas 1 perceive by your letters of the ſeventeenth 

of this preſent, that her Majeſtie doth marvail that ſhe heareth nothing of 
my moving of theKing to aſſiſt his brother , it may pleaſe your Lordſhip, there- 
fore to let her Highneſs underſtand, that at the time of my firſt acceſs (unto the 
King) I did very effeually recommend the ſame in general terms unto him, 
and did receive from him aſſurance that he would have care of his brother, as in 
honor and in nature he was bound , thinking at the time of our conference, 
when we ſhould enter into the dealing for the ſecret Treaty , the time would 
then have ſerved moſt aptly to have furthered the, ſame in a more particular 
ſort, which being ſtayed , as your Lordſhip knowerh by a requeſt made by Du 
Uray in the Duke bis Maſters name , and being given to underſtand by good 
means, that the King proteſted , that unleſs he had been aſſured that the marci- 
age would have taken place, he would never have ſuffered his brother to have 
proceeded fo far in the enterpriſe of the Low-Countries. I thought it our of 
time to uſe any perſiwaſion in furtherance of the aſſiſtance co be givento the 


ſaid Duke, unleſs I might have had ſome Authority to aſſure him of the mar-

Y very good Lord, the contents of your Letter written unto me the 24 of 
M this preſent, and received the 26. | concelve to conſiſt pranyelly inthe 
points tollowing, Firſt, char her Majeſties pleaſure is, that ſpeedy nowledge 
{hould be given to Monſieur, of the regard her Highaeſs hach of his cauſe, and 
of the ſupport it pleaſerh her to yield bum , to which points is added the diſlike 
the conceiveth , thatat Mr. Sommers being with Monlieur , and underſtanding 
the neceflity he ſtoodin, he had no direftion to make him a more comfortable 
n'wer. 
: Secondarily , That in the Treaty of a general League offenſive, there is no 
cauſe to ſpeak particularly in what quality or ſum her Majeſtie ſhould be contri- 
utary. 
n Laſtly, Thatin the ſecret Treatie, no offer ſhould be made in her Highneſſes 
behaif, before the particularites of the forces that ſhall be imployed , and of the 
charges (that Mouſicur himſelf, the King and States will be at) be delivered and 
ſet down unto us for Anſwer, whereunto it may pleaſe your Lordſhip to under- 
ſtand , that immediately upon the recelt of the Letters, as ſoon as I cou'd dil. 
patch the meſſenger, I ſent to Monſieur to acquaint him with her Majeſties cod 
meaning towards him, and by what means , and with what expedition it ſhould 
be ws over untohim , andas touching the diſlike for that the Anſwer unto 
the Duke was not more uncomfortable. It may pleaſe your Lordſhip to in- 
form her Majeſtie , that at the time of the ſending of Mr. Sommers unto his 
Highneſs, becauſe I could not bethroughty informed (according to the diredti- 
ons received from her Majeſtie) how tar the King meant to inlarge himſelf to- 
wards him, and finding a:{o inall former letters received from thence , I was 
willed not co be over torward in promiſing of aſſiſtance, withour good intelli- 
gence fiſt had of the Kings intention in thar behalf,and being not ignorant what 
conceits her Majeſtie hath taken of my ſervice ſince my being in theſe Parts. 
It made me to deal the more warily in the Commiſhon I gave Mr. + ommer-s,and 
yer was it not ſuch (as your Lorcthip may perceive by the incloſed Copy) bur 
that the Duke might take comfort thereby. 

Beſides, your Lorcſhip can be a witneſs with me, how upon the motion made 
to me by the Viſcount Turaign, touching the neceſſity the Duke ſtood in, how 
earaeſtly I dealt for private ſupport to be yielded him, fo as if by occaſion of 
want, he ſhoulc have been conſtrained to have given over the enterpriſe, or had 
Carried it otherwiſe then her Majeſtie would, 1 were not to be charged with. 

Secondarily, Whereas 1na general League offenſive, it is thought that there 
neecerh no particular Contribution to be ipoken of. Your Lordſhip may ſee by 
our laſt diſpatch, that ſuch a motion is already made unto us, and that thing 
thought needtul, having beſides the preſidents of all former Leagues offenſive, 
thought it will be long before the Contributions ſhall be imployed, yea, hap- 
pily never. And theretore ſeeing it is material for their ſatisfa&ion, and a marter 


| of no new preſident, we could do no lels bur deſire to know her Majeſties plea- 


ſure therein, which we hope to receive by the next diſpatch. 
Laſtly, For the particularties of the ſecret Treaty, our opinion is , that a cer- 
tain proportion ſer down, ſuch as her Majeſtie can be content, were very neceſ- 


. fary, and greatly for the furtherance of the ſervice intended , whereby in our 


Treatie with them , we might frame our courſe the better in ſeeking to bein- 


tormed of their ſeveral Contributions. For to ſtay the reſolution W_

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uncil the certain numbers be ſer down, wherewith the ſervice of the Low-Coun- 
cries ſhall be proſecuted (which is a matter very hard, and found by experience 
char it never hokderh in any certainty) will draw the Treaty into an unneceſſary 
' length. 

Beſides, We are perſwaded that ic will be much more chargeable for her Ma- 
jeſty, in caſe ſhe ſhould capitulare with them to furnih them either with men or 
mony, according to ſuch proportions as they ſhall ſet downs, for that there can- 
not bur grow ſome variance for the numbers of men, and for the time of ſervice 
wherein they ſhall be imployed ; whereby her Majeſtie ſhall be driven to 

y for greater numbers, and for longer time of employment, then in Reaſon 
and Equity ſhe ought. | 

And herein experience doth reach us, that in former Leagues of Aſſociation, 
there hath riſenalways great controverſies about the above named Circumſtan- 
ſtes. For the avoiding whereof, it were neceſſary ſome certain Contribution 
were ſer down, and without yielding Contribution, it will be but in vain to en- 
ter into any ſpeech of the League, though for the Reaſons contained in your 
Lord(hips letter , ir ought not to be grear,| conſidering that beſides the benefir 
that this Crown doth receive to have the King of Spain kept under , they are 
like to receive ſome particular benefit otherways, which if it be true, as Dus U- 
ray informeth me, the ſame alſo being confirmed by Prefident Neve and Secre- 
tary Qoi»ſey at my being ar La Fere, the benefit is only to redound unto Mon- 
fieur inthe ſtare that he is now ; for when he ſhall come to be King of France 
(if that (for default of iſſue in the King) ſhould happen) rhey of the Low- 
Countries have capitulated with him , that they may be at their own choice to 
chooſe their Soveraign. | 

But herein ſuch direction as it ſhall pleaſe her Majeſty to give us , we will fol- 
low, putting your Lordſhip onely in minde, that the onger tra& of time it ſhall 
receive, the more ſubjeCt ſhall it be to practiſes : Whereby upon great offers co 
" be made, they may bedrawn to run ſome other courſe. And therefore the 
more expedition is uſed, the better ſuccels it is likely rotake. And as touching 
the Argument which her Majeſties pleaſure is, we ſhould uſe to induce cthemro 
think that ſhe ought not to be burdened with any great charges touching the 
matter of Portugal , confidering the Queen mothers prerence, we will nor fail 
when we ſhall have to deal therewith, to proceed accordingly, though I am per- 
ſyaded that the ſaid Queens pretence is uſed but for a colour to juſtifie ſuch aſhi- 
ſtance as they (hall give, rather then in hope of any benefit they look to receive 
thereby, otherwiſe then that the King of Spains greatneſs ſhall be abated, And 
ſo &c..

I R, Since the departure of Foh# the Currier hence , this is done : Mr. 
Sommers is ordered to ride to Monfiegr, he hath ſecretly ro catty with him 


ſo many piſtolets as come to —— And there is juſt as much more to be pro- 
vided, ich is here hard to be gotten. My Lord of Leiceſter moved ? la 
Ficine to procure it by exchange at Paris, which he took upon him; but when 
I was curious how he would doit, he anſwered me, that every Crown would 
coſt me four pence at the leaft, and yet he could not ſo anſwer it; bur for aſmall 
ſum ; and ſecondly, tor the time, he could not anſwer me , but that he muſt paſs 
it forth to Antwerpe, and then to Paris, he alſo was moved to rideto Paris him- 
ſelf, but the charge thereof muſt be layed to the former , ſoas the ſum would 
be ſlenderly pinched with ſuch abatements. Hereupon I ſtayed proceeding 
with him, and have for the firſt halt made means here , and have gotten Paul 
Swallore, Alderman Martins man to take charge of packing , the wait is more 
then two ſpare horſes can carry , and now I am reſolved to divide it into four 
portions, and to commit to four the ſeveral portions to be carried upon a Pil- 
lion; and fo they. may pals in poſt , whereas otherwiſe being charged upon two 
horſes, they could not ride poſt with it, I am now to pray you to advertiſe me 
what you cando there, to have the reſt paid there , it che like ſum ſhall be paid 
here with ſecurity by Exchange, and what the charge will be,or elſe whether you 
think the ſame were not beſt to be ſent in ſpecze thither ro Monſieur turaſelf, 
which I rhink the beſt ; ſeeing therein are two inconveniences , danger by ſea, 
to paſs for Ls Motts knowledge, and by Land by falſe brerhren,or Spaignoiliſts ; 
for I fear ſuch ſecrefie will not be kept of the next, as 1 truſt hithertoin this. T 
have ſuch crooked dealing here with 105 for that the King urgeth the ſpeedy 
delivery of the Jewel withour ſatisfaction tor your charge, as I think My. Mills 
will advertiſe you, the Queens Majeſtie for her part, is content to ſtand to cur- 
tefie, or to loſs, for the 5000.1, From Scotland we hear commonly evil, that 
the King ſhall acknowledge to have by evil counſel of his ſubjects, uſurped the 
Crown; and therefore he will reſign it to his Mother , and ſhe to grant it back 
to be poſlefled joyntly. We hear alſo that the Earlof Arraign is Pally bent to 
make a Band of the Proteſtant Nobility to the contrary hereof. I think my 
Lord of Leiceſter will write hereof to you, for he hath dealt here in very wiſely 
by means of Robert Aſhron, that was my Lady of Lenox ſervant at this time, Þ 
have paid this bearer Philips 20.1. in- name of his travel.

M* very good Lord, Finding by the incloſed, that the Duke defireth 
A hat all expedition may be uſed in the tranſportation of the mony , I 
thought it very neceſlary ro ſend away this meſſenger wich all ſpeed, 
whom 1 did imploy in this journey towards him. And therefore found ir 
expedient to ſend him unto you, to the end he might make report both of the 
ſtate of his Camp, and of the preſent enterpriſe he hath in hand. 

if your Lordſhip mark the Letter well, you ſhall finde ic written with ve- 
ry great judgement , and in moſt thankful fore. If this young Prince con- 
cinue the courſe he hath begun, there are few or none that promiſe greater things 
in our days then he. 

The pain he taketh, as this bearer can ſhe you, is intollerable, and his pa- 
tence (having to deal with fo ſtrange and '1nquiet humors as ſerve under him) 
is admirable. 

It offendeth the better fort here to ſee ſuch Treaſure ſpent here in preparati- 
ons of Masks and other vanities, and this poor Prince forced unle(s he were 0- 
therwiſe relieved, togive over anenterpriſe ſo many ways profitable to this 
Crown. | 

Among other things I gave this bearer (in his Inftrutions) charge to know 
the Dukes pleaſure , wherher I ſhould make the King and his mother privy to 
the Loan, and in what (orc I ſhould deliver ic unto them. 

In anfiver whereof, he hath willed him to let me underſtand, that he referreth 
the ſame to her Majeſties beſt conſideration; for mine own particular opinion, 
conſidering that the matter cannot be kept ſecret, I think ir meet they ſhould be 
both made acquainted withal, for that it might nouriſh or rather increaſe in the 
King ajcalouſie, already conceived of ſome inward intelligence, not to the beſt 
purpoſe between her Majeſty and the Duke. 

Beſides, it would ſerve to very good purpoſe to remove the opinion that 
both he and his mother have conceived that her Majeſties friendſhip confiſterh 
altogether in words , who hitherto hath ſhewed more friendly and better effe&s 
then they thought both nature and policy ought to lead them, todeal otherwiſe 
then they do. This day Ihad long ſpeech with Queen mother , both abou 
tha Portugal cauſes, as alſo about our ſtay of the PR in the Treaty, for 
the firſt , Ido finde by her that the King will attempt nothing by way of Oc- 
currency with her Majeſty without the marriage , and as for our further = 
ceeding in the Treaty ; I alſolearn by her that he is reſolute to ſtay until he hear 
from his Ambaſſador : hereof 1 will enlarge nato your Lordſhip more at length 
by the next, the concluſion of her ſpeeches were an earneſt recommendation of 
the mirriage, without the which ſhe ſaid ſhe ſaw there could be no ſound friend- 
ſhip; ſhe alſo renewed her former requeſt yu the (upport to be yielded ro 
Don Anthonioletting me underſtand that the tour ſhips were departed from Bur- 
deaux with fix hundred men at the leaſt ; and therefore prayed me mot cfteftu- 
ally ro recommend the ſame to her Majeſty. 

Whereas I perceive by your Letter of the one and twentieth, ſent by the

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And as for the tault her Majeſtic findeth, there lacketh no care in me, nor in the

great uncertainries, as if we ſhould advertiſe what we hear , we ſhould revoke 
one day what we hear another ; and therefore are loath to inform until we can 
attain to ſome certain knowledge of the true ſtare of things, and where her Ma- 
jeſty conceiverh that we may be informed of the Dukes miniſters here, I finde 
them not hitherto ſo throughly inſtrufted , or ar the leaſt nor willing to impart 
their knowledge to us, as I perceive her Majeſty 1s perſwaded they are. And

Anſwer as I deſire, and know the cauſes do require, 1 will not write to you 
of the incertainties here, as 1. rake patience here in ſolliciting, ſo you muſt in the 
lack of that were meet for you, the Letters that have been writ to you in com- 
mon, have been altered twice, and yet {cantly goe with allowance ; bur that 
her Majeſty hath fince commanded me to add theſe things as well to the Letters, 
as to the Aadmers of the two papers for the two Leagues. For the general 
League her Majeſty will not be bound to any number certain , bur will aid ac- 
cording to the form of an Article in the Treaty of Cambray , which form ſhe 
hath choſen upon this ground : She commanded me to preſs all the Treaties, I 
could, both with the Emperor and French King, and to repeat to her the diver- 
ſity of ayds, which I did , and though the greater number contained 
with number certain, ſome at the coſt of the Prince invaded, and ſome, bur yer 
few, at the coſts of the confederare not invaded , with reference to his power, 
and with charge of his Conſcience z her Majeſty yery earneſtly took hold

After alſo that ſhe hath direed an uncertain Anſwer to the Articles of the pri- 
vate or fecrer League which I do ſend you, as I conceived her minde, and as her 
ſelf didread them ; yet ſhe commanded me to write unto you, that ſhe knew 
not why ſhe ſhould be at any certain charge, either for Monſieur or D6:» Athe- 
io, For as for Monfieurs Actions, ſhe would therein give ſuch ſupport as ſhe

But yet ſhe added this thereto, That if by thather anſwer ſhe ſhould think 
that Monſieur for lack of ſupport ſhould leave his actions in the Low-Coun- 
treys, ſhe will yield to ayd him, though preſently ſhe will not declare to 
what quantitie. And tor ſupporting of Don 4nthonio, ſhe knowerh not why 
ſhe ſhould be bound co any certain charge, conſidering the Queen Mother, 
how ſhe hath in other fort favoured Don Anthoxio , then percaſe his Mi- 
niſters will report. For ſhedid cauſe ſuch preparations to be made for 'him, as 
amounteth to thirteen thouſand pound Engliſh (you may urn it in ſpeech to 
above forty thouſand Crowns, and all this charge loſt by lack of good anſixer 
from the King. For his conjunction with her Majeſtie inthis ayd, and that her 
Majeſtie nevertheleſs did offer ro the ſaid Don Anthonio the price of any 
ſive or ſix good thips, but he would not accept them. ' And in them he had 
bought and hired certain ſhips and barks, to the number of eight, which he 

doth now mind to ſend away , and likewiſe he himſelt defireth paſs-port for 
himſelf ro depart, which her Majeſtie doth yield unto, and to tell your 
ſelf truly, he is ſolicited hereto by the French Ambaſſador, 1 pray God he may 
find good dealing there, that he be not fold there away. Her Majeſtie would 
have you to haye regard to the defence of her in any thing that may be there 
caſt abroad on the ſaid Don Anthonio's behalt: So as you muſt anſwer for 
her Majeſtie therein, that the lack of the intended voyage hath not grown 
by her means, Thus full warily muſt I yield, for in cheſe unpleaſant- mar- 
ers [am weary of a (mall working, 1 hope her Majeſtie will be betcer dif- 
tboſed to give you ſome further authority, or elſe ſurely , I could wiſh you at

ATE my hearty commendation : upon the receipt of your Letters of the 
26 of Auguſt, written from you there joyntly, I did impart che ſame 
to ber Majeſtie,, and to my Lords of the Councel that are here. And for 
that one of the moſt ſpecial matters in your letter concerneth the yy of 
your proceeding forward in the Treaty already begun, for a e offen- 
live betwixt her Majeſtie-and the French King , which is alledged on the 
Kings part to have grown by report of his Ambaſſador here in his Ler- 
ters to the King, as is mentioned in your Letters, -her Majeſtie denying, 


that ſhe uſed _- ſpeech either with the 17" or any other tending go 
& 
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which ſhall moſt properly appear by marginal notes in every of the ſame; and 
itſo be it ſhall chance, that you cannot obtain of the French King that his Com- 


miſſioners, and you her Majeſties Commiſſioners, ſhall proceed in the Treaty 
for a league, as you did begin; and as the French did twice yield thereunto, 
chat is, at your firſt coming to him from Monſieur ; and ſecondly, after thar, 
by Pynart for the King, and you Maſter Sommers for her Majeſties part, re- 
curned from Monſieur with his contentation, that the Treaty might paſs, fo 
as nothing thereby might be prejudicial co the cauſe of the marriage. Then 
you may ſay to the King, That your abode there is but ſuperfluous, and more 
chargeable for the ſaid King, then ſerviceable, and therefore you hall deſire 
him to licenſe you to return, which you may ſay, will be by ſuch as miſlike 
of the good amity between her Majeftie and the King, be interpreted co the 
worſt, and will give them more comfort then were convenient ar this time. 
Andit ie: this allegation and reaſon yielded, they will not pro- 


. ceedin the Treaty, her Majeſties pleaſure is, that you ſhall return; and fo 
alfo, ſhall Maſter Sommers, except you your ſelves fee any cauſe proba- 


ble for your abode, until you may advertiſe us, and know our pleaſure. 


Her Majeitie commanded me to write to you , that it is greatly mifliked, 
chat 
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is greatly miſliked, that you have not more particularly and more earneſt] 
moved the French King to give ſupprt to the Duke his Sores in a cauſe Fd 
honourable for the honour of France, and the Crown thereof. And her Maje- 
ſtie underſtanderh, that the King himſelf may think you, as her MajeQties Mi- 
niſters, careleſs herein of Monſteurs well doing. And as I have heretofore 
written to you hereof, ſo did I impart to her Majeſtie your anſwer thar you had 
moved to the King at your firſt coming thicher, and of che French Kings an- 
(wer. But her Majeſtie thinketh, you might have ſolicited ſuch a matter, both 
more earneſtly, and more often, And fo now I do notifie unto you her Maje- 
ſties opinion at this time, concerning the cauſe of Don A »thonio King of Por- 
rugal. Youlhall declare either to the French King, or Queen Mother, if they 
ſhall give you any caule to ſpeak thereof, that there hath been no lack nor de- 
fault in her Majeſtie, that he hath not been in other ſort relieved : For, as your 
ſelt knoweth, betore your departure it was by us agreed, what ſupport he 
ſhould have had of ſhips, and men, and munition, according to his own deſire 
and demand. And to that end, great ſums of money have been laid out, as 
therein you have a part of the burthen, and accordingly the ſhips and men, 
with victual and munition, was ready two moneths paſt; and as you alſo know, 
ic was by the King Don Az#thonio agreed, that he would not preſs us to granc 
him this ſupport, thereby to provoke the King of Spain to ſome hoſtility againſt 
our ſubjects trading in his Countreys, except the French King ſhould joy 
with us in this action, and thereof give us aſſurance. Whereupon Don An- 
thonto ſent himſelf a Count of his, and other Meſſengers, to follicite the 
ſame to the French King, but ſo the matter hach fallen out, that we neyer 
could have any pertec&t anſwer from the King, whereby we might be aſſured, 
that he would joyn with us in this ſupport. But his Ambaſſadour here hath ſaid, 
that the King his Maſter eſpecially thanketh us for our courteſtes and reliets to- 
wards Don Amthonto his Kinſman, and exhorted us to proceed, and he faid, 
there ſhould be ſhips of- Frence for his ayd. And in like fort the Queen Mo- 
ther required our Ambaſlador there, to advertiſe us the like diſpoſition in her ; 
bur all chis time we had no dire@ anſwer of affurance, that the King would give 
him ſupport. Whereupon, with very great charges, the preparations of the 
fhips anv men in wages, and in expence of viduals, hath continaed almoſt two 
whole moneths ; and thereby the ſaid Don Anthonis hath loſt the whole 4 
portnaity of the time of the year, over-{lipping the recovery of the good [ile 
Madera, and of other Iſles of the 4Fores, laving Tercerss, which by Gods 
goodneſs was preſerved by the I{landers, and indeed not by any aid of the force 
of the French: men: For in very deed, at the time of the repulſe of the Spa- 
niard, which was on St. Femes day, there were no French mea there, but one- 
ly 4n.Scabiny had been there before, and was gone Weſtward, as was ſup- 
poſed, to make ſome profir.of the ſtraglers of the Italian fleet ; for otherwile, 
he was not able to incounter the Fleet it (elf, nor yer to offer fight with the 
Kings Armado, ſent under Pedro de Yaldes ; beſides this, by this delay, for 
lack of good anſwer from thence,this King Anthonio doubterh of the conſtancy 
of a great number of his ſubjeQs in Portugal, who ſecretly hoped upon his ſup- 
ort; and ſo now in the end, though we could have no anſwer trom thence, 
whereby her Majeſtie might be build wich aſſurance of che French Kings con- 
junion to adventure the King of Spins offence , yet ſhe did offer ro the 
King 4nthonio-the ſervice of certain good Veſſels, well armed, viQtualled 


and furniſhed with men and munition largely , to repair now in the latter 
end of Auguſt. But the King prudently Cm rag. + that the time was 
paſt for this year, to recoyer any more mo then he hath already ; and that ſuch 
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x hold for him could not be by the enmity aflailed from henceforth, watil the 
next year) did not accept our o_ bur finding the defaulr of anſwer from the 
French King, to have been the cauſe of our ſtay, he meant one]y to ſend away 
a few ſhips which himſelf had bought and armed here ;, for the which her Maje- 
tie hath already yielded him a paſs-port. - When you ſhall again deal with the 
King to have care of his Brother now entred into the Low-Countreys, whoſe 
aions, for the honour of that Crown, are to be maintained z you may ſhew 
him that we think he was not well coun(ellea by ſuch as moved him to yield to 
* Tanis the King of Spains Agent, that 300000 or 400000 Crowns were by 
his ſpecial licenſe carried from Lyons to the Prince of Parma, which it the King 
had ſtayed bur one monerh or twenty days to give licenſe as hedid to Tanss, 
there had manifeſtly tollowed in the Prince of Parma's Army ſuch a diſaſter, as 
is notoriouſly known, before the coming of that money ; that the (aid Army 
was ready, for want of pay, to have broken, and eſpecially all the Almaignes 
Kad revolted to the ſervice of Monſieur /e Duc,which by the ayd of that money . 
was alrered, to the diſadvantage of the Duke his Brother. And you may ſay 
tothe King, that by conſidering of this, her Majeſtie doubteth, thar there are 
ſome in credit with him, that regard not in their connfels, what ſhould be the 
means to ſtay the greatneſs of the King of Spain, which cauſeth her Majeſtie 
to be more foubrfal how ſhe ſhal deal in any aRion tending to ſtay the ſaid great- 
neſs, except ſhe might evidently ſee ſome more appearance of the French Kings 
determination to the ſame end, which 1n thus cauſe of his Brothers aRions in the 
Low-Countreys, both ought and might beſt appear by ſome honourable good 
ſupport, tobe given to the Duke his Brother.

T may pleaſe your moſt excellent Majeſtie, The Laws of Ethiopia, my na- 

I tive ſoil, are very ſevere againſt thoſe, that condemn a perſon unheard; bur 

Y moſt ſharp againſt ſuch as judge amils of thoſe that {it in Princely Chair , as 
. ods here on earth. To tell your Majeſtie what others conceive upon the late 
ſtay of our proceedings here(as by the Letter it pleaſed your Majeſtie to vouch- 

late: to write unto me, it ſeemerh you conceive) who cannot think thar ſuch 

effects ſhould grow of naked and weak cauſes) I hope 1s not to condemn, when 

I either look into your Majeſties own Princely judgement ; who for your own 

| Highneſs-ſake, ought to have care to preſerve your Miniſters credit ; or con- 

ſider mine own duty, which teacheth menor to condemn thoſe that I am bound 

to defend, I ſhould then be worthy of the moſt ſharp puniſhment that either 

the Ethiopian or Draco's Laws can yield, if I ſhould wittingly, by wrong ſup- 

poſal grow to ſo harda cenſure, as to think that your Majeſtie ſhould preter 

in matter of truſt, a ſtranger before a ſervant, that in loyalty will give place 
neither to ſubje& nor ſtranger. I cannot deny, but 1 have been infinitely grieved 

* to ſee the deſire I have had to do your Majeſtie fome acceptable ſervice (inthe 
preſent charge committed unto me) ſo greatly croſſed. Bur I will leave to 

touch my particular, though I have as great cauſe as any man that ever ſerved 

in the place, I now unworthily ſupply, being at home ſubject ro ſundry ſtrange 
jealouſies, and in forreign ſervice, to diſpleaſure , though I dare make the 
oreateſt enemy I have the cenſurer of mine actions and FOOCOgs in ſuch 
torreign ations as have been committed unto me.

cenſures. And firſt, for your Majeſties . Marriage : it your Majeſtie mean 

to remember, that by the delay your Honours uſerh therein, you loſe the be- 

nefit of time, which (it years be conſidered) is not the leaſt to be weighed ;

can uſe (howſoever your Majeſtie conceiveth it, that it may ſerve your turn) 

And as for the league we were in hand witha!, it the King would have aſlent- 

ed that the ſame thould have proceeded in general terms, according to ſuch 
direction as we have lately received from your Majeſtie, I am for ſundry cauſes 

led to think, that it would have proved unprofitable , as generally I know that 

there is a preſident to confirm the ſame ; bur it in that timea King of Scots, pre- 
trending a title to the Crown of England, was like by matching with Spain, 

ro have wrought that peril towarcs your Majeſties farhfr, as he is to- 

wards you, he would not then have ſtood upon generality , as your Ma- 

jcſtie doth now. For in diſealed bodies, there is not alwaies like uſe of medi-

out offence to your Majeſtie , that no one that ſerveth in place of a Councel- 
ker, thateither weigheth his own credit , or carrieth that ſound affeRtion co 
your Majeſtic as he ought to do, that would not wiſh himſelf in the fartheſt 
part of Echiopla, rather then enioy the faireſt Palace in England. The Lord

| Y.wery good Lord,the day following my conference with Queen Mother, 
M [4 Mot repaired unto me, ſent from her to give me thanks for the ſpeech 
I had uſed towards her the day before , and prayed me that I would further 
ſome good and ipeedy reſolution of themarrage : He did acknowledge in talk 
that paſled between Us rouching my Negotuation with the ſaid Queen, that 
that poine which I couched concerning the employment of Monſieur in the 
Low-Countries, for the avoiding of the deviſion thar might grow between 
the two brethren, is a matter, that thoſe that wiſh well unto the King, and de- 
Gre the continuance of the repoſe of that Realm, had great care of, which was 
not the leaſt cauſe that moved them greatly to deſire the marriage , which not 
taking place, they ſaw his employment in the Low-Countries very neceſſary , 
letting me underſtand ,. that they found it ſtrange that mey heard nothing of 
{1-- of any intelligence that paſſed between the Prince of Orange and the Duke, 
ng greatly. to the end that the ſaid Duke might be known of the people 
+ the Low-Countries , he might be drawn to make his reſidence at Antwerp, 
©; ſome of the inward places of the Countrie. I ſee it a general opinion among 
£..c wiſeſt ſort here, conſidering the general evil ſatisfaction that the people have 
ot the preſent government , that it will be very hard to maintain good concord 
between the two brethren, in caſe the Duke ſhould refide here within the 
Realm. Andit is moſt aſſured , that the affection that the Nobility here do 
bear tro Monſieur (which hath appeared by his lace Army, compounded of vo- 
luntaries, the ſame conſiſting principally of Noblemen and Gentl. ) hath great- 
ly increaſed the Kings jealoufie towards him , and hath nor been the leaſt hinde- 
rance of that ſupport, that otherwiſe the ſaid King might have been drawn to 
have given. The Duke of Guiſe is of late crept into a very inward credit with 
the ſaid King, which ought to move her Majeſtie to be more caretull of the 
matters of Scotland, for that thereare daily conſultations in the Dukes houle, 
eſpecially fince advertiſements are come hither out of Scotland , that the Kin 
doth ſubmit himſelt ro any ſuch direRion as his mother ſhall give him , ham 
far forth as the yielding up of the Government to her, if the ſhall think it meer. 
Dowglaſs attendeth ſome anſwer from her; touching ſome things thar he hath 
not long ſince ſent unto her, upon the return whereof they are ro grow to a 
through reſolution for the cauſes of that Realm : I find confirmed y divers, 
that a general hope is conceived of alteration of Religion in that Realm, ere a 
year come about ,"'ih furtherance whereof, they promiſe to themſelves great 
fupport, borh from che Pope and Spain. And yer have we neither power to 
provide Scotland, nor to prevent that the greatneſs of Spain may no way hart 
ps ; yea, rather ſuch as have been perſwaders both in the one and the other, have 
reaped, inſtead of thanks, diſpleaſure.

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The ſubſtance of the Speeches that paſſed privatly between Lucen Mo- 
ther and me the Secretary in her Garden at the Teilliers 


the third of Auguft 1581. 


1. "TT Heprincipal matters I dealt in with her Majeſtie in this confi 

1 firſt ro (ſhew her whereon the ſtay of the ſhips in England , arid: 
Portugal , proceeded. 

2. The cauſes that moved her Majeſtie to conceive that the King was not 
{ forward now in ſeeking to prevent the Spaniſh greatneſs, as by former over- 
cures he ſeemed to be. 

3. Thatit was ſtrange that the Duke her ſon dealing in 4 cauſe ſo many waies 
profitable for the Realm, and honourable tor himſelf, ſhould be ſo coldly al- 
liſted as he was. 

4. Andlaſtly, I prayed her that ſhe would be a mean to the King, that we 
might proceed in the Treaty , conſidering the ſtay thereof grew upon no ſuch 
caule as y_ to hinder fo profitable a matter for both Crowns. 

For the firſt, after I had ler her underſtand how willing her Majeſtie would 
have been to have ſatisfied her requeſt contained in her laſt Lecter delivered b 
Manneſiere , touching the ſaid preparations ; I did acquaint her with the whole 
courſe of the proceeding in that cauſe , and did ſhew unto her , that Don An- 
thanio had no caule (as it ſeemed (he was informed) to find himſelf agrieved with 
her Miajeſtie , neither for the ſtay of the ſhips, nor for any charges that he had 
been at about the ſame; for touching the ſtay that grew trom hence , he had 
rather cauſe to miſlike with the King her ſon,then with the Queen my Miſtreſs, 
for that the ſame aid was promiſed conditionally , fo that the ſaid King would 
concur inthe ation, which he refuſing to do otherwiſe then in 4 naked fort 1 
by recommending the lame to her Majeſtie, it appeareth manifeſtly that the 
ſtay hath growntrom hence ; and as for the charges, 1 ſhewed her, that where- 
as 1t was given out that he ſhould ſuſtain 1co000!, loſs at the leaſt , I was well 
aſſured that it would not amount to much above 10000/, To this ſhe replyed, 
That the King had already made appear unto the world, how ready he was to 
aſſiſt Don CA nthenio, by (ending of 500 men the laſt year to Vienna, and by 
the 500 men ſent this Spring to the Ifle Tercera, and of late by the four ſhi 
diſpatched from Burdeaux under Captain Carlo to the ſaid Ifles , which faith ſhe 
doth ſhew manifeſtly how willing the King is to aſſiſt him, though he would be 
loath to enter into any ſuch open ation as might tend to the violation of the 
Treaties between him and the King of Spain, without he were aſſured that 
the marriage would take place. Thereunto | replyed , that the King might 
deal therein with much better colour , and leſs danger then the Queen my Mi- 
ſtreſs, for the firſt, in reſpect of her pretence to the Crown of Portngal; for 
the ſecond , for that the SubjeRs of this Crown have not ſo much goods in 
Spain, as her Majeſties have ; beſides, they might otherwiſe be relieved, for 


that the King of Spain his SubjeQs , both Spaniards and Portugals , have gear | 


ſtore of goods here. 


Notwithſtanding theſe Arguments , ſhe infiſted ſtill upon an earneſt requeſt, 


that it would pleaſe che Queen to be content to ſuffer che ſhips to proceed in 


their voyage. 
Then 1 asked her whether ſhe could afſure her Majeſtie, that if any __ 
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"arreſt ſhould happen to the King for the indempnity , for her Subje&s would 
do the like here , as alſo otherwiſe to concur with her in common detence , in 
caſe the King of Spain ſhould attempt any thing againſt her. For (ſaid1) it 
her Majeſtie without ſome aſſurance , ſhould be thrown into Warr with the 
King of Spain , and have her SubjeQs goods arreſted , and after ſhould com- 
plain unto you of the ſame, and defire the Kings aide , you might with 
good reaſon aniwer her , That you did not otherwiſe recommend the cauſe 
unto her , then by referring it to her good judgement, todo therein as might 
be without the prejudice ot her ſelf , or of her eſtate; and ſo conciuded with 
her. that unleſs it wou!d pleaſe the King by ſome particular Letter of his, to 
aſſure the Queen, that in caſe any ſuch inconvenience might happeri, he 
would repute it done to himſelf, and jovn with her in common detcnce, if 
any ſuch thing ſhould be attempted "againſt her. Whereunto ſhe anſwered , 
That if the marriage might take place , the King would very willingly affenc 
thereto , or any other thing her Majeſtie could defue ; but otherwiſe ſhe 
thought he could very hardly be broughe —— 19% thereunto. 

1 did then ſhew her , that for ſome difficulties the marriage was accom- 

ied withall , it was thought meer by the King , the Duke, and her own 
xſent, that it ſhould be ſuſpended for a time, and in themean time the Trea- 
ty might be proceededin, which might yield a mutual aſſurance of com- 
mon defence toboth Crowns. For (fad I)it this miſchief which tslike to en- 
ſue, the Spamiſh greatneſs, ſhould nor receive preſent remedy, it may 
grow uncurable , and therefore to have- it depend upon the marriage , which 
1n reſpec of the difficulties , cannot fo nom din to a preſent refolution. - Tt 
ſeemeth that the proceeding in this caſe may be compared to 2 Phiſitian, char 
being moved toyield ſome preſent remedy to a dangerous diſeaſe that can a- 
bide no delay of time , d th che ſame untill he may receive ſome aruggs 
out of India, or ſome other far part. | 

To this ſhe (aid, the fault was in her Majeſtie, for that the matter depen- 
ding only upon her aſſent , all other things being agreed on , the remedy 
might _ put in execution. And fo tell into ſome long ſpeech, both of 
the deſire ſhe had that the ſame might take, the grear benefirs char might grow 
thereby, both to her Majeſties own Realm and perſon , as alſo roall Europe, 
and the full aflurance that the Duke her ſon did make (conſidering how farrforth 
her Majeſtie had proceeded therein) that ſhe would not now fruſtrate the affy- 
red hope that he badreceived of the effteQuating of that he had defired above 
an, thing in the world. And becauſe (faid ſhe) there dependeth ſo many 200d 
things upon the concluſion thereaf, the King my ſon hath thought md, by 
his Ambaſlador, to preſs her Majeſtie to ſome preſent refolution therein. 

After I had = her in remembrence of ſuch difficulties as I had laid before 
ber informer ſpeech, to (hew that the marriage could not receive preſent reſo- 
lution: 1did alſoler her underſtand, that it was a thing that was to grow 
from above, and had his hour appointed , before the which it could not cake 
place; and therefore the ſame being uncertain , mighr perhaps receive later 
reſolution then the diſeaſe required., and that therefore in the mean time, other 
remed.es might be well enough proceeded in, which could breed no hinde- 
_ in the Marriage, and were moſt neceſſary , whatſoever become of the 
ame. 

Then I proceeded tothe ſecond point, ſhewing that the Queen my Miſt:i 
did of late note a great coldnels in the King touching the overture made for che 
impeaching of the King of Spains grearneſs,and that the Reaſons thar moved ber 
. ſo todo, were theſe. Fult that the laſt yeer both her ſon and ſhe upon che _ 
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of rhe late King of Portugal, did declareunto her Majeſties Ambaſſ: : 
dent here, how neceflary it was borh for themſelves ans her Majeſty prin ” 
eye to the King of Spains greatneſs, and to that purpoſe did require that the 
ſaid Ambaſſador might have Commiſſion to treat with ſuch as they ſhould a 
int in that behalf, which being aſſenced unto, and thereupon 1 conterence RA 
wing and overtures made to that purpoſe, the concluſion was referred to be 
reared of by ſuch Commiſſioners .as ſhould be ſent by the King from hence 
chither, ar the _— whole repair, her Majeſty did look that there would have 
been ſome proceeding therein » Which falling out otherwiſe , was found very 
ſtrange. Secondly, that daintineſs thac the King did make to concur with her 
Majeſty in this matter of Portugal, and the ſundry impediments that the Duke 
hath received in this occaſion of the Low Countries , inſtead of furtherance 
(being the principal means to abate the King of - Spains greatneſs) And laſtly 
che permiſſion made to the King of Spains Miniſters for the paſſage of covet 
money to be conveighed through this Realm to the Prince of Parma : Theſe 
things I told her , cid give her Majeſty juſt cauſe to think that the King had no 
difpoſition to break with Spain, in ſeeking to impeach his greatneſs , and there- 
fore prayed her ſhe would deal plainly with the Queen my Miſtris , letting het 
underſtand what her intention was in that behalf : For ſaid I, the Queen my So- 
veraign is a Princeſs that defirerh to live in repoſe, and to maintain good Amity 
with the Princes her neighbours, and had not waded (o far in this behalf, but on- 
ly upon the Kings motion. And therefore if the King doth now ſee no ſuch 
danger to grow by the King of Spains greatnefs, as before it ſeemed he did, her 
Majeſty I know would forbear any further dealing in that behalf, who being fur- 
niſhed with ſhips for her defence by ſea, and her ſubjes being well armed by 
}and, and carrying the earneſt love and aftefion towards her. they do in reſpeR 
of the happy government they have enjoyed under her Highneſs,ſhould I doubt 
not but be able to withſtand theKing of Spains malice,in caſe he ſhould artem 
any thing againſt her. Beſides, I did let her underſtand,chat whereas it was pub- 
| likely given our here, that her Majeſtie was greatly weakned by the alteration in 
Scotland , and the taking away of the Earl Morton, as alfo that there were of 
her own Realm of great quality alienated from her, in reſpeRof Reli- 
gion, For the firſt, hat divers of thoſe in Scotland , hat for ſome particular 
quarrels that they had with Morten, were glad to concur with thoſe that ſought 
to make him away , yet re ſo affeRed tothe Amity of England in reſpec of 
Religion, as when any thing ſhoald be attempted againſt her Majeſtie , Morton 
mſelf would not have been more ready to oppoſe himſelf againſt any ſuch at- 
then they will be, And as for the great perſonages that though I did 
affure my ſelf that none of them carried ſo evil meaning as toattempt any thing 
againſt her Majeſty , but rather would be content to hazard their lives as duty 
commanded chem, yer if they were fo evil diſpoſed , rhe ſubjes of the Realm 
being generally ſo well affected ro her Majeſty as they are , and grownto chac 
judgement now, 25 t affe& nor the perſons of thoſe great ones, 25 in former 
times they bave done, but do rather look into the cauſe then behold the 
they ſhonld not be able to drawin great numbers afrer chem to the execution of 
any unduciful aftion. To this (atrer ſhe had heard me artentively) (he replyed 
that ar the time of the conference berween the Kings deputies and her Maje- 
ſties Ambaſl. Reſident, then they did asit were aſſure themſelves rthac chemarri- 


age ſhould take place; no other impediments being then alleadged but the tron- 


bles of this Realm.which by the mediation of the D.were in good way of woody 
compoſition , and in hope thereof they were _— to have taken any conr 

ſtill continue in the fame = 

pofe 


that her Majeſty ſhould have thonghr good,and do 
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fe and minde, ſo as the ſame m_ take place, without the which ſhe ſaid ſhe 
did not ſee how the King her ſon ſhould be chroughly backed, in caſe he ſhoulg 
enter into any action againſt the King of Spain , for that there might be many 
perſwaſions and deviſes uſed to diſſolve ſuch Treaties as ſhould onely conſiſt of 
Ink ani Paper. Andas for the enterpriſe of Portugal, ſhe ſaid that if the King 
of Spain might be kept from the poſſeſſion of the Ile of Tercers (which might 
keep him as well from enjoying ſuch benefits as might growour of the conqueſt 
depending upon the.ſaid Crown , as alſo from che Indies in his own poſſeſſion) 
Portugal would rather be a burthen to him then otherwiſe. And as for the Dukes 
enterpriſe, ſhe ſaid that the King her ſon (this Realm being greatly weakned by 
civil wars) was loath to enter into a war with the King of Spain, unlgſs he mighe 
be aſſuredly well backed , which no way they could make account of without 
the marriage z whereupon ſhe took occaſion to ſhew that it would bea very ho- 
norable courſe for the King and the Queens Majeſty to ſeck by way of media- 
tion to compound the troubles between the king and his ſubjects , and the Low- 
Countries, whereto if the king should not afſent, then might the two Crowns 
with more honor concur in the ation, by ſeeking to reſtore them to their liber- 
ties, whereunto [I replyed that the Queen my Miſtreſs had made it apparant to 
the world that ſhe had ſundry ways ſought (when the time ſerved more aptly 
then now) to bring it topaſs. Bur for the preſent, whoſoever doth conſider to 
what extreme degrees of alienation from the King , the ſaid ſubjects of the 
Low Countries are grown unto, having beaten down his Arms, and renounced 
his Government, how impoſlible 1t is to draw the Prince of Orange any ways 
co truſt the King, or the King to be reconciled unto him, in reſpec of a book 
written by the ſaid Prince, wherein the Kings honor 1s greatly rouched , ſhall ſee 
no reaſon to hope for any reconciliation, and that the Authors of that device 
do propound the ſame bur for a delay to ſerve the King of Spains turn, To 
this ſhe replied nothing, and did alſo let paſs the permiſſion given tothe King of 
Spains Miniſters for paſſing of mony without ſaying any thing toir, whereon I 


- forbear to prels, for that I was informed that the ſame was done without her pri- 


vity, to the other points of her reply, I did onely touch two things, the one thac 
at the time of our Conference between the Ambaſladors and the Deputies 
there was no mention made of marriage , and fo I ſhewed her that this impedi- 
ment hath been tound out but of late, the other that I marvel, ſeeing ſhe her 
ſelf did confeſs that it did greatly import to keep the Rang of Spain from the 
Iſland of Tercera : that the King her ſon made fo great difficulty in ſo neceſſa- 
ry a matter, to concur with her Majeſty. To the latter point ſhe faith as hath 
been alledged before, that the King had already given order for certain ſhips to 
be ſent thither, and prayed that her Majeſty would be content to do the like. 
In which point I concluded , that though I would (according to her requeſt) 
move her Majeſty in that behalf, yet I did ſhew her that 1 did greatly doubt that 
her Majeſty would hardly be drawn to afſent thereto without ſome letter of aſ. 
ſurance from the King unto her,as had been before moved. Ando leaving the 
matterof Portugal , I deſcended to the third point touching the cold affiſtance 
given tothe Duke, letting her underſtand that T had fpecial charge from her Ma- ' 
feſty from time to time , torecommend both unto the King and unto her his 
cauſe; and therefore being given tounderſtand that notwithſtanding the ear- * 
neſt motion made on her Majeſties behalf unto the King , ar my firſt audi- - 
ence he was weakly furniſhed of two' principal matters incident to the en- 
terpriſe he had in hand, that is of Treaſure and martial counſel, I prayed her to 
have due confideration both of -the perſon, and of the action; of the perſon, 


for that he was her ſon, and ſuch a one as was like to yield as great honor as yer 
di 
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did childe to mother , and for the action, it ch 


Court within this Realra, conſidering that this ſaid Realm in reſpe& of the ci- 
vil troubles , is full of perſons diſcontented , and alſo of ſuch as have no other 


-crtue to get credit, then by breeding of diſſentions, and though for the pre- 
lent it was known that there was good liking between the two Princes in out- 
ward appearance, yet it is evidently known unto the world, that the King here- 
tofore hath ſtood in ſome jealouſie of him , which ſparks being nor throughly 
extinguiſhed by evil diſpoſed perſons, might eafily kindle again. With this ſpeech 
ſhe ſeemed to begreatly moved , and letting me underſtand that ſhe had care 
thereof, and did what ſhe might to procure hum that ſupport that was neceſſary, 
acknowledging the enterpriſe to be both honorable and profitable. Bur (ſaid 
ſhe) the King without the afſurance of the marriage will not be drawn into any 
open breach with the King of Spain, which he fhiould hardly avoid if he ſhould 
afliſt his brother in (ach ſort as was meet : ſhe did alſo ina ſort acknowledge thar 
though heretofore there had been ſome jealouſie between her two ſons, yet now 
there was great good-will and love between them , notwithſtanding that by 
ſome evil inftruments there might be ſome difunion bred between them, ſhe did 

for the avoiding thereof amongſt other reſpes, greatly wish that the marriage 
might take place, In the end of my ſpeech 1 did lay before her ſuch Reaſons as 
might induce her to uſe ſome mediation towards the King , for the removing of 
the impediment of our Treaty , for that the ſame could no way prejudice the 

marriage, whereunto$he anſwered , that the King was reſolved touching the 

continuance of the ſtay until ſuch rime as he might hear from his Ambaſſador. 


This in effe&t was that which paſt between us Auguſt 30. 1591.

\ /1 Y very good Lord, I receivedby the laſt Meſſenger, two Letters from 
M your Lord(tup,the one of the laſt of Auguſt, and the other of the ſecond of 
this preſent - For the firſt, I am very ſorry that the King of Portugal is o grext- 
ly grieved as he is, and yet if the anſwer made of the conference by thoſe that 
were appointed to deal with Don Diego de Rotelia, and Don Emanxel de Silva, 
be by him well remembred , he hath more cauſe to blame France, then he Q. 
Majeſtie, being ar that time reſolved that the preparation ſhould not go forward 
unleſs che French King would concur , as alſo, that he himſelf ſhould bear ſuch 
loſs as ſhould fall out through the ſaid preparation. And whereas he findeth 
himſelf grieved , for that his loſs falleth out to be greater then he looked for * 
(whereof the greateſt part of the blame is laid upon me) ſurely no man is (6 
much to be charged therewith as Doctor Lopes, who ſundry times in the Kings 
name, deſired me that the preparations might be greater rhen was firſt agreed 
upon for that the King doubted that thoſe forces would not be ſufhcient. And 
for the defraying of the, charges, he did aſſure me, that the King did mean to 
procure ſome money out of the Low-Countries upon Jewels. Seeing then 
chat this encreaſe of charges grew upon the Kings own motion, he cannot in 
'reaſon be offended either with her Majeſtie , nor with any of thoſe that have 
been dealers in the ſame z notwithſtanding, it werea very Princely part (conſi- 
dering into what a (> rum eſtate the poor Prince is thrown) for her Majeſtic 
to takeupon her the dilcharge of the loſs that is ſuſtained in the ſaid preparations, 
whoſe eſtate I do not think yer ſo deſperate , but that God will one day raiſe 
him up again to pluck down the pride of him who is the ſworn enemy both to 
God and her Majeſtie; I do utterly miſlike of his par hither , ſeeing no rea. 
ſon that ſhould move him to attempt theſame, conſidering how he hath been 
dealt withall oy Heng upon the Kings denial to write his Letters to her Maje- 
ſtie, if my firſt advice touching his repair into the Low-Countries had been fol- 
lowed, both theiſles of the Afores had been preſerved, and alſo the Eaſt and 
Weſt Indian Fleet defeated. This day there 1s come advertiſement out of Spain 
that the Fleet is arrived from the Moluccaes,who beſides the bringing of great 
quantity of Treaſure, have brought advertiſements tha the ſaid Iſlanders have 
yielded to the Kings obedience, I am very glad that the poor Prince reſteth ſo 
well atisfied of my dealing towards him, for I was in doubt that the Count Yin- 
 nieſo, who is a very vain man, had ſought to cauſe him to conceive otherwiſe of 
me then I deſerved ; notwithſtanding that it is yrent to allthe world , thar 
the ſtay for the preparations for the Iſlands , hath grown from hence (no man, 
be.ng better acquainted with all then himſelf) yer doth he blame her Majeſtie, 
being carried away with a vain hope that the King here is greatly diſpoſed to aſ- 
fiſt is Majeſtie when he ſhall repair thither, which in the end will prove bac 
an abuſe, and I pray God it be not with the peril of his perſoa.September, x 581

Y very good Lord, by the general Letter your Lordſhip may perceive 
what reſolution the King is grown unto touching the Treane; which 
(conſidering the naked direction we received, in caſe the Treatie had held) fal- 
leth out very well. Surely,unlefs her Majeſtic ſhall hereafter be berter inclined 
to prefer ſafetie before charges, it ſhall be but in vain for her co have any deal- 
ing with forreign Princes , and I would to God her Majeſtie had no need of for- 
reign aſſiſtance : Notwithſtanding, I ſee ſhe is not diſpoſed toredeem her peril 
otherwiſe then neceffity ſhall lead her (whois one of the moſt dangerous Pilots 
chat can take the helm in hand, for where neceſſity ruleth, ele&ion and coun- 
cel can takeno 4-4 and though dealing underhand heretofore havh accidencal- 
ly (in reſpec of the weakneſs of the Princes her neighbours) continued her Ma- 
jeſtie in a peaceable kind of Government : yet now that Scotland is aliened from 
her Highneſs, and the King well near of years fic to match with the daughter of 
ſome Prince (that may ſtand with him for his pretended title) her Majeſtie is 
ro look for another kind of reckoning. That houſe that is moſt afﬀected here 
eo the ſaid King, and doth above others imbrace his cauſe, never carryed great- 
er ſivay.then it doth preſently, upon ſuch cauſes as I will open to her Myettie 
and your Lordſhip at my return. | hope to depart hence on Thurſday next, and 
in the way'to viſit the Duke de Azjov. with whom I think tmeer. beſides com- 
mon durie, in reſpeR of the good will he beareth to her Majeſtie, to confer, 
before my departure out of this Realm. And therefore being doubtful where 
ro find him, and how long he will ſtay me, I cannot certainly ler your Lordſhip 
underſtand at what time I ſhall return to the Court there.

I” may pleaſe your Lordſhip to underſtand, that on Sunday the tenth of this 
moneth we had audience of the King, where I the Secretary did remember 
unto him, how far we and his Deputies had proceeded in the Treatie of the 
League defenſive and offenſive by his conſent : where, by means of letters from

his Ambaſſador in England the ſame was broken off, tor tuch cauſes (as it was 


ſaid) as he had written; whereof her Majeſtie being advertiſed from us, and 
ſhe having conferred thereupon with the ſaid Ambaſſador, tound by the Cop 

of his Letters (which he ſhewed for his excuſe) that che ſame was nor in yah 
rerms as had been reported to have come from him, as we thought his Majeſtie 
had been adverriſed from his ſaid Ambaſſador by his laſt diſpatch : And there- 
fore her Majeſtic had given us in charge to pray his Highnels in her name, thar 
we might proceed with his Miniſters in the treaty of that ,. being ſo ne-

pounded. The King anſwered with long ſpeeches, how much he defired her 


Majeſties amity, and eſpecially to ſee the effeR of this marriage, upon conditi- 
on to be ſhortned of fix years of his life : and how happy. he would think him- 


ſelf, if it might pleaſe her Majeſtie to think his brother worchy of that favour 

therein : The great good which ſuch a conjuntion would bring to both Realms ;

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and in this matter continuing ſtill upon the point of che marriage, as the ſtrong- 
eſt bond of amitie of all other. And as for a league, he ſaid, there was 2 
already a league defenſive berween them, which he was content to enlarge for 
the more aſſurance of his good will in any hang that might be tound to lack, or 
were meet to be added thereto: Bur as tor a league offenſive , he did alwaies 
wiſh and mean that it might go with the marriage. Thereunto in anſwer divers 
reaſons were uſed to move him to proceed tothe Treaty begun , and among 
other that there was, none ſo ſtrong a bond as that which was grounded upon 
neceſſity, and that the cauſe of the neceſſity thereof at this time was not un- = 
known to him, that by the concluding of fuch leagues, the marriage was nor pur 
back ; that the great benefit that this Realm was like to receive by it was nor 
ſmall, by aſſuring a Countrey unto it, where, and by the help whereof, this 
Realm had wken great loſs of late years, by two overthrows in the King his 
fathers time, letting him alſo underſtand, that her Majeſtie (ſeeing the Duke 
inan enterprize ſo profitable tor thisRealm, and honourable for himſelf, in- 
ſtead of afliſtance to receive rather overthwarts and impediments) had juſt cauſe 
roconfirm her opinion touching the dithculty propounded, for the ſtay in nor 
proceeding in the marriage z tor ſeeing that it the ſame had proceeded , the 
greateſt burthen of the war muſt have lighted on her ſelf, the ability of the 
Duke and of the Sates being not ſuch as was able to encounter the forces of ſo 
puiſfant a Prince as the King of Spain; Afid therefore ſeeing his Majeſtie upon 
anſwer from tys Fr ther, had conſented that ſuch league ſhon!d be treated 
upon, without ſpeaking of the Marriage ; and Deputies appointed by him, the 
ſame well begun, and ſome particularities for a league offenſive agreed upen; 
her Majeſtie and all the world may find this alteration now to be very ſtrange. 
Hereunto, after he had uſed many ſpeeches of .the former ſubſtance, in general 
terms,without anſwering any particulariries, offering himſelt and all his means to 
be at her Majeſties devotion. whoſe good will he fought with his ſoul and af- 
teion, he concluded, that there was no ſuch ſurety ina league offenſive, as 
there was in the marriage z which proceeding , all ſhould be as her Majeſtie 
leaied; and that if he had been otherwiſe underſtood, either. he did not de- 
Fiver his mind fo clearly as he did.mean or elſe his meaning was miſtaken of us, 
and of his Depuries ; for that he did never mean bur chat the league offence 
and the Marriage ſhould go together, and not otherwiſe. Having heard this 


- his Majeſties concluſton, . and repeated it nnto him, I che Secretary jaid, That 


ſeeing his Majeſtie was ſo reſolved, her Highnefs had in that caſe commanded 
me to return home my ſervice, being more needtul there then. here, for cauſes 
which I remembred unto him ; and that he might think himſelf of ſome fit time 
co treat turther of theſe matters, praying his Majeſtie to appoint when I might 
receive his commandments to her Majeſtie, and to take my leave. He ſaid, 
he would gladly have us at this marriage of the Duke of Foyesſe, the eighteenth 
of this moneth ; but mg her Majeſtie had commanded me to return, it 
ſhould be when I would, uſing many ſpeeches tull of affe&tion to her Majeſtic, 
to be uttered at my return to her Highneſs. Then we went to the Queen 
Mother, and rehearſed unto her what had paſſed by the King : Whereunto 
ſhe uſed in ſubſtance the like ſpeeches the King had done; adding more plainly, 
that they feared ſuch a league being made detenſive and offenſive, the marriage 
would be clean broken,wittfdivers other ſpeeches,wherewith I chinknor need- 
fulrotrouble her Majeſtie, until my return. Ac this time I the Secretary pray- 
ed Queen Mother to think well. of theſe matters, being of ſuch imporcance 
againſt the time, that I ſhould come to take my leave of the King and her, and 


ſo for that time we departed. And for that we might doubt of ſome alteration, 
we 
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we did forbear to ſend away this Corrier, until we had taken our leave, which 
was upon Thurſday the twelfth of this preſenc ; at which time there paſſed no- 
thing from the King and Queen Mother bur ordinary complements,and ſpecially 
recommending the Marriage. Paris the 13 of September, 1581.
